LINNiEUS,  an  enthufiaftic  admirei:  of  natu* 
ral  hiftory  himfelf,  had  the  art  of  infpiring 
his  difciples  with  a  fimilar  paflion.  He  formed 
a  fchool  for  the  mod  iiiterefting  of  all  fcienccs  j 
and  while  his  fcholars  were  carrying  the  fame  of 
their  niafter  to  the  remoteft  parts  ^f  the  globed 
with  a  perfeverance  undaunted  by  danger,  and 
indifferent  to  eafe,  they  blended  with  their  fa- 
vourite purfuits  fuch  defcriptions  of  the  coun- 
tries they  vifited,  as  muft  ever  rank  them  high 
in  the  clafs  of  entertaining  voyagers  and  travel- 
lers. Haffclquift,  Solander,  Tbunberg,  and  Sparr- 
man  are  a  few  of  thofe  illuftrious  names,  whom 
the  great  Swedifh  naturalift  formed  by  his  pre- 
cepts, and  animated  by  his  example. 

Regardlefs  of  toil,  and  undifmayed  by  difficul- 
ties, Sparrman,  early  in  life,  made  a  voyage  to 
China  j  and  in  a  few  years  after  his  return,  by 
the  intereft  of  a  relation  who  had  paved  the  way 
for  his  reception,  he  was  fent  out  to  the  Cape  of 
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Good  Hope,  with  fuch  recommendations  as  might 
enable  him  to  purine  his  refearches  into  the  -^li- 
mate  and  inanimate  produ6tions  of  th*  coutltif/j 
without  the  danger  of  being  regarded  as  a  ^yi/^'  * 

It  would  not  be  generally  intcrefting  to  fpllqwr 
him  through  all  his  details  as  a  natural  hillorian  j 
wc;  lliall,  therefore,  confine  ourfelves  ct»ie£ly  to  a 
narrative  of  what  he  faw  and  remarked, in .liis 
various  peregrinations,  as  far  as  men,  manners, 
climate,  and  incidc-nt  are  concerned. 

Having  obtained  the  indulgence  of  a  free 
paflage  on  board  the  Callle  of  Stocklxolm,  a 
Svvedifli  Eaft  Iiuliaman,  our  author  fet  fail  from 
Gottenburgh,  on  the  I'Jth  of  January  1772.  Near 
the  north  coaft  of  Scotland  they  experienced 
very  ftormy  weather,  and  fuffered  confiderablc 
damage  in  their  rigging.  In  latitude  34  north, 
they  fell  in  with  a  Dutch  Indiaman,  homeward 
bound,  which  was  in  the  utmoft  dlftrefs,  and  the 
crew  emaciated  and  reduced  to  the  laft  degree 
for  the  want  of  almoft  every  necelfary.  The 
Swedes  generoufly  granted  fuch  relief  as  was  in 
their  power,  and  then  proceeded  on  their  voyage. 

Nothing  worthy  of  obfervati on  occurred  till 
they  reached  the  latitude  of  37  deg.  fouth,  when 
Sparrman  had  an  opportunity  of  obferving  that 
phenomenon,  called  by  failors  fea-fhine.  It  ap- 
peared chiefly  in  a  round  form,  of  three  feet  dia- 
meter, and  refembled  a  glowing  light  through- 
out its  whole  extent.  Th6  whole  ocean,  as  far 
as  they  could  difcern,  was  adorned  with  luminous 
objeds  of  this  kind,  at  various  intervals,  but 
tione  very  diitant.  ' 

On  the  12th  of  April  they  anchored  in  Table 
Bay,  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 
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Our  voyager  remarks,  that  the  very  partial  no- 
counts  which  ibme  have  given  of  the  Cape  and 
its  vicinity,  may  ariic  from  that  plcafurc  which 
the  very  fight  of  land  is  fure  to  give,  after  a  lt»ng 
confinement  at  fea.  I'he  feelings  of  fome  have 
fo  far  impofed  on  their  underlianding,  that  they 
have  even  taken  the  barren  heaths  on  the  north 
iidt  of  the  town  for  corn-fields. 

Sparrman  holds  a  middle  courfe:  he  neither 
paints  the  colony  of  the  Cape  as  an  elylium,  nor 
as  a  chain  of  barren  mountains.  Cape  Town  is 
lituatcd  between  the  ihore  and  Table  Mountain, 
which  rifes  to  a  great  height  above  the  level 
of  the  fea.  The  town  is  but  fmall,  being  only 
about  two  thouland  paces  in  length,  and  the 
fame  in  breadth,  including  the  orchards  and 
gardens.  The  houfes  in  general  are  handfome  j 
but  at  moft  only  two  ftories  high.  They  are  all 
thatched,  or  covered  wjth  a  kind  of  dark-colour- 
ed reed. 

The  gardens  of  the  company  are  pretty  large, 
but  to  a  botanifl  like  Sparrman,  they  did  not  ap- 
pear to  merit  the  high  commendations  which 
Kplben  and  fome  others  have  beliowcd  on  them. 

The  fortifications  lie  to  the  north  of  the  town  j 
though  batteries  are  placed  on  both  fides  of  it. 

Immediately  on  landing,  our  author  waited  on 
the  governor}  and  having  explained  the  nature 
of  his  appointment,  met  with  a  polite  and  friend- 
ly reception.  The  lieutenant  governor,  whofe 
children  he  was  to  inftru6t,  being  then  at  Rilfe 
Bay,  Sparrman  fet  out  for  that  place,  and,  upon 
his  arrival,  he  w^s  farther  honoured  with  the 
poft  of  interpreter,  between  his  patron  and  the 
Fxench  who  came  to  that  harbour. 
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Soon  after,  revifiting  the  Cape,  he  fell  in  with 
the  celebrated  Dr.  Tliunberg,  with  whom  he 
had  been  acquainted  at  UpHil.  Thus  two  men, 
engaged  in  limilar  purfuits,  had  the  good  fortune 
to  meet  in  this  remote  corner  o'f  the  globe  j  but 
they  were  foon  obliged  to  feparate  by  the  calls  of 
duty,  and  the  nature  of  Sparrman's  engagements. 

During  his  winter's  refidence  at  Falfe  Bay,  h« 
faw  very  little  fnow  or  hail  j  nor  was  the  wea- 
ther remarkably  cold.  The  north-weft  wind,  in- 
deed, was  fometimes  fevere ;  and  this  renders  it 
extremely  dangerous  for  fliips  to  lie  here.  No 
fewer  than  eight  out  of  ten  were  driven  on  fhore 
and  lolt  in  1722;  fince  which  time,  the  Dutch 
generally  anchor  in  Table  Bay.  Board  and  lodg- 
ing is  nearly  as  expenfive  here  as  at  the  Cape, 
from  which  it  is  diftant  (ixteen  miles.  The  road 
is  very  heavy  and  tedious,  and  at  times  attended 
with  confiderable  danger. 

Falfe  Bay  is  feldom  vifited  by  fliips,  except 
during  the  winter  feafon,  Simon's  Bay,  in  the 
vicinity,  was  reforted  to,  during  our  author's  re- 
fidence here,  by  feveral  Englilli,  French,  and 
Dutch  Eaft  Indiamen.  The  principal  Dutch  of- 
ficers and  palfengers  lodged  with  the  relident,  or 
lieutenant  governor,  and  thus  Sparrman  had  an 
opportunity  of  obferving  the  various  cuftoms  of 
the  ditTerent  European  nations,  and  of  being 
fometimes  entertained  with  a  confufion  of  lan- 
guages, almoft  equal  to  that  at  the  Tower  of 
Babel. 

He  was  much  flruck  with  the  boorifti  beha- 
viour of  fome  Dutch  captains,  who,  as  foon  as 
the  deifert  was  brought  in  after  dinner,  began 
fmoking  their  pipes,  regardlefs  of  the  prejudices 
of  the  other  guefts  againft  tbeir  favourite  herb. 
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Hi  was  his  good  fortune  to  aflbciate  romctimes 
^ith  fomc  FlngliLh  ladies,  of  whom  he  fpeaks  in 
the  highcd  terms.  Soiiie  of  thcfe  were  going  to 
the  eall  to  make  their  fortunes,  as  the  term  is; 
and  forry  we  are  to  think,  that  any  of  our  fair 
countrywomen  Ihoukl  be  capable  of  fuch  an  in» 
delicacy,  as  to  carry  their  charms  to  India  to  bo 
difpofed  of  at  a  venture !  Sparrman  relates  an 
anecdote  of  one  of  them,  who,  it  appears,  had 
been  engaged,  before  ihe  left  Kngkind,  to  marry 
a  certain  governor.  During  her  pallage,  fhe  had 
attached  herfelf  to  the  captain  of  th«  fliip,  who 
was  bafe  enough  to  defert  her  on  landing*.  The 
gentleman,  for  whom  Ihe  was  dcftined,  was  dif- 
pofed to  fultil  his  engagements  as  foon  as  Ihe 
arrived  j  but  the  lady  pofitively  refufed,  and 
with  the  candour  of  an  honeft  heart,  confelfcd 
her  indiferetion.  This  franl^ncfs  did  not  lofe  its 
reward.  The  governor  having  firft  endeavoured, 
in  vain,  to  perfuade  the  falfe  lover  to  marry  her, 
without  hefitation,  efpoufed  her  himfelf. 

During  Dr.  Sparrman*  ftay  at  Falle  Bay,  Jic 
examined  the  animal  and  vegetable  productions 
of  the  neighbourhood ;  and,  at  the  approach  of 
fummer,  attended  his  patron  to  a  feat  he  had  at 
Alphen,  near  Conftantia,  about  an  equal  diftance 
from  Table  and  Simon's  Bay.  As  he  was  pading 
along  the  mountainous  part  of  this  road,  he  ob- 
ferved  a  troop  of  baboons,  fporting  among  the 
rocks }  and  on  the  adjoining  plaitw  faw  a  large 
flock  of  flamingos,  whofe  bodies,  being  as  white 
as  fnow,  and  their  wings  a  flaming  red,  gave 
them  a  mod  beautiful  and  attra^ive  appearance. 
Thefe  birds  are  of  the  crane  kind. 

His  patron  had  a  commodious  houfe,  and  a 
pretty  exteniivjs  garden  at  this  place ',  but  be- 
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lides  it,  there  was  fcarccly  an  acre  of  cultivat- 
ed land  in  the  neighbourhood,  except  for  the 
purpofe  of  vines,  which  are  reared  with  little 
trouble  J  and  produce  the  famous  Conllantia  wine. 

Alphen,  where  Sparrman  fpent  this  fummer, 
was  lituated  on  the  fouthern  fide  of  the  Table 
Mountain,  which  has  the  appearance  of  being 
level  at  the  top,  from  which  it  receives  the  name 
of  Table  j  though,  indeed,  there  are  conliderable 
inequalities.  Here  he  botanized  with  much  fuc- 
cefs,  and  was  infinitely  delighted  with  the  beau- 
tiful and  extenfive  profpe6ts  which  its  acclivties 
prefented. 

The  whole  diftrift  of  Conftantia  is  faid  to  prO" 
dnce  no  more  than  iixty  liggars  of  the  red,  and 
ninety  of  the  white,  wine  of  that  name.  Each  lig- 
gar  is  reckoned  at  fix  hundred  Frehch  pints.  This 
wine  is  well  known  to  fetch  an  exceflive  price ; 
and,  therefore,  it  is  much  adulterated.  Its  fla- 
vour is  peculiarly  agreeable,  and  it  poflelfes  a 
richnefs  and  delicacy  almoft  unequalled.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  foil,  rather  than  any  peculiarity  in 
the  manner  of  preparing  it,  gives  its  acknow-. 
iedged  fuperiority.  Few  fpots  will  produce  the 
genuine  fortj  and  on  this  account  fuch  fmall 
quantities  are  really  made,  though  much  is  fold 
under  the  adopted  name. 

In  various  excurfions  round  this  romantic  fpot^ 
Dr.  Sparrman  met  with  feveral  animals  which 
were  little  known  j  and  made  new  remarks  on 
fuch  as  were.  But,  notwithftanding  the  ample 
field  before  him  for  a  naturalift  to  indulge  in,  he 
confefl'es  that,  at  intervals,  he  felt  a  deje6tion  of 
fpirits,  and  a  wilh  to  extend  his  refearches,  and 
to  communicate  his  difcoveries  to  perfons  who 
were  pofleiTed  of  the  fame  turn  of  mind.     A 
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phyfician  at  the  Cape,  who  had  ftiidied  in  Hol- 
land, exprefled  a  deiire  to  fee  his  herbal.  Sparr- 
man  thought  now  he  had  iband  an  opportunity 
of  improving  his  knowledge,  and  diiplaying  his 
own  acquifitions  to  advantage.  But,  it  feems, 
this  fon  of  Elculapius  fcarcely  knew  the  name 
or  properties  of  a  fingle  vegetable  in  the  country 
where  he  lived  j  and  though  he  was  the  beft 
pradtitioner  at  the  Cape,  depended  more  on  com- 
merce for  an  income  than  on  his  profeflion. 

In  an  cxcurfion  to  Praal,  Dr.  Sparrman  gives  a 
very  entertaining  account  of  the  reception  he 
met  with  at  the  different  farms  in  his  road  j  for 
it  need  fcarcely  be  obferved,  that  the  accommo- 
dation of  inns  is  little  known  in  the  interior  parts 
of  this  country.  He  travelled  fome  way  in  a 
waggon,  drawn  by  oxen,  the  only  kind  of  carri- 
age known  in  the  country;  and  the  firft  night 
was  indifferently  lodged,  and  felt  fome  apprehen- 
iions  for  his  life,  which  induced  him  to  barricade 
the  door  of  his  apartment,  and  lleep  with  a  drawn 
knife  under  his  piliow.  >: 

Next  morning,  after  an  ordinary  breakfaft  on 
ftale  fmalt,  which  hunger  however  rendered  pa- 
latable, he  continued  his  journev,  and  in  the 
courfe  of  the  forenoon,  taking  flielter  from  the 
rain  in  a  fcrm-houfe,  was  furprifed  to  find  the 
female  flaves  at  work,  and  at  the  fame  time  fing- 
ing  pfalms.  Their  matter,  poffeffed  with  a  zeal 
for  religion,  rarely  feen  here,  had  prevailed  on 
them  to  adopt  this  devout  exercife,  which  they 
little  underftood  the  meaning  of  j  but  he  was  too 
politic  to  admit  them  to  bnptifm,  which  would 
have  given  them  their  liberty.  This  pious  boor 
was  born  at  Berlin,  and  entered  into  converfation 
with  our  adventurer.    In  the  evening  he  arrived 
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after  a  fatiguing  day  in  fimpling,  at  a  haridfomo 
farm  houl'e,  where  he  was  well  entertained,  and 
afforded  no  fmall  diverfion  to  his  holts  by  his 
broken  Dutch,  and  his  apparatus  for  catching  and 
]  rjferving  infefts.  it  feemed  an  infect  hunter 
was  a  chara6ter  unknown  here  j  and  having  filled, 
his  box,  he  was  obliged  to  ftick  a  number  of  Dies 
round  the  brim  of  his  hat  j  and  when  he  made  his 
advances  for  a  dinner,  next  day,  he  was  in  fome 
danger,  from  his  groteique  appeariince,  of  being 
taken  for  a  conjurer.  However,  after  fome  ex- 
planation, he  met  with  a  hofpitable  reception ; 
and  the  good  woman  of  the  houfc  being  ill  of  the 
gout,  he  was  ol)ligcd  to  difplay  his  medical  abi- 
lities, as  a  return  for  the  civilities  he  had  receiv- 
ed. Here  he  fpent  the  night,  and  falling  in  with 
the  fon  of  a  Livonian,  felt  himfelf  in  fome  mea- 
furc  at  home. 

Bidding  adieu  to  thefe  good  people,  he  pro- 
ceeded»  botanizing  all  the  way  to  Praal,  where  he 
entered  the  houfe  of  a  furly  miller,  who,  notv^ith^ 
Handing  the  rudenefs  of  his  iirft  fidutation,  on 
finding  the'ftranger  had  eaten  nothing  that  day, 
ordered  bread  and  meat,  and  a  bottle  of  wine  to 
be  iuftantly  fct  before  him.  Sparrman,  thinking 
that  his  viiit  was  not  very  agreeable,  as  he  could 
not  bring  his  holi  to  any  converfible  humour, 
thought  proper  to  offer  a  pecuniary  recompence 
for  his  entertainment.  But  the  miller  refolutely 
declined  accepting  any;  and  bluntly  obferved, 
that  it  is  our  duty  to  allift  travellers.  Thus  wc 
often  find  a  native  goodnefs  of  heart  under  a  for- 
bidding addrefs ;  and  fometimes  much  unfeeling- 
nefs  i:.cder  a  polilhed  exterior. 

A  little  farther  on,  he  entered  the  houfe  of  a 
man  wbofe  wile  was  fick  in  bed.    On  its  being 
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^ifcovered  that  he  was  a  phyfician,  he  was  affailed 
oil  all  fides  for  his  advice,  and  gave  fo  much  fa- 
tisfa6lIon  to  his  hoft,  that  he  Ihewed  him  every 
civility  in  his  power. 

When  it  was  almoft  dark,  he  reached  a  farm 
houfe,  the  miftrefs  of  which  is  defcribed  as  a  moft 
worthy  chara6ter.  Her  hulband  happened  to  be 
a  Livonian,  fo  that  our  traveller  and  he  foon  be- 
came intimate.  How  ftrange  it  is,  and  yet  how 
natural,  for  perfons  to  feel  an  attachment  to  each 
other  on  account  of  their  country,  when  thevare 
diftant  from  it;  though  at  home  they  would  not 
take  the  leail  notice  of  each  other!  This  fym- 
pathy,  however,  is  often  attended  with  the  bed 
confequences,  and  gives  rife  to  the  moft  benevo- 
lent a6tions.  The  old  Livonian  knew  not  hoiv 
to  Ihew  lufficient  attention  to  his  gueft,  andhav- 
ing  a  very  fmall  Itock  of  learning  himfelf,  he  was 
anxious  to  dilplay  it  for  the  credit  of  the  country 
h^  lived  in,  and  the  entertainment  of  his  vifiter. 

I  In  the  morning,  however,  he  ordered  fome  of 
h^s  flaves  to  be  punifhed  with  great  feverityj 
Which  furnilhes  our  author  with  an  occafion  to 
defcant  on  the  ill  effects  of  flavery,  which  never 
fails  to  degrade  the  Have,  and  to  brutalize  his 
mafter. 

Next  night  he  lodged  at  the  houfe  of  a  Hano- 
\erian,  who  had  been  a  foldier  in  his  youth,  and 
entertained  him  with  his  adventures.  There  wera 
no  females  in  this  houfe,  but  about  a  dozen  ma^ 
Haves,  who  appeared  /tolerably  happy;  but  their 
fupcrintendent  drew  an  akrming  pi6ture  of  his 
fitujition  among  them,  as  he  never  thought  him- 
felf  fafe  from  their  attacks  at  night.  "  My  good 
friend,"  faid  he  to  our  adventurer,  **  the  moft 
gentle  and  fupportable  kind  of  tyranny,  always 
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brings  with  it  its  own  puniihment,  in  an  uneafy 
oonrcience  and  troubled  fleep.  Even  with  the 
mildest  treatment,  Haves  feel  them  (elves  bereaved 
of  the  rights  of  nature.  The  melancholy  remem- 
brance of  fo  painful  a  lofs  is  moft  apt  to  arife 
.  during  the  (ilence  of  the  night,  when  it  ceafes  to 
be,  diliipated  by  the  bufinefs  of  the  day.  Need  it 
be  wondered  at,  then,  if  thofe  who  have  deprived 
thefe  poor  creatures  of  their  liberty,  fhould  fome- 
times  be  forced  to  feal  with  their  blood  the  vio- 
lated rights  of  mankind."  Thefe  obfervations 
arc  fo  juft,  that  we  wifli  the  patron^  of  llavery 
may  feel  their  force. 

Next  morning  he  fet  out  on  his  return  for  Al- 
pjien  by  a  different  route,  and  met  with  limilar 
entertainment  by  the  way.  It  Ihould  be  obferv- 
ed,  that  he  was  attended  by  a  Hottentot,  who 
feemed  perfeAly  unacquainted  with  any  fuperior 
being;  and  even  avowed,  that  he  did  not  think  it 
concerned  him  to  trouble  himfelf  about  fuch 
matters.  This  confirms  what  Kolben  and  others 
have  obferved,  on  the  infuperable  averlion  that 
thefe  people  have  to  the  Chriftian  religion.  Yet 
this  man  feemed  to  have  a  mind  capable  of  being 
illumined,  and  daily  pra6tifed  virtues  which  zea- 
lots ot^en  neglect. 

Soon  after  Dr.  Sparrnian*s  return  to  Alphen, 
the  Refolution  and  Adventure,  commanded  by 
Captain  Cook,  anchored  in  Table  Bay.  On  board 
thefe  iliips  v  ere  the  MelFrs.  Forllers,  who  went 
out  in  the  capacity  of  natujaliftsj  and, by  the  good 
offices  of  a  friend,  they  were  introduced  to  our 
adveMtilrer.  Finding  him  animated  with  the 
love  of  the  fcience  they  adored,  they  made  him 
an  offer  of  accompanying  them,  with  fuch  privi- 
leges and  gratuUios,  as  alnaoit .  denied  hirn  the 
.2  .,  pow^if 
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power  of  utterance,  to  acknowledge  their  kind- 
licfs.  Warmed  with  the  idea  of  profecuting  his 
favourite  (Indies,  in  a  field  fo  wide  as  now  pre- 
fcnted  itfelf  to  his  imagination  j  and  calling  to 
mind,  that  other  difciples  of  his  great  mafter, 
Linnaeus,  had  embraced  with  ardour  fuch  pro- 
fpe6ts  as  were  now  fet  before  him,  he  gratefully 
accepted  their  offer,  after  a  very  Ihort  delibera- 
tion J  and  leaving  fome  of  the  colle6tions  he  had 
aiready  acquired,  in  the  cuftody  of  a  friend,  and 
fending  part  to  Sweden,  he  made  diligent  pre- 
parations to  embark ;  with  an  intention,  fhould 
he  live  to  return,  to  refumc  his  refearches  in  this 
country. 

During'  the  feven  months  that  he  had  refidcd 
here,  he  had  received  no  intelligence  from  his 
jiative  land,  and  for  a  long  period  he  was  now  to 
be  precluded  from  this  pleafure ;  nevertheless,  the 
love  of  fciencc  prevailed,  and  hope  rofe  fuperior 
to  regret. 

On  the  22d  of  November,  1772,  they  failed 
from  the  Cape,  and  fqon  alter  had  ftormy  weather. 
In  eighteen  days  after  leaving  the  flowery  meadows 
of  the  Cape,  they  fell  in  with  iflands  of  icej  and, 
iis  the  hiflory  of  that  voyage  will  fufficiently 
ihew,  they  long  contended  with  cold  and  danger, 
and  were  the  firft  that  could  boa  ft  the  frozen  ho- 
nour, if  it  may  be  fo  termed,  of  paffing  the  ant- 
ar6tic  polar  circle.  For  the  fpace  of  feventeen 
weeks  they  had  not  feen  land;  and  were  con- 
llantly  furrounded  with  ice.  The  Aurora  Auf- 
tralisi,  refembling  the  northern  lights,  afpe6taele 
iierer  before  feen  by  Europeans,  feveral  times  at* 
tra6ted  their  notice. 

On  the  26th  of  March,  they  anchored  in  Dufky 
Bay,  in  New  Zealand  -,  and  on  the  18th  of  ApriL 
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reached  Queen  Charlotte*s  Sound.  The  Adven- 
ture had  previoully  feparated.  They  afterward* 
inveftigated  the  weilern  coaft  of  New  Holland 
ftnd  New  South  Wales,  This  country  afforded 
Qur  adventurer  abundant  fcope  for  the  exercife 
of  his  talents,  as  a  naturaliil,  and  formed  an 
agreeable  occupation  j  while  the  manners  of  the 
natives  ferved  alternately  to  excite  compadion 
and  difguft.  The  obfervations  of  Dr.  Sparrman, 
wnlefs  when  they  vary  from  the  account  of  Cap- 
tain Cook's  Voyage,  need  not  be  repeated.  We 
ihall  therefore  confine  ourielves  to  what  feems 
new,  either  in  occurrence,  or  in  the  light  in 
vhich  it  is  placed;  preferving,  however^  the  chain 
of  proceedings. 

On  the  7th  of  June,  they  left  New  Zealand^ 
with  an  intention  of  refreihing  in  fome  of  the 
warmer  iilands.  In  their  long  run  between  the 
Cape  and  New  Zealand,  they  had  been  reduced 
to  great  diftrefs,  for  want  of  provifions,  and  by 
the  attacks  of  the  fcurvy.  They  were  now  re- 
duced to  eat  an  ugly  Dutch  dog;  and  to  perfons 
who  had  long  fubiiiied  on  the  coarfeil  fare,  and 
had  only  a  fcanty  allowance  of  that^  the  flefli  of  a 
dog  was  rather  a  dainty. 

On  the  l^th  of  Auguft,  they  arrived  at  the  far- 
celebrated,  though,  as  Sparrman  thinks,  the  too* 
highly  efti mated  Ifland  of  Otaheite.  On  this 
Paphian  ifland,  ^hey  ran  the  greateft  rilk  of  being 
Shipwrecked,  by  ilriking  on  the  coral  rocks. 
Having  vifited  feveral  iflands  in  the  vicinity,  and 
fnade  fome  new  difcoveries,  during  which  period 
they  took  in  ample  fupplies  of  provifiuns,  and  re- 
fremed  the  crews,  they  again  returned  to  Queen 
Charlotte's  Sound  in  New  Zealand.  Inuring  this 
yun  J^ft  Sparrman  relates,  that  one  evening,  as 
'         ..    '  .    -  both 
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toth  the  fliips  were  driving  before  a  brifk  gale, 
and  wanted  to  fpeak  together,  by  the  great  i  well 
of  the  fea,  and  the  dilatory  manceuvres  of  the  men 
at  the  helm,  they  were  within  a  hair's-breadth  of 
daihing  againft  each  other,  the  probable  confe- 
quence  of  which  would  have  been,  that  both 
would  have  gone  to  the  bottom.  At  the  moment 
of  imminent  danger,  the  Adventure  dropped 
aftern,  and  as  there  were  few  officers  on  deck, 
this  incident,  which  had  nearly  proved  fo  fatal  to 
the  expedition,  was  either  overlooked  through 
ignorance  or  intention.  It  certainly  has  never 
been  recorded  by  any  Englilh  writer,  though  the 
few  officers,  who  were  a^ually  on  deck,  feemed 
to  think  their  efcape  a  moft  miraculous  one. 

Our  author  mentions  another  accident  which 
befel  himfelf.  While  he  was  botanizing  in  Hua- 
heine,  a  party  of  Indians  came  up  and  plundered 
him,  leaving  fome  marks  of  violence  on  his  breaft 
and  head.  He  thinks  the  natives  were  partly 
urged  to  this  condu6t,  by  a  defire  to  pofllefs  his 
clothes,  and  partly  by  a  fpirit  of  revenge, .  as 
Captain  Cook  had  juft  before  been  obliged  to  treat 
one  of  them  with  fome  feverity. 

On  the  coaft  of  New  Zealand,  the  Adventure 
was  again  feparated  in  a  ftorm  j  and  never  after 
rejoined.  The  melancholy  cataftrophe  of  her 
boat's  crew  often  men,  who  were  killed  and  eaten 
by  the  cannibals  on  this  coaft,  is  too  well  known 
to  be  here  repeated. 

On  the25ih  of  November,  1773,  they  left  New- 
Zealand,  with  a  view  of  exploring  the  high  fouth- 
ern  latitudes  once  more.  About  the-  middle  of 
September,  our  adventurer  paflld  over  that  papt 
of  the  globe,  which  is  the  immediate  ariMpodes 
10-  Sweden)  and  he  obferves,  that  though  the 
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whole  diameter  of  the  earth  was  between  him 
and  his  countrymen,  it  did  not  prevent  his  rapid 
irtiagination  from  recalling  the  endearments  of 
friendihip,  and  the  ties  of  blood. 

Having  penetrated  into  the  fouthem  regions, 
9s  far  as  it  was  poflible  to  advance  on  account  of 
the  ice,  and  having  reached  the  yi&.  degree  of 
ibnth  latitude,  they  turned  about  to  the  north,  to 
take  in  refrefhments  in  a  warmer  climate. 

On  the  14th  of  March,  i  774,  they  anchored  o|F 
Bailer  Ifland,  in  latitude  27  fouth.  Here  they 
found  few  refreihments  of  any  kind.  Dr.  Sparr- 
man  thinks  that  feme  violent  revolution  of  nature, 
as  appeared  from  the  volcanic  produ6iions  to  be 
feen  here,  had  reduced  a  nation,  once  refpe6table, 
to  the  raiferable  iituation  in  which  they  found  it. 

After  viliting  fome  other  iflands,  they  again 
reached  Qtaheite  on  the  2^d  of  April,  where  va«^ 
rious  circumilances  confpircd  to  render  their  fhort 
^ay,  till  the  14th  of  May,  more  delightful  than 
before. 

Having  touched  at  fome  of  the  other  Society 
Iflands,  as  the  group  is  called,  they  proceeded  to 
New  Rotterdam,  and  made  fome  new  difcoveries 
in  thefe  latitudes.  On  the  :j2d  of  July,  they  an* 
chored  off  the  Ifle  of  Malllcola*  one  of  the  New 
Hebrides,  where  they  found  a  diminutive  race  of 
people,  \\  ho  fpoke  a  very  uncommon  language, 
^nd  ufed  poifoned  arrows. 

On  the  3d  of  Auguft,  they  caft  anchor  before 
Irromanga,  where  the  inhabitants  attempted  to 
detain  the  captain  and  boat's  crew,  a  circumilance 
which  coft  many  of  them  their  lives,  with  little 
dafi^age  on  the  fide  of  the  British.  Two  daya 
^fter,  they  anchored  before  Tanna,  in  the  vicinity 
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upon  them,  though  it  prefented  a  mofl  fublime 
and  beautiful  fpeaaclc^. 

Among  thefe  ifles,  our  author  fays,  they  alter- 
nately  experienced  difguil,  pleafure,  and  danger, 
%'b'ey  were  more  than. once  expofed  to  the  poi- 
ibned  arrows  of  the  natives,  the  ilighteil  wound 
of  which,  they  had  reafon  to  dread,  would  be  ac- 
companied with  madnefs  and  death  $  as  it  feems 
was  the  fate  of  fome  of  Captain  Carteret's  crew, 
who  were  wounded  on  the  coaft  of  New  Guinea. 

After  efcaping  fome  very  ferious  dangers,  our 
adventurer  found  himfelf  a  third  time  in  Queen 
Charlotte's  Sound,  in  New  Zealand,  where  they 
arrived  on  the  l-8th  of  Odober.  On  the  10th  of 
November  they  left  this  place,  and.  in  the  ihort 
fpace  of  fix  weeks,  reached  the  coaft  of  Terra  del 
Fuego.  On  the  29th  of  December  they  paffed 
Cape  Horn. 

Proceeding  to  the  fouth-caft,  on  the  23d  of 
January,  1775,  they  difcovered  the  Ifland  of  South 
Georgia,  in  latitude  54  deg.  38  min.  fouth.  Here, 
though  it  was  the  fummer  feafon,  they  ibund  the 
whole  country  covered  with  eternal  fnow,  except 
on  a  few  fpots  on  the  coaft,  where  a  fingle  fpecieg 
of  grafs,  and  a  kind  of  fanguiforba  grew.  This 
wretched  country,  however,  afforded  plenty  of 
fea-lions  and  feals,  the  fleih  of  which,  neceffity 
taught  them  to  relifti* 

During  a  fog,  they  had  nearly  been  Ihipwreck- 
ed  on  one  of  the  defolate  iflands  they  had  difco- 
vered ;  an  accident,  which  in  their  prefent  cir- 
cumftances,  muft  inevitably  have  put  an  end,  not 
only  to  the  voyage,  but  their  lives. 

Having  reached  the  latitude  of  60,  they  found 
the  ice  blocked  up  their  paftage  farther.  On  the 
SUl  of  January  they  wero-very  wear  high  land. 
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every  where  covered  with  perpetual  fnow,  which 
obtained  the  name  of  the  Southern  Thule,  as 
being  the  remoteft  land  to  be  leen  in  this  hemis- 
phere. 

Finding  it  impoffible  to  make  any  farther  pro- 
grefs,  they  left  thefe  frigid  climes,  in  which  they 
had  undergone  many  difficulties  and  dangers  j  and 
turning  to  the  north,  on  the  17th  of  March,  the 
coaft  of  Africa  fainted  their  view.  This  fight 
rekindled  all  their  hopes,  and  gave  them  the  pro- 
fpe£t  of  fpeedy  news  of  their  country  and  their 
friends.  The  very  fight "  of  a  fliip,  after  long 
ploughing  a  defolate  ocean,  filled  them  with  joy. 
Soon  after  they  came  in  fight  of  land,  the  captain 
of  anEngHlli  fhip  fent  a  parcel  gfold  newfpapers 
on  board.  Replete  with  afFe6tion  for  his  native 
country,  our  author  anxicufly  ran  over  them  for 
intelligence  from  Sweden  j  but  could  only  find  a 
couple  of  lines,  which  gave  him  to  underftand 
that  a  remarkable  revolution  *  had  taken  place 
there,  but  did  not  fay  how  or  when. 

At  length,  on  the  22d  of  March  1775,  after  a 
voyage  of  fixty  thoufand  miles,  and  an  abfence  of 
two  years  and  three  months  from  the  civilized 
part  of  the  world,  they  again  anchored  in  Table 
Bay.  In  this  long  voyage  few  lives  had  been  loft, 
owing  to  the  antifcorbutic  virtues  of  wort  and 
four-krout.  But  the  fcurvy  now  began  to  appear, 
the  provifions  and  prefervatives.  were  in  a  great 
meafure  fpoiled,  and  it  was  a  fortunate  circum- 
ftance  that  they  reached  the  Cape  when  they  did. 
An  unbounded  and  univerfal  tranfport  was  felt, 

•  The  revolution  in  1772,  when  the  Ute  king  macle  hinrifelf 
abfolute,  with  an  addrefs  unprecedented  la  the  hiftory  o|'  na- 
tions, 
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as  they  entered  the  harbour  j  and  with  pleafuie 
and  anxious  defirc^  moll  of  them  received  letters 
from  Europe. 

Having  fpent  about  five  weeks  at  the  Cape, 
the  Refolution  proceeded  for  England,"  attended," 
fays  Br.  Sparrman,  **  with  my  moll  hearty  good 
wifhes.  The  civilities  I  had  received  from  almoll 
every  perfon  on  board  this  ihip,  the  danger  I  had 
run  through  in  her,  and  the  friendihips  I  had 
formed,  ga^  mci  it  muft  be  confelTed,  abundant 
reafon  to  wiili  her  a  profperous  voyage.  For  my 
own  part,  in  confequence  of  the  refolution  I  had 
previoufly  made,  I  remained  behind  in  Africa,  for 
the  purpofe  of  refuming  my  refearches." 

Though  our  adventurer  had  it  in  contempla- 
tion to  vilit  the  interior  parts  of  the  country,  he 
was,  for  the  prefent,  obliged  to  ftay  in  the  town 
till  the  return  of  the  fpring.  The  winter  feafon 
generally  laAs  from  the  14th  of  May  to  the  Uth 
of  Augull,  during  which  feafon,  ihips,  as  has  been 
previoufly  mentioned,  feldom  venture  into  Table 
Bay.  A  Dutch  velTel,  however,  remaining  beyond 
'the  ufual  period,  was  one  night,  during  a  dorm, 
in  the  mod  imminent  danger  of  being  dalhcd  in 
pieces  on  the  fliore.  Sparrman*s  lodgings  over- 
looked the  Bay,  and  contrafting  his  prefent  fecu- 
rlty,  on  terra  firma,  with  the  antaraic  colds  and 
dangers  he  had  known,  he  feems  to  have  felt  very 
fehlibly  for  the  crew,  till  the  fucceeding  morn- 
ing' fhewed  that  tl)e  veflel  had  been  able  to 
ride  out  the  tempeft,  and  that  ihe  was  now  out 
oi  4anger.  He  relates,  however,  an  afFeding 
llory  of  the  lofs  of  the  (hip  Jong  Thomas,  which 
happened  in  this  bay,  during  his  voyage  to  the 
South  Sea.  This  unfortunate  veflel  was  driven 
QU  fl)ore  by  a  fiorm,  a  Uttle  to  the  northward  of 
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the  fort.  This  was  early  in  the  morning,  an^  as 
loon  as  government  was  informed  of  it,  orders 
were  iflfucd,  thrit  no  perfon  Ihould  aj^proach  the 
ihore  on  pain  of  death.  To  enforce  this  prohibi- 
tion, the  obje6t  of  which  was,to  prevent  theft  from 
the  wreck,  gibbets  were  erected,  and  troops  (Ra- 
tioned round  the  fpot.  The  cries  of  the  mariners 
were  heard  very  diftin6tly  j  but  the  fea  waflied 
over  the  (hip  with  fuch  fiiry,  that  it  was  impofli- 
ble  any  boat  could  live  j  and  even  fome,  who  at- 
tempted to  fwira  on  ihore,  were  daihed  to  pieces 
on  the  rocks,  or  carried  back  by  the  refluent 
wave. 

Before  the  prohibition  was  publiflied,  one  of 
the  keepers  of  the  company's  menagerie  had  rode 
out,  to  carry  breakfaft  to  his  fon^  who  was  a  cor- 
poral in  the  army  j  and  thus  was  early  witnefs  to 
this  fce.nc  of  diftrefs.  Touched  with  a  generous 
compaflion,  though  he  could  not  fwim,  lie  fixed 
MmfHf  firm  on  his  fpirited  horfe,and  fwam  him  to 
the  Ihip }  and  encouraging  fome  of  the  crew  to 
lay  hold  of  a  rope,  which  he  threw  o;Ut  to  them, 
and  others  to  grafp  the  tail  of  his  ttorfc,  he  made 
feven  trips  backwards  and  forwards,  and  faved  a 
conliderable  number  of  lives. 

At  laft,  this  active  and  gener(Jiis  veteran  fell  a 
victim  to  his  own  philanthropy;  Stimulated  by  the 
redoubled  cries  and  prayers  of  thofe  who  remained 
on  board,  he  haftened  to  their  relief,  without  al- 
lowing his  horfe  fufficient  time  to  reft.  A  num- 
ber attempted  to  fave  themfelves  at  once,  the  poor 
animal  funk  under  his  burden,  and  his  rider  -ma 

among  the  vi6kims  of  their  diftra<Sled  ftrug^es 
for^'lifp. 

This  perfon,  whofe  name  fliould  be  confecrat- 
cd  to  philanthropy,  was  called  Vol temad.    The 
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Eaft  India  Direftors  in  Holland,  on  receiving  In- 
telligence of  this  affair,  ordered  one  of  their  iliips 
to  be  called  after  his  name,  and  the  flory  of  his 
humanity  to  be  painted  on  her  flern.  They  far- 
ther did  honour  to  themfelves,  by  enjoining  the 
regency  at  the  Cape,  to  provide  for  the  defcend- 
ants  of  Voltemad,  in  cafe  he  left  any,  and  to 
make  their  fortunes  as  fpeedily  and  effectually  as 
poffible. 

Unfortunately,  in  the  fouthern  hemifphere, 
they  had  not  all  the  fame  fentiments  of  gratitude. 
The  young  corporal,  Voltemad,  who  had  been  an 
unavailing  witnefs  of  his  father's  having  facrific- 
ed  himfelf  in  the  fervice  of  the  company  and  of 
mankind,  vvilhed  in  vain  to  be  gratified  with  his 
father's  place,  humble  as  it  was.  Stung  with  the 
difappointment,  he  had  left  that  ungrateful  coun- 
try, and  was  gone  to  Batavia,  where  he  died,  be- 
fore the  news  of  fo  great  and  unexpected  a  re- 
commendation could  reach  him.  It  is  thus,  that 
fuperior  humanity  is  often  requited  by  an  unfeel- 
ing world ! 

From  the  contemplation  of  fubfequent  misfor- 
tunes, attending  fome  of  thofe  who  efcaped  from 
this  fliipwreck  with  their  lives.  Dr.  Sparrman, 
with  an  enlightened  philanthropy  which  does  hiaor 
honour,  is  led  to  recommend  an  inllitution, 
throughout  Europe  and  its  foreign  dependencies, 
limilarto  that  eftablilhed  in  China.  In  thatem- 
pire,llrangers  or  natives,  who  have  the  misfortune 
to  be  fliipwrecked,  are  not  only  perfe6tly  fecured  • 
in  their  pcrfons  and  effects  j  but  are  likewife 
maintained  and  fupplied  with  neceffariesj  to  ena- 
ble them  to  reach  their  native  homes.  He  illuf- 
trates  this  by  an  inftance  of  the  Frederic  A.dol- 
phus,  a  Swedilh  vellel,  fliipwrecked  on  the  Plata 
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Bank  in  17G1  ;  the  crew  of  which  landed  in  their  , 
boats  before  the  Chinefe  town  Katlie,  and  expe- 
rienced, in  its  fuUeft  extent,  the  efficacy  of  an 
eftablilhment,  which  refledts  fo  much  honour  ou 
mankind. 

According  to  feme  meteorological  obfervations 
made  by  Dr.  Sparrman  at  the  Cape,  it  appears 
that  the  winters  are  generally  far  from  feverCc 
The  tirft  half  of  May,  the  fluduation  of  a  Faren- 
heit  thermometer  was  from  53  to  63  deg.  and 
during  the  latter  half  between  50  and  5S.  In 
June  the  thermometer  flood  between  54  and  60, 
though  there  was  either  a  fall  of  rain  or  fnow  on 
feveral  days.  The  generality  of  the  weather, 
however,  refembled  the  fine  fummer  days  in  Swe- 
den. In  July,  fome  intervening  affairs  prevent- 
ed him  from  keeping  a  regifter  longer  than  the 
19th,  when  the  thermometei'  ranged  from  54  to 
5g  deg. 

During  this  winter's  refidence  at  the  Cape,  our 
author  praftifed  as  a  phyflcian,  to  recruit  his  fi- 
nances, and  drew  fome  advantages  from  a  fpecu- 
lation  in  trade,  as  well  as  from  his  literary  labours. 
All  this  was  done  with  a  view  of  enabling  him 
to  profecute  his  travels  up  the  country ;  from 
%hich  no  reprefentations  of  danger  or  difficulty 
could  deter  him. 

Having  formed  a  friendfhip  with  Mr.  Immel- 
man,  whofe'parents  were  both  Europeans,  and  re- 
fided  at  the  Cape,  his  father  in  a  military  capaci- 
ty, and  who  confented  that  the  young  gentleman 
fliould  accompany  our  adventurer,  they  provided 
themfelves  with  two  horfes,  a  baggage  waggon, 
and  five  pair  of  oxen  to  draw  it.  The  oxen  cofl 
eight  rix  dollars  ahead.  They  likewife  procured 
a  fitpply  of  fnch  articles  as  might  be  acceptable 
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prefcnts  to  the*  people  among  whom  they  were  to 
travel,  and  having  laid  in  a  flock  of  neceffaries 
icT  their  own  ul'e,  they  folicited  and  procured  the 
governor's  pafs,  without  which  they  would  have 
been  in  the  conflant  danger  of  being  arretted  by 
the  colonifts,  and  fent  back  to  the  Cape. 

Thus  equipped,  they  fet  out  on  the  morning 
of  the  25th  of  July,  with  an  intention  of  vifiting 
the  Warm  Baths,  in  Hottentots  Holland.  Their 
roads  lay  over  diy  fand  and  heaths.  Towards  the 
middle  of  the  day,  they  unyoked  their  oxen  to  go 
to  water  and  pafture,  as  is  cuflomary.  Thelc 
animals  eafily  provide  for  themfelvesj  but  the 
horfes  are  with  more  difficulty  fubfifted. 

At  night  they  difmounted,  and  making  a  fire 
and  fitting  down  to  a  moderate  fupper,  they 
went  to  lleep.  Dr.  Sparrman  lay  on  the  bare 
grou\d,  as  he  ufually  did,  w^ien  the  weather  was 
fine,  with  his  faddle  for  a  pillow,  and  a  great  coat 
to  cover  him.  Mr.  Immelman  lay  on  fome  bun- 
dles of  paper  in  the  waggon ;  but  had  little  rea- 
fon  to  boaft  of  the  fuperior  accommodations  of  his 
bed.  In  rain  or  ftormy  weather,  they  general- 
ly took  up  their  lodging  in  the  waggon,  to  the 
wheels  and  poles  of  which  the  oxen  were  tied  j 
and  thefe  were  Co  unruly,  that  they  could  not  bfe 
called  very  plcafant  neighbours.  When  chance 
brought  them  to  a  farm  houfe,  their  accommoda- 
tions were  little  better,  as  the  boor's  family  occu- 
pied every  apartment  that  could  be  fpared,  except 
the  floor  of  the  kitchen,  and  the  Hottentots,  of 
cirher  fex,  in  his  fervice,  generally  lodged  in  thfe 
chimney,  which  fometimes  took  up  the  whole 
cnbel  of  the  houfe.  This  may  fuftice  to  fhew, 
what  inconveniences  our  travellers  were  cxpof- 
ed  U),  even  during  the  hours  of  red. 
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In  the  morning  of  the  2(5th,  thqj^  refumed  their 
journey  over  Hottentots  FloUand  Mountain,  by  a 
lleep,  llony,  and  winding  track,  not  unattended 
with  danger.  The  African  waggoners,  ho^veve^ 
are  pretty  expert  in  their  bufinefs,  and  aware  ot 
the  intricacies  of  the  way.  On  this  mountain. 
Dr.  Sparrman  met  with  the  beautiful  plant,  to 
which  he  gave  the  name  of  Gutlavus'  Sceptre, 
and  fomc  others. 

Defcending  the  mountain,  about  noon  they  ar- 
rived at  Pahiiite  Rivicr,  where  it  runs  through  a 
delightful  little  plain.  As  there  is  not  a  fingle 
bridge  over  any  river  or  ftream  to  be  found  in  this 
part  of  the  world,  and  very  few  ferry  boats,  the 
paliage  of  rivers  is  frequently  tedious  and  difaf- 
trous. 

Late  in  the  evening  of  this  day,  they  arrived  at  a 
farm  in  the  occupation  of  their  hired  driver,  which 
is  pleafantly  (ituated  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  Bott 
Rivier.  The  rocky  precipices  that  lined  this  river 
prefcnted  iron  ore,  and  were  adorned  with  feve^ 
ral  climbing  plants,  which,  in  the  pride'of  their 
glory,  might  bid  detiance  to  human  approach.  At 
a  fmall  diltance  from  this  farm,  was  a  mineral 
well  of  coufiderable  lircngth,  evidently  of  the 
chalybeate  kind. 

Along  this  river  lay  feveral  farms,  rich  in  corn 
and  Iheep.  The  wine  pioduced  Here  is  extreme- 
ly four ;  yet  the  peafants  drink  it  with  the  high- 
eft  relilh.  After  fpending  a  day  here,  they  fet 
out  for  the  warm  baths,  on  horfcback.  In  their 
journey,  they  faw  herds  of  antelopes  of  the  moft 
beautiful  fpecies.  They  likewiie  oblerved  the 
ollrich,  whole  feathers,  brought  from  the  remoteft 
parts  of  Africa,  are  ufed  to  heighten  the  eifeds 
of  European  beauty.    Thefe  birds  run  with  great 
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fwlftncfs,  with  their  wings  expanded,  probably 
to  prei'erve  their  balance  and  to  catch  the  air,  as 
they  are  unfit  to  raile  their  heavy  bodies  from  the 
ground.  Till  tired  by  repeated  chaces,  it  is  im- 
polfible  for  a  man,  mounted  on  the  fleeteft 
courfer,  to  run  them  down. 

Having  travelled  feven  liou'rs,  and  advanced 
about  twenty-four  Knglifli  miles,  for  cliftance  here 
is  meafured  by  hours,  which  muft  be  liable  to  the 
greateft  uncertainty,  they  reached  the  Warm 
Baths  about  dulk. 

It  is  named  Hottentots  Holland  Bath,  from 
the  diftrift  in  which  it  liesj  and  here  a  pretty 
large  and  commodious  brick  houfe  has  been  built 
by  the  government,  for  the  accommodation  of 
company  reforting  thither.  From  a  Hit,  kept  by 
the  overfeer  of  the  bath  for  feveral  years,  it  ap- 
pears that  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two 
hundred  perfons  ufe  the  bath  annually.  At  this 
early  feafon,  however,  no  more  than  eight  bathers 
were  there. 

The  bathing  houfe  is  fituated  about  one  hun- 
dred paces  from  the  lodge  or  dwelling  houfe. 
This  lall,  at  each  end,  has  a  ciftern  or  pit,  a  fa- 
thom and  a  half  fquare,  and  two  feet  deep.  The 
warm  water  is  concluded  a  little  way  under  ground 
from  its  fource,  till  it  reaches  the  houfe,  when  it 
Tons  through  an  open  channel  into  the  cittern,  in 
a  ftream  of  an  inch  diameter. 

When  the  patient  is  to  receive  the  benefit  of 
the  bath,  he  fits  or  lies  'down  in  the  cillern,  till 
the  water  rifes  to  his  chin.  It  then  feels  extreme- 
ly warm,  and  a  kind  of  fugillation  is  perceived 
from  the  internal  to  the  external  parts  of  the  bo- 
dy. The  quicknefs  of  the  pulfe  is  increafed ;  and 
in  a  lliort  time,  a  deliquium  is  felt  coming  on.  It 
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is,  therefore,  neceflary  to  h:ive  an  attendant ;  as 
inftaiices  have  occurred  of  perfon;}  fwooning  and 
being  drowned  in  the  bath. 

When  the  patient  gets  out  of  the  water,  he 
lays  himfelf  down  at  the  other  end  of  the  room, 
to  fweat  in  clothes  provided  on  purpofe.  When 
this  is  over,  he  waflies  himfelf  in  the  water  of  the 
bath  ;  and  this  procefs  is  fometiraes  repeated  two 
or  three  times,  without  anyconfiderable  interval, 
or  feeling  any  unpieafant  effcds  from  It.  The 
bath,  however,  is  generally  ufed  only  twice  a 
dav. 

There  are  feveral  fprings  of  a  fimilar  nature  ia 
the  vicinity,  but  thefe  are  little  ufed,  except  by 
the  Haves  and  Hottentots.  Some  of  them,  how- 
ever, feem  to  be  pofleired  of  more  powerful  vir- 
tues, than  that  which  is  ufed  by  the  better  fort  of 
people.  Dr.  Sparrman  made  feveral  chemical 
experiments  on  the  water  j  from  which  he  con- 
cluded, that  vitriol  was  the  predominant  mineral 
in  it,  with  fome  portion  of  Ileel. 

This  bath,  though  it  no  doubt  poflTeffes  very  ac- 
tive virtues,  is  fometimes  ufed  for  complaints  fo 
little'' likely  to  be  relieved  by  it,  that  it  frequent- 
ly proves  fatal.  In  rheumatifms  and  contractions 
of  the  joints  it  feems  to  be  a  fovereign  remedy : 
in  long  ftanding  ulcers  it  has  alfo  been  found  ef- 
ficacious 5  but  for  cafes  of  this  kind,  it  is  not  al- 
ways to  be  depended  on. 

Dr.  Sparrman  inftances  a  young  Madagafcar 
{lave,  who  had  an  inveterate  ulcer  in  his  leg,  and 
■was  fent  hither,  under  his  own  dire6tion,  to  try  the* 
bath.  The  water  appeared  to  exacerbate  the 
•wound,  and  after  fome  trial,  it  was  prove<?  ucr» 
only  to  be  inetfet^ual,  but  injurious.  Yet,  this 
ilave  informed  our  author  that^  ia  his  own  coun'^ 
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fry  he  had  been  cured  in  a  few  days  of  a  fimilar 
complaint,  bymeanivof  a  certain  bark,  brui  fed 
and  applied  to  the  fore.  The  tree  which  produc- 
ed this  bark,  he  knew  very  well ;  but  had  fearch- 
cd  for  it  in  vain  at  the  Cape. 

What  ufeful  remedies  we  have  acquired  from 
the  favages,  as  they  are  deemed  !  The  peruviaii 
bark,  fenega,  farfaparilla,  quaflia,  and  many 
others,  calculated  to  preferve  the  lives  of  milli- 
ons, have  we  not  learned  the  application  of  them 
all,  from  the  miferable  beings,  whom  we  fcarcely 
treat  as  human  ?  Would  not  an  enlightened  con- 
duct have  added  to  the  number  of  ufeful  difcove- 
ries  of  this  kind,  and  how  little  do  Europeans 
confult  their  own  intereft,  by  confidering  only  as 
ilaves,  the  men  who  might,  by  a  humane  treat- 
ment, be  capable  of  pointing  out.remedies,  which 
Jong  experience  has  taught  them  the  ufe  of,  and 
which  might  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  their 
fellow  men  I 

Dr.  Sparrman  thinks,  that  the  operation  of  the 
bath,  and  the  cures  that  are  here  performed  by 
its  means,  very  little  depend  on  a  folution  of  the 
mineral  that  is  contained,  in  the  water.  The 
warmth,  itfelf,  prevents  the  iron  from  a6ting  as  a 
tonic  5  and,  in  fhort,  he  concludes,  that  the  ope- 
ration of  fweating  would  have  nearly  the  fame 
effects  in  an  artiticial  warm  bath  j  and  that  all 
that  is  faved,  is  the  expence  of  fuel.  A  medicat- 
ed domeftic  bath,  he  imagines,  would  anfwcr  bet- 
ter purpofes.  We  nre  much  of  his  opinion  ;  and 
believe  that  factitious  mineral  waters,  from  the 
knowledge  we  now  poflefs  of  chemiftry,  might 
be  made  to  fupply  the  want  of  the  natuiUl  ones  i 
perhaps  might  improve  on  their  virtues. 
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Near  the  Hottentots  Holland  Bath,  TCgetatioa 
was  very  luxuriant  i  and  fome  plants  were  cvca 
walhed^  by  the  water,  without  any  apparent  in- 
jury. 

Dr.  Sparrman  tried  the  bath,  for  fome  comr- 
plalnt  contracted  during  his  long  voyage  in  the 
South  Sea,  and  this  made  him  too  languid  to  un- 
dertake any  long  excurfions  in  the  neighbour- 
hood. He,  however,  went  one  day  a  huntings 
hut  found  no  other  game  but  a  wild  cat,  which 
was  killed,  and  its  llelh  was  much  efieemed  by  ' 
the  Hottentots. 

Here  he  faw  the  porcupine,  the  hyftrix  crifta- 
ta  of  Linnaeus.  This  animal  has  been  fuppofed 
to  be  capable  of  darting  its  iharp  quills  at  iti 
purfuers ;  but  this  is  no  more  than  a  vulgar  error. 
By  rolling  itfclf  up  like  the  hedge-hog,  its  fpines 
proted  it  from  the  dogs  j  butit  has  no  other  natural 
defence.  The  flefli  nearly  refembles  pork,  and 
is  by  no  means  ill-flavoured,  though  prejudice 
keeps  many  of  the  inhabitants  from  eating  it# 

Dr.  Sparrman  likewife  found  the  fecrctarjr 
•bird,  in  this  excurfion,  whofe  external  appearance 
is  between  that  of  the  eagle  and  the  crane.  This 
bird  is  celebrated  for  its  deftrudion  of  ferpents. 
It  has  been  fometimes  exhibited  in  Europe, 

Among  other  curious  or  formidable  animals, 
he  particularly  deforibes  the  tiger-wolf,  a  fpecies 
of  the  canis  hyaena  of  Linnaeus.  This  ferocious 
minimal  occafioned  him  much  anxiety  and  fear, 
throughout  his  whole  journey,  for  the  fafety  of  his 
cattle.  It  is  only  by  night,  or  in  the  dulk  of  the 
evening,  that  thefe  creatures  feek  their  prey, 
when  they  roam  abroad  both  feparately  and  in 
companies.  Its  yell  is  peculiarly  horrid}  but  this 
frequently  betrays  its  approach,  and  proves  the 

means 
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means  of  fafcty.    The  pealants  have  many  lingu- 
lar opinions  of  its  artifice,  and  its  power  of  imi- 
tating the  voice  of  different  animals  to  draw  them 
into  its  lure ;  and  indeed  Dr.  Sparrman  had  an 
opportunity  of  hearing  it  imitate  the  bleat  of 
iheep  and  lambs.     Why  may  it  not  then  catch 
the  expreffion  of  other  animals,?  Nothing,  how- 
ever, is  more  certain  than  that  thefe  voracious 
bcafts  nightly  vifit  the  (hambles  about  the  Cape, 
where  they  devour  the  offals,  and  drag  away  what 
they  cannot  c'at.     The  inhabitants  return  thefe 
good  offices  of  the  hyajna,  by  giving  it  the  unli- 
mited privilege  of  accefs  and  egrefs.     Even  the 
dogs  are  faid  to  throw  no  impediment  in    its 
way }  fo  that  the  beaft,  fed  and  entertained  in  the 
very  heart  of  the  town,  has  feldom  been  known 
to  do  any  mifchief  there  j  though  it  commits  ter- 
rible depredations  among  the  cattle  in  the  coun- 
try.   Onr  adventurer  relates  a  diverting  tale  of 
this  animal,  which  he  met  with  in  a  printed 
book,  circulated  at  the  Cape,     "  One  night,  a 
trumpeter,  getting  drunk,  was  carried  out  of 
^oors,  in  order  to  cool  him,  and  to  bring  him  the 
f»*oner  to  his  fenfes.  The  fcent  of  him  foon  attra6t- 
cd  t!ie  tiger- wolf,  wh'ch  coming  up,  laid  hold  of 
and  dragged  him  along  like  a  corpfe,  towards  the 
Table  Iviountain.    The  motion   awakened  the 
trumpeter,  who,  without  being  quite  fenfible  of 
his  danger,  began  to  found  the  alarm  with  his 
trumpet,  which  he  carried  by  his  lide.    The  wil^ 
-beaft  was  frightened  in  its  turn  j  and  the  drunk- 
en man  was  left  to  recover  his  ieufes  in  feco- 
rity." 

Having  fpent  as  long  time  at  the  bath  as  he 
■thought  proper.  Dr.  Sparrman  fet  out,  with  his 
companion,  Mr.  Imroelman,  qu  their  long  jour- 
ney. 
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ney.  Some  difficult}-,  however,  occurred  about 
a  Hottentot  driver;  for,  when  they  found  that  it 
was  propofed  to  vifit  the  interior  of  the  country, 
no  one  feemed  willing  to  undertake  the  talk. 
One  made  one  cxcufe,and  another  ftarted  another 
difficalty.  At  laft,  a  baftard  Hottentot,  who 
lived  near  the  bath,  confented,  on  being  well 
bribed,  to  drive  the  waggon  as  far  as  Zwellen- 
dam,  where  it  was  fuppolcd  another  waggoner 
might  more  eafily  be  procured.  Meanwhile,  for 
want  of  ox-leaders,  thongh  on  horfeback,  they 
performed  that  office  theml'elves,  by  means  of  a 
long  rope.  To  give  this  difagreeable  affair  a  bet- 
ter appearance,  they  pretended  that  they  under- 
took this  drudgery  on  purpofe  to  free  themfelves 
from  ufelefs  incumbrances. 

On  the  26th  of  Auguft  they  arrived  at  Steen- 
brok  River,  and  met  with  a  hofpi table  reception 
from  a  man  who  had  put  himfelf  under  Dr.  Sparr- 
man's  direftion  at  the  bath.  At  |;:irting,  this 
kind  entertainer  gave  them  fome  provifions  for 
their  journey,  and  forced  them  to  accept  a  por* 
ridge  pot,  which,  though  then  regarded  asa  trou- 
blefome  fuperfluity,  was  found  in  the  fequel  pe- 
culiarly ufeful. 

Next  morning  they  continued  their  journey, 
and  the  Hottentot  driver,  having  gone  forward, 
they  did  not  overtake  him  till  evening  ;  when  it 
was  found  that  he  had  made  free  with  their 
brandy,  to  entertain  fome  of  his  own  (lamp. 

As  thefe  favages  carry  their  intemperance  even 
to  madnefs,  it  was  thought  expedient  to  deprive, 
him  of  what  he  had  purloined;  and  to  prevent 
a  repetition  of  his  theft,  to  plunge  a  live  ferpent 
into  the  calk  in  his  prefence  ;  adding,  that  poi- 
^q^  Wpul4  be  the  certain  cQnfe(}uenceof  his  again 
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tSfting  the  brandy.  It  feems  the  feWovr  was  not 
much  alarmed  at  this  inthnation  j  but  rather  en- 
vied the  venomous  animal  the  pleafure  of  being 
drowned  in  fuch  a  delicious  element.  The  Hot- 
tentots, indeed,  are  not  in  the  leaft  apprehcnfive 
of  fwallowing  the  poifon  of  ferpents,  even  in  au 
undiluted  ftate  :  they  even  conlider  it  as  a  pre- 
ventive againft  the  bite. 

Here  they  were  obliged  to  remain  two  days,  on 
Account  of  two  of  their  oxen  being  fo  reiUve, 
that  they  could  neither  be  led  nor  driven.  It 
was,  in  confequence,  found  iieceffary  to  fupply 
tlieir  place.  It  feems  our  travellers  had  been 
much  impofed  on,  in  the  purchafe  of  the  whole 
team. 

They  arrived  at  Tiger-hoeck  on  the  30th,  a 
farm  in  the  hands  of  government,  which,  on  ac- 
count of  its  diftance  from  the  Cape,  can  be  of 
little  advantage  to  the  company,  from  its  pro- 
duce of  corn.  But  it  yields  abundance  of  tim- 
ber; and  a  party  of  wood-cutters,  under  the  in- 
lpe6tion  of  a  corporal,  is  confiantly  Rationed  here. 

With  fome  difficulty  they  palTed  the  River 
Londer-end,  which  was  much  fwelled.  On  the 
banks  of  this  ftream,  a  kraal  of  Hottentots  is  ftill 
permitted  to  relide.  Thefe  were  occasionally 
employed,  by  the  fervants  of  the  company,  as 
drivers  j  or,  it  is  probable,  they  would  have  long 
fince  have  been  elbowed  out  of  their  lituation, 
and  driven  to  more  remote  quarters. 

Our  author's  defcription  of  the'Hottentots,  part- 
ly coinciding  with  that  of  Kolben,  and  partly  dif- 
fering, we  think  it  proper  to  fubjoin.  The  man- 
ners of  thele  people  will  be  incidentally  men- 
tioned in  the  courfe  of  this  journey.  It  appear?, 
however,  on  the  whole,  that  a  ftate  of  deeper 

fervitude. 
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fervitude,  or  perhnps  a  liOlc  fup^ri or  refinement, 
from  their  intcrcourfc  with  the  Europeans,  has 
eiicdtuated  fome  revolutions  in  thrir  cuftoms;  and 
they  are  now  neither  quite  fo  beaftly  in  their 
habits,  nor  luperllitious  in  their  praftices,  as  they 
have  been  reprelented  by  former  travellers.  Still, 
however,  this  docs  not  lelFen  the  authenticity  of 
their  accounts.  Some  delight  in  llripping  hu- 
man nature  of  every  difguife,  and  exhibiting  it 
in  the  vvorft  points  of  view :  others  with  a  com- 
mendable referve,  give  only  the  leading  features, 
and  call  deformities  into  Ihade. 

Dr.  Sparrman  fays,  the  Hottentots  are  as  tall 
as  moft  Europeans,  but  are  generally  lefs  corpu- 
lent. Their  hands  and  feet,  however,  are  dif- 
proportionably  fmall,  which  may  be  confidered 
as  a  chara6leriftic  mark  of  this  nation.  The  ori- 
gin of  the  nofe  is  generally  very  low,  which 
makes  the  eyes  appear  diftant  j  the  tip  of  the  nofe 
is  alfo  pretty  flat.  Their  (kin  is  of  a  yellowilh 
brown  colour.  Thick  lips  are  lefs  common  than 
among  their  neighbours  j  and  their  teeth  are  as 
fine  as  c;in  be.  Their  whole  mein  difcovers  ligns 
of  alacrity  and  refolution,  under  the  veil  of  care- 
lefs  indifference. 

Their  heads  are  covered  with  a  black,  frizzled 
kind  of  woolly  hair,  not  very  difterent  from  that 
of  the  negroes. 

Their  manner  of  painting  thcmfelves,  for  no 
doubt  it  is  confidered  as  ornamental,  is  as  filthy 
as  can  well  be  conceived.  It  confifls  in  befmear-» 
ing  themfelves  copioufly  with  fat  mixed  up  with 
foot.  This  is  never  wiped  off,  but  frequently  re- 
viewed; and  indeed  it  is  affirmed,  that  a  Hotten- 
tot, thus  anointed,  looks  lefs  naked  than  one  in 
Jijs  natural  flate.  Without  their  cuftomary  greaf-r 


reil  of  care-

ing,  they  have  bean  compared  to  Ihocs  that  want 
blacking. 

Bcfules  the  plcafure  which  tliele  people  take 
in  this  vile  cuftoni,  tlu  v  likcwife  perfume  thcm- 
lelvcs  with  the  powtlov  of  certain  h('rl)s,  parti- 
cularly buchcr,  a  fpecics  of  diofma,  which  is  con- 
iidcred  by  them  as  poUllUng  many  faiiative  vir- 
tues. 

Thu3  anointed  and  powdered,  they  are  in  a 
great  meafure  dd'cndcd  IVom  the  influence  ot"  the 
air,  and  confider  thcmrdves  as  fuUdreired.  Their 
clothing  is  very  llight,  and  icldoni  more  than 
modefly  requires,  'i  he  females,  to  their  honour, 
cover  tiiemlelves  more  fcrupuionlly  than  the  men. 
They  are  feldom  content  with  onr,  covering ;  but 
frequently  wear  two,  and  often  three.  Thefe 
garbs  are  compofed  of  well-grealed  Ikins,  faften- 
ed  round  their  bodies  with  a  thong;  the  outer- 
nioft  is  always  the  largell,  and  is  fometimes  ren- 
dered very  line  and  Ihewy,  by  ornaments  of  glafs 
beads. 

I'hc  co\'ering  for  the  body,  when  any  is  ufed, 
is  of  iheep-lkin,  with  the  woolly  lide  turned  in- 
wards. This  peliiTe,  or  elie  a  cloak,  made  of 
foniefmaller  fur,  is  tied  forwards  over  the  breail. 
The  Hottentots  do  not  burden  thenifelvcs  with 
.a  great  many  changes  of  thefe  krolfcs,  as  they  are 
called;  but  generally  content  themfelves  with 
[one,  which  fervcs  both  for  clothing  and  bedding. 
The  krofs  ufed  by  the  womi  n  has  a  hood  or 
! pouch,  with  the  hairy  lide  turned  inwards,  in 
(which  they  carry  their  infants  at  their  backs  j 
[and  even  fuckie  them  in  this  polition. 

In  general,  neither  men  nor  women  wear  any 
Jcovcnng  for  their  heads,  though  fometimes  the 
(former  have  a  cap  made  of  a  greafed  Ikin,  and

fometimes  an  European  llouched  hat  j  and  the 
latter  occalionally  cover  their  heads  with  a  cap 
in  the  form  of  a  truncated  cone,  made  out  of 
fome  animal's  ftomach.  This  feniale  attire  is 
Ornamented,  according  tojthe  tafte  of  the  wearer, 
with  rows  of  fmall  Ihells  of  the  cyprea  kind,  and 
other  decorations,  which  are  fuppofed  to  heighten 
the  charms  of  the  Hottentot  belies. 

Thefe  people  never  ufe  pendents  in  their  ears 
or  nofe,  as  is  cuttomary  among  fotne  favage  na- 
tions i  but  foot  and  red  lead  are  fometimes  call- 
ed in  to  improve  their  beauty,  or  to  give  them  a 
holiday  afpedt. 

The  necks  of  the  men  are  bare  5  but  the  wo- 
men wear  a  firing  of  ihells  on  a  leather  thong, 
which  is  coniidered  as  an  ornament  of  the  raoft 
fuperior  kind. 

The  lower  part  of  the  body  is,  however,  prin- 
cipally regarded,  by  both  fexes,  as  entitled  to  the 
highett  decoration.  Strings  of  beads  adorn  their 
waifts,  and  their  aprons  or  girdles  are  frequently 
ftudded,  with  thefe  ornaments,  in  a  ftyle  very 
tafty,  when  the  nature  of  the  fabric  is  coniidered. 

But  the  rings,  on  their  legs  and  arms,  are  the 
moft  lingular  embellilliments  of  this  people,  and 
diftinguilh  them  from  all  other.  Thefe  rings 
are  made  of  thick  leather  ftraps,  cut  in  a  circular 
ihapej  and,  from  the  univerfality  of  their  ufe. 
Dr.  Sparrman  thinks,  the  commonly  received  no- 
tion of  the  Hottentots  wrapping  the  entrails  of 
iheep  round  their  legs  took  its  rife.  We  fee  no 
reafon,  however,  to  difpute  the  accuracy  of  for- 
mer obfervers  in  this  refpcd ;  and  if  the  Hotten- 
tots now  employ  thongs  of  leather,  as  a  fubfti- 
lute,  we  give  them  credit  for  the  alteration,  and 
thiak  ii  fhoaid  be  fet  down  as  a  ilep  in  the  way 
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[o  refinement.  Cuftoms  are  in  their  nature  fluc- 
tuatino";  and  the  intercourfe  of  thefe  people 
Ivith  Europeans,  mull  certainly  have  taught  them 
)he  neceflity  of  obferving  fome  little  delicacy 
in  their  perfonal  habiliments. 

The  males  have  feveral  of  thefe  rings  on  their 
irms,  but  feldom  any  on  their  legs  j  the  females, 
jfpecially  thofe  of  high  rank,  have  often  their 
legs  and  arms  covered  with  them.  It  will  eafily 
te  conceived,  that  thefe  rings  are  very  trouble- 
tome  to  the  Hottentot  matron  j  for  girls,  before 
[he  age  of  puberty,  are  not  allowed  to  wear 
[hem  J  but  fuch  is  the  vanity  of  mankind,  whe- 
ther civilized  or  rude,  that  fafhion  and  inbred  ha- 
)its  will  be  fubmitted  to,  at  the  rillc,  not  only  of 
)erfonal  enjoyment,  but  even  of  life. 

As  a  proof  of  our  opinion,  that  even  the  Hot- 
tentots are  fufceptible  of  improvement,  it  ought 
to  be  mentioned,  that,  according  to  our  author, 
:oppcr  or  brafs  rings  are  reckoned  much  gcn- 
teeler  than  thofe  of  leather ;  and  there  can  be 
little  doubt,  but  a  fcarlet  broad  cloth  would  be 
lore  efteemed  than  a  flieep's  ikin  pelifle,  if  it 
^ere  within  their  reach. 

The  Hottentots  feldota  wear  any  (lioes ;  when 
they  do,  they  are  generally  of  the  fame  kind  as 
ire  in  ufe  among  all  the  African  peafants.  The 
leather  of  which  they  are  made  is  undrefled,  with 
pe  hairy  fide  outwards,  and  undergoes  no  other 
)reparat!on  than  in  being  beat  and  moiftened. 

rectangular  piece,  fomewhat  broader  and  longer 
[hantlie  foot,  is  doubled  up  at  the  extremities,  and 
Irawn  together  with  thongs,  till  it  fits  the  wearer, 
ind  fits  as  clofe  as  a  flocking.  Thefe  kind  of 
lioes  are  very  convenient,  and  attended  with  little 
?xpehce.    Dr.  Sparrman  recommends  the  ufe  of 
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them  to  his  countrymen,  and  brought  a  pattern 
with  hiui  for  tliem  to  copy  from. 

The  Hottentots,  who  reiide  within  the  boun- 
daries of  the  Dutch  colonies,  feldom  ufe  any 
weapons,  unlefs  for  their  perlbnal  defence,  or  at- 
tack againft  the  wild  beaits. 

Their  dwellings  are  extremely  fimple,  and  adapt- 
ed to  the  paftoral  roving  life  they  lead.  Indeed 
tliey  fcarcely  deferve  any  other  name  than  that 
of  huts,  yet  they  fatisfy  the  Hottentots'  wiih  and 
delire  3  and  the  moll  fplendid  palaces  do  not  al- 
ways accomplilli  io  much.  In  a  kraal  they  are  all 
uniform,  and  tfiis  contributes  to  keep  envy  from 
infinuating  itfelf  under  their  roofs. 

The  fire-place  is  in  the  middle  j  and  the  door, 
fmall  as  it  is,  lets, in  all  the  light  they  want,  and 
ferves  as  a  vent  for  the  fmoke.  The  whole  fa- 
bric conlifts  of  rods,  bent  into  a  proper  form, 
and  bound  with  withies.  Over  this  a  mat  is 
thrown,  which  ferves  to  keep  out  the  rain. 

The  order  or  pofition  of  thefe  huts,  in  a  kraal, 
is,  for  the  mod  part,  circular,  with  the  doors  in- 
wards. By  this  means  a  kind  of  area  is  formed, 
in  which  the  cattle  are  lodged  at  night.  The 
milk  is  no  fooner  taken  from  the  cow,  than  it  is 
put  into  a  leathern  fiicK,  with  the  hairy  fide  in- 
wards, and  is  never  drank  while  it  is  fweet.  In- 
deed it  is  more  wholefome  and  nutritious  when 
fermented  or  curdled;  and  the  Hottentots,  in 
this  refpe6l,  follow  reafon  and  experience. 

Though  the  Hottentots  in  general  purfue  a 
pafioral  life,  there  is  a  tribe  of  them,  called 
Bofhiefmen,  inhabiting  the  woody  and  mountain- 
ous places,  who  fubfift  by  hunting  and  plunder; 
and  never  keep  any  animals  alive.  Thefe  fero- 
cious ravages  arc  hateful  to  the  reit  of  mankind, 
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nd  are  purfued  and  exterminated,  like  the  wild 
leafts,  whole  manners  they  have  alfumed,  or  are 
laplured  and  enflaved. 

The  Bofhiefmen  employ  poifoned  arrows,  and 
ire  fo  dexterous  in  their  u(e,  that  they  will  hit  a 
lark  at  a  hundred  yards  dillance.  The  poilbn 
leing  of  the  mod  virulent  kind,  whatever  ani- 
lal  is  wounded,  in  a  few  minutes  languiflies  and 
:xpires.  Their  arrows  are  about  eighteen  inches 
[long,  and  made  of  a  reed^  tipped  with  a  highly- 
poliilied  bone. 

The  abodes  of  thefe  enemies  of  mankind  are 
[adapted  to  their  favage  manners  and  maxims. 
Buihes  and  clefts  of  rocks  by  turns  Ihelter  them, 
and  in  many  refpe6ts  they  fare  worfe  than  the 
wild  beafts,  with  which  they  ufually  contend. 
Numbers  of  them  cannot  procure  the  ilighteft 
covering ;  and  being  ignorant  of  agriculture  and 
arts,  they  wander  about,  over  liills  and  dales,  after 
certain  wild  roots,  berries,  and  plants,  on  which 
they  are  obliged  to  fubM,  when  they  pannot 
procure  better  fare. 

Even  the  larvss  of  infe6ls,  grafshoppers,  and 
fnakes,  are  among  their  dainties ;  yet  with  this 
aptitude  to  fubfift  on  any  thing  edible,  they  are 
frequently  in  want,  and  exhibit  an  emaciated  and 
Ihrivelled  appearance  even  in  early  youth.  But 
take  one  of  thefe  ftarvlings  and  give  him  more 
genial  fare,  he  foon  thrives,  and  becomes  fat. 

The  capture  of  llaves  from  among  this  wretch- 
ed race  is  not  very  difficult.  Several  farmers, 
who  are  in  want  of  fervants,  unite,  and  take  a 
journey  to  that  part  of  the  country  where  they 
live.  They  are,  generally,  in  fccieties  of  fifty 
or  a  hundred  together ;  notwjthftanding  which, 
wnder  favour  of  night,  feven  or  eight  people 
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will  furround  their  haunts,  and,  by  the  terror  of 
firearms,  feize  as  many  as  they  want. 

When  firft  taken,  threats  and  promiles  are 
mixed,  and  by  fetting  before  the  pri loners  more 
luxurious  fare  than  they  are  accuftomed  to,  they 
are  taught  what  they  may  expe6t,  if  they  fubmit 
to  their  fate,  and  a6t  with  diligence  and  fidelity. 

But  the  gratifications  of  eating  and  drinking, 
ilrong  as  they  are,  are  not  able  to  overcome  the 
innate  love  of  liberty.  Need  it  then  be  a  matter 
of  furprife,  that  they  frequently  run  away  from 
their  tyrants;  yet  they  feldom  carry  off  what 
does  not  ftridly  and  properly  belong  to  themfelves. 

This  inftance  of  moderation,  in  the  favages  to- 
wards their  oppreflbrs,  is  univerfally  attefted  and 
admired  by  the  colonifts.  From  whence  does  it 
proceed  ?  Perhaps,  their  wants  are  fo  few,  that  if 
they  regain  liberty,  they  difregard  e\ery  other 
acquifition. 

It  muft  be  confefled,  however,  that  the  Hot- 
tentots, in  the  fervice  of  the  farmers,  are,  in  ge- 
neral, treated  witli  great  lenity  j  and  their  labour 
is  far  from  being  hard.  The  principal  part  of 
their  bnfinefs  confifts,  perhaps,  in  tending  cattle 
or  Ihef  p,  during  the  heat  of  the  day,  while  they 
can  indulge  in  their  favourite  luxury  of  fmoking 
tobacco,  till  ihey  get  into  a  kind  of  plcafant  de- 
lirium. But  the  idea  of  llavery  frequently  wakes 
them  from  this  dn^am  of  blifs,  and  they  attempt 
to  elope.  No  fooner  is  this  difcovered,  than  men 
are  fet  to  lie  in  ambufli  for  them,  in  the  route  it 
is  fuppofed  they  will  take ;  and  if  they  are  not 
immediately  brought  back  into  fubjeftion,  the 
fame  fate,  perhaps,  awaits  them,  after  regaining 
their  native  haunts.  Thus  purfued  with  chains 
and  fetters,  they  lliuu  the  fociety  of  the  reft  o£ 
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lankindj  and  become  defperate  and  brutalized 
)y  the  very  oppreflion  to  which  they  are  fubjedcd. 

In  regard  to  religion  and  language,  the  Ro- 

lielmen  agree,  in   a    great  mealnre,   with  the 

[ottentots,  properly  fo  called.     All  are  alike  ig- 

lorant  of  the  exiftence  of  a  fuperior  being,  who 

Ks  the  origin  and  caufe  of  all  things;  or  rather, 

they  are  averle  to  meditations  of  this  kind.  Some 

[of  them,  who  fpoke  the  Dutch  language  pretty 

luently,  obferved  to   Dr.  Sparrraan,  when   he 

)refled  them  on  this  fabje«5t :    **  We  are  poor 

plupid  creatures,  and  have  never  heard,  nor  are 

|we  able  to  comprehend  any  thing  of  the  matter." 

However,  they  have  a  llvong  belief  in  the 
[exiftence  of  magic,  the  efficacy  of  which  they 
[afcribe  to  feme  being  of  great  po\ver  and  might  j 
but  this  does  not  lead  them  to  pay  him  any  kind 
of  worlhip.  Among  the  evils  they  fuppofe  he 
occafions,  are  thunder,  rain,  and  cold.  The  for- 
inier  they  brave  with  menaces  j  nor  can  any  thing 
[perfuade  them  that  rain  is  ever  a  bleffing. 

The  more  fimple  among  the  Hottentots  have  a 
jiirm  confidence  in  fnch  cheats,  of  either  fex,  as 
|fet  up  for  magicians  or  conjurers;  and  fome- 
' times  they  apply  to  thefe  impoftors  to  flop  the 
thunder  or  rain.  Thefe  pretended  wizzards,  for 
the  fake  of  a  reward,  or  to  render  them  of  con- 
fequence  in  the  eye?  of  their  countrymen,  will 
undertake  any  thing  j  and  when  they  cannot 
fucceed  to  the  expe6tations  of  their  deluded  ad- 
mirers, they  afcribe  the  failure  to  the  effects  of 
ibme  fuperior  enchantment. 

The  lick  are  put  under  their  diredion  j  and 
though  they  apply  remedies,  both  internal  and 
external,  the  principal  faith  of  the  patient  is 
fjft^ed  \ii  thei^-  piagical  fkili,    Even  in  huntirgjj 
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the  wizzards  are  fometimes  employed  to  cliarm 
the  lion  or  the  tiger  j  but  thefe  lavage  bealtg 
being  little  fulceptible  of  their  art,  have  been 
known  to  tear  to  pieces  the  vaunting  champion 
of  the  black  art  j  which,  however,  never  dimi- 
niflies  the  confidence  of  thefe  iimple  people  in 
the  reality  of  incantation. 

A  Caifre  prince,  we  are  told,  happened  in  his 
age  to  be  affliiSted  with  fore  eyes,  for  which  ma- 
lady he  could  obtain  no  relief.  Afcribing  this 
to  magic,  he  gave  orders  for  all  the  forcerers  to 
be  deftroyed.  This  lliews  that  the  belief  in  the 
powers  of  enchantment  is  not  confined  to  the 
lower  clafs,  but  infefks  even  the  highell. 

The  Hottentots  feem  to  have  fome  idea  of  fpi- 
rits,  and  of  the  exiftence  of  the  foul  after  death. 
They  addrefs  their  deceafed  friends  with  re- 
proaches for  leaving  them  fo  foon,  and  admonilh 
them  not  to  dillurb  them  in  future,  nor  allow 
themfelves  to  be  made  ufe  of  by  wiz;eards,  in 
doing  mifchief  to  thofe  who  furvive  them. 

There  is  a  genus  of  infe6ts,  the  mantis,  which 
the  colonifts  call  the  Hottentot  god ;  but  though 
they  regard  them  in  a  certain  fuperftitious  light, ; 
they  are  far  from  paying  them  any  homage  as 
divinities. 

According  to  Kolben,  the  moon  receives  ^ 
kind  of  adoration  from  the  Hottentots  -,  but  the 
fadl,  as  Dr.  Sparrmin  fays,  is^  that  they  take  the 
opportunity  of  her  lliining  to  amufe  themfelves 
in  dancing ;  and  from  this  have  been  fuppofed 
to  treat  her  with  veneration.  Thus  it  often 
happens,  that  the  cufloms  of  diftant  nations 
have  been  afcribed  to  a  wrong  origin,  from  a 
h^fty  deciliou  ou  theic  obvious  import* 

At 
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At  Tiger-hoeck,  Dr.  Sparrman  was  informed, 
Lhat  the  dodrines  of  Chriftianity  had  been  for- 
lerly  preached  there  to  the  Hottentots,  and  re- 
:eived  with  great  avidity  and  zeal.     It  was  ftill 
[within  the  memory  of  feveral  of  the  inhabitants, 
[that  an  old  female  Hottentot  was  ufed  to  per- 
jform  her  devotions  every  morning,  on  her  bare 
Ijcnees,  by  the  fide  of  a  fpring,  fituated  near  this 
(fpot.    It  was  farther  faid,  ihe  was  poflefled  of  ^ 
(German  Bible,  wliich  Ihe  often  perufed  and  treat- 
led  with  the  greatett  veneration  j  and  that  her  be- 
haviour through  life  was  decent  and  quiet.    Thp 
millionary,  who  converted  her,  had,  it  appears* 
I  more  regard  to  his  own  temporal  advantage  thaa 
to  the  fpiriturU  improvement  of  his  profelytes. 
I  He  made  ufe  of  his  influence  to  enrich  himfelf, 
and  was  banilhed  by  the  government  out  of  the 
country.    This  miffionary  was  a  Moravian,  or 
I  Herrnhuter  j  and  he  afterwards  publifhed  a  diary 
of  his  tranfa6tions  among  the  Hottentots. 

This  is  the  only  inftance,  that  has  been  handed 
(!o\vn,  of  the  Hottentots  embracing  Chriftianity  5 
.but  there  feems  little  doubt  but  they  might 
be  converted,  would  any  one  give  himfelf  the 
trouble  to  inftru6t  them  by  example,  the  moll; 
powerful  a6t  of  perfuafion.  It  is  of  little  conL- 
quence  by  what  religious  name  people  are  pleaf- 
ed  to  diftinguifli  themfelvcs,  if  the  principles  of 
the  religion  they  profefs  either  remain  a  dead 
letter,  or  are  violated  by  their  whole  conduft. 
We  have  millions  of  Chriftians,  who  only  ac- 
knowledge their  Divine  Mafter  in  name !  Soon 
after  our  travellers  arrived  at  Tiger-hoeck,  they 
endeavoured  to  engage  a  waggon-driver,  but  in 
vain.  The  length  of  their  journey  feemed  to  de- 
ter any  one  from  undertaking  this  office.

Soon  after  they  left  this  farm,  they  fell  in  tv'ith 
a  little  Hottet'itot  kraal,  to  which  they  made  up, 
enquiring  for  a  wiggoner.  An  old  man  recom- 
mended a  Ton,  about  nineteen  years  of  age; 
but  though  the  youth  was  tempted  with  the  pro- 
mife  of  tobacco  without  ftint,  with  glafs  beads, 
Tcnives,  and  even  a  cow  and  a  calf,  for  half  a 
year's  ferVice,  he  remained  deaf  to  their  folicita- 
tions.  Even  the  pleafures  of  hunting,  and  the 
confequence  he  would  acquire  among  his  coun- 
trymen at  his  return,  could  not  Ihake  his  refolu- 
tion  or  overcome  his  indolence. 

At  laft,  when  importuned  to  accompany  them 
as  far  as  Zwellendam,  for  a  moderate  reward,  he 
embraced  the  propofal  with  alacrity  j  and,  ftart^ 
ing  from  his  fupine  pofture,  which  the  prefence 
of  ftrangers  had  not  prevailed  on  him  to  alter, 
he  hung  his  tobacpo  pouch  upon  his  arm,  and 
mounted  the  waggon.  The  father  and  the  fon 
parted  with  reciprocal  emotion,  and  the  old  man 
rejieatedly  importuned  t^he  travellers  ^o  ufe  hicR 
kindly. 

NeXt  night,  they  amved  at  a  farm  called  the 
Groote  Vlakte  j  but  as  they  had  but  a  flender 
jftock  of  provifipns,  and  this  farm  was  under  the 
luperintendence  of  flaves,  from  whom  little  could 
be  procured,  they  piade  but  a  Ihort  ftay  here. 
The  principal  ilave  informed  them,  that  he  had 
been  often  bought  and  fold,  and  notwithftanding 
he  was  tifty  years  of  age^  p'n  account  of  his  fide- 
lity, it  feems  his  prefent  iriafter  had  given  one 
hundred  and  ten  rix  dollars  for  him.  This  poor 
f(^llow  lamented  his  iituation  with  much  feeling, 
that,  without  faring  better  ^han  the  reft,  he  was 
loaded  with  a  burthen  of  care  and  refponfibility 
Ifom  vvliich  they  wgre  exempted,     Dr.  Spqrrman 
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)bferved,  that  flavery  was  not  allowed  in  his 
country,  on  which  the  old  man  fmiled,  amid  his 
lisfortuncs,  to  tliink  that,  in  Ibme  part  of  the 
rorld,  at  leaft,  the  facred  rights  of  mankind 
[were  treated  with  regard. 

On  the  ift  of  September,  they  pafled  two  farms, 
where  the  Hcilaqiias  of  Kolbeti  probably  refided 
in  his  time.  From  thence  the  road  kd  to  the 
Jreede  Rivier,  where  they  found  a  ferry.  This 
river  was  very  wide  and  deep,  though,  in  the 
fiddle  of  fummer,  it  links  to  au  infignificant 
[ilream. 

On  the  2d,  they  reached  Zwellendam,  the  re- 
Jlidence  of  a  landr^ft,  a»  he  is  called,  who  is  go- 
Ivernor  of  the  whole  eaftern  divifion  of  the  Afri- 
Lcan  colonies.  He  lived  in  a  handfome  edifice, 
land  received  our  travellers  with  much  politenefs. 
jBy  the  kind  offices  of  this  gentleman,  they  pro- 
[cured  two  Hottentots  from  a  neighbouring  kraal 
[to  conduct  them  on  their  journey,  and  he  even 
[ofFered  a  better  team  of  oxen,  which  Dr.  Sparr^ 
[man,  fearful  of  frelh  impofitions,  civilly  declined. 
The  people  here  pretend  to  have  remarked, 
jthat  when  tlie  wind  blew  frefli  from  the  fouth* 
eaft  at  the  Cape,  it  was  always  northerly  with 
them.  The  authenticity  of  this  meteorological 
obfervation,  our  author  had  not  an  opportunity 
[of  afcertaining. 

Here,  for  the  fir(''  time.  Dr.  Sparrraan  faw  one 
I  of  the  animals  called  qnaggas.  It  is  of  the  fpe- 
Icies  of  wild  horfe,  much  like  the  zebra  j  but  its 
tears  are  ihorter,  and  there  are  no  ftripes  on  its 
fore  legs,  loins,  or  hinder  parts.  Some  natural- 
lifts,  among  whom  is  Edwards,  have  defcribed 
[this  as  the  female  zebra.  But  the  fa6t  is,  the 
<juagga  and  the  zebra  are  q^uite  diitind  fpecics. 

The 
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The  qnagga  fecms  capnble  of  being  broke  for 
the  faddle  or  harncfs,  and  our  author  faw  out 
afterwardij  driven  through  the  ftreets  at  the  Cape 
in  a  team  with  five  horfes ;  but  on  the  zebra  no 
perfop  has  yet  made  a  fair  trial.  A  gentleman, 
indeed,  at  the  Cape,  who  had  brought  up  and 
tamed  fome  of  them,  was  foolilh  enough,  with; 
put  any  previous  trial,  to  harnel's  ihem  to  his 
chaife.  The  confcquence,  as  might  naturally  be 
expe6ted,  was,  they  ran  back  into  the  (table  with  J 
fuch  violence,  as  to  denioU(h  the  carriage  and 
their  mafter  together,  which  intimidated  others 
from  making  fubfequent  experiments. 

The  quagga,  however,  accuftomed  to  the  harfli 
<lry  pa ftu res  of  Africa,  might  be  made  an  excel- 
lent fubftitute  for  the  horfe,  and  anfwer  every 
purpole  of  that  noble  animal,  with  much  lefs  ex.* 
pence  and  riik. 

On  the  3d,  they  reached  Riet  Valley,  the  laft| 
farm  to  the  eaftward  belonging  to  government. 
It  was  under  the  care  of  a  corporal,  who  like-| 
wife   fupcrintended   fome   wood-cutters.     Herci 
our  travellers  were  treated  with  much  hofpitali- 
ty,  and  befides  aflilHng  them  in  their  refearches, i 
they  were  taught,  in  fome  meafure,  to  Ipeak  the! 
Hottentot  language.  • 

'      The  pronunciation  is  certainly  the  mod  diffi- 
cult and  lingular  in  the  univerfc.     Almoft  every! 
word  is  to  be  fpoken  with  a  fmack,  or  clacking 
of  Uie  tongue  againft  the  roof  of  the  mouth.     In 
different  nations,  however,  a   different  dialed! 
and  mode  of  articulation  are  ufed. 

Notwithftanding    the    apparent    difficulty   ofl 
learning  this  language,  the  children  of  Chrifti- 
ans,  in  families  where  there  are  Hottentot  fer- 
vants,  acquire  it  with  as  much  facility  as  their  I 
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lotber  tongue.  Perhaps,  childhood  Is  the  moft 
►roper  period  for  learning  languages.  Dr.  Sp;irr- 
lan  met  levertl  children  at  the  Cape,  who  could 
[peak  two  or  three  diflfcreiU  languages  with  equal 
facility. 

Bclides  acquiring  fuch  a  fet  of  phrafes,  as 

light  enable  him  to  travel  among  the  Hotten- 
tots with  qiore  cafe  and  l*atist'a6tion,  our  author 
lere  gained  an  infight  into  the  mufic  of  the 
country.  One  of  their  inftruments  rclcmbles  a 
tpring  bow,  about  a  foot  long,  with  a  fine  ftring 
)f  thread,  to  the  «nd  of  which  is  fixed,  in  the 
^Axne  line,  a  cloven  quill,  half  an  inch  lo.ig.    The 

lulician  puts  his  mouth  to  the  quill,  and  draws 
In  his  breath  very  hard,  fo  as  to  put  it  in  a  qui- 
vering motion,  which  thereby  produces  a  grating 
found.  This  inltrumcnt  is  called  t'goerra,  a 
lanie  which  is  fomewhat  expreilive  of  its  note. 

They  have  another  inftrument,  called  t'guthc, 
)robably,  at  firft  made  in  imitation  of  the  violin. 
it  confifts  merely  of  a  piece  of  board,  with  three 
)r  four  firings  fcrcwed  to  it,  on  which  they 
tcrape  with  a  bow. 

A  third  inftrument,  is  the  t'koi  t'koi,  a  fort  t>f 
Irum,  compofed  of  a  Ikin  flretched  over  a  call- 
)a(h,  or  hollow  block.  The  muiic.is  fuch  as 
light  be  expedted  from  the  inflrument. 

Their  vocal  mufic  confifts  in  finging  a  few 
lotes,  without  annexing  words  of  any  meaning 
lo  them. 

In  poems  and  romances,  it  is  ufual  to  find  the 

lepherds  and  IhephcrdefTes   playing  on   their 

)ipes }  but  the  only  pipes  among  thefe  people^ 

^ho  lead  a  paftoral  life,  are-  thofe  for  fmoking  , 

[obacco.    Thefe  differ  ia  feveral  refpe6U  from 

what 
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what  are  ufed  omong  Europeans ;  but  a  dercrlp. 
tion  of  fuch  rude  implements,  for  what  is  rr^- 
giirded  as  the  moil:  luxurious  indulgence  of  the 
Hottentots,  would  be  little  entertaining  to  our 
readers. 

It  has  been  faid,  that  thefe  people  play  at! 
cards.  Our  author  faw  the  peculiar  game,  whlcli 
has  abiurdly  received  this  n;inic,  played  by  four  : 
Hottentots.  The  chimney  corner  was  the  fcene 
of  their  fport,  and  the  aili-hole  might  be  confi- 
dered  as  their  card-table,  as  it  often  happened, 
that,  in  the  midft  of  their  ardour  for  the  fport, 
they  ftruck  their  hands  into  the  midft  of  it,  and 
raifed  the  aihes  in  clouds  of  duft  that  floated  all 
over  the  apartment.  Their  fport  feemed  to  con- 
lift  in  an  inceflant  motion  of  the  arms  upwards, 
downwards,  and  acrofs  thofe  of  each  other,  with- 
out ever  feeming  to  touch  one  another.  It  is  pro- 
bable, however,  they  obferve  certain  riiles,  and, 
in  certain  circumftances,  mutually  get  the  advan- 
tage ;  as  each  of  them,  at  times,  would  hold  a  lit- 
tle peg  between  his  fore  finger  and  thumb,  and  | 
burit  out  into  laughter..  After  Ibme  hours  play,  if 
play  it  can  be  called,  one  of  the  party  grew  tired,: 
arid  lay  down  to  llcep ;  but  the  reft  continued 
their  diverlion  till  day-break  ;  during  the  whole 
time  inceirantiy  pronouncing  *  hei  piuah  prhan- 
ka,  hei  ptruah  t'hei,  hei  pruah  ha,'  words  which 
feemed  to  have  no  more  meaning  than  the  fal  de 
ral  (;f  Europeans. 

On  the  5th,  they  left  their  hofpitablc  Licnd^ 
at  this   farm,   and  arriving  at   another  near  a 
bt-anch  of  the  BufFeljagts  River,  they   amufed] 
themfelvcs  in  the  woods,  where  they  had  a  kind 
of  biack  mouke^;"  about  the  fize  of  a  cat,  crying 
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In  a  particular  manner,  which  was  faid  to  indi- 
[cate  the  vicinity  of  tigers.  However,  they  law 
[none  of  thefe  formidable  animals. 

Next  day  they  reached  the  houfe  of  a  wealthy 
[farmer,  who  was  captain  of  the  militKi,  jurt 
lat  dinner  time.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  this 
jfarin  tlie  Tradaus  Mountains  (Irctch  away  to  the 
leall.  In  tlie  evening  they  lay  at  Krols  Rivicr 
Farm,  by  the  lide  of  a  wood,  in  which  Dr.  Sparr- 
|man  met  with  many  botanical  curiolities. 

On  returning  from  their  botanical  e\curfion  on 
|the  10th,  they  lolt  their  way  at  night;  and  be- 
ing thinly  clad,  were  almoil  frozen  to  death 
when  they  reached  a  farm  near  Slaiigen  Rivier. 
But  only  the  millrefs  and  a  female  Have  being  at 
home,  they  found  a  difficulty  in  procuring  ad- 
Imiflion. 

Next  day  they  faw,  for  the  -firft  time,  fome 

[Hottentots  riding  on   their   oxexi,  which    they 

j drove  with  great  boldnefs  over  hills  and  dales. 

[Thefe  animals  have  a  hole  bored  through  the 

grillle  of  the  nofe,  fufficiently  large  to  hold  a 

j  wooden  pin,  at  both  extremities  of  which,  they 

fatten  the  rope  that  ferves  both  for  bit  and  bridle. 

The  faddle  is  made  of  a  fheep's  Ikin  folded  up, 

[and  faftened  by  a  rope  round  the  fore- part  of  the 

body  of  the  ox. 

Thefe  oxen  are  called  pack-oxen,  as  they  are 

|likewife  ufed  for  carrying  packs  and  burthens. 

By  an  order  of  government,  no  Hottentot  is  al- 

j  lowed  to  have  a  horfe  in  his  pofleliion;  and, 

therefore,  they  break  in  their  oxen  when  younig, 

I  and  bring  them  to  fupply  the  place  of  that  a-ni- 

imal.     Some  of  them^  however,  elude  the  pro-^ 

hibition,  and  keq)-  a  horfe  uader  a  borrowed 

name.         .  . 
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Dr.  Sparrman  and  his  companion  vifited  the 
Hottentot  fociety  at  this  place,  and  were  kindly 
received.  Thefe  people  invited  them  to  drink 
fome  ot  their  lack-milk,  which,  had  not  our 
travellers  been  botli  thirHy  and  curious,  would 
have  been  no  great  temptation.  The  greafy  lea- 
thern bag,  in  which  it  was  contained,  was  an  un- 
drcfled  calf's-lkin,  taken  otf  entire,  with  the 
hairy  fide  turned  inwards,  and  the  wooden  ladle, 
out  of  which  it  was  Icrved,  was  as  filthy  as  the 
receptacle.  This  milk  tailed  lomewhat  like  a 
fyllabub.  As  an  acknowledgment  tor  this  ci- 
vility, the  Hottentots  were  prelented  with  about 
fix  inches  of  roll  tobacco,  which  they  Teemed  to 
confider  as  a  fplendid  pre.fcnt. 

At  a  fmall  diftance  from  this  community  was 
an  uncommonly  large  hut,  of  a  conic  form> 
which  they  were  told  belonged  to  Captain  Rud- 
ganger.  This  nominal  title  is  conferred  by  the 
government  at  the  Cape  on  fuch  chiefs  as  are 
diftinguifhed  for  their  fidelity  to  the  Dutch,  or 
rather  on  fuch  as  are  infamous  for  betraying  th« 
interefts  of  their  countrymen.  Such  peilonages 
are  complimented  with  a  Dutch  firname  and  a 
commander's  lta:f,  which,  like  patents  of  nobili- 
ty, defcend  as  an  inUcriiance  to  their  fons.  As  a 
return  for  this  honour,  the  captain  is  expend  to 
be  a  fpy  on  the  other  Hottentots;  and  when 
fearch  is  made  after  a  deferter,  the  principal 
trouble  of  condu^tinc:  the  buliuefs  devolves  on 
him  by  the  appointment  of  the  regency  at  the 
Cape. 

.Curiofity  induced  them  to  pay  this  chief  a  vi- 
fit.  They  found  him  balking  himfelf  in  the  fun 
before  tlie  door  of  his  tent.  He  feenied  turned 
of  forty  years  of  age,  and  was  pretty  corpulent 
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for  one  of  his  nation.  By  means  of  a  little  to- 
bacco, and  other  trifling  prclents  to  this  illuf- 
trious  family,  our  travellers  foon  gained  the  con- 
fidence of  its  head.  The  captain  could  not  help 
complaining  of  the  Dalch  as  invaders  of  hia 
country ;  but  faid,  that  the  evil  was  nqw  inevit- 
able, and  that  they  mutl  fubmit.  He  lamented, 
that  even  the  chiefs,  who  had  formerly  been  re- 
ipe6ted  in  their  rights,  were  now  d^fturbcd  in  their 
poflejiionsi  and  driven  to  lefs  eligible  fituations. 

l>r.  Sparrman  had  heard,  that  among  the  Hot* 
tentots  the  youngcft  Ibn  was  the  heir  to  his  fa- 
ther's title  and  property,  and  Captain  Rudganger 
confirmed  the  truth  of  this  lingular  regulation  $ 
adding,  that  the  enfign  of  his  authority,  \yhich 
he  difplayed,  and  his  cattle,  would  defcend  to  his 
youngell  fon  at  hisdemife. 

The  captain's  hut  was  a  palace  for  accommo- 
dations and  extent,  compared  to  thofe  of  his 
countrymen  in  general.  Probably,  his  heredi- 
tary dignity  had  fuggelled  the  idea  of  providing 
himfelf  with  a  more  commodious  habitation.  A 
certain  degree  of  ambition,  and  fome  perfonal 
diftindions,  have  always  a  good  efre(3:  in  civiliz- 
ing.mankind,  and  in  bringing  them  from  a  ikate 
of  nature  to  one  more  polilhed  and  refined.  But 
this  pailion  for  difiindion,  in  length  of  time, 
may  produce  the  very  evils  which  at  firft  it  is 
calculated  to  remove. 

Purfaing  their  route  over  Duyvenhoeck's  Ri- 
ver, they  pajed  through  a  green  vale,  called 
Honing-klip.  Near  Duyvenhoeck's  River,  they 
firft  faw  the  mimofa  nilotica,  which  produces  the 
gum  arabic.  This  river  is  deep,  and  has  rather 
a  ftrong  current. 
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They  found  Valfche  River  an  Inligniiicant 
ib'eam;  but  pretty  well  coloured  with  the  butter- 
milk, which  a  farmer  reliding  on  its  banks  had 
thrown  into  it  by  pailfiils,  as  a  fuperfiuiiy  he 
could  not  life. 

In  this  diltrift  the  dairy-women  never  prcfs 
out  all  the  butter  from  the  milk,  not  thinking  it 
worth  their  labour;  and  as  they  never  fatten 
bogs,  they  are  very  laviih  of  their  butter-milk. 
Notwithftanding  their  negligence  in  making  the 
molt  of  their  milk,  a  farmer  will  clear  from  one 
thoufand  eight  hundred  to  three  thoufand  five 
hundred  pounds  of  butter  annually.  This  they 
carry  to  the  Cape,  and  it  is  fold  at  the  rate  of 
from  three  to  fix  ftivers  a  pound. 

The  town  dealers,  who  buy  up  this  article,  (kW 
it  again  to  the  (hips  at  a  profit  fometimes  amount- 
ing to  a  hundred  per  cent.  The  graziers,  however, 
get  rich  by  the  fale  of  butter,  oxen,  and  iheep. 

The  tracks  of  land  applied  to  agricultural  pur- 
pofes  have  different  appellations,  according  to 
the  qualities  of  the  foil  and  lituation.  The  car- 
row- fields,  as  they  are  called,  are  parched  up  and 
arid.  During  the  greateft  part  of  the  warm  fea- 
fon,  they  are  £eldom  retVelhed  with  ihowers ;  and 
the  very  111  rubs  appear  in  a  langiiilhing  ftate. 
The.  fun  fcorches  the  traveller  with  his  reflefted 
rays,  and  the  ground  almoft  burns  him  through 
the  foles  of  his  flices. 

In  winter,  the  carrow-fields  being  faturated 
with  rain,  produce  a  luxuriant  veg;etation,  which 
continues  till  all  the  moifture  is  exhaufted  by 
the  continuance  of  drought. 

Other  tracks  are  called  the  four-fields.  Thefe 
lie  fomewhat  higher  and  cooler  than  the  fhore 
and  fometimes  are  refrellied  with  lliowers,  when* 
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the  low  lands  arc  burned  up  with  drought.  The 
four-fields,  however,  are  lefs  fertile  than  the  car- 
row-fields,  knd  not  fo  well  adapted  for  thr  feeding 
of  cattle  J  the  herbage  being  coarfe  and  little 
nutritious. 

The  rhinoceros  bufli,  a  fpecles  of  ftoebe,  quite 
overruns  the  barren  tracks,  and  encroaches  more 
and  more  on  that  which  is  cleared  and  cultivat- 
ed. This  the  country  people  coi)iider  as  the  pu- 
nifliment  of  their  iins.  Of  their  fins,  however, 
which  feem  to  have  moft  merited  this  punifh- 
ment,  as  having  moft  contributed  to  the  evil, 
may  be  reckoned  their  not  knowing  properly  to 
drefs  the  foil  they  occupy,  and  improve  it  to  the 
beft  advantage. 

It  is  faid,  however,  that  a  farmer,  who  once 
attempted  to  v  "Ircy  and  extirpate  the  rhinoceros 
bufhes  on  his  <  h  by  fire,  found  them  after- 
wards grow  u  ;jre  vigorous  than  ever.  So 
that,  as  well  with  refpe6t  to  the  efl:e6ls  of  the  in- 
duftry  of  man,  as  to  the  more  immediate  opera- 
tions of  nature,  it  is  not  at  all  unlikely,  that  fu- 
ture ages  may  fee  this  part  of  Africa  entirely 
changed,  and  different  from  what  it  is  at  prcfent. 

Our  travellers  next  pafled  Olifant's  River,  call- 
ed alfo  Gaurit's  River,  one  of  the  moft  confider- 
able  in  this  part  of  Africa.  Though,  in  a  great 
meafure,  dried  up  by  the  heat,  it  had  ftill  a 
ftrong  current,  and  was  dangerous  to  ford.  Its 
banks  are,  in  general,  extremely  high,  and  al- 
moft  perpendicular. 

Proceeding  from  thence,  they  dire6ted  their 
courfe  to  Molfel  Bay,  and  (o  acrofs  the  Brak  Ri- 
vers to  the  Forefts  of  Houtniquas.  The  Brak 
Rivers  are  fo  named  from  their  brackilh  tafte, 
which  is  occafioned  by  the  tide  flowing  up  them. 

F3  This 
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This  renders  them  unwholefomc  for  cattle  to 
drink;  and  our  travellers  had  nearly  loft  their 
o>:en  by  their  ignorance  in  this  particular. 

NVar  this  river,  they  obretved  a  fpot  of  land 
foniewhat  Icfs  than  an  acre,  entirely  bare  of 
plants,  and  covered  with  a  hoar  frofl,  which  the 
colonitls  miftook  for  faltpetrej  but  Dr.  Sparr- 
man  foand  it  to  be  nothing  elfe  but  a  fine  fea-falt. 

They  vifited  Moflel  Bay  on  horfeback.  This 
harbour,  though  expofed  to  the  eafterly  winds, 
might,  in  many  refpeCts,  be  of  great  utility,  were 
it  better  known.  On  a  ftone  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood they  found  the  following  infcriptions 
**  Captain  Swenfinger,  of  the  Daniih  Ihip  the 
Kron  Prinfcfs,  1752."  They  were  told,  that  this 
veflel  had  been  run  aground  here  in  a  ftorm; 
but  the  greateft  part  of  the  crew  was  faved. 

This  misfortune,  probably,  happened  from  an 
imperfe6lion  in  the  common  charts  of  the  coaft. 
Indeed,  it  fcems  as  if  government  wilhed  to  keep 
foreigners  in  the  dark  in  regard  to  the  iituation 
of  harbours  and  their  foundings :  a  conduct  cer- 
tainly not  founded  on  the  founded:  policy,  nor 
conformable  to  the  diftates  of  humanity. 

The  land  of  Houtniquas,  to  which  they  now 
advanced,  is  a  woody  track,  which  extends  a  con- 
iiderable  way  along  the  coaft.  It,  however,  con- 
tains fome  fertile  vales;  and  ftreamff  of  fweet 
water  J  fo  that  fome' farmers  have  l^t^Jy  efta- 
blifhed  themfelves  here.  Agloa  Bay  is^"t>rie  of 
its  boundaries,  a  ftation  fcarcely  ever  vifited  by 
fhips,  though  it  is  well  calculated  to  fupply 
wood  and  water.  Indeed,  between  this  place 
and  the  Cape  the  navigation  appears  to  be  nc- 
glc6ted  J  nor  is  any  cbnftant  and  frequent  com- 
ittunicatioa  kept  up  betvfeen  the  centre  colony 
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and  the  more  diilant  dependencies,  fo  that  trade 
circulates  in  a  very  flow  and  fluggifh  manner,  to 
the  great  detriment  of  the  community.  How 
are  we  to  reconcile  this  with  the  chara6teriftic 
diligence  and  adtjvity  of  the  Dutch  ?  Perhaps,  it 
may  be  the  policy  of  the  mother  country  to  make 
this  fettleraent  depend  more  on  foreign  fupplies 
than  on  its  doraellic  produ6tions  j  for  here  every 
thing  might  be  raifed  that  is  neceflary  for  the 
ufeofman.  /•. 

£lephant3,  lions,  tigers,  •  wolves,  or  hyaenas, 
black  monkeys,  badgers,  buffaloes,  hart-beefts, 
bofch-boks,  gnometies,  grys-boks,  and  hares  are 
found  here.  The  elephant,  however,  begins  to 
migrate  to  tracks  lefs  frequented,  and  the  lions 
to  be  almoft  extirpated. 

The  bofch-bok,  or  wood  goat,  was  formerly 
little  known  to  naturalills.  It  is  a  fcarce  I'pecies 
of  gazel,  about  two  feet  and  a  half  high.  Thefe 
animals  keep  in  pairs ;  and  the  female  is  diftin- 
guilhed  from  the  male  by  being  deflitute  of 
horns.  Dark  brown  is  its  predominant  hue,  but 
there  are  agreeable  mixtures  of  other  colours.  It 
runs  but  llowly,  and  is  eafily  caught  with  dogs  j 
though  it  ufes  its  horns  in  its  defence  with  much 
refolution. 

This  animal  has  a  fingular  kind  of  cry,  re- 
fembling  the  interrupted,  Ihort,  low,hoarfe  growl- 
ing of  a  dog. 

The  gnometie  of  the  colonlfts  is  the  cervus 
guineenfis  of  Linnaeus,  This  fpecies  is  very  di- 
minutive. 

The  buffaloes  of  Houtniquas  are  wholly  diffe- 
rent from. every  other  fpecies  of  that  animal,  and 
are  fometimes  dangerous  to  the  human  race,  if 
provoked  or  interrupted  in  their  courfe.    Dr.

Thunberg  and  one  of  his  company  having  im- 
prudently faftened  two  of  their  horfes  together, 
when  viliting  this  country,  and  driving  them  be- 
fore them  in  a  narrow  path,  fell  in  with  a  buffa- 
lo, which  trode  the  horfes  to  death,  and  their 
owners  with  difficulty  efcaped. 

Bad  roads,  and  the  want  of  a  proper  guide, 
prevented  our  travellers  from  examining  this 
country  fo  particularly  as  they  wilhed.  Befides, 
they  could  not  venture  to  leave  their  oxen  and  take 
excuriions  on  borfeback,  as  the  whole  province 
was  at  this  time  involved  in  riot  and  intoxication, 
by  means  of  a  hogfliead  of  brandy  which  had 
been  carried  thither.  The  effeds  of  this  liquor 
on  the  Hottentots  is  really  aftonifliing ;  and 
their  cupidity  to  enjoy  it  exceeds  all  bounds. 

Here  Dr.  Sparrman  faw  a  Chriftian  who  had 
attached  himfelf  to  a  Hottentot  woman,  whofe 
very  appearance  was  an  antidote  to  love.  Tiie 
pledgfs  of  fuch  an  union  have  hair  like  the  ge- 
nuine Hottentots;  but  their  features  and  com- 
plexfon  partake  more  or  lefs  of  thofe  both  of  fa- 
ther and  mother.  Thefe  are  more  refpe6ted  than 
the  unmixed  breed  of  the  natives,  and  are  more 
to  be  depended  on.  They  are,  however,  brought 
up  as  pagans  j  as  their  baptifm  would  give  them 
the  right  of  inheriting  t'leir  father's  polieilions. 

Indeed,  the  minilters  of  religion  at  the  Cape 
feem  very  fparing  of  a  facraraent,  which  the 
papills  have  endeavoured  to  force  upon  the  hea- 
thens with  fire  and  fword.  If  this  is  intended 
to  diminiili  the  number  of  unlawful  conne6tions, 
it  fecms  not  to  anfwer  the  purpofej  and  befides 
it  is  viliting  the  tranfgreflions  of  the  parents 
upon  their  innocent  olfspring.  ■ 

The 
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The  houfes,  in  general,  in  the  country  of  the 
Eoutniquas  are  very  ordinary  ftru6tures,  being 
Ichiefly  built  of  clay  or  mud.     There  was  only 
[one  wooden  houfe  within  its  precinds. 

Owing  to  the  confuiion  and  diforder  this  co- 
hony  was  in,  by  the  introdu6lion  of  brandy,  and 
[which  extended  to  the  Hottentot  guides  of  our 
travellers,  they  were  obliged  to  halten  their  de- 
jparture  from  the  fpot.     Mr.  Immelman  having 
'imprudently  treated  them  with  a  little    >randy, 
I  which  they  carried  with  them,  they  turned  fu- 
rious and  infifted  on  more.     By  fe verity  it  was 
hoped  this  infolence  might  be  reprefled  j  but  the 
Hottentots,  by  way  of  revenge,  ran  away  in  the 
night.  . 

Our  travellers,  at  laft,  fount  them  afleep  in  a 
neighbouring  kraal,  the  inhabitants  of  which,  at 
firft,  put  themfelves  in  a  pofture  of  de/ence,  and 
feemed  difpofed  to  detain  the  runaways.  How- 
ever, on  exerting  fome  authority,  thrir  prote6tors 
were  pacified^  and  the  guides  returned  to  their 
duty. 

On  the  gth  of  0<5lober,  they  departed  from  the 
Houtniquas  and  proceeded  to  Geebeck  Biver, 
from  whence  there  are  two  roqds  to  Hagel-kraal 
and  Artaquas-kloof.  By  the  one  road  they  fent 
their  waggon,  and  took  the  other,  on  horfeback, 
as  being  rather  nearer.  By  loitering,  however, 
our  travellers  were  overtaken  by  the  darknefs 
and  rain  before  they  could  reach  a  neighbouring 
farm,  where  they  heard  the  dogs  barking  and 
cocks  crowing  j  but  could  not  hit  upon  the  road 
which  led  to  the  houfe.  In  this  dilemma,  they 
knew  not  which  way  to  proceed,  and  being 
drenched  with  rain  and  exhaufted  with  hanger, 
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and  at  the  fame  time  fearful  of  being  attacked  by! 
tigers,  they  fpent  a  molt  dreadful  night. 

As  foon  as  day  began  to  dawn,  they  faddledj 
their  horfes,  and  found  Hagel-kraal  Farm,  which; 
they  had  been  wandering  in  qnell  of,  was  only  a| 
few  gun  ihots  didant.  The  mailer  jocofely  com- 
mended them  as  induftrious  young  men  who  had] 
got  up  before  him  ;  but  after  a  recital  of  theirj 
misfortunes,  he  kindly  fympathized  with  them, 
and  gave  them  fuch  aliiitance  as  was  immediately 
requilite,  and  fuch  information  and  advice  as  were 
ufeful  in  future. 

Here  they  ftaid  till  the  13th,  when  their  kindj 
hoft  aflifted  them  in  drawing  their  waggon 
through  a  hilly  dale,  to  fome  diltance.  By  noon 
on  the  14th,  thejJ^reached  the  termination  of  the 
Vale  of  Artaquas- kloof.  This  is  reckoned  among 
the  cold  four  diltri6ts.  It  produces  a  fpecies  o£| 
euphorbia,  very  deleterious  to  cattle  who  eat  it. 

Proceeding,  they  came  to  Zaflraan-kraal,  where 
they  found  the  common  houle-fly,  as  is  the  cafe 
in  the  carrow  diftrifts,  in  fuch  numbers,  that  the 
walls  and  ceiling  of  the  houfes  were  entirely  co- 
vered with  them.  They  did  not  ceafe  to  molell 
our  travellers  for  a  moment,  which  compelled 
them  to  quit  the  houfe.  Neverthelefs,  an  old 
Have,  who  was  the  only  tenant  where  they  put  up, 
was  obliged  to  lleep  nightly  among  thefe  trouble- 
fome  infeds. 

Here  they  found  the  canna  ihrub,  which  Dr. 
Sparrman  conliders  as  a  new  fpecies  of  falfola. 
Its  leaves  have  a  bitter  faliilli  taftej  and  when 
burned,  are  well  adapted  lor  the  purpofes  of 
making  foap. 

Purfuing  their  route,  next  morning,  they  arriv- 
ed at  Canna  River,  where  they  baited.    All  the 
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/erdurc  near  the  i'pot,  confifted  of  a  fmall  quan- 
tity of  reeds,  whicli  was  a  poor  fupply  for  their 
cattle.  They  refrelhed  themfelves  with  a  par- 
tridge they  had  killed  and  drefl'ed  j  but  having 
forgot,  like  unexperienced  cooks,  to  draw  the 
Ibird,  their  Hottentots  with  great  reliih  profited 
>y  tins  omiflion. 

Darknefs  letting  in  foon  after  their  departure, 

Ithey  got  into  a  labyrinth  of  bufties  and  briars, 

Iwithout  being  able  to  diftinguilh  the  road.  About 

midnight,  however,  by  the  favour  a  line  moon 

light,  they  reached  a  farm  called  Zandplaat. 

Next  morning,  they  perceived  with  afloniih- 
ment,  when  they  refleded  on  the  arid  ftate  of  the 
vegetation  around,  the  very  conliderable  number 
and  the  uncommon  fatnefs  of  the  ilieep  that  fed 
here.  Their  tails  alone  weighed  from  eight  to 
twelve  pounds,  conliding  chiefly  of  a  very  deli- 
cate talted  fat,  which  is  Irequently  ufed  inftead  of 
butter. 

In  the  vicinity  of  the  farm  were  fome  Hotten- 
tots. One  of  them,  a  young  man,  had  been  long 
ill,  and  his  diforder  feemed  of  the  putrid  kind* 
Notwithftanding  this,  his  mafter  had  whetted  his 
knife  on  purpofe  to  perform  venefe6tion  on  him  j 
and  Dr.  Sparrman's  profellion  being  known,  he 
was  obliged,  contrary  to  his  own  judgmeni,  to 
perform  this  operation. 

In  a  Ihort  time  after,  as  might  be  expetked  from 
the  nature  of  his  complaint,  the  young  man  ap- 
peared dying ;  and  our  author,  reflecting  on  his 
imprudent  compliance  with  the  wiflies  of  his  hoft, 
accufed  him,  with  fome  feverity,  of  enjoining  an 
operation,  which  had  haflened  the  diifolution  of 
the  patient.     The  good  man  at  flrit  appeared 
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to  take  it  to  heart,  on  which.   Dr.  Sparrman* 
thought  it  proper  to  give  him  Tome  Toothing  con- 
folation  j  but  he  was  Toon  undeceived,  as  to  the' 
motives  of  the  apparent  regret.     The  farmer 
bluntly  obfcrved,  that  his  concern  arofe  from  thci 
difficulty  of  finding  another  ox-leader  in  the  roomj 
of  the  fick  man,  as  he  was  foon  to  carry  his  but- 
ter to  the  Cape.     So  little  regard  is  paid  to  the  | 
life  of  a  (lave,  when  intereft  or  convenience  does-] 
not  give  it  a  value. 

On  this  occafion,  they  faw  the  ufual  ceremo- 
nies gone  through.   Thefe  con  fill  in  fhaking  and; 
cuffing  the  dying  and  thofe  who  are  jult  depart- 
ed; and  yelling  in  their  ears,  and  reproaching' 
them  for  leaving  their  companions.     Two  oldj 
women  attacked  this  poor  youth  as  the  vital  fpark  1 
appeared  about  to  fly,  and  by  their  horrid  noifej 
and  Ihaking,  foon  put  the  languid  circulation  in- 
to motion  again ;  and  by  the  Do6tor's  afiifiance 
of  cordials,  he  was  recovered  from  a  death-like 
fwoon.   On  his  return,  it  was  found,  that  the  pa- 1 
tient  had  not  only  recovered,  but  as  a  juft  revenge  i 
on  his  unfeeling  maiier,  had  eloped,  and  left  him 
to  drive  his  oxen  himfelf. 

On  the  17th,  they  entered  Lange-kloof,  or| 
Longdale ;  and  to  reinforce  their  team,  they  pur- 
chafed  two  more  oxen.     They  found  themfelves| 
over-reached  in  the  bargain  5  and  indeed,  unfair 
dealing  feems  very  common  among  the  colonifls, ! 
though  their  hofpitality  is  a  flriking  trait  in  their 
chara6ters. 

>  Our  travellers,  preceding*  their  waggon  on 
horfeback,  loil  their  way,  and  came  up  to  a  farm 
near  Pot  River,  inhabited  only  by  Hottentots. 
Thefe  peoplCi from  fome  malignant  motive,  would 
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give  no  dlre^lions  as  to  the  road,  though  offered 
a  bribe  j  and  they  were  obliged  to  purfue  their 
own  courfe  at  a  venture. 

Having  luckily  rejoined  their  waggon,  they 
paffed  the  River  Kukoi,  and  from  the  mountains 
in  the  vicinity,  had  a  view  of  the  fea.  They  re- 
mained at  Lange-kloof  till  the  laH  day  of  the 
nionth. 

At  Aapjes  River,  they  faw  an  old  couple,  who, 
they  were  told,  had  formerly  reigned  over  one 
hundred  Bofhiefmen  j  but  were  now  reduced  to 
the  neceflity  of  tending  a  flock  of  iheep.  It  is 
poiTible,  in  this  lituation,  they  might  experience 
more  real  blifs  than  in  the  other;  yet  1^11  this 
degradation  is  a  deed  that  cries  to  heaven  for 
vengeance.  A  whole  community  was  depriv- 
ed of  its  head,  for  the  advantage  of  a  vile  peafant 
who  wanted  a  Ihepherd. 

Here  they  faw  feveral  run-away  Haves  j  and  it 
excited  the  commiferation  of  our  travellers,  to 
perceive  them  piercing  the  hard  dry  hillocks  for 
a  kind  of  ant,  from  eating  which,  they  derived  a 
precarious  fubliftence. 

At  Zwarte-kloof,  near  Krakeel  River,  they 
were  Ihewn  a  Hottentot  girl,  about  ten  years  of 
age,  who,  though  brought  up  in  the  fervice  of  a 
farmer  from  her  birth,  had  already  learned  the  art 
of  running  away.  At  one  time  Ihe  had  abfcond- 
ed  for  a  fortnight,  and  though  ihe  had  nothing 
to  live  on  but  the  wild  produce  of  the  fields  and 
woods,  llie  returned  in  good  condition.  She  was 
i  nduced  to  do  this  from  the  fear  of  a  lion  that 
lay  in  her  road. 

In  the  country  where  they  now  were,  they  re- 
ceived accounts  of  a  lizard,  of  a  black  colour,  and 
a  foot  long,  which  the  colonics  fuppofe  to  be  re- 
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xy  venomous,  and  the  Hottentots  regard  tfiem 
with  the  utmod  dread.  This  creature  was,  how- 
ever, faid  to  be  very  rare. 

On  the  I  ft  of  November,  the)  fet  out  for 
Krommie  River,  fo  named  from  its  meandering 
courfe  through  a  con  lined  dak*.  Near  this,  they 
found  a  tree  of  a  new  genus,  vlucli  Dr.  Sparrman 
named  the  Klcebergia  Cnpenlis,  from  his  friend 
and  patron,  Captain  Ekeberg. 

On  the  3d,  they  reached  the  farther  fide  of  Di- 
eppe River,  in  the  vicinity  of  which,  they  found 
fome  Boihiefmen,  who  were  in  the  fervice  of  a 
farmer.  Tiieir  huts  were  covered  with  large 
llips  of  elephants  flelh,  for  the  purpofc  of  drying 
it.  This  is  a  favourite  kind  of  food  among  them* 
It  appeared  they  had  lately  Ihot  a  young  male, 
which,  it  was  imagined,  had  been  feparated  by 
fome  mifchance  Itom  the  drove.  It  feemed  to 
have  been  about  eleven  or  twelve  feet  high }  but 
our  travellers  were  told,  that  the  largeft  of  the 
fpecies  attain  the  enormous  height  of  iikteea 
feet. 

It  is  faid,  when  the  elephant  finds  himfelf 
wounded,  he  never  offers  to  defend  himfelf  from 
his  enemies  j  and  fometimes  not  even  to  fi'j  from 
them.  The  common  haunts  of  thefe  noble  ani- 
mals are  near  the  banks  of  rivers  3  but  it  is  only 
on  the  plains  that  the  hunters  can  attack  them 
with  fuccefs.  The  colonills  purfu<^  them  merely 
for  the  fake  of  their  teeth  j  but  at  the  fame  time 
they  take  care  to  preferve  their  flelh  for  their 
ilaves.  Conliderable  danger  attends  this  kind  ^i 
huntings  and  even  the  moft  experienced  do  not 
always  efcape. 

This  noble  animal  never  propagates  its  kind  in 
a  itate  of  captivity^  nor  is  the  period  of  geitation- 
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yet  known,  even  to  naturalifts.  It  fcems,  how- 
ever, to  be  afcertained,  that  the  young  fuck  their 
dams  with  their  trunk. 

On  the  4th,  they  came  to  Lccuwen-bofch,  a 
fmall  wood  on  the  banks  ot  a  river  of  the  fame 
name,  whit  h  was  formerly  much  frequented  by 
lions.  Next  day  ihey  entered  the  Sitfikamma, 
where  our  author  found  an  ample  field  to  exercife 
his  talents  as  a  botanift  and  naturaliil.  Part  of 
this  country  may  be  termed  champaign  or  open  : 
the  interior  confifts  of  an  impeuetrrble  foreft. 
Several  Hottentots,  who  have  tried  to  pierce  it, 
returned  after  long- continued,  fruitlefs  attempts. 
They  report  that  they  faw  numbers  of  eicphanls 
and  buffaloes  in  its  thick  receffes. 

Near  the  Zeekoe  River,  our  author  found  the 
bread-tree,  the  cycas  caflfra,  from  the  pith  of 
which,  the  Hottentots  make  a  kind  of  bread. 
There  are  only  eight  farms  in  the  whole  track  of 
the  Sitfikamma. 

On  this  coaft,  the  Doddlngton  Englifh  Eafl  In- 
diaman,  Captain  Sampfon,  was  wrecked.  The 
general  ignorance  of  the  fituation  of  the  harbours 
and  trending  of  the  lhores,increafes  the  dangers  to 
w^hich  navigators  of  all  nations  are  expofed.  As  the 
Cape  is  now,  and  we  truft  ever  will  remain,  in  the 
polfeffion  of  our  countrymen,  it  is  hoped  they  will 
adopt  a  more  liberal  policy  than  the  Dutch,  and 
furnifli  the  world  with  accurate  charts  of  the 
coafls. 

From  the  15 to  the  30th,  our  travellers  made  a 
farm,  near  Sea-cow  River,  their  head  quarters. 
This  was  kept  by  a  Heflian,  a  fenfible  adive  mari^ 
who  purfued  agriculture  with  much  fucccfs,  and 
had  got  his  farm  into  excellent  copcucion.  His 
boufe  cooiifted  of  fix  rooms.  He  kept  a  number  of 
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Hottentot  fervants,  as  well  as  cattle ;  and  had  laid 
the  foundation  of  his  prefent  fortune  by  hunting 
clcpharits.  Having  been  a  traveller  himfelf,  he 
ihewea  mr  adventurers  every  civility  in  his 
power  i  but  harvcft  approaching,  and  many  of 
his  labourers  being  ill  of  a  bilious  fever,  he  was 
obliged  to  defer  the  full  kindnefs  intended  them 
for  a  feafon. 

This  induced  our  author  and  his  companion 
to  lendhimtheaffirtanceof  their  Hottentot  guides, 
and  to  try  what  medical  Ikill  copld  do  in  relieving 
the  fick.  Dr.  Sparrman  prefcribed  to  forae  of 
them  fuch  ftrong  deco6tions  of  tobacco,  the  only 
ttnetic  within  his  reach,  as  would  abfolutely  have 
killed  any  other  perfons  befides  Hottentots.  But 
in  general  his  pradice  was  fuccefsful. 

So  fond  were  thefe  poor  creatures  of  fwallow- 
ing  tobacco,  that  fomc  of  them  actually  feigned 
illnefs  to  come  in  for  inch  a  delightful  remedy. 
A  youth  of  about  twenty  years  of  age  fwallowcd 
a  foot  at  leaft  of  roll  tobacco,  without  anyefFed; 
befides  drinking  previoufly  of  the  infufion ;  and 
to  force  the  operation.  Dr.  Sparrman  at  laft  empti- 
ed his  companion's  fnuft-box  down  his  throat. 
This  at  laft  fucceeded,  and  in  a  few  days  the  pa- 
tient recovered. 

On  the  29th,  the  Hottentot  labourers,  by  per- 
miflion  of  their  matters,  were  indulged  with  a 
dance.  As  foon  as  the  moon  began  to  ihine,  the 
ball  was  opened  *  al  frefco'.  About  twenty  perfons 
of  both  fexes  joined  rn  this  amufement,  which 
was  kept  up  till  midnight  with  the  greateil  fpi- 
rit.  Then,  indeed,  they  did  not  intermit  their 
fports,  but  kept  fitting  in  a  ring,  fwinging  the 
upper  part  of  their  bodies  backwards  and  for- 
wards with  an  ecjuable  motion,  and  finging  at 
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the  fame  time  in  a  dull  monotonous  manner. 
A  drcffcd  Ikin,  ftretched  over  a  kettle,  ferved  as  a 
drum,  and  kept  time  with  the  voice. 

Dr.  Spnrrman  >  (ays  it  is  impollible  to  defcribe 
Ihe  difierent  mov  ments  and  ^gures  they  made  in 
dancing.  They  Teemed  to  be  confmed  to  no  par- 
ticular rules.  The  principal  intention  appeared 
to  be,  to  put  the  body  into  motion  j  for  which 
purpofe  the  performers  fometimes  jumped  and 
capered  about  by  themfelves,  and  fometimes 
with  partners,  twilling  and  twining  their  bodies 
into  every  grotefque  or  uncommon  attitude  that 
fancy  could  fugged. 

Meanwhile  this  mode  of  dancing  was  not 
•wholly  deftitute  of  art  in  its  kind,  as  the  Hotten- 
tots belonging  to  our  travellers  confeflt  d  their  in- 
abihty  to  join  in  it,  as  not  being  ufual  in  their 
part  of  the  country.  ^^0^ 

Excluliveof  the  general  mode  of  dancing,  their 
mailer  and  miftrefs  called  upon  them  to  perform 
the  baboon  and  bee  dances.  The  former  was  dif- 
tinguilhed  by  numberlefs  grimaces  and  attitudes^ 
in  imitation  of  the  animal  from  which  it  received 
its  appellation  :•  the  latter  was  a  continued  buz- 
ziwg  and  cluteing  together,  after  the  manner 
of  the  bee. 

At  this  place,  our  author  faw  an  inllance  of  the 
polygamy  of  the  Hottentots,  which,  however,  is 
not  very  common.  An  old  man  had  married  two 
wives,  and  feemed  not  a  little  proud  of  his  fupc- 
riority  in  this  refpe6l;  but  it  appeared  he  had 
two  Ihrcws  to  contend  with,  who  treqnen$4y  quar- 
relled with  each  other,  and  when  he  interfpofed 
his  authority,  the  vi  ens  both  fell  on  their  lord 
and  matter.  Polygamy  ieems  to  have  been  for- 
merly more  in  vogue  among  them  than  now, 
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Amdttg  the  Bolhiefmen,  Dr.  Sparrman  obfcrvc«, 
that  the  marriage  ceremonies  are  little  more  thali 
what  is  conibnant  to  nature,  the  confent  of  par- 
ties, and  confumrtiation.  His  hoft  and  hoftefs^t 
this  place  informed  him,  that  they  believed  tho 
report  of  a  prieft  performing  the  nuptial  ceremo- 
niies  by  the  confperfion  of  the  bride  and  bride- 
groom J  but  that  this  was  pra6tifed  only  within 
their  kraals,  and  never  in  the  prefence  of  the  co- 
lon ifts.  The  Hottentots  themfelves,  when  quef« 
tioned  on  this  fubje6l,  neither  confirmed  nor  de- 
nied the  fa6t  j  fo  that  this  ufage  is  probably  ftill 
retained  in  all  its  indelicacy,  in  fome  kraals,  as 
defcribed  by  Kolben  3  who  indeed  paints  with  fo 
little  rcferve,  that  he  may  in  fome  refpefts  be  re- 
garded as  a  Hottentot  among  Hottentots. 

Our  author  was  very  affiduous  in  his  enquiries 
how  far ^  was  true,  that  thefe  people  fecluded 
from  fociiiy,  and  abandoned  to  their  fate,  fuch 
as  were  old  and  helplefs.  That  fuch  an  inhuman 
pra6tice  is  fometimes  followed,  well-authenticat- 
ed inltances  feem  to  teftify  j  but  they  are  not  very 
numerous  5  and  perhaps  this  difgrace  to  huma- 
nity will  foon  be  blotted  out. 

Another  cuftom,  however,  no  lefs  horrid,  ftill 
remains :  that  of  burying  children  alive  at  tho 
brej^ft,  who  have  the  misfortune  to  lofe  their  mo- 
ther. It  is  impoffible  to  excufe  this  worfe  than 
brutal  conduct  j  but  it  may  admit  of  fome  pallia- 
tion. Perhr.ps  the  infant,  by  the  lofs  of  its  pa- 
rent, may  be  left  deftitute  of  any  fupport ;  and 
among  a  people,  who  carry  their  views  no  farther 
than  this  life,  it  may  be  deemed  kindnefs  to 
fliorten  the  duration  of  inifery.       ' 

But  while  every  feeling  of  nature  revolts  at 
the  defcnion  of  the  old^  or  the  inhumation  of 
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children  alive,  let  us  only  reflect,  and  we  (hall  find 
that  in  countries  boalling  their  civilization,  and 
cxpefting  a  future  retribution,  many  are  in  fa6t 
abandoned  to  their  fate,  and  die  from  want  and 
negleft.  Indeed,  if  the  crimes  and  failings  cf 
the  Hottentots  are  compared  with  thofe  of  civi- 
lized nations,  the  event  will  prove  very  little  to 
the  honour  of  either,  and  ftill  lefs  to  that  of  the 
latter. 

On  the  30th  of  November  they  prepared  for 
their  departure.  Their  kind  hoft  took  no  fmall 
pains  to  provide  them  with  neceflfaries  for  their 
journey,  and  furnilhed  them  with  a  couple  of  his 
belt  oxen,  in  lieu  of  two  of  theirs,  and  his  mod 
trufty  Hottentot,  named  Plattjc,  who  was  an  ex- 
pert hunter. 

Their  hoftefs  too,  aware  that,  in  an  expedition 
of  one  hundred  leagues,  provil^ons  might  not  al- 
ways, be  at  hand,  fupplied  them  with  a  box  of 
bifcuits,  fome  butter,  and  a  large  Iheep,  cut  ih 
pieces  and  falted  in  its  own  Ikin. 

During  his  rcfidence  at  this  place,  our  ingeni- 
ous naturalift  found  many  infers ;  but  the  ter- 
mites, a  fpecies  of  ant,  chiefly  excited  his  atten- 
tion. Thefe  infefts,  it  is  well  known,  are  ex- 
tremely mifchievous  in  every  country  where  they 
pre  known.  Immenfe  quantities  of  goods  and 
merchandize  are  annually  deftroyed  by  them,  both 
in  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies.  In  the  fpace  of  a 
few  hours,  they  will  eat  into  a  cheft,  and  cut  to 
pieces,  as  it  were,  all  the  linen,  clothes,  and 
books  in  it  j  for  which  reafon  trunks  and  mer- 
chandize arc  generally  fufpended  on  ropes.  This 
deftru6tivc  infect,  nmltiplies  its  kind  to  an  amaz- 
ing degree.  One  of  the  females  appears  capa- 
ble of  laying  millions  of  eggs.    The  Hottentot, 
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however,  makes  a  delicous  meal  upon  thefe  crea^ 
tures*.  Nor  do  the  locurts  efcape  the  devouring 
appetites  of  ibme  of  the  more  barbarous  and  re- 
mote hordes  of  the  Hottentots.  Thcfe  formida- 
^ble  infects  make  their  appearance  at  intervals  of 
longer  or  Ihorter  duration,  in  incredible  num- 
bers. They  migrate  from  the  north  to  the  fouth, 
and  nothing  ftops  their  progrefs,  till  they  reach 
the  fea-^nd  are  drowned.  The  Hottentots  wel- 
come their  coming,  though  they  never  fail  to 
deftroy  every  blade  of  vegetation.  This  lofs  they 
compenfatc  by  feizing  on  the  animals  themfclves; 
and  every  expedient  is  tried  to  detain  as  many 
aspoflible  in  their  periodical  migrations. 

They  proceeded  on  their  journey  on  the  1(1  of 
December,  and  at  noon  reached  Cam  tour's  River, 
where  they  found  a  Hottentot  captain  of  the 
name  of  Kies,  whofe  dominion  extended  over 
fifty  people.  His  family  confifted  only  of  fe- 
males J  for  the  men  were  all  abroad ;  fome  in 
hunting  a  lion,  which  had  lately  committed  great 
depredations  among  their  Herds.  Plattje,  their 
new  guide,  though  he  did  not  feem  naturally  im- 
pertinent, without  any  ceremony,  let  himfelf 
down  by  this  patriarchal  chief,  and  filled  his 
pipe  from  the  captain's  pouch.  This  conduit 
did  not  feem  at  all  to  give  oflfence ;  fo  fimple 
are  the  manners  of  thefe  people. 

A  farmer,  near  Loory  River,  informed  our  tra- 
vellers, that  the  drought  was  uncommonly  great 
that  year,  as  no  rain  had  fallen  for  the  fpace  of 
eight  months.  He  therefore  difluaded  them 
from  purfuing  that  road,  as  it  was  very  rugged, 
and  game  fcarce.    Ahart-beefl,  coming  up  as

with  an  intention  of  viewing  the  waggon,  was 
immediate!/  Ihot,  and  proved  an  acceptable  fup- 
ply. 

On  the  3d  they  halted  nearGalge-bofch,  much 
refort«d  to  by  lions  and  buffaloes.  This  made 
tliem  unea fy  about  their  cattle,  particularly  as 
theyhad  ftraycd  awayj  but  it  was  afterwards 
found,  that  they  had  difcovered  fome  water  by 
the  fcent,  and  were  gone  to  allay  their  thirft. 
The  water  here  is  very  fcarce,  and  fcarcely  fit 
for  the  ufe  of  man  or  beaft.  Our  travellers  fre- 
quently ufed  fugar-candy  as  a  palliative  for 
drought,  but  found  it  did  not  much  relieve  them. 

In  croHing  Van  Slaade's  River,  they  had  nearly 
loft  their  oxen  and  waggon.  On  the  farther  fide 
they  fell  in  w^ith  a  party  <A'  Gonaquas  Hottentots, 
a  tribe  bearing  much  relemblance  to  the  Catfres. 
Both  feves  wore  ornaments  of  brafs  rings,  on 
which  they  fet  great  value.  Thefc  people  ufe 
the  rite  of  circumcifion.  The  women  are  lefs 
decent  in  their  attire  than  the  Hottentots,  but 
are  not  lefs  Inodefl  in  their  manners.  The  Caf- 
fres,  on  the  contrary,  are  faid  to  be  very  licen- 
tioas  and  difTolute. 

The  Gonaquas  Hottentots  were  very  importu- 
nate beggars,  particularly  for  tobacco.  All  of 
them  were  armed  with  the  hafTagais,  or  javelin, 
and  the  kirris.  They  did  not,  however,  appear 
to  be  dexterous  ma rkfmen }  for  they  ccjld  not 
hit  a  handkerchief  at  twenty  paces,  till  after  ma- 
|jy  trials. 

Thefe  people  follow  agriculture  and  grazing. 
Their  com  is  the  holcus  forgum,  called  alio 
CafFre-corn.  .  The  ftalks  rife  to  the  height  of 
a  man,  and  are  as  thick  as  a  ruih.  They  termi- 
nate in  a  panicle^  about  eighteen  inches  long, 
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with  feeds  of  the  iize  of  rice.  Part  of  this  gram 
is  made  iuto  bread  J  but  it  is  chiefly  confumcd 
in  forming  a  fermented  liquor  of  an  inebriating 
quality. 

Oar  travellers  haftened  tlieir  departure  froni 
thence,  taking  their  courfe  to  the  north,  over 
level  fields,  covered  with  a  dry  arid  giafs.  It  was 
with  difficulty  they  could  collect  wood  enough  to 
boil  a  tea-kettle ;  yet,  owing  to  the  c.irelefsnefs 
of  a  Hottentot,  who  fet  fire  to  the  grafs  near  the 
waggon,  they  had  almoft  loft  their  travelling 
equipage,  and  all  that  they  carried  with  them» 
or  had  colle6ted  by  the  way.  The  grafs  burned 
like  oakum ;  and  it  required  great  alertnefs  to 
extinguidi  the  fire,  and  keep  it  from  rifing  to  a 
conflagration. 

At  Zwart-kops  River,  where  they  intended  to 
pafs  the  itight,  they  found  two  farmers,  who  tidd 
come  thither  on  a  hunting  plan.  They  had  ftiot 
feveral  heads  of  game,  the  flefti  of  -which  was 
fufpended  in  flips  and  flireds,  on  the  bulhes  and 
fences,  to  dry,  after  the  Hottentot  manner  of  pre- 
fcrving  it.  The  fmell  was  extremely  offenfive  9 
and  what  with  the  Hottentots,  who  were  devour- 
ing part  of  it,  or  driving  away  the  birds  that  kept 
hovering  over  their  heads,  the  fpe6taele  was  al- 
together difguftingly  horrid. 

However,  our  travellers  fat  down  with  a  good 
appetite  to  the  flioulder  of  a  hart-beeft,  and  for- 
got the  fcene  they  had  witnefled  without. 

Here 'Dr.  Sparrman  found  an  opportunity  of 
forwarding  fome  packages  of  plants  to  the  Cape; 
and  theii  fet  out  to  vifit  the  principal  Lout-pan, 
or  fait  pan.  This  was  a  level  and  extenlivc 
plain,  covered  with  an  uniform  cruil  of  falt^  oti 
which  flood  ^  little  water  in  feveral. places,  fo 
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that  the  fcene  rclembled  a  frozen  lake.  Towtrds 
the  fides,  the  cruft  of  fait  was  thin ;  but  near  the 
middle,  it  was  found  to  be  more  than  two  feet 
deep.  Indeed,  the  colonifls  fuppofe  that  the  fait 
extends  feme  fathoms  below  the  furface. 

Ihis  falt-pan  was  about  three  miles  in  circum- 
ference 5  imd  the  whole  produce  is  fo  pure  and 
iine,  that  nothing  can  exceed  it.  Dr.  Sparrman 
found  many  reptiles  and  infects,  hitherto  un- 
known, in  this  vifcid  bed  of  faline  matter.  In 
this  neighbourhood,  too,  he  difcovered  that  lingu- 
lar creature,  the  cimcx  paradoxus,  or  leaf-infe£t, 
fo  called  from  its  near  refcmblance  to  a  withcrtu 
leaf. 

Next  night  they  reached  the  Kuga  River. 
Here  Mr.  Immelman,  w  ho  was  fubje6t  to  a  fpit- 
ting  of  blood,  had  a  ferious  attack  of  this  com- 
plaint j  but,  by  venefe6tion,  and  a  little  faltpetre 
diirdved  in  water,  the  only  remedies  at  hand,  ho 
was  reflored.  Next  day,  however,  his  life  was 
in  more  imminent  danger,  from  a  herd  of  young 
cattle,  which  had  almoll  gored  our  travellers  to 
death.  Thefe  fierce  animals,  making  a  half  cir- 
cle round  them,  advanced  nearer  and  nearer,  as, 
they  retired  J  when  Dr.  Sparrman,  recolledting  a 
mode  of  efcape  from  a  vicious  bull,  which  he  had 
heard  had  been  fuccefsfully  tried  in  Europe,  re- 
foUed  to  make  the  attempt.  He  held  his  hat 
before  his  face,  which  he  oecafionally  uncovered, 
and  alternately  advaiicing  and  Handing  llill,  he 
fooii  had  the:  plcafiire  to  perceive  that  the  herd 
beg;  n  to  b^  feared  and  to  drop  their  purfuit. 
One  of  the  Hotuntots,  foon  after  falling  in  with, 
this  dangero  i^  herd,  efcapcd  by  the  lightnefs  of 
bis  heels. 
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Directing  their  courfe  to  the  eaft  ward,  they  came 
to  t'Nuka  t'Kama,  where  they  fa  w  the  recent  traces 
of  a  lion,  and,  in  confequ©nce,  took  proper  pre- 
cautions againfl  its  attacks.  In  this  vicinity  the/ 
began  to  tind  the  Gninea-heu  in  large  flocks  j 
their  flefti  was  dry,  ajid  lefs  agreeable  than  that 
of  the  common  domeftic  fowl. 

Sunday  River  now  prefented  its  high  and  per- 
pendicular banks.  Soon  after  their  arrival  there, 
they  were  waited  on  by  three  old  Hottentots,  who 
feemed  to  be  fpies.  They  were  more  civilized 
than  the  Bofhiefmen  Hottentots  generally  are, 
and  proved  themfelvcs  not  wanting  in  addrcfs. 
They  begged  tobacco,  and  complained  of  their 
diftrefled  lituation,  from  having  their  young  peo- 
ple carried  off  by  the  farmers. 

Our  adventurer,  to  fupport  his  confequence^ 
gave  them  to  underftand,  that  he  and  his  part/ 
were  the  children  of  Jan  Company,  who  had  feat 
thera  out  to  view  the  country,  and  to  collect 
herbs  for  medical  purpofes.  Here  it  muft  be  ob- 
ferved,  that  the  Dutch  Eaft  India  Company  have 
politically  given  themlelves  out  for  one  indivi- 
dual prince  of  great  power,  by  the  Chriftian  name 
of  Jan  or  John.  This  has  not  only  gained  them 
more  refpe6t,  but  has  conveyed  fome  precife  idea 
to  the  natives,  both  here  and  in  the  Indies,  who 
would  with  difficultly  be  made  to  comprehend  a 
government  by  a  company  of  merchants. 

Dr.  Sparrman  having  aifumed  the  charaAer  ot' 
a  relation  to  Jan  Company,  next  invited  thefe 
people  to  go  a  hunting  with  him,  and  fet  before 
them  the  abundant  fpoils  they  might  exped. 
The  temptation  of  flelh  meat, was  not  to  be  re* 
iifted.  The  three  old  men,  who  firll  prefented 
themfelvcs,  and  three  younger  ones,  all  joined 

the 
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the  party,  which  now  amounted  to  eleven ;  and 
our  author  was  under  much  apprehenlion,  left  he 
Ihould  not  be  able  to  provide  tor  fuch  a  family 
of  attendants  in  a  defert.  The  laft  enlilled  Hot- 
tentots made  no  difficulty  in  eating  the  ill-taft- 
ed  beans  of  the  guiacum  afrum.  It  feems  too 
they  were  ^quainted  with  the  ufe  of  gum  ara- 
ble as  an  aliment ;  and  indeed  the  Boihiefmen 
fttblift  on  it  for  many  days  together. 

Now,  for  the  firft  time,  our  travellers  faw  a 
herd  of  bofch-varkens,  or  wood-fwine.  The 
tulks  of  thefe  fierce  animals  ftand  nine  inches  out 
of  the  jaws,  and  meafure  five  inches  in  circum- 
ference at  the  bafe.  The  Boihiefmen  are  more 
afraid  of  the  wood-fwine  than  the  lions.  Thefe 
animals  burrow  underground,  and  few  will  ven- 
ture to  attack  them  in  their  holes.  Nor  is  it  ad- 
vifable  for  a  man  to  approach  them  too  near  on 
horfeback,  as  they  will  frequently  turn  round  on 
a  fudden,  and  llriking  off  one  of  the  horfe'shind 
legs,  difpatch  both  him  and  his  rider  in  an  in- 
ftant. 

It  is  mentioned,  on  good  authority,  that  a 
farmer  at  Camdebo,  fucceeded  in  obtaining  a 
brood  of  thefe  fwine,  which  had  been  coupled 
with  the  common  fort.  Indeed  there  feems  to 
be  no  reafon  that  the  different  breeds  ihould  not 
unite.  The  flelh  of  the  African  wood-fwine  very 
much  refembles  that  of  the  common  pig. 

-  Arriving  at  the  upper  part  of  little  Sunday 
River,  they  fixed  their  refting  place  at  a  fmall 
diftance  from  a  clan  of  baftard,  or  CafFre  Hot- 
tentot?r  Thefe  fpoke  the  Caffre  language  j  kept 
a  great  number  of  cattle  j  and  fhewed  fuch  hap- 
pineft  and  contentment  in  their  appearance,  afs 

-  Vol.  Vlli.  H  almoft 
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almoft  realized  the  poetic  defcription  of  paftoral 
felicity. 

Our  travellers  introduced  themfelves  to  this 
happy  focicty  as  children  of  the  Company,  and 
were  received  with  a  friendly  fimplicity,  which 
did  them  honour  as  men.  They  prclcnted  them 
with  milk,  and  danced  for  their  entertainment ; 
telling  them  that  their  chara6ter,  as  a  lingular 
people  with  plaited  hair,  and  as  iimpiers  and  vi- 
per catchers,  had  long  preceded  them. 

In  their  country-dances  they  difplayed  very 
little  agility  or  art.  While  their  feet  were  em- 
jiloyed  in  a  kind  of  flamping  and  moderately  flow 
movement,  each  of  them,  at  intervals,  made  fe- 
veral  gentle  motions  with  a  little  Hick.  Their 
muiic  was  equally  fimple  j  yet  it  inl'pired  a  cer- 
tain degree  of  joy  and  cheerfulnefs,  that  foothed 
the  mind. 

They  exhibited  alfo  dances  of  another  kind, 
in  which  they  joined  hands,  and  inoved  in  a  cir- 
cle round  fome  of  the  party  who  were  placed  in 
the  centre  of  the  ring.  They  are  faid  likewife 
to  have  dances  of  a  more  voluptuous  kind,  in 
which  unlimited  indulgence  is  given  to  the  fexes; 
but  thefe  of  courfe  are  never  performed  before 
llrangers. 

Thefe  people  keep  their  milk  in  leathern 
facks,  and  never  ufe  it  till  curdled.  Their  milk- 
ing balkets  are  compofed  of  roots,  fo  curioufly 
entwined,  as  to  be  capable  of  containing,  not 
only  milk,  but  water. 

The  African  cows,  in  general,  will  not  permit 
themfelves  to  be  milked  till  they  have  their  hind 
l43gs  tied  together.  Several  of  the  cows,  however, 
belonging  to  theie  people,  had  been  fo  far  tamed 
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as  to  fufFer  themlelves  to  be  milked  0:andlng  un- 
confined. 

On  the  11th  in  the  morning,  our  traveller* 
■were  awaked  by  finging  and  d:incing;  and  with 
this  apparent  happinels  and  delight,  thefe  Hot- 
tentots begin  and  clofe  the  day.  Numbers  of 
them  now  retorted  to  the  waggon,  and  began  to 
be  very  troublcfome  in  their  jmportunities  for 
tobacco. 

To  gain  a  truce  from  this  importunity,  they 
were  fliewn  the  watches  belonging  to  our  travel- 
lers, which  raifed  their  ailoniihmentj  and  from 
motives  of  prudence  and  felf-prcfervation.  Dr. 
Sparrman  now  alfumed  the  chara6ker  of  a  con- 
jurer. Shewing  fome  of  thel'e  people  a  quantity 
of  quickftlver  he  had  brought  with  him,  he  de*- 
fired  they  would  endeavour  to  take  fome  of  it  up 
in  their  fingers.  Their  attempts  proving  -abor- 
tive, to  their  equal  wonder  and  amufement,  our 
author,  having  previonfly  greafed  his  fingers, 
lifted  fome  to  their  utter  amazement, 

Dr.  Sparrman  fays,  the  idea  of  giving  himfelf 
a  kind  of  confequence  among  thefe  people,  was 
fuggefted  by  what  he  had  read  of  a  certain  great 
commander  in  America,  who,  toinduce the  natives 
to  comply  with  his  wiihes,  fet  fire  to  fome  brandy, 
which  they  imagined  to  be  water  j  and  threat- 
ened, if  they  milbehaved,  to  confume  them  and 
their  rivers  in  a  fimilar  manner. 

In  this  community  was  a  perfon  yelled  with 
the  fupreme  power.  He  feenied  a  fober,  fedate, 
middle-aged  man  j  and  in  his  manner  difcovered 
no  particular  pre-eminence  or  authority.  On  the 
contrary,  he  had  more  trouble  in  milking  than 
the  refi:  fo  that  even  among  uncivilized  nations, 
Superiority  is  attended  wiihuneafinefs  and  care.

The  forcercr  was  the  moft  dilUnguIflicd  cht- 
rader ;  and  by  virtue  of  this  office,  was  mafter  of 
the  ceremonies,  high  prieft,  phyfician,  and  cow- 
leach.  By  his  bufFoonery  and  ridiculous  geftures, 
he  feemed  to  flrive  to  make  himfelf  acceptable  to 
the  reft;  and  like  ftich  contemptible  characters  in 
other  countries,  more  enlightened,  he  fared  bet- 
ter, was  richer  and  more  relpefted  than  the  more 
uleful  membfTsof  the  community. 

Here  their  chief  guide  fhot  an  old  lean  buffalo. 
Having  loaded  the  waggon  with  the  beft  part  of 
the  meat,  they  left  the  remainder,  and,  on  the 
12th  of  December,  proceeded  over  a  champaign 
country.  After  darknefs  fet  in,  their  cars  were 
ftunned  with  the  roaring  of  lions,  which  feemed 
to  be  at  no  great  diftance.  This  continued  the 
whole  night  J  and  though  neither  fo  piercing  nor 
tremendous  as  it  has  generally  been  reprefcntcd, 
was  fufficient  to  fill  any  heart  with  awe,  amid  the 
llill  gloom  of  night. 

The  dogs  ceafed  to  bark,  as  if  under  alarna, 
and  kept  clofe  to  the  Hottentots  j  the  oxen  and 
horfes  lighed  deeply,  and  feemed  reftlefs  and  con- 
vulfed.  Every  preparation  was  made  in  cafe  oi, 
an  attack  ;  but  the  enemy  did  not  approach.     ' 

Fires  and  firebrands  are  univerfally  confidered 
as  prefervatives  againfl:  the  attacks  of  lions  and 
other  wild  beaflsj  but  this  expedient  does  not 
always  fucceed.  The  Hottentots  mention  in- 
ftances  in  which  the  lion  has  leaped  towards  the 
fire,  and  feized  one  of  their  party,  who  was  fitting 
round  it.  It  is  confidered,  however,  as  a  certain 
faft,  that  the  lion  does  not  immediately  kill  the 
perfon  he  has  got  under  him,  unlefs  obliged  by 
the  refiftence  he  meets  with.    The  royal  tyrant 

then 
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then  gives  the  coup-de-grnce  on  the  bread  of  his 
vidim  with  a  hideuus  ruar. 

Among  their  oxtn  and  horfes  were  fome  that 
never  could  have  heard  the  voice  of  the  lion  be- 
fore J  yet  thefe  Ihewed  equal  terror  w  iih  the  reft. 
Providence  feems  to  have  implanted  a  dread  of 
this  ferocious  animal  in  the  brute  creation,  to 
teach  them  to  be  on  their  guard. 

It  might  be  fuppofed,  that  the  roaring  of  the 
lion'  would  warn  other  animals  of  its  approach  ; 
but,  according  to  the  univerfal  report,  tijis  crafty 
tyrant  puts  his  nofe  to  the  ground,  fo  that  the 
found  is  difTufed  on  all  fide.v:  and  the  obje6ts  of 
his  purfuit,  during  the  night,  in  confequence 
know  not  which  way  to  fly,  and  fometimes  ap- 
proach the  fpot  they  are  fo  anxious  to  avoid. 

Since  the  ufe  of  firearms  has  been  introduced 
into  this  part  of  Africa,  lions  are  Icfs  numerous, 
nor  do  they  now  openly  attack  any  animal,  unlefs 
incenfed  or  impelled  by  extreme  hunger.  In 
fuch  cal't's,  neither  danger  nor  refiilence  will  deter 
them.  There  are  feveral  in  (lances,  however,  on 
record,  where  the  human  race  have  been  refcued 
by  force  from  their  fangs;  and  others  where  they 
have  capricioufly  given  the  life,  that  was  in  their 
power  to  have  taken  away. 

This  may  poffibly  account  for  the  prevailing 
opinion  of  the  generofity  of  the  lion.  But  gene- 
rofity  is  a  name  facred  to  virtue,  and  ought  not 
to  be  lavilhed  on  a  favage  bead.  Slaves  and 
wretches  of  a  fervile  mind  are  accuftoraed  to 
flatter  the  greated  tyrant  with  this  attribute  j  but 
with  w^at  fhew  of  reafon  can  this  epithet  be  be- 
ftowed  on  thofe  who  are  naturally  cruel  j  though 
that  cruelty  may  not  be  exercifed  in  an  equal  de- 
gree at  all  times  I 
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In  fuGt,  our  author  thinks  that  the  charsiCtirs 
of  the  lion  and  the  cat  nearly  refenrible  each  other, 
Both  are  inlidious  and  cowardly  j  but  when  hun- 
ger or  revenge  pronipt,  they  Ihew  a  great  degree 
of  a6live  courage  and  refolution.  -  '^',* 

The  lion  certainly  poffefles  uncommon  flrehgth 
for  its  fize.  One  of  them  has  been  feen  carrying 
a  heifer  in  his  mouth,  and  leaping  over  a  broad 
ditch  with  her,  with  as  much  facility  as  a  cat 
would  with  a  moufe. 

The  buffalo,  unlefs  when  taken  by  furprife, 
feems  capableof  con  telling  the  prize  of  fuperior- 
ity  with  this  king  of  quadrupeds ;  and  a  pack  of 
ten  or  twelve  dogs  will  attack  him  without  fear, 
though  two  or  three  of  them  generally  fall  viftims 
to  his  rage,  before  he  can  be  overcome. 

The  lion  is  far  from  being  difBcult  to  be  killed 
with  fliot.  When  wounded  in  the  vitals,  they 
are  foon  difabled  from  running.  Their  hides  are 
by  no  means  very  thick,  and  are  feldom  ufed  for 
any  purpofes,  but  fuch  as  thofe  of  horfes  are  ap- 
plied to. 

On  tlie  13th,  our  travellers  fhot  an  excellent 
buffido.  The  Hottentots  fhewedfo  much  diligence 
and  zeal  in  cutting  up  and  feafting  on  this  beaft, 
that  all  encoungcment  to  fet  their  lluggilh  fouls 
in  motion  was  for  once  fuperfluous.  After  fecur- 
ing  the  beft  part  of  the  flefli  in  the  waggon,  the 
Bofhiefmen  loaded  themfelves  with  the  refufe,  cut 
out  into  flips  and  formed  into  bundles,  with 
which  they  travelled  like  a  walking  flelh-market. 

The  fle/h,  as  well  as  the  marrow  of  the  buffalo, 
was  very  delicate  in  itfelfj  and  while  it  lafted, 
the  Hottentots  were  conllantly  engaged  in  boil- 
ing and  broiling  it.  Sleeping  or  waking,  their 
pipe  or  food  feemed  to  occupy  all  their  thoughts. 

They 
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They  nfed  the  fat  fo  profulely  in  befmearing 
themfelves,  that  it  was  with  difficulty  Dr.  Sparr- 
m^n  could  get  them  to  put  a  little  of  it  on  his 
ihoes  and  bridles. 

In  the  evening,  thefe  humble  attendants  fecm- 
ed  to  enjoy  themfelves,  and  ^'ere  very  merry  and 
talkative  with  each  other.  It  is  probable,  that 
the  purfuits  and  peculiarities  of  their  matters  fur- 
nifhed  them  with  a  fund  of  entertainment ;  but 
as  their  converfation  was  not  generally  under- 
ftood,  it  was  of  little  confequence  at  whofe  ex- 
pence  their  merriment  was  purchafed. 

In  the  defert,  in  particular,  much  management 
is  neceflary  with  thefe  people,  left  they  ihould 
abandon  thofe  they  have  engaged  to  ferve.  Too 
much  lenity,  however,  will  not  doj  and  feverity 
muft  be  applied  with  fome  caution,  Our  travel- 
lers tried  both  means.  The  mor.;  remifs  were 
mul6ted  of  their  ufual  ruantity  of  tobacco,  and 
extraordinary  diligence  and  attention  were  re- 
warded with  an  increaled  allowance. 

On  the  14th  of  December  they  left  Bofhiefman 
River,  and  proceeded  through  the  valley  of  Neiz- 
hout-kloof,  in  which  they  were  informed  grew  a 
tree,  that  polTefles  the  quality  of  exciting  fneez^ 
ingj  but  they  were  not  lucky  enough  to  difcover 
it. 

On  the  15th  at  noon,  they  arrived  at  Nieuw 
Jaars-drift,  where  the  thermometer  ftood  at  80 
in  the  Ihade.  They  found  excellent  water  here. 
The  furrounding  country  had  a  beautiful  appear- 
ance, being  adorned  with  great  numbers  of  the 
mimofa  nilotica^  or  gum-arabic  trees.  Here  Mr. 
Immelman,  being  in  chace  of  a  butterfly,  had 
ahnoft  precipitated  himfelf  into  a  pit,  in  which 
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was  a  fharp  pole  ftuck  upright,  a  kind  of  trap 
ufed  by  the  natives  for  the  wild  beails. 

In  the  evening  they  rea^ched  Kurekoiku>  where 
they  faw  many  buffaloes.  Our  author  fingled 
out  a  herd,  conlifting  of  feventy  or  eighty,  young 
and  old  together,  and  advancing  incautioully  and 
iiring  among  them,  had  nearly  loit  his  life  by  his 
temerity. 

Here  they  remained  till  the  evening  of  the 
J6th,  bufily  employed  in  wafhing  their  liien  and 
drying  it  in  the  fun.  It  feems  our  travellers  had 
picked  up  fome  of  the  vermin  belonging  to  their 
Attendants  j  and  as  they  could  not  rid  themfelves 
of  them  like  the  Hottentots,  by  feizing  and  eat- 
ing them,  they  h.iri  recourfe  to  cleanlinefs,  which 
had  the  defired  el/e£t. 

Two  of  the  Hottentot  fervants  had  been  pre- 
fented  with  European  clothes j  and  Icemed  not  a 
little  fond  of  their  ntw  drefs,  which  evinces  a  dif- 
pofition  to  rife  from  their  original  debafed  and  de- 
graded ftate.  Thefe  clothes,  however,  being  now 
reduced  to  tatters,  and  infeiled  with  vermin,  their 
mailers  obliged  them  to  return  to  their  native 
pel  life. 

During  the  time  the  travellers  were  engaged  in 
■wafliing  and  drying,  fome  of  the  Hottentots  went 
out  a  hunting,  and  came  within  a  few  paces  of 
two  lions,  which  Hole  away  from  them,  unat- 
tacked,  as  foftly  as  they  could, 

Towards  evening  on  I  he  17th,  they  arrived  at 
Quammtclacka  Weil  j  a  boggy  pool,  which  was 
the  only  watering  place  to  be  found  within  a  con- 
iider.ibic  compal's.  This  is  therefore  the  general 
reibi  t  of  all  the  wild  beafis  in  the  neighbourhood, 
the  prints  of  whofe  feet  Ihewed  their  numbers 
.^nd  kinds. 

A  flock 
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A  flock  of  nearly  two  thoufand  fpring-boks, 
coming  to  drinkt  feemed  furprifed  to  find  the 
fpot  occupied,  and  halted  at  fome  diHance.  One 
of  the  does  was  Ihot. 

This  animal  is  one  of  the  mod  elegant  in  the 
animal  world.  Its  eyes  are  uncommonly  fine. 
!t  is  about  two  feet  and  a  half  high  j  the  prevail- 
ing colour  is  a  varied  brown,  with  beautiful  marks 
of  different  hues.  It  bounds  with  amazing  ele- 
gance and  agility ;  and  it  requires  a  good  horjfo 
to  be  able  to  overtake  it. 

In  this  vicinity,  the  two-horned  rhinoceros  was 
-faid  lO  have  its  abode,  which  induced  our  travel- 
lers to  prolong  their  flay,  in  hopes  of  finding  it. 

One  night  they  were  awakened  out  of  their 
deep  by  the  roaring  of  a  lion.  The  oxen  and 
horfes  Teemed  unufually  agitated,  and  the  dogs 
did  not  venture  to  bark.  The  Hottentots  kept 
up  a  blazing  fire,  and  Mr.  Iramelman  and  our 
author,  who  had  preferred  ileeping  under  a  bulh, 
on  account  of  the  fultry  heat,  were  in  very  immi- 
nent danger  of  being  viiited  by  this  formidable 
animal.  In  the  morning,  it  was  found  that  the 
lion  had  drank  out  of  the  well,  at  the  diftance  of 
no  more  than  a  ftone's  throw  from  them. 

On  the  19th,  the  thermometer  was  as  high  ^s 
QS  in  the  afternoon,  expofed  under  the  tilt  of  the 
waggon.  This  degree  of  heat  was  certainly  faf- 
ficient  to  check  the  refolution  of  lefs  determined 
travellers. 

This  day  three  of  the  Hottentots  went  out,  and 
in  the  evening  returned  quite  fatigued,  after  kill- 
ing two  rhinocerofes. 

Early  next  morning,  our  travellers  went  to  the 
fpot  where  they  lay;  and  Dr.  Sparrman  immedi- 
ately bcgaa  to  take  a  drawing  of  one,  and  to  dif- 
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fe^tyit.  He  found  none  of  thofc  plaits  or  folds, 
which  appear  in  theiifnal  figures  and  delcriptions 
of  this  animal.  The  hide,  on  the  back  and  lides, 
was  at  lead  an  inch  and  a  half  thick.  The  ante- 
rior horn  was  about  eighteen  inches  long,  and 
live  inches  over  at  the  bafe.  The  other  is  fonDe- 
what  lefs,  and  is  about  two  inches  diflant  from  it. 
Thefe  horns  appear  to  be  moveable. 
.  This  animal  may  be  faid  to  bedeftitute  of  hair, 
though  it  has  a  few  briilles,  about  an  inch  long, 
fcattered  over  the  edges  of  its  ears,  bctv/een  its 
i^orns,  and  on  the  tip  of  its  tail'. 

A  piece  of  the  flefh  being  broiled,  talked  forae- 
thing  like  pork,  though  more  coarfc. 

This  animal  was  killed  by  a  iingle  (hot,  fo  that 
the  Itories  which  have  been  propagated  of  its  hide 
being  impenetrable  to  a  mulket  bail,  have  no 
foundation  in  truth.  Even  a  Hottentot  javelin 
will  pierce  it. 

Mr.  Immelman,  being  weary  of  the  tedious  dif 
feftions  and  admeafurements,  which  our  author 
thought  it  neceffary  to  take  of  this  animal,  r«- 
turned  alone  to  the  waggon ^  and  on  his  way  fell 
in  with  a  rhinoceros,  from  whofe  fury  he  was 
faved  only  by  his  horfe  taking  fright,  and  carry- 
ing his  rider  out  of  the  light  and  i'cent  of  the 
enemy. 

In  the  evening,  being  returned  to  the  tent, 
they  received  an  unexpeded  vifit  from  eight  co* 
lonifls,  who  were  going  to  the  fait  pit  for  a  fup- 
ply  of  that  neceflSry  article.  Thefe  people  re- 
lated an  inflance  of  a  rhinoceros  having  run  np 
to  a  waggon,  and  carried  it  a  conliderable  way  on 
his  horns  and  fnout. 

Having exhaufted  the  water  at  Quammedacka,  I 
t^ty  left  the  fpot  on  tlie  21  ft  of  D'^ceratbcr,  and 
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halted  at  Little  Vifch  River.  The  drought  in 
this  part  of  the  country  was  extreme.  Having 
crofled  the  river  next  morning,  they  faw  too  large 
lions.  On  a  nearer  approach,  they  retired  and 
hid  themfelves  in  the  thickets.  One  of  them, 
Irora  his  mane,  appeared  to  be  a  male.  Both  of 
them  were  higher  than  common  faddle  horfes. 

The  fame  day  they  icared  a  male  oftrich  away 
from  its  neft,  which  was  on 'the  bare  ground. 
Hence  it  appears,  that  in  this  part  of  Africa  at 
leaft,  thcfe  birds  do  not  leave  their. eggs  to  be 
hatched  by  the  heat  of  the  fun,  bat  perform  the 
office  of  incubation,  male  and  female  alternately. 
Eleven  esfgs  were  found  in  the  neft,  and  as  they 
were  ah  he  ill,  probably  more  might  have  been 
added  to  the  iiiuii'jer. 

The  Hottentots,  who  eat  all  kinds  of  fierti,  of 
courfe,  do  not  reje6t  that  of  the  oftrich  3  but  the 
eggs  are  frequently  ufed  for  pan-cakes  and  amu- 
lets by  the  colonifts,  even  at  the  Cape.  Thefe 
eggs  are  lufcious  and  coarfe  eating. 

This  day  it  was  fo  exceliively  hot,  that  the 
thermometer  ftood,  as  late  as  ten  at  night,  at  78. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  23d,  they  proceed- 
ed to  fearch  for  the  hippopotamos,  which  it  was 
fuppofcd  might  be  found  in  fome  pit  near  Vifch 
River.  Becoming  Ihort  of  provifions,  the  Hot- 
tentots began  to  grumble,  that  fo  much  time  was 
wafted  in  the  purfuit  of  infefbsj  and  to  pacify 
them,  our  travellers  refolutely  attacked  a  herd  of 
butfaloes,  which  they  foon  fell  in  with,  and  had 
the  good  fortune  to  hit  one  of  them.  Induced, 
by  this,  to  hops  that  the  ihot  would  prove  mor- 
tal, they  ru(hed  on,  but  found  their  game  was 
only  partially  wounded.  Another  ihot  proved 
fatal*    Before  he  died^  the  animal  bellowed  in  a 
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moft  tremendous  manner,  which  filled  the  hearts 
of  the  Hottentots  with  joy,  as  they  knew  the  ganic 
was  fafe.  Thefe  people  cut  up  the  animal  with 
their  ufual  alacrity,  when  lood  is  in  viewj  and 
having  divided  the  flelh  into  large  flips,  made  a 
hole  in  the  middle  and  ptit  it  over  their  heads, 
carrying  it  in  this  lingular  manner  to  the  waggon. 

Meanwhile,  the  Hottentot,  who  was  the  belt 
fliot,  had  killed  an  elk- antelope,  which  was  like- 
wife  Itcured. 

Bei'ure  tile  party  got  back  to  the  waggon,  they 
were  overtaken  by  darknefs,  thunder,  and  light- 
ning; and  to  add  to  this  Icene  of  horror,  the  lions 
roared  "'ery  loud,.  Soon  after  it  began  to  rain 
with  gre .'  violence,  which  penetrated  through 
the  tilt  of  the  waggon.  During  this  terrible 
night,  fome  hyjrnas  approached  lb  near,  as  to 
cany  off  a  ceniiderable  quantity  of  flelh  which 
had  been  hung  up,  at  a  few  paces  diftance  from 
the  fpot  where  they  lay. 

On  the  24th,  they  were  induced  to  flay  here,  in 
hopes  oflhooting  a  gnu,  which  had  been  perceiv- 
ed in  this  part  of  the  country.  The  gnu  is  a  An- 
gular animal  j  in  conformation  between  a  horfe 
and  an  ox.  It  is  about  the  lize  of  a  common  gal- 
loway. Its  general  colour  is  a  dark  brown,  ex- 
cepting the  tail  and  mane,  which  are  a  light  grey. 

On  approaching  the  animal  of  this  kind,  which 
had  been  feen  here,  it  Ihewed  its  vicious  difpofi- 
tion,  by  plunging  and  butting  with  its  hornfc 
againtt  the  mole-hills j  but  foon  after  fled  with 
confiderable  velocity,  looking  baclc  at  its  purfuers, 
who,  on  account  of  the  nature  of  the  ground, 
found  it  impolfible  to  overtake  it. 

It  was  now  Chriflmas,  a  period  that  Chriftians 
generally  devote  to  mirth  and  feftiyity.    Ami^ift 
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this  defert,  our  travellers  were  dclirous  of  cele-^ 
brating  this  religious  jubilee;  and  they  feafled  in 
the  belt  manner  they  could,  on  a  bifcuit,  an  of* 
trich  egg,  and  feme  elk's  fleili.  The  thermome- 
ter flood  at  100. 

On  the  26th,  the  wind  blew  with  an  agreeable 
frelhnefs,  when  they  repaired  to  Vifch  River  j  and 
in  their  way,  overtook  feveral  farmers,  who  werei 
come  into  this  neighbourhood  to  hunt.  Our  tra- 
vellers could  not  help  fmiling  at  their  own  ap- 
pearance, in  this  interview.  Their  clothes  were 
almoft  wore  outj  and  in  a  merry  humour,  fome 
time  before,  they  had  agreed  not  to  (liave  them-- 
felves  till  they  had  either  killed  a  fea-cow,  or 
reached  the  Cape. 

Having  forded  over  Great  Vifch  River,  they 
examined  feveral  fea-cow  IkulU  which tay  on  the 
farther  fide.  Their  patience,  in  waiting  fo  lon^ 
to  fee  the  live  animal,  was  almofl  exhaufled;  and 
next  day  they  refolved  to  return  to  a  land  inha« 
bited  by  Chriftians. 

On  the  29th,  the  Bolliiefmen  conduced  them 
from  Great  to  Little  Vifch  River.  This  diftria 
was  thinly  overfpread  with  the  mimofa  nilotica, 
which  harboured  confiderable  numbers  of  fpring- 
crs,  quaggas,  and  hart-beells. 

Having  reached  Agter-Bruntjees  Hoogte,  they 
took  up  their  lodgings,  at  an  old  elephant  hunter's 
named  Printlloo,  who  was  the  firft  that  had  mi- 
grated here.  The  country  is  rather  flat  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  j  but  the  Snow  Mountains  lie 
to  the  north.  Thefe  are  infefted  with  a  favage 
race  of  Bofliiefmen,  who  fometimes  kill  the  fliep- 
herd^  of  the  farmers,  deftroy  or  drive  away  their 
flocks,  and  then  take  refuge  in  inacceflible  re- 
treats.   The  law  o£  t^taliatioD  may  perhaps  juf- 
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tify  thiF;  for  the  fiirmcrs  treat  thefe  wretched 
lavages  with  more  unrelenting  fcverity  than  the 
moft  noxious  wild  beails. 

In  this  ncighboiuhood,  too,  live  the  Inefe  Hot- 
tentots, who  have  been  ariven  to  the  banks  of  the 
tvvo  Viich  Rivers.  The  complexions  of  this  race 
are  of  a  yellowifh  caft,  fomewhat  like  thofe  of  the 
Ghinefe.  This  yellow-lkinrted  nation  is  diflemi- 
Bated  over  various  parts.  In  fome  of  their  unfre- 
quented retreats,  it  is  faid  by  them  the  unicorn  is 
found;  or  at  Icait  they  defcribe  an  animal  exact- 
ly corresponding  with  the  ufual  character  of  that 
creature,  whole  exifience  has  been  fo  much  doubt- 
ed by  natural iiis;  Our  author  is  of  opinion,  that 
it  is  not  a  chimera;  and  thinks  it  probable  that 
it  may  yet  be  brought  to  light. 

The  CiflTQ  co|^ntry  lies  to  the  eaft  of  Great 
Vifch  River,  neareft  the  coaft.  Thefe  people 
have  no  idta  of  breeding  Iheep;  their  only  purfuit 
k  rearing  of  borneil  cattle.  They  are  governed 
by  many  different  chiefs,  whofe  power  is  faid  to 
be  hereditary,  and  who  carry  on  frequent  wars 
with  each  other. 

Immediately  adjoining  to  Agter-Bruntjees 
Hoogte,  where  our  travellers  refided  for  fome 
time,  lies  Cnnidebo,  a  track  i/f  country  poiTeircd 
by  the  Dutch,  whofe  chief  employment  is  to  rear 
cattle.  This  dillrid,  however,  is  but  thinly  in- 
habited, bejng  very  deficient  in  pafturage,  and 
ftill  more  in  water. 

Our  ai  holf  meeting  with  a  Kind  reception  from 
his  hoft,  ad  having  a  new  and  wide  field  in  na- 
tural hiftory,  to  employ  his  refearches  on,  was 
almoU  tempted  to  winter  here,  and  to  take  a  trip 
the  following  fpring  to  the  Tambuki  mines,  and 
to  go  in  fearch  of  ike  unicorn.    But  on  coniider- 
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j:jg  (he  ftate  of  Jiis  finances,  and  his  want  of  other 
fiippHes,  he  was  ^  laft  obHgcd  to  give  up  this 
favourite  idea;  :ind  to  turn  his  thoughts  towards 
home>  from  which  he  had  now  been  abfent  iive 
yeats. 

In  the  opinion  of  our  author,  Agter  Bruntjecfi 
Iloogte  is  a  moil  delightful  place,  and  the  colonifts 
fettled  here  lead  a  very  pleafant,  though  rather 
an  indolent  life.  As  a  proof  of  the  limple  man- 
ners that  reign  here,,even  among  the  Europeans 
or  their  defcendants,  wiien  Dr.  Sparrman  was  one 
day  expatiating  on  thehnppinefs  they  enjoyed,  he 
met  with  the  following  pertinent  but  kind  reply^ 
from  the  daughter  of  a  perfon  of  fome  little  cou  • 
fequence  in  the  place  where  he  refided  : 

"  My  good  friend,"  faid  Ihe,  "  you  talk  like  a 
prudent,  fenfible  man  j  I  am  \^iolly  of  your  opi- 
nion, and  with  you  every  happinefs;  why  then 
need  you  wander  up  and  down  in  the  world  ih 
fearch  of  what  you  may  find  here?  Yon  are  al- 
ready poirefifed  of  a  waggon,  oxen,  and  fad<ile 
horfes;  there  arc  yet  uncultivated  places  in  this 
neighbourhood,  fit  either  for  pafturagc  or  tillage. 
You  may  chufe  out  the  fpo!  that  pleafesyou  b<;ft, 
and  fettle  among  us.  With  your  knowledge  of 
diforders  and  plants,  you  may  make  yourfelf  fer- 
viceable  to  your  neighbours,  and  now  and  then 
procure,  as  a  reward,  a  calf  or  a  heifer.  In  a  fiiort 
time,  I  will  venture  to  foretel,  you  will  have 
flocks  and  herds  in  abundance." 

This  advice,  fo  agreeable  to  the  language  of 
nature,  fenfibly  affeded  him.  But  man  is  reft- 
lefs  and  diflfatisfied,  and  the  happinefs,  fuitable  to 
an  uninformed  mind,  can  never  fill  up  the  ardent 
cxpedation  and  defire  of  one  that  is  cultivated 
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Feeling  fome  incipient  fymptoms  of  the  gout, 
from  fatigue,  Dr.  Sparrman  had  recourfe  to  a 
vapour  bath  for  his  feet,  which  fpecUily  relieved 
him.  Why  lliould  nor  this  pra^ice  at  leaft  be 
tried,  as  well  as  others,  more  tedious  and  danger- 
ous, in  this  very  general  complaint,  which  has  fo 
long  been  the  diigrace  of  medicine?  ' 

On  the  I6ih,  our  travellers  went  on  a  hunting 
expedition,  and  (hot  a  female  gnu  and  a  quagga. 
They  likewife  purfued  a  fpeciesof  jackall;  but  it 
made  its  efcape  by  a  fubterraneous  pafTage. 

One  of  the  moft  lingular  birds  they  obferved 
in  this  neighbourhood,  is  the  bee-cuckow,  the 
cuculus  indicator.  This  creature  is  extremely  fond 
of  honey;  but  as  the  bees  generally  take  up  their 
abode  in  places  where  it  cannot  reach  them,  by  a 
peculiar  in(lin6t,  it  points  out  where  the  hoards  of 
honey  are  depofited,  and  generally  comes  in  for  a 
ihare  of  the  fpoil  from  the  coloniils  and  natives^ 
who  reap  the  benefit  of  its  difcoverics. 

Our  author  continued  at  Agter-Bruntjees 
Hoogte  till  the  21  ft  of  January,  during  which 
interval  he  made  confiderable  difcoveries  in  na- 
tural hi(lory,and  got  his  oxen  into  good  plight. 

He  now  proceeded  again  to  Great  Vifch  River, 
determined  not  to  leave  the  country  till  he  had 
feen  and  inveftigated  the  hippopotamus  or  fea- 
cow.  Here  our  travellers  overtook  feveral  far- 
mers, one  of  whom  had  juft  loft  a  little  boy,  who 
was  killed  within  the  hearing  of  his  father  by 
fome  wild  beaft,  fuppofed  to  be  a  tiger.  This 
incident  alarmed  them  allj  and  they  inftantly 
took  arms  for  revenge.  The  tiger  was  foon  dis- 
covered in  his  lurking  place,  and  Ihot  dead  j  the 
ball  having  pafled  the  whole  length  of  the  body. 
It  fbould  be  remarked^  that  the  animals  which  go 
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under  the  name  of  tigers  in  this  part  of  Africa, 
are  rather  of  the  panther  and  leopard  kind.  They 
are,  however,  very  fierce  and  dangerous.    "- 

The  farmers  having  parted  company  with  onr 
travellers,  they  were  foon  after  vifited  by  a  horde 
of  Caffres.  This  viht  was  not  more  unexpe6ted 
than  alarming.  The  Hottentots  were  lenfibly 
agitated.  Preparations  were  made  to  a6t  on  the 
defenfive,  if  required;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  a 
Hottentot  interpreter  was  fent  to  queftion  them 
as  to  their  country  and  bufinefs.  It  appeared 
that  this  party  came  on  purpofe  to  meet  our  tra- 
vellers, and  to  try  to  obtain  iron  and  copper  in 
exchange  for  cattle.  At  leaft  this  was  the  pre- 
tence they  alleged. 

With  much  firmnefs  and  prefence  of  mind. 
Dr.  Sparrman  gave  them  to  underttand,  that  they 
muft  fit  down,  while  he  gave  them  an  anfwer  on 
the  fubje6t  of  their  propoTed  commerce.  Having 
complied,  he  informed  them,  that  he  had  parted 
with  all  his  iron  and  copper  to  other  Catfre  friends, 
and  that  they  muft  proceed  to  Agter-Bruntjecs 
Hoogte,  where  thev  would  find  plenty  of  thofa 
materials.  He  judicioully  diltributed  fome  to- 
bacco and  hemp  among  them,  which  prefents 
were  received  with  much  fatisfa6tion. 

On  telling  the  Caffres  that  it  was  the  intention 
of  the  party  to  hunt  the  fea-cow,  they  informed 
our  travellers,  that  thefe  animals,  to  their  great 
lofs,  were  as  numerous  as  the  pebble  ftones  on  the 
banks  of  the  river.  This  might  be  an  oriental 
mode  of  expfeflion  J  but  it  appeared  that  the  fea- 
cows  were  indeed  very  numerous  about  the  Vifch 
River. 

As  foon  as  it  grew  dark,  the  Caffres,  without 
the  ceremony  of  taking  leave,  retired  to  a  large 
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buih,  at  a  fmall  diftance,  and  kindling  a  fire,  took 
lip  their  refidence  for  the  uicht.  Before  morning 
^hey  had  killed  an  ox,  and  fent  to  borrow  our 
travellers  porridge  pot  to  boil  it  in.  As  this  pro- 
bably would  not  have  been  returned  without  a 
difpute,they  wereput  off  with  a  civil,  but  evafive, 
anfwer.  Meanwhile  the  waggon  was  put  in  a 
ftate  of  defence,  left  they  fhould  attempt  force 
"vrhere  artifice  had  failed.  In  fa6t  thefe  barba- 
rians are  never  to  be  trufted,  as,  from  a  ftate  of 
peace  and  tranquillity,  they  make  inflant  tranlir 
tions  to  rapine  and  Haughter. 

Next  morning,  however,  they  departed;  find- 
ing there  was  no  probability  of  being  able  to  cir? 
cumvent  our  travellers  j  and  were  foon  ^fter  met 
in  their  route  to  Agter-Bruntjees  Hoogte. 

While  our  travellers  waited  for  three  farmers 
and  their  attendants,  who  were  to  (Irengthen  their 
hunting  party,  they  fet  abQut  digging  for  anti? 
quities.  Near  Vifch  River  were  heaps  of  Hones, 
about  three  or  four  feet  high,  and  ten  or  twelve 
in  circumference.  Thefe  lay  at  unequal  diilances 
from  each  other,  but  all  in  right  lines. 

Such  monuments  are  an  undoubted  proof,  that 
this  part  of  the  country  was  once  inhabited  by  a 
race  of  people,  more  numerous  and  powerful  than 
the  prcfent  poffcflbrs.  Perhaps  thefe  heaps  were 
raifed  over  the  grave^^  of  diftinguiihed  perfons. 

Having  no  too)«r  proper  for  affifting  their  rer 
fearches,  they  c(^ldonly,by  their  united  ftrength, 
penetrate  two  fitt  into  the  centre  of  one  heap, 
iind  found  nothing  to  reward  their  pains  but  a 
few  pieces  of  rotten  wood,  and  fomething  that 
|iad  the  appearance  of  a  bone;,  almoft  mouldered 
ioduft, 
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The  farmers  being  arrived  who  were  to  join  the 
hunt,  next  morning  our  travellers  and  attendants 
fet  off  to  another  part  of  the  river ;  and  about 
evening  reached  a  pit,  which  their  guides  knew 
to  be  frequented  by  fea-cows.  Having  blocked 
up  all  the  avenues,  they  waited  in  expedation  of 
feeing  their  game.  After  fome  iilent  fufpenfe,  the 
enormous  animals  made  their  appearance,  fwim- 
ming  up  9'ndd6\vn,  blowingand  making  apiercing 
noife.  They  feemed  to  feel  themfelves  befet;  but 
though  a  gun  or  two  was  iired,  none  of  the  party 
fucceeded  in  killing  the  animal  they  aimed  at. 

When  morning  arrived,  and  the  communica- 
tion between  the  hunters  was  again  eilabliihed, 
having  been  pofted  in  different  places  during  the 
night,  it  appeared  that  one  or  two  fea-cows  had 
been  wounded,  but  that  they  dived  and  efcaped. 

This  pit  being  too  extenfive  for  their  force, 
they  proceeded  to  another  lefs,  and  having  taken 
their  Nations,  they  were  furprifed  by  a  fea-cow 
fuddenly  mfliing  out  of  the  river,  with  a  hideous 
cry,  and  as  fwift  as  an  arrow  out  of  a  bow.  One 
of  the  faiTners  immediately  cried  out,  and  firing 
full  in  its  face,  fent  it  back  with  the  fame  preci- 
pitation as  it  had  advanced. 

After  many  attempts  and  inceffant  attention  to 
this  dangerous  purfuit,  on  the  morning  of  the 
28th,  a  female  hippopotamus,  with  her  calf,  was 
feen  proceeding  to  the  pit  they  blocked  up.  The 
dam  received  a  Ihot,  which  fent  her  plunging 
into  the  river j  but  the  calf  being  rather  lame, 
was  feized  by  one  of  the  Hottentots  by  the  hi  ad 
legs,  till  the  reft  came  to  his  adiftance.  The 
calf  was  then  bound  faff,  and  borne  home  in  tri- 
umph to  the  waggon,  not  without  the  inilant 
^read^  that  \is  cries  would  alarm  the  mother,  and 
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bring  her  to  revenge  its  lofs.  This  was  already 
three  feet  and  a  half  long,  and  two  feet  high> 
though  fuppofed  to  be  no  more  than  a  fortnight 
old. 

The  ikin  of  a  full  grown  hippopotamus  has  a 
great  refemblance  to  that  of  the  rhinoceros,  but  is 
rather  thicker.  This  animal  feeds  entirely  on 
herbs  and  grafs;  and,  from  its  enormous  iize^ 
muH  devour  vaft  quantities.  The  fle(h  is  cod- 
iidered  as  wholefome  food;  and  the  tongue,  which 
is  no  lefs  than  two  feet  and  a  half  long,  is  elleem- 
ed  a  delicacy  fit  for  the  table  of  a  prince. 

At  noon,  this  day,  the  thermometer  flood  at 
104,  and  the  intenfenefs  of  the  heat  gave  our 
author  a  violent  head-ach,  which  was,  however, 
relieved  by  dipping  the  part  affedted  in  vinegaf. 

In  the  morning  of  the  29th,  finding  they  could 
not  fuccQed  in  killing  a  large  animal  of  the  kind 
they  were  in  purfuit  of,  they  took  their  departure 
for  Klein  Vifch  River,  in  hopes  of  finding  better 
fport.  In  their  way  they  wounded  a  rhinoceros  j 
but  it  efcaped  their  purfuit. 

On  the  ifl:  of  February,  they  found  an  animal 
of  this  kind  aileep,  and  almoft  indantly  difpatched 
it.  Next  day  it  was  cut  up;  and,  towards  even- 
ing, they  furrounded  a  fca-cow  pit,  from  which 
one  of  thefe  huge  creatures  iffued,  but  got  off. 

Giving  up  any  farther  purfuit  of  this  gan>e,  fo 
difficult  and  fo  dangerous  to  purfue,  they  direded 
their  courfe  towards  the  Cape,  and  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  6th  reached  Quammedacka  Well, 
which  they  had  vifited  before.  In  the  evening 
•ur  author  had  a  critica^'Cfcape  from  two  rhinor 
ccrofeS. 

Next  day  they  paCed  by  Hcvy  to  KiiFckoiku, 
ftad  killed  a  butalo  iu  their  road.    At  l^ght  they 
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wcrfc  difturbed  by  feveral  horrid  diflbnant  noifcs, 
which  formed  a  kind  of  difmal  chorus.  This, 
probably,  proceeded  from  a  pack  of  hyrenas, 
which,  by  the  light  of  the  moon,  were  feen  lla- 
tioned  on  an  adjoining  hill,  with  a  view,  as  it 
feemed,  of  attacking  the  oxen. 

After  fome  unimportant  tranfa6tions  in  their 
way  homewards  to  the  Cape,  as  they  were 
courfing  along  Zondags  River,  on  the  13th^  one 
of  the  Hottentots  in  company  faw  a  fea*cow, 
with  a  calf  on  her  back,  which  rofe  to  the  fur- 
face  of  the  water  to  breathe,  but  getting  fcent  o£j.^-* 
him,  funk  again ;  alternately  diving  and  rifing 
with  fuch  nice  exadnefs,  that  her  calf,  as  well  as 
herfelf,  had  never  more  than  the  extremities  of 
their  noftrils  above  the  furface  of  the  water. 

On  the  15th,  they  paid  another  viiit  to  the 
falt-pans.  After  collecting  a  plentifuj^crop  of 
infelts  here,  they  proceeded  to  a  littlft  kraal  of 
Caifres,  near  Zwartkop's  River,  and  fi  om  thence 
to  pay  their  refpeds  to  a  colonifl  of  the  name  of 
Gert  Skepper,  from  whom  they  hoped  to  have 
procured  a  fupply  of  bread  j  but  the  good  man 
haxl  chofen  to  be  without  it  himfelf  for  fome 
days  pad,  rather  than  have  the  trouble  of  grind- 
ing his  corn. 

Falling  in  with  a  fmall  company  of  Gunje- 
mans  Hottentots  in  this  vicinity,  who  feemed  to 
lead  a  very  happy  life,  the  attendants  our  tra- 
vellers  had  engaged  at  Zwellendam,  requeued  to 
be  difcharged,  that  they  might  unite  themfelves 
to  this  pleafing  focicty.  They  Wfore  remunerated, 
according  to  agreement,  with  a  heifer  in  calf 
each;  and  with  the  addition  of  fome  prefents 
from  their  late  mailers,  were  left  in  %  prpt^ly 
good  way  of  thriving  Iq  life*  v 
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The  moft  confiderable  pcrfon  in  this  company 
waa  a  widow,  who  was  reputed  to  be  worth  fixty 
milch-cows.  She  appeared  ,ta  be  a  middie-aged 
woman  ;  and,  in  her  younger  days,  to  have  been 
a  beauty  in  her  kind.  But  though  richer  than 
the  reft  of  her  compatriots,  ilie  aifumed  no  fupr- 
riority  over  them,  nor  was  (lie  diflinguiihed  by 
any  richnefs  of  drefs  or  fplcndor  of  hving.  In 
£a&,  in  this  fociety,  it  feemed,  love  was  the  only 
bond  J  for  no  One  excrcifed  perfonal  authority 
among  them. 

It  would  be  tedious  and  unintercfting  to  men- 
tion every  trivial  occurrence  in  their  route  to  the 
Cape.  Near  the  lower  part  of  Camtours  River, 
they  faw  a  number  of  fea-oows,  but  could  not 
attack  them  with  any  profpe6t  bf  fuccefs.  On 
the  28th,  they  vilited  a  former  fricjid,  Jacob 
Kok,  near  Sea-cow  River,  from  whofe  refidence 
they  had  now  been  ablflint  three  months,  during 
which  fpace  they  hai^' been  continually  ftiifting 
the  fcene,  and  had  experienced  every  inconveni- 
rnce  to  which  the  nature*  of  their  journey  was 
expofed.  ^  .    , 

They  remained  in  this  hofpi table  family  till 
the  7th  of  March,  occafionally  vifiting  the  fea- 
iliore  and  making  refeajflies.  In  one  of  his  ex- 
curfions^ur  author  found  llarge  and  very  beau- 
tiful fpecimen  of  the  gorgonia  ceratophyta,  or 
black  hornrlik^  coral  with  a  fed  bark.  It  was 
about  three  fcet'and  a  half  long,  and  branched 
out  nearly  to  an  equal  extent. 

On  the  1 J  thjgpbaving  taken  up  their  lodgings 
near  Wagenboora's  llivcr,  they  luddenJy  difco- 
yered  ^  tr4pk  of  dry  grafs,  near  three  miles  long, 
in  flames.  This  had  been  kindled  by  a  farmer, 
with  a  view  of  deftroying  the  weeds  and  manurr 
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ing  the  land;  but  the  wind  and  weather  had 
fpread  the  conflagration  with  fuch  rapidity,  that 
our  travellers  began  to  be  alarmed  for  the  farm 
where  they  bad  taken  up  their  abode  j  and  were 
preparing  to  move  off  theit  waggon,  and  drive  it 
into  the  water.  Fortunately  the  fire  >  did  not 
reach  quite  fo  far. 

Proceeding  by  Krakgel  River  and  ZafTraan 
Kraal,  they  entered  the  tedious  and  tirefome  val- 
ley of  Artaquas-kloof,  where  their  waggon  was 
unfortunately  overturned,  an  accident  that  had 
not  happened  during  the  whole  journey ;  and 
the  lading  rolled  down  a  hill  to  a  coniiderabl^ 
didance,  but  was  lefs  damaged  than  might  havd 
been  expelled. 

Having  with  great  care  and  fatigue  got  throngh 
the  remainder  of  the  valley,  they  crolTed  Valfche 
River  on  the  20'th.  Here  the  farmers  were  be- 
ginning to  fow  their  cor»,  taking  advantage  of 
the  late  rains ;  but  what  fecmed  extraordinary^ 
confidering  the  commercial  chara6ter  of  the 
Dutch,  they  were  driven  to  the  greateft  incon- 
veniences for  want  of  iron,  as  well  a^  fmiths. 
Indeed,  every  article  of  metal  is  extravagantly 
dear  in  this  colony. 

Our  author  remarks  the  general  good  agree- 
ment he  had  obfcrvcd 'among  the  Hottentots } 
however,  that  he  might  not  be  led  to  imagino 
they  were  fo  happy  as  to  live  exempt  from  all 
angry  difputes,  he  bad  now  an  Tppportunity  of 
ieeing  a  boxing  match  between  a  hulband  and 
his  wife,  near  Zoete-melk  River,  It  feems  they 
had  long  pra6tiifed  the  pugiliilifi  exercife,  and 
were  pcrfed:  adepts  in  itj  but,  by  being  alwaysr 
parted  without  being  reconciled^  the  dbmbat  had 

been 
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been  incieflantly  rene\vied,'^d  a  two  years  war  of 
this  kind  liad  lieei)  ca^lried  on  between  them. 

Oaf.a\^^)or  wbii^d  v^  mflfer  any  one  to  inter- 
fere Vb^;left  »K^^An"  Hbei^ty  to  fight  till 
tliey  bott^feemed  til^pa^ter  which*  like  a  wife 
p^<^^ti6i»f\Vhe  concluded  that  the  peace  would  be 
more  Udiraole.  Thus,.it  feems,  that  matrimonial 
Iquabbld^b  are  not  wholly  confined  to  the  polifhed 
nations  of  Europe. 

On  the  Ifl  of  April,  a  very  proper  day  for  the 
bunneli),  our  author  was  informed,  that  a  gold 
mine  was  to  be  found  near  Duyven-hoek's  River ; 
and  fetting  out  for  the  fpot,  had  the  mortifica- 
tion to  di (cover  only  a  fpecies  of  pyrites. 

On  the  5th,  they  arrived  at  Zwellendam,  by 
Hex  River  and  Roodezand,  for  the  fake  of  va- 
riety. Near  a  ftream,  called  Goree  River,  the 
aloe  plant  gro^s  very  abundantly,  from  which 
the  gum  aloe  i^vprepared.  The  manner  in  which 
this  is  done  was  'Ititpg^  kept  a  fecret  by  the  na- 
tives, till  at  Ian  cthe  of  them,  out  of  gratitude,  or 
fome  other  principle,  jrevealed  it  to  a  colonifl  of 
tlie  nan»o.pt  De»^Vtatt.  ,  The  procefs  is  not  unat- 
tended Witl^  dii^culty.and  danger. 

A  farmer,  who  refided  on  the  banks  of  the 
Goree,  tnade  Dt.  Sparr'man,  a  prefent  of  a  dread- 
fully veiK}mous  lizard,  which  he  had  taken  and 
preferved.'  It^is  called  t'geitge.  Its  bite  pro- 
duces a  terrib{^fpecies'of,&pji^fy,  which,  at  lad, 
terminates  iii  death ;  ,tlL&r£iod*y;.gradually  rotting 
and  falling'  away,  as  if uX.wdre  by  piece-meal. 
No  cure  is  ino^n  for  thebitc  of  this  animal.  A 
Bugunefe  flav^  indeed,  had  fome  years  before 
«ured  a  female  ilave,  who  had  experienced  the 
efft&s  of  this  polfon  in  a  pretty  high  degrefe  > 
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but  the  fecret  died  with  him.  How  much  do 
Europeans  lofe,  by  not  treating  the  aborigines  of 
countries,  they  think  proper  to  occupy,  as  friends 
and  fellow  men  I  How  many  valuable  fecrets 
might  fuch  a  condu6k  bring  to  light ' 

On  arriving  at  Nanna  River,  our  traveller* 
met  with  a  widow,  whofe  huiband  had  been 
butchered  by  his  own  (laves.  The  fon,  at  that 
time  about  fourteen  years  of  age,  was  wituefs  to 
his  father's  tragical  end,  and  would  have  ihared 
the  fame  fate,  had  he  not  plunged  himfelf  into 
an  adjoining  river,  where  he  Itood  up  to  the  chin 
in  water,  under  the  ihade  of  fome  boughs,  till 
the  favages  had  given  up  the  fearch.  The  mo- 
ther was  at  that  time  abfent ;  and  heard  the  dif- 
mal  llory  from  her  fon,  who  contrived,  under 
cover  of  the  night,  to  fet  out  to  meet  her  in  her 
way  from  the  Cape. 

Our  author  could  not  learn  whether  the  flaves 
were  flimulated  to  the  perpetration  of  this  horrid 
deed  by  any  particular  feverity ;  but  he  rational- 
ly attributes  it  to  the  very  effence  and  nature  of 
ilavery,  in  whatever  manner,  and  in  whatever 
country  it  may  be  praftifed. 

Dr.  Sparrman  fays,  he  has  feen  colonifts,  not 
otherwife  deftitute  of  feelings,  who  have  not 
only  in  palfion,  but  even  deliberately,  infli6ted 
the  moil  honid  puniihments,  on  their  ilaves,  for 
the  mod  trivial  bmi (lions ;  flaying  their  backs 
and  limbs  by  a  peculiarly  tormenting  procefs, 
and  even  throwing  pepper  and  fait  upon  t^he 
wounds.  He  farther  fays,  he  has  feen  unhappy 
daves,  with  the  mod  doleful  cries  and  bitter  la- 
mentations, begging  for  a  little  water  to  miti- 
gate their  burning  heat  after  torture.    This,  it

feemt,  is  cauttoufl^r  kept  from  thtth ;  at  it  Uai 
iht  cffeft  of  aimoft  inftahtly  rcldaling  them  from 
their  mifcrjr.  Eren  thoffc  who  are  impaled  divtt 
and  broken  on  the  wheel,  will  farrive  their  tor<& 
ments  a  long  time,  if  they  at6  kept  dry,  but 
Atcn  fki  accidental  fhowfcr  will  bring  on  a  m6r» 
lificatidh,  which  foon  iermihates  their  fuffdr^^ 
ings. 

It  is  faid>  thefe  pooi*  creatures  endure  the  moft 
^rtiel  torments  with  aftonifhihg  fortitude.  Therd 
have  been  inllances  of  ih^lr  rrot  havinff  Uttered  sc 
ery  of  complaint,  when  impaled  or  broken  on  thd 
#lieel.  Oh  the  contrary j  fhould  a  BuguneftI 
flave  betray  a  weaknefs  of  nature  in  thrj  rcifpcft, 
the  whole  nation  regard  it  as  a  reproach. 

There  is  a  law,  indeed,  exifting  in  thefe  co!o^ 
liies,  which  prohibits  maftefrs  from  killing  thdr 
(laves,  or  puniihing  them  with  too  great  feverityj 
bat  how  is  a  flave  to  obtain  rcdrefs  againll  a. ty- 
rannical matter  ?  Many  are  the  inftances  where  a 
fl'tve  has  committed  fuicide,  to  efcape  punifh- 
ment,  or  to  regain  that  frcedbm  of  foul  which  i^ 
denied  to  the  body.    :.^^   ^  j 

Ye  advocates  for  ftavery  j«ufe !  Ye  civilized 
tyrants  refle^St!  Know,  it  if  no  extenuation  of 
yotir  crime,  that  the  pra6ti<5j  of  flavery  is  ftrll  {o 
univer'fal  among  barbarous  h'ations — you  level 
y'oarfelf  with  them— you  fink  feeneaCb  them,  in 
the  eye  of  God  and  nian— maif  who  h  not  loft  to 
humanity— ^when  you  dare  to  palliate  your  guilt 
by  ejCample,  or  juftify  it  by  precedent. 

But  tojreturn  from  this  dtfgufting  fubjed. 
Oar  travellers^  as  they  approached  the  Cape,  met 
fome  farmers,  who  informed  them  that  two 
Sivcdifb  fhips  lay  there 
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This  information  made  our  author  haften  his 
march,  and  he  arrived  at  the  Cape  on  the  I5ih 
of  April. 

Ha?ing  fafely  reached  his  native  land,  our  au- 
thor viras  highly  diftinguilhed,  and  will  ever  rank 
amon^  thole  illuftrious  Swedes,  who  have  fiudied 
to  enlighten  dnd  humanize  mankind^  at  the  rilkj 
pot  oply  of  comfort,  but  of  life.

CAPTAIN  THOMAS  FORREST, 

FROM 

BALAMBANGAN 

TO 

NEW  GUINEA  and  the  MOLUCCAS. 


THE  monopoly  of  the  fplces  of  the  eaft  by 
the  Dutcbi  has  always  been  viewed  with  a 
jealous  eye  by  our  Eaft  India  Company^  and  by 
the  nation  in  general. 

Having  determined  to  fettle  Balambangan,  an 
iflatid  iituated  near  the  north  promontory  of  Bor- 
|ico,  and  to  try  to  propagate  cinnamon,  cloves,  and 
nutmegs  there,  which  it  was  fuppofed  might  be 
procured  from  the  adjacent  iilands ;  Aeps  were  im- 
ipediately  taken  to  carry  this  plan  into  effect. 

About  the  end  of  Auguil  1774 1  ambalTadors 
arrived  at  Balambangan  from  the  heir  apparent 
pf  the  Sultan  of  Mindanao,  in  whofe  train  way 
an  inhabitant  of  the  Molnccas,  named  It^mael 
Tuan  Hadjee,  who  reported  that,  on  the  coaii  of 
New  Guinpa^  called  Papua«  he  had  feen  nutmega 
growing. 

|n  cpqfequtnce  of  this  intelligence,  it  was  re* 
folved  to  endeavour  to  obtain  fpices  from  part?* 
which|  having  no  cpQnfe6l;ion  with  th^  Dutch  f<^t- 
tlemcnts,  would  of  courfe  give  riVe  to  no  difputes. 
With  t^is  yiew,  Caj^tain  f  iiirreft  wg^  app(^itfeqd 
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*?*1;o  accompany  Tuan  Hadjee,  on  a  voyage  to  New 
^i|^Guinea,  to  afcertain  the  truih'of  the  informant's 
tion^  and  to  take  fuch  other  ileps  as  might 
'  conducive  to  the  proppf^d  ends, 
in  Forreft  'lad  been  brought  up  to  mari« 
affairs  from  his  youth,  and  having  been  con- 
fulted)  as  wdl  as  commiifiorled,  by  the  Chief  of  I 
Balambangan,  recommended  the  equipment  of  { 
a  VeiTel  of  only  ten  tons  burthen,  that  he  might 
be  lefs  the  obje6t  of  jealoufy  or  fufpicion  to  the 
Dutch  at  the  Moluccas,  near  which  it  was  neqef- 
fary  to  pafs. 

All  things  being  prepared,  he  went  on  board 
the  Tartar  Galley,  as  the  veilel  was  naioed; 
having  with  him  only  two  European  failors :  the 
reft  were  Malays.  Tuan  Hadjee,  with  fome  vaf- 
fals  and  (laves,  accompanied  him.  , 

It  was  the  9th  of  November  1 774,  when  this  ad- 
venturous officer  left  Balambangan.  In  two  days 
they  came  in  light  of  Cayagan  Soploo.  The  land 
IS  of  a  middling  height,  and  pretty  well  covered 
with  trees.  Soon  after  they  fell  in  with  a  Man' 
gaio  proa,  belonging  to  the  rajah  of  that  ifland. 

£ar]y  next  morning.  Captain  Forreft  went 
aihore,  and  waited  on  the  rajah,  whom  he  treat- 
ed with  tea  ;  telling  him  it  was  the  £ngUih  bet- 
tie.  The  rajah  fmiled,  and  faid  it  was  very  good,  .| 
This  prince  finding  Tuan  Hadjee  was  on  board, 
exprefled  a  delire  to  fee  him.  Accordingly  he 
waited  on  the  rajah,  and  was  well  entertained,  as 
was  Captain  Forreft,  who  did  not  forget  to  be- 
ftow  foqie  prefentSji^  as  is  ufual,  when  an  oriental 
chief  is  viftted. 

This  is  a  very  pleafant  ifland,  dependent  on 
Sooloo.

On  the  fuggeftion  Of  Tuan  Hadjee^ 
l^ptainlPorreft  proceeded  thither,  to  endeavour 
to  perfuade  the  companders  of  thefe  veflels  to 
carry,  their  cargoes  to  Balambangan. 
'  \  Havin?  entered  the  Road  of  Sooloo,  they  found 
tlie  Antelope,  Captain  Smith,  and  only  one  Mo- 
lucca proa,  which  had  enga|ed  her  cargo,  and 
tlieotber  had  failed.  HoweVer,  Captain  Forred, 
going  oil  bo^rd  her,  bought  about  twenty  pounda 
of  mace  for  a  red  handkerchief^  aod  fome  fagd 
<^e8,tit  an  Equally  cheap  rf^.  ^  '  ;  '^  - 
"°>ftex;viiitiiig  thf  fingliib^il^ijiti^he  eiptain 
djiis  refpeds  to  the  fultaft;%l^fe  oatne  wai 
This  prihied^iikl  be^  edtoted  at  Ma- 
fiiUilij^^Iiere  he  had  been  lorlg  a  prilpntift  and 
^irllberated  by  the  arms  of  the  BngliiK^  ^ 
X  Alter  .dining  with  the  refident^  an^  paying 
fpn^e  other  vifits,  in  the  eventing  they  ww  the 
fn^nV  i^ec^,  Diatndim,  and  the  daU||hter  of 
4;1ie>#eneral,  riding  backwards  and  fprwardf  on  a 
|t4ick  trot.  Tliefe  ladies  were  remaf kaldy  W^- 
fotne.  Theyr^rore  .^aUlcbats  of  fine  .'iiklilin 5 
thejxnecl^^reftiMie';  anS,  froda  the  waij^d«>wn-* 
wa^s,  they  had  a  long  robe,  girt  with  an  em- 
broidered zone  about  the  middle.  They  rode 
ao^Me^  as  is  the  fafliion,  witli  Very  ihort  ftirrups. 
'i^lifb  ladies  fat  their  horfes  remarkably  wdl  § 
thkicing  an  exercife  to  which  females  of  dif* 
tiitpon-fife  hftbi(uated  throughput  the  i$andt 
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fiere  thpy  obtained  excellent  refrethments,  con^ 
iifttng  of  beeAfovurlg,  orangey,  and  oilier  tropic^ 
fruits. 

On  the  19th,  the  paptain  left  SoplQO  Roi|4«  mA 
pext  day,  as  the  >yeather  threatened^  he  tried  to 
reach  Duoblod ;  but  iinding  both  the  current  ^n^ 
tide  fetting  againit  him,  he  bore  away  for  a  fmal| 
lilandj  farther  esft,  where  he  came  to  act  anchor. 

From  thi$  flation  he  proceeded  >to  tite  Ifle  of 
T<iPiky\t  where  he  fvippUed  himfelf  with  fome  ex« 
cellent  fi(h,  which  he  pnrchafed  very  cheap  froni 
the  aatiyei.  After  fome  unfettled  weather,  and 
having  rvin  a  con^derable  way  in  an  eaftern 
IHWrfe,  they  r^ched  the  latitude  of  5  deg.  3  rain. 

wnh. 

Tuan  Hadjee  now,  for  the  $rft  time,  informed 
tl^  captain,  that  it  would  be  highlf  imprudent 
to' proceed  to  the  poalib  of  New  Guinea  with  o^lj 
Hiae  vfi^di  h^  he  ihould  be  ciit  off  by  thf  Papi^as. 
Itwas  thun  fettle4  ^^  fail  between  Gilolo  and  Cch 
lalptss,  in  ^dqr  ifi[  parebafe  fi^d  ^t  up  a  j^ind  of  yef? 
if^]  p^Uf4  a  Cprpcarp.  IJadjee,  incfced,  feem§4  tQ 
have  a  ^fpng  4e^e  to.  vi|t  Bachian,  the  ful^u  c^ 
^liffhiph  was  n|9  nfi9X  reJatToB;  and  this  prob^Hy 
iiijiuoiH^ed  his  opinioQ.        "^ 

In  th«  morning  of  rhe  aifth,  they  came  W  iight 
pf  th«  |{lan4  of  ^angir,  which  appeared  Urge  and 
bjgb.  They  then  ileered  towards  a  clufier  of 
^(laods,  the  two  principal  of  which  are  ICarakitu 
and  iPall^.  In  palfing  the  former,  tMy  <aw  % 
Hffifi^l  mnofi,  which  paddled  away  irom  thetu  9$ 

Hady  Ml  the  iw^rnlng  <^  the  27th,  t|^ey  camt 
in  M^  f)f  Myei^  There  is  fai^  to  be^  gqod  road 
^  thi^  c$>a^,  an4  plenty  of  goats  on  the  iiaitd. 
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have  igot  poflbflion  of  the  Moluccas,  they  will 
futifer  no  one  to  reiide  there,  left  they  ihould  take 
vp  the  trade  of  fniuggling  fpices. 

Next  morning,  having  moderate  weather^  the 
captain  found  his  friend  Tiian  Hadjee  cheering 
up  the  rowers  with  a  certain  tadic  fong,  to  which 
another  beat  time  with  two  brafs  timbrels.  This 
he  encouraged,  not  only  to  amule  the  mind,  but 
to  give  vigour  to  their  motions  in  rowing.  He  al- 
fo  gave  each  man  a  red  handkerchief  as  a  reward 
for  his  exertions. 

Hating  paifed  the  Giaritchas,  they  fleered  fyr 
the  Straights  of  Latalatta ;  and  foon  after  enter- 
ed the  harbour  of  Maleleo,  in  the  Ifland  of  Tap- 
pa;  in*fome  rocks,  adjoining  which  are  found 
the  edible  bfrds  nefts,  fo  much  efteenie^  among 
the  oriental  nations  as  a  dainty. 

Weighing  from  this  harbour,  they  fleered  for 
Bifory.  Having  entered  the  road,  Tuan  Hadjee 
prepared  to  vilit  his  relation,  the  Sultan  of  Bachi- 
an,  who  refided  about  fifteen  miles  off.  This  fultan 
is  not  only  the  fovereign  of  Bachian>  but  alfo  of 
Ooby,  Ceram,  and  Coram.  He  is  the  leafl  de- 
pendent, of  all  the  Gilolo  princes,  on  the  Dutch  ; 
though  they  have  fometimes  attempted  to  bring 
him  under  their  domineering  fubje£tion. 

The  fago  tree,  a  fpecies  of  palm,  whidh  grows 
here,  will  yield  from  two  to  four  hundred  weight 
of  flour.  Sago  bread,  frefh  from  the  oven,  eats 
juH  like  hot  rolls.  When  hard,  it  xequires  being 
foaked  in  water  before  it  is  u fed. 

How  much  didrefs  might  fome  of  our  naviga- 
tors have  avoided,  when  in  want  of  provifionii  in 
thofe  latitudes,  had  they  known  where  to  find  the 
groVes  of  fago  trees,  with  which  mofl  of  thefe 
iflaqds  abound.  Three  trees  are  fufficient  to 
maintain  a  man  for  a  year;  and  an  acre^  pro-

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perty  plante4»  will  aftW4  AiblMieniDe  f«r  p9  left 
than  Qiie  ^iun(|r^d;  ^uriog  that  period. 

On  the  3d  of  Pecember,  Tuaa  jt^adje^  fdtuFQr 
ed  from  his  mi\t.  t|e  wa9  accoin^pied  by  a 
mefleng^r  fioRa  the  Sultan  of  Baqhian,  wh^ 
brpught  a  prefent  of  fowls  and  fruit,  and  shonf. 
twenty  pounds  of  cloves  in  a  basket.  In  return, 
,  the  captain  prefented  him  with  a  piece  of  fcarlet 
Inroad  cloth  fpr  the  Sultan^  and  twct.  pi^C8  of 
gipgham  for  bimfelf. 

After  leaving  Biirory  Harbour,  they  fell  in  witli 
i|  cai)oe  carrying  three  perfons,  who  faid  they 
wefjs  rajfdiif  of  Qeram.  Tuan  H^djee  held  fona^ 
conyei'fation  ^ith  them,  and  learned  that  clovet 
Cjsrtainly  grew  on  th^it  iHai^d.  Prefently  after, 
^ey  faw  a  boat  ^ith  a  white  flag,  ^landing  after 
them,  which  was  fupppfe^  to  carry  tl|e  Sultan  <^f 
9achi»n. 

On  this  Captain  Forreft  (landing  back>  witJi 
XpH)^  di^GuUy  regaiped  his  former  apphor^ge^ 
^qd  fpund  the  Sultan  jeady  to  receive  himt  H9 
fat  under  ^h^  (hade  jof]  a  covert  canoe,  with  tsar 
fkj  attenda^f s  j  an4  ^.^  the  captain  advanced*  ho 
Iran  forwarda  tp  «n>brace  hina. .  f 

3eing  feat,«d»  tl^Q  captain  informed  him  tb^l 
he  was  going  to  New  Guinea,  and  requeiled  th^ 
favpur  pf  fi  li.nguiil.  This  was  readily  complied 
with,  on  condition  that  he  would  proceed  to  the 
liland  of  Tpmoguy  tp  take  one  on  board.  Aft^r 
(qpfiii  poqverfatiori  with  the  fultan>  the  (:aptaiOj, 
who  was  the  firft  Engliihman  he  had  evej*  feen, 
gave  hiici  tp  underhand,  that  he  did  not  wiAi  to 
fiOterfere  with  the  putch  in  the  Moluccas*  aor  t# 
ii^terrupt  t^  good  uaderll^ndiiig  between  htoi 
^<A  ti^em.  ' 

^h^  fniUin  was  9  hfndfome  man,  about  fpr^- 
foqr  jmi^  of  age.    Whf^u  ever  he  was  iid(kefled

They  noW  failed  between  Palo  Bally  and  the 
Goaft  of  Bachian  $  and  aext  day  faw  the  Ifle  of 
Ooby. 

Gonverfing  with  Tiian  l4adjee,  in  fefpeft  to  the 
produce  of  Bachian,  the  captain  was  infbmi^, 
Uiat  large  quantities  of  cloves  might  be  got  from 
tlience,  and  froM  Gildlo,  by  any  ihip  i^hich'ttiJgbt 
dUempt  a  tvade  there;  the  Dirtch  being iiiore b^ 
their  guard  than  ffcrmerly. 

On  th^  eth,-  they  ran  into  the  Harbotif  of  Sfe-* 
laiig,  and  went  in  fearch  of  ftt(h  water,  which 
they  found  veiy  acceffible.  They  fearehcd  the 
iieighbotii:ii>g  tt'ood^  for  clove  ttetA  without  ef- 
fbftj  biijt  di  (covered  njany  tMll  nutmeg  trees. 
Theite  Was  no  vi'fible  fruit  on  the  branch^,  but 
inany  old  nutitiegs  were  lying  on  the  ground,  and 
moft  of  thefti  had  fprouted. 

On  the  8th,  they  weighed  and  left  the  harbour  | 
and  next  day  deferied  Palo  Pifang.  It  is  cdvef-' 
ed  with  trees.  .     r  ^ 

Aft^r  paffing  feveral  iflandt,  they  a^j^jifoaiched 
PqIg  Gag,  when  a  boat  with  three  Fapuas  came 
on  borfrd>  and  offered  to  tow  thertr  into  a  fine 
bay  in  thrtt  HIand.  Here*  the  captain  wdnt  oH' 
Ihore,  and  found  a  fine  clear  rivulet.  Hating' 
fnpplied  therbfelVes  with  wood  and  Waiet,  they 
proceeded  to  the  Itkn^  of  Tomeguy. 

Piilo  Gag  appears  to  have  a  ilch  foil  and  a  Iti<- 
uriant  vegetation.  The  captain  underflood  that 
many  fago  trees  grew  there,  'this  idaiid,  howv 
ever,  is  uninhabited,  though  it  certj^inly  wotkld 
farnifti  many  of  the  neceffaries  of  life. 

Tuim  Hadjee,  who  had  proceeded  before  in  a 
•boat  to  take  the  Ungui^^  mttftcst,  oti bdard,  fio^ 
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returned  with  him,  on  which  they  ftecrftd  dirtft- 
\y  for  Tomoguy.  They  reached  this  after  it  was 
dark,  and  caft  anchor  pretty  clofe  to  the  fhorc. 

This  anchorage  being  found  very  indifFeient, 
they  proceeded  to  a  place  called  Manafouin,  about 
two  leagues  diltant,  where  they  took  up  their  lia- 
tlon  in  a  fine  bay. 

It  being  found  neceflary  to  careen  the  veiTel, 
the  captain  propofed  doing  it  at  this  place,  being 
diflatisfied  with  Tomoguy  j.  but  Tuan  Hadjee 
and  all  his  people  obje6ted  to  this  plan ;  and  Ma- 
reca,  whofe  houfe  was  in  Tomoguy,  advifed  to 
proceed  to  that  illand,  which  the  captain  accord- 
ingly did. 

Tomoguy  is  a  fmall  Idand,  about  two  miles 
round,  formed  like  a  horfe-(hoe.  On  this  ifland 
rifes  a  hill,  which  takes  up  three-fourths  of  its 
extent,  and  on  its  declivities  are  plantations  of 
tropical  fruits  and  roots.  From  this  hill,  which 
is  rather  fteep  towards  the  wett,  many  low  iflands 
are  to  be  ieen.  It  lies  in  latitude  0  deg.  15  min. 
fouth,  longitude  12/  deg.  4  min.  eaft. 

The  velfel  being  hauled  on  fliore,  all  hands 
were  employed  in  cleaning  her,  both  externally 
and  internally,  for  the  Muflfelmen  are  not  very 
neat  in  their  manner  of  living,  and  confequently 
this  procefs  was  the  more  neceflary. 

During  their  ftay  here,  the  captain  fent  to  the 
Ifland  of  Salwatty  for  fome  fago  bread.  They 
were  vifited  by  the  inhabitants  of  f<?veral  neigh- 
bouring iflands,  and  among  the  reli  by  lome 
chiefs,  to  whom  the  captain  behaved  with  the 
utmoft  civility. 

Having  purchafed  a  corocoro  to  aflid  in  the  in- 
tended voyage.  Captain  Forreft  made  all  pofiible 
expedition  to  get  afloat^  and  to  be  gone.    One 
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night  the  houfei  where  he  had  taken  up  his  relir 
dence  on  iliore,  was  robbed  of  fome  linen  and 
wearing  npparel ;  but  though  the  thief  was  pur- 
fued,  he  could  not  be  overtaken. 

On  the  2dth,  the  boat  returned  from  Salwatty, 
with  three  thoufand  cakes  of  fago  bread>  all  in 
excellent  order.  Same  day  the  thief,  that  had 
committed  the  robber}',  was  taken,  and  brought 
to  Mareca's  houfe,  but  none  of  the  flolen  goods 
were  recovered.  The  captain  being  alked  how 
he  wiHied  to  have  him  punifhed,  made  anfwer> 
that  as  the  offence  was  committed  on  fhore,  they 
might  punifli  him  after  their  own  way.  The  cul- 
prit was  a  Papua  Coffre,  and  did  hot  appear  much 
afFeded  at  his  iituation.  It  feems  he  efcaped 
with  perfedt  impunity. 

On  the  27th,  a  proa  arrived  with  two  meffen- 
gers  from  the  Sultan  of  Bachian,  bringing  a  let- 
ter from  their  mafter  to  Tuan  Hadjee,  and  fome 
prelcnts  for  the  captain.  Thefe  officers  told  Cap- 
tain Forreft,  that  they  had  orders  from  the  fultan, 
to  accompany  him  whitherfoever  he  might  think 
proper  to  go,  and  to  ailill  him  in  every  thing  to 
the  utmoll  of  their  power.  The  veflcl,  in  which 
thefe  Aielfengers  came,  carried  eighteen  men, 
with  two  brafs  fwivel  guns,  and  many  bows  and 
arrows. 

On  the  30th,  the  captain  employed  a  Papua  to 
make  him  a  wooden  anchor,  and  ftipulated  for  the 
price.  In  the  evening  feveral  perfons  from  Pata- 
ny,  aifembled  at  his  houfe  to  demand  betel  mo- 
ney j  a  kind  of  payment  in  lieu  of  cuftoms.  Tu- 
an Hadjee  was  employed  to  affure  them,  that  it 
was  the  intention  of  the  captain  to  make  them 
handfome  prefents,  as  they  appeared  to  be  chiefs ; 
and  at  the  fanae  time  he  expatiated  on  the  libe- 
rality already  ihcvvn  to  fuch  as  had  previouily 
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honoured  the  cnptain  with  a  vifit.  This  feemed 
to  appeafe  them  for  the  iii^ht;  but  fome  vigil- 
jlince  and  caution  were  necellaty  among  I'uch  peo- 
ple. 

Next  day  the  wooden  anchor,  which  the  Papua 
man  had  contfa6ted  to  make^  was  found  cut  and 
defaced,  and  the  workman  was  obferved,  as  if 
preparing  to  fct  off  on  a  journey.  The  captain 
feehng  refentrnent  at  the  trick  he  had  put  tiport 
him,  Ipoke  angrily  tp  hitti,  which  excited  the 
rage  of  the  iftander  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  he  was 
glad  to  palcify  it  at  the  expence  of  ten  times  the 
Worth  of  his  labour.  From  the  abfence  of  the 
Bachian  officers,  at  the  ufual  hour  of  brcakfaft, 
and  other  concurring  circumftartces,  it  appeared 
that  the  fellow  was  fet  on,  either  to  impole  on,  or 
pick  a  quarrel  with  the  captain  j  and,  therefore, 
he  adopted  conciliatory  means  j  at  the  fame  time 
arming  himfelf,  and  fuch  as  he  could  trult^  againft 
future  infults. 

After  experic^ncing  various  delays  from  the  un- 
favourable ftate  of  the  weather,  and  the  flow  pro- 
grefs  the  men  rhude  in  equipping  the  veifd,  at 
lafl!,  on  the  3d  of  January  1775,  they  got  every 
thing  on  board  the  'Tartar,  and  the  corocoro  en- 
gaged to  accompany  them,  and  left  the  harbour. 

Next  day  they  anchored  about  two  miles  from 
Ton^oguy.  At  this  place  the  captain  was  viiited 
by  a  Moluccsl  man.  who  gave  him  fome  informa- 
tion rcfpefking  New  Guinea,  telling  him  that  the 
Jieople  wete  ndt  fo  barbarous  as  they  are  ufually 
reprefented.  Ilaving  made  thi«  informant  a  pre* 
fent,  he  proceeded  farther  to  acquaint  the  cap- 
tain, that  the  Bachian  officers  were  averfe  to  pro- 
ceeding to  New  Guinea,  as  he  had  learned  from 
a  converfiitioa  he  had  overheard.  The  cafe  was 
'  really 
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fcally  fo ;  for  thefe  people  were  continually  de- 
picting the  manners  of  the  Papuas  in  the  molt 
terrible  colours. 

On  the  5th,  being  joined  by  his  aflbciates  \r\ 
this  expedition,  the  captain  in  his  own  veifti  and 
two  corocoros  in  company  left  their  ftation  near 
'fomoguy,  and  rowed  to  Manafouin  Harbour. 
The  captain  now  named  one  of  the  proas  the 
Banguey,  and  the  other  the  Borneo  Corocoro. 
Tuan  Hadjeechufed  to  remain  in  tjie  former,  an4 
he  was  of  too  much  importance  to  be  dilated  to. 

During  the  viiits  which  the  chiefs  of  th9 
iflands  had  made  to  the  captain,  it  was  found  that 
they  all  treated  Tuan  Hadjee  with  peculiar  re- 
fpe£t.  He  had  made  a  pilgrimage  to  Mecca,  and 
his  anccftors  were  of  the  Serifs,  that  came  frpn^ 
the  fanie  p)ace^  and  gave  kings  to  the  oriental 
countries.  •  Thefe  pre-eminences  combined,  gave 
him  a  fuperiur  claim  to  veneration,  which  wa$ 
paid  without  reluctance ;  and  whatever  might  be 
the  qualities  of  his  heart,  it  feems  he  was  a  per- 
feSly  well-bred  and  moft  agreeable  companion. 

On  the  6th  of  January,  when  they  were  abou^ 
to  put  to  fea,  one  of  the  Bachian  officers  fignifi- 
ed  to  Captain  Forreft,  that  if  he  meant  to  proceed 
to  New  Guinea,  they  could  not  accompany  him. 
The  captain  replied  that  it  was  entirely  optional ; 
and  accordingly  they  left  him. 

Next  morning,  a  gun  being  fired  as  a  fignal  for 
failing*  the  Banguey  approached,  when  a  perfon^ 
named  Mapalla,  a  man  of  fome  note,  called  out, 
that  if  the  Bachian  officers  decliued  the  voyage, 
he  muft  do  the  fame  . 

Without  returning  anyanfwerto  this  unexpe6i:- 
ed  addrefs,  the  captain  enquired  for  Tuan  Hadjee, 
who  was  not  vifible.  Mapalla  anfwered  he  was  fick, 
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On  this  the  captain  was  no  longer  in  doubt,  that 
what  had  happened  the  preceding  day,  and  like- 
wile  the  prelent  defedion,  were  to  be  afcribed  to 
the  inltigation  of  Tuan  Hadjee. 

Captain  Forreft  now  found  it  neceflnry  to  tem- 
porize, and  to  fonnd  this  perfonagc,  witliout  feem- 
ing  to  infift  on  any  thing.  After  a  long  convcr- 
fation  with  him,  about  the  intended  voyage,  in 
which  recent  events  were  call  into  Ihade,  the 
captain  perceived  he  was  really  averfe  to  proceed 
farther,  if  he  could  get  off  with  a  good  grace;  and 
therefore,  to  meet  his  views  as  far  as  was  prudent, 
told  him,  that  he  himfelf  gave  up  all  thoughts 
of  going  to  New  Guinea  j  but  wimcd  he  wonld 
accompany  him  to  fome  of  the  illands  to  the 
north-eaft  of  Waygiou,  near  which  they  were ; 
that  they  might  be  able  to  give  fome  intelligence 
on  their  return  to  Balambangan.  This  idea 
pleafed  Tuan  Hadjee,  and  he  yielded  with  appa- 
rent fatisfaftion. 

While  Captain  Forreft  lay  at  Tomoguy,  he 
had  an  opportunity  of  procuring  fome  informa> 
tion  refpeding  the  iflands  in  that  vicinity. 

At  Gilolo  he  learned  that  there  were  no  horfes, 
horned  cattle,  or  flieep  j  and  he  faw  only  a  few 
goats  at  Tomoguy.  On  the  adjacent  iilands 
were  many  wild  hogs,  and  fome  deer.  The  lall 
named  ifland  produces  the  beautiful  crowned  pi- 
geons, mentioned  by  Dampier.  Thefe'ftrike 
hard  with  their  wings,  on  which  there  is  a  kind 
of  horn  appendage. 

The  Mahometans,  here,  live  raoftly  on  fifh  and 
fago  bread.  They  have  fugar-canes,  which  they 
break  in  a  prcfs,  ^nd  boil  up  the  fyrrup  for  ufe. 
A  particular  kind  of  green  fruit,  named  cyry,  is 
eaten  with  the  areka  nut.  This  fruit  having  /in 
'  aromatic

aromatic  flavour,  is  an  excellent  adclltion  to  4 
curry  or  (lew. 

Captain  Forreft  obforved  the  natives  had  a  vf  rf 
peculiar  method  of  drawing  blood.  They  put  the 
rough  fide  of  a  certain  leaf,  about  as  large  as  a 
man's  hand, on  that  part  whence  they  wanted  toex* 
tra6^  blood,  then  liclcing  the  upper  fide  of  the 
leaf  with  the  tongue,  the  under  part  is  prefeutljr 
covered  with  blood. 

The  captain  having  fettled  with  Tuan  Hadjee, 
that,  after  viiiting  the  Illands  of  Aiou  and  Fan, 
he  Ihould  return  to  Balambangan,  the  two  Ba- 
chian  officers  frankly  came  to  fup  with  him,  and 
expreiTed  their  readinefs  to  accompany  him  to 
the  iilands  which  lie  off  New  Guinea,  but  not  to 
the  mainland.  Thus  matters  were  accommodat- 
ed to  the  fatisfa6tion  of  all  parties. 

On  the  8th  they  got  under  way,  and  rowed 
through  the  ftraight  between  Batang  Pally  and 
Waglol,  where  they  found  good  foundings,. 
This  (iraight  is  about  half  a  mile  broad  at  the 
uarrowcft  part. 

Proceeding  along  the  north-weft  quarter  of 
Waygiou,  a  c^noe  came  on  board  with  fix  people 
dreiTcd  like  Malays,  wiiofe  language  they  fpoke^ 
They  belonged  to  a  Dutch  Chinefefloop,  then  in 
the  harbour  of  Ilkalio,  where  is  a  deep  ftraight 
that  divides  the  Ifland  of  Waygiou.  They  conr 
verfed  much  with  the  linguift,  Captain  Mareca, 
and  feemied  very  curious  and  inquifitive  with 
him.  The  captain  treated  them  with  aU  imagin-r 
able  civility. 

In  the  morning  of  the  9th  they  pafled  the  fmall 
Ifland  of  Ruib  j  and  foon  after  came  in  fight  of 
a  remarkably  pe«k,  Uke  ?  buffalo's  horn  npoij 
the  ifland  of  Waygiou,  about  a  league  within  land, 
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They  now  bore  up  for  the  Harbour  of  OfFak, 
and  entered  it  on  the  afternoon  of  the  10th. 

Next  day  they  took  in  fome  water,  and  filhed 
at  the  mouth  of  the  harbour  for  bonetas.  Captain 
Forreft  was  happy  to  obferve  all  the  people  in 
good  humour ;  and  he  exerted  his  endeavours  to 
keep  up  the  mutual  good  underftanding. 

Having  got  into  this  fpacious  harbour,  the 
captain  employed  himfelf  in  vifiting  and  furvey- 
ing  it;  and,  in  the  mean  while,  four  ovens  were 
fet  to  work  on  the  {bore  to  bake  bread  of  the 
fago  flour,  in  ord^  to  fave  the  fea  flock. 

The  view  of  fome  of  the  hills  on  the  left  of  Of- 
fak  Harbour,  is  beautix^ully  pidurefque,  and  well 
wooded.  On  the  contrary,  there  are  many  fpots 
covered  with  grafs,  while  others  appear  deftitute 
of  verdure. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  harbour,  is  faid  to  be  a 
fmall  neck,  or  carrying  place,  over  which  canoes 
may  be  eafily  tranfported  into  a  large  lake,  where 
there  are  many  iflands.  On  the  larged:  relides  a 
rajah.  The  whole  number  of  inhabitants  on 
Waygiou  is  computed  at  one  hundred  thoufand, 
and  war  is  carried  on  almofl  without  intermif* 
iion  among  the  petty  princes. 

Weighing  from  the  Harbonr  of  Offak  on  the 
12th,  they  foon  difcovered  the  highefl  and  largell 
of  the  iflands  of  Aiou,  which,  by  way  of  diflinc- 
tion,  is  called  Father  Aiou.  Next  morning  they 
came  in  (i^ht  of  the  high  mountains  of  New  Gui-* 
nea,  which  the  captain  was  ftill  fecretly  inclined 
to  fleer  for,  but  dared  not  divulge  his  fentiments. 

Same  day  they  palfed  a  reef,  in  their  paflage  to 
the  largeft  of  the  Aious,  and  with  fome  ditficulty 
(inpliored  within  a  ^lile  of  the  ihoxe* 
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The  following  day,  fome  Papua  men  came  on 
board,  in  a  large  corocoro,  bringing  with  them 
feveral  birds  of  Paradife,  for  which  they  were 
complimented  with  calicoes. 

Amsngft  various  kinds  of  fi(h  produced  here 
for  fale,  was  one  with  a  horn  of  about  four  inches 
long,  projefting  from  between  the  eyes.  The 
natives  call  it  een  raw  5  it  is  about  twenty  inches 
long  J  and  the  tail  is  armed  with  two  ftrong 
fcythes  on  each  fide.  The  colour  is  black.  Mr. 
Banks  found  the  fame  fpecies  of  fifti  on  the 
coalts  of  New  Holland. 

On  the  1 5th  they  went  round  Aiou  Baba,  in 
the  pilot's  boat,  and  found  it  about  five  miles  in 
circumference.  In  coming  back,  the  captain 
went  to  the  fmall  harbour,  where  the  moodo,  as 
he  was  called,  and  other  chiefs,  refided. 

Next  day  the  moodo,  who  had  been  previoufly 
vTfited  by  Tuan  Hadjee,  came  on  board,  with 
his  two  wives,  who,  it  appeared,  had  been  taken 
captive  in  the  Ifland  of  Amblou,  near  Amboy- 
na.  One  of  thefe  females  bad  a  little  boy  by  the 
moodo,  who  accompanied  them,  She  feemed 
to  have  a  fettled  melancholy  in  her  countenance, 
and  was  cheered  by  the  fight  of  Europeans. 
Captain  Forreft  treated  them  with  tea,  and  made 
them  fome  prefents,  which  proved  very  accept* 
able. 

The  captain  feemed  furprifed  that  the  moodo, 
who  was  fubjed  to  the  King  of  Tidore,  dared 
j  to  purchafe  the  fubje6ts  of  the  Dutch  j  but  he 
was  given  to  underftand,  that  the  Batavians  were 
I  too  remote  to  occa(ion  much  fear,  and  ihat  the 
[vengeance  they  threatened  for  any  infult  wag 
»l\yay8  eluded  by  the  artifice  of  the  Papuas. 
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Captain  Forreft  gave  out,  that  he  was  going 
in  fearch  or  the  Illands  of  Fan,  which  he  was 
informed  lay  about  half  a  day's  fail  frorn  their 
prefent  ftation.  Here  he  difmifled  Mareca,  tha 
linguift,  with  fuch  rewards  as  were  moil  grateful 
to  him,  The  reafon  for  parting  with  him  fo  foon 
was,  becaufe  the  moodo  had  fold  a  mulatto  nam- 
ed Mapijj,  to  the  captain,  who  was  qualified  to 
fupply  his  place  j  and  befides,  there  was  a  i'up- 
pof^sd  jei)loufy  between  Mareca  and  Tuan  Hadjce. 

On  the  22d  they  J?ft  the  Harbour  of  Aiou,  af- 
ter making  fome  farther  prefents  to  the  chiefs. 
iV-  reef,  about  fifty  miles  in  compafs,  furrounds 
thefe  iflauds.  It  is  divided  by  a  deep  llraight} 
about  one  mile  broad  and  five  long.  Through 
this,  ihips  might  pafs  in  fafety  ;  and  would  find 
various  refreflimehtSj  fuch  as  water,  turtle,  fifji, 
^nd  tropical  fruits. 

On  the  23d,  dpring  a  fre(h  g^le,  the  Tartar 
galley  fprang  a  leak*  and  the  water  quickly  rofe 
to  thiee  feet  in  the  hold.  In  this  diftrefs,  the 
captain  ordered  evf  ry  thing  neareft  at  hand  to 
be  hove  overboard  by  his  two  Europeans  j  for 
the  Malcfysin  general  flood  aghaft.  After  much 
exertion,  they  began  to  gain  on  the  leak ;  but 
when  the  gale  a|:^ated  next  morning»  both  the 
corocoro5  yirere  out  of  fight.  Waygiou  was  about 
fourteen  leagues  diftant,  and  the  high  moun- 
tains of  Guipea,  were  in  fight. 

Thus  fituaipd,  the  captain  i^ewj^d  Ttji^n  H^cl- 
jee  tjip  abfplfjtenppeffity  o^' be^pt^g  away  for  the 
Harbour  of  Dory,  in  New  Guinea,  and  to  this 
plan  he  now  confentpd. 

Directing  th^ir  courfe  with  thi§  view*  they 
came  in  fig|i^  qf  tl>e  Cape  pf  Qqo^  Hope  in  NeNY 
Guinea,  otx  the  nfio^nin^  of  the  2^th^  and,  follow- 
ing 
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ing  the  dire6tions  of  Tuan  Hadjce,  who  had  for- 
merly been  there,  at  laft  they  gut  abreaft  of  the 
Illand  of  Youry,  when  they  found  the  Harbour 
of  Dory  open. 

Oft*  the  month  of  the  bay,  before  the  harbour, 
a  boat  with  two  Papuas  came  on  board.  Satif- 
lied  r.s  to  the  friendly  intentions  of  the  ftrangers, 
thefe  people  foon  bfe^canie  quite  eafy  and  familiar. 
Soon  after,  many  Papua  CoftVes  came  on  board. 
All  of  them  had  their  hair  fo  much  buflied  out 
by  a  particular  mode  of  combing  it,  that  the  cir- 
cumfeience  of  iheir  heads  was  about  three  feet. 
The  women  had  their  hair  drefled  out  in  a  fimi- 
lar  manner,  and  wore  fmall  brafs  rings  in  the 
left  ear  only. 

They  anchored  clofe  to  a  large  houfe,  built 
on  pofts,  feveral  yards  below  low  water-mark. 
This  tenement  contained  many  families.  The 
boats  lie  ready  to  be  launched  at  any  time  of  the 
tide,  if  the  enemy  attacks  from  land ;  and  if  from 
fea,  the  Papua s  take  Ihelter  in  the  woods. 
The  married  people,  fingle  women,  and  chil- 

Idren  occupy  thefe  large  tenements ;  while  the 
bachelors  live  in  feparate  abodes.  This  cuftoni 
islikewife  peculiar  to  the  Batta  people,  in  Suma- 

|tra,  and  fome  others. 

At  Dory  were  two  large  tenements  of  this 

Ikind,  and  each  had  an  adjoining  one  for  the 
bachelors.     In  the  common  hall,  as  it  may  be 

Itermcd,  the  women   are  employed  in  making 

[mats,  or  forming  pieces  of  clay  into  earthen 
)ots.    The  pots  fo  formed  were  burned  with  dry 

[grafs,  oi;  light  brulhwood. 

The  men  in  general  wore  a  light  fluff  manu- 
factured from  the  cocoa-tree,  tied  forward  round 

Ithe  middle  and  up  behind  between  the  thighs. 

The 
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The  women  were  dreffed  in  a  coarfe  blue  Surat 
):)aftas  round  their  middle,  tucked  up  beliind  like 
the  men.  This,  however,  very  flightly  coveri 
them  J  and  as  for  the  children,  they  go  entirely 
naked.  Having  come  to  an  anchor,  the  captain 
^red  fome  fwivel  guns,  which  the  adults  did  not 
feem  to  regard,  but  the  boys  and  girls  ihewed 
vifible  alarm. 

Having  now  opened  the  hold,  the  provifions 
yrerc  found  greatly  damaged -by  the  leak.  By 
wailiing  them,  however,  in  frelli  water,  and 
again  drying  them,  pfirt  was  faved. 

Soon  after,  to  their  great  joy,  the  Bangay  co* 
focoro  arrived.  The  Borneo,  it  feems,  had  foun- 
dered in  the  bad  weather  j  but  her  confort  being 
near,  all  the  people  were  faved,  though  with  the 
lofs  of  every  thing. 

After  various  unimportant  tranfa6tions,  on  the 
2d  of  February,  the  captain  went  a  fifliing  with 
the  Tidore  Noquedah  j  but  they  had  no  fuccefs. 
This  day  a  boat  brought  two  Haves  for  fale;  eacl^ 
of  whom  had  a  rattan  collar  round  his  neck, 
from  which  was  fufpended  a  log  of  wood,  about 
five  or  fix  pounds  weight.  Captain  Forrefl  be- 
ing already  crowded,  declined  the  purchafe. 
Thefe  miferahle  obje6ls  of  traffic  were  natives 
of  Nesv  Guinea,  in  a  diilant  quarter;  they  had 
the  grillle  of  the  noftril  pierced  with  a  bit  of  j 
tortoife-flieli. 

Next  night   a  Papua  corocoro  came   up  in 
fearch  of  their  wives  and  children,  who,  it  feems  | 
had  fled  to  the  woods  for  fear  of  the  Tidore  peo- 
ple, wlioni  the  Papuas  did  not  feem  to  like. 

The  4th  being  the  firfl  day  they  law  the  new  I 
moon,  the  Papuas  fang,  and  played  ort  a  fort  of 
drum,  the  beil  part  of  the  night.    Next  day  Te- 
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treral  of  the  Papnas  orfered  to  go  atn6ng  tli6  Ha- 
ratbtas,   to  purchafe    |>fovifions,    but  required 
oods  to  be  advanced  for  that  purpofej  oil  which 
'he  captain  advanced  them  ten  pieces  of  Surat 
tue  cloth  and  a  bar  of  iroh. 
On  the  3th  arrived  a  boat  from  the  Illand  of 
yfory,  <vith  a  perfon  on  board  from  the  rajah 
f  a  diftri6l,  who,  it  appeared,  had  heard  of  ^ 
range  veffers  being  at  Dory.     The  captain  feat 
prele'nt  fOr  this  chief,  of  a  bar  of  iron. 
On  the  9th,  the  captain  having  repaired  to  tH^ 
rge  tenemetit  near  where  the  v^lTel  lay,  found 
he  Women  in  their  ufaal  occupations,  and  two 
f  them  humming  a  tune.     On  this  he  begart 
[playing  on  a  German  flute,  which  inftantly  com- 
andedi  all  their  attention.     One  of  the  wdmeri 
as  prevailed  on  to  fing,  which  (he  did  in  a  mH  • 
odious  ftrain,  far  fuperior  to  the  Malay  airs  in  ge- 
eral.  Having  made  the  %omen  a  prefent  of  fomcif 
taftas,  which  they  rcfceivedi  with  much  modefty, 
one  of  them  prefented  the  captain  with  a  largd 
btltich  of  plantains,  part  of  which  he  diftributed 
among  the  children,  arid  carried  the  reft  oii  boafd. 
'  When  a  bachelor  wifhes  to  pay  his  addreite^ 
to  a  female,  he  freely  reforts  to  the  common  hall, 
hen  they  are  agreed,  which  muft  bo  beford 
itneflfes,  they  kill  a  cock,  Which  is  procured 
ith  fome  difficulty,  and  then  it  is  deemed  a  le- 
al marriage.     Kow  (imple  are  the  nuptial  ce» 
emonies  among  people  who  fo  eafily  eftablifH 
hemfelves  in  life  I  They  want  little  ftlrniturd,  arid 
he  earth  fpohtanetmfly  yields  them  fabfiftence. 
Thefe  people  ar6  excellent  archers:  the  boW 
IS  generally  of  baiiirtjta,  ?tnd  the  ftring  of  fpUt  rat- 
isn.    Some  of  the^f  atf-ows  are  fix  feet  long. 
bey  trade  whh  tiie  Oikvax^iot  Iron  tooU  and 
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China  ware,  for  which  they  give  in  exchange, 
MiiToy  bark,  and  other  articles.  Slaves  alio  con* 
lUtute  a  part  of  their  traffic. 

On  the  10th  they  fearched  Manafwary  Ifland 
for  nutmegs,  and  the  captain  promifed  a  reward 
to  fuch  as  fliould  difcover  them.  Some  found 
trees,  which  the  Bachian  officers  faid  were  nut- 
megs }  but  they  had  no  fi  uit  on  them. 

On  this  ifland,  clofe  by  the  beach,  t>ey  faw  a 
Papua  burial  place,  rudely  formed  of  coral  rock. 
On  it  lay  the  wooden  figure  of  a  child^  about 
eight  years  of  age,  completely  drefled.  A  real 
ikuU  was  put  into  the  upper  part,  on  which  ears 
were  cut  in  the  wood. 

The  13th  being  the  commencement  of  the 
Mahometan  year,  Tuan  Hadj«e,  and  all  the  per- 
fons  of  his  faith,  had  prayers  on  lliore.  Theyj 
were  complimented,  on  this  occafion,  with  a  fa- 
lute  of  twelve  guns.  After  prayers  theyamufed 
themfelves  in  throwing  the  lance,  and  went 
through  the  exercil'e  of  the  fword  and  the  target. 

On   the  15th  they  rcvifited  Manafwary,  and 
found  a  nutmeg  tree  with  feveral  nuts  on  it,  not 
yet  ripe.     All  the  Molucca  people  affirmed  iti 
was  the  true  nutmeg,  but  of  the  oblong  variety.  | 
Prefently  they  di  (covered  more  trees  of  this  kind, 
and  many  young  ones  growing  under  their  fhade. 
About  one  hundred  plants  were  picked  up  and  put  I 
info  baikets  with  earth,  in  order  to  carry  thera| 
to  Balambangan,  to  which  the  captain  now  in- 
tended to  return  as  foon  as  poffible. 

As  the  Dory  people,  who  had  been  fent  out  I 
with  a  commiffion  to  purchaie  provilions,  were 
not  yet  returned,  the  captain,  fearful  left  he 
iliould   lofe  the  advantage -of  the    fair  winds,] 
thought  it  moil  prudent  not  to  wait  for  them. 
/  "X  Ob  I 
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On  the  17th  they  difcovered  a  nutmeg  tree 
very  near  where  the  veflel  lay.  The  natives  faid 
there  were  many  fuch  about  the  country  j  but 
they  did  not  feem  to  know  that  they  were  an  ob« 
je6t  of  any  confequence.  To  the  eaftward  they 
allowed  that  many  nutmegs  were  gathered ;  but 
did  not  explain,  or  perhaps  did  not  know,  how 
they  were  difpofed  of. 

The  captain  was  much  inclined  to  inveftlgata 
the  coaft  ftill  farther  j  but  he  could  not  obtain  tho 
confent  of  Tuan  Hadjee;  nor  did  the  Papuas  feem 
to  with  that  they  fhould have  any  intercourfe  with. 
'  the  Haraforas.  Hadjee,  who  had  formerly  been, 
among  thefe  people,  reprefented  them  as  Coffires 
in  general  with  long  hairj  that  they  commonly 
built  their  houfes  in  trees,  to  which  they  afcend- 
ed  with  great  agility,  by  a  long  notched  Hick, 
which  they  pulled  up  after  them,  to  prevent  fol«- 
lowers. 

Being  ready  to  fail  from  Dory  to  the  neighbour-* 
ing  Illand  of  Manafwary,  the  Captain  found  that 
the  natives  fliewed  fome  fufpicion,  and  retired. 
However,  one  of  them,  a  kind  of  linguift,  fooa 
followed,  who  being  made  a  capitano,  by  giving 
him  a  frock  and  drawers  of  chintz,  and  firing  otf 
three  guns,  as  is  the  Dutch  cuftom,  he  returned 
well  pieafed,  and  vain  of  his  drefs  and  diftin6t;ion. 
Having  taken  up,  more  nutmeg  plants,  though 
they  found  none  of  the  round  fort,  the  captain, 
by  the  unanimous  reprefentations  of  Tuan  Had- 
jee and  the  relt,  was  no  longer  doubtful  but  they 
were  the  right  fort. 

The  country  near  Dory  has  a  gradual  afcent, 
and  is  well  clothed  with  lofty  trees,  without  any 
underwood,  which  renders  travelling  pleafant. 
Schouten's  Ifland,  which  waj  faid  to  lie  to  tho 
Vol.  Vin.  M  north 
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north,  was  not  perceptible  from  thence,  anc!  con* 
fequently  there  muft  be  a  wide  paflage  between 
It  and  tlie  main.  Captain  Danipier  coafted  along 
the  north  fide  of  this  ifland,  and  found  it  full  of 
inhabitants.  Captain  Forreft  thinks  that  the 
Illand  of  Myfory  may  poflibly  be  the  fame. 

The  inhabitants  of  New  Guinea,  to  the  eafl- 
ward  of  Dory,  are  fa  id  to  be  fierce,  barbar6us, 
and  numerous,  and  have  many  proas.  They 
carry  on  a  pretty  confiderable  trade  with  the  Chi- 
Iiefe. 

By  giving  up  the  property  with  which  the  Dory 
men  were  intrufted.  Captain  Forreft  gave  them  a 
fconvincing  proof  of  his  amicable  difpofition  to- 
wards them  J  and  perhaps  ufed  a  wifer  policy  for 
the  future  interefts  of  his  country,  than  if  he  had 
been  more  ftri6t  in  exading  what  was  juftly  due. 

They  now  proceeded  on  their  voyage  with  va- 
riable weather.  Having  an  additional  number  of 
inen  on  board  the  galley,  the  captain-began  to  be 
apprehenfive  kft  provifions  Ihould  run  Ihort  -,  for 
except  now  and  then  a  frhall  wild  hog,  he  could 
procure  little  animal  food  at  Dory.  Indeed,  New 
Guinea  has  no  quadrupeds,  fave  hogs,  dogs,  and 
wild  cats. 

Thus  fituated,  Tuan  Hadjee,  who  faw  the  pro- 
bable  danger  of  a  ihort  allowance,  advifed  to  put  j 
into  Rawak  Harbour,  on  the  coaft  of  Waygiou, , 
for  which  they  accordingly  fleered. 

They  reached  this  place  on  the  23d,  early  in| 
the  morning,  and  found  here  the  Moodo  of  Aiou, 
with  one  of  his  wives  and  her  little  boy.     They  I 
foon  filled  theirwater  jars,  and  bought  fome  fa  go  | 
bread  from  the  natives,  who  came  off  in  boats. 

Next  day  the  captain  received  a  vifit  from  the  I 
Moodo  of  Yowl,  and  one  of  the  King  of  Tidore's 
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officers,  to  each  of  which  he  made  a  prcfent  of  a 
piece  of  calico. 

Ill  a  lliort  fpace,  they  procured  two  thoufantl 
cakes  of  fago,  each  weighing  a  pound  or  upwards; 
and  alfo  bought  fome  fifli  and  turtle.  Neither 
goats  nor  fowls  could  be  found  here. 

Leaving  Rawak,  they  bore  away  for  Piapls 
Harbour,  where  they  found  a  boat  bound  to 
Gibbyj  but  neither  houfe  nor  inhabitant.  This 
vail  harbour  has  two  capacious  bays,  in  either  of 
which  is  good  anchorage,  and  frelli  water  near. 

On  the  3d  of  March,  they  again  made  fail,  with 
a  view  of  anchoring  at  Pulo  Eenj  but  when  they 
reached  tlys  place,  they  found  it  unfafe.  Seeing 
the  impoflibility  of  getting  to  the  northward  oi 
Gilolo,  without  going  near  Pataiiy  Hook,  where 
the  Dutch  conftantly  have  cruiz^rs,  they  bore 
away  in  the  night  j  and  hauled  as  much  as  polH- 
ble  to  the  weltward,  but  could  not  get  to  the 
northward  of  Bo.  Near  this  place  they  picked 
up  fome  excellent  cockles  about  the  fize  of  a 
man's  head. 

Towards  fun-fet  on  the 5th,  they  anchored  clofe 
to  a  fmall  illand  covered,  with  cocoa  trees j  and 
were  foon  vifited  by  feveral  boats,  in  one  of  which 
was  the  Papua  man,  who  had  formerly  carried 
Tuan  Hadjee  from  Gag  to  Tomoguy.  From 
thele  boats  they  procured  a  feafonable  iupply  of 
dried  fiih;  and  learned  from  the  people  on  board 
them,  that  the  Dutch  had  got  notice  of  their  hav- 
ing repaired  at  Tomoguy. 

The  twocluflers  of  illands,  called  Bo  and  Poppo, 
He  nearly  in  the  fame  parallel  of  latitude,  in 
1  deg.  17  min.  foulh,  and  about  the  longitude 
of  126  deg.  eaft.     They  are  well  peopled  i  and 
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are  capable  of  furniiliing  cocoa-nuts,  fait,  and 
dried  fiflij  befides  fome  goats. 

Having  finilbed  their  bufinefs,  they  failed  at 
midnight  on  the  5th,  and  fleered  weft.  After 
palling  feveral  inferior  iflands,  by  day-break  on 
the  9th  they  came  in  light  of  Pulo  Pifang. 

On  the  1 1  th,  with  the  tide  or  current  favour- 
ing, they  drove  up  under  Tapiolaj  but  did  not 
venture  tocaft  anchor,  on  account  of  rocky  ground. 
*The  lliape  of  this  iiland  refembles  a  cat  couching, 
Kext  day  they  brought  to  on  the  coaft,  and  land- 
ing, dug  for  water  j  but  it  was  found  brackilh  and 
unfit  to  drink. 

Intending  for  the  Kanary  Illands,  near  Myfol, 
they  again  weighed,  and  fleering  on,  came  in 
iight  of  the  illands  they  were  in  queft  of,  and  foon 
anchored  near  the  largeft. 

Being  dellitute  of  inhabitants,  and  of  confe- 
quence,  without  provilions,  the  captain  was  in- 
duced to  direft  his  courfe  to  the  harbour  of  Ef-be 
in  Myfol  j  and  the  tide  being  favourable,  they 
foon  reached  the  welt  point  of  that  iiland;  and 
juft  before  it  was  dark  they  got  into  the  harbour, 
where  they  found  foft  but  tenable  ground.  As 
the  corocoro  had  not  been  feen  for  feveral  days, 
it  was  imagined  fhe  had  flopt  fomewhere  a  tur- 
tling. 

After  firing  three  guns,  next  morning,  as  a 
Compliment  to  Tuan  Hadjee  and  the  Bachian 
officers,  the  captain  went  on  fhore,  but  foon  re- 
turned. He  found  a  village  confifling  of  about 
twelve  houfes. 

Next  day  a  perfon  who  called  himfelf  the  fecre- 
taris,  and  two  others,  apparently  perfons  of  dif- 
tioftion,  came  on  board.    The  fecretaris  had  been 
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employed  as  a  writer  by  the  Dutch;  and  from  him 
the  captain  underllood,  that  the  Governor  of 
Banda  liad  fent,  two  months  before,  to  obtain  in- 
telligence of  the  Englilh  veffels  reported  to  be  in 
thofc  feas;  but  that  he  could  procure  little  fatif- 
fa6lory  information.  Thefe  perfons,  having  re- 
ceived fome  prefents,  were  faluted  with  three 
guns  at  their  departure. 

On  the  20th,  the  captain  and  attendants  went 
to  Linty,  about  four  miles  diftant,  where  they 
dined  with  the  fecretaris  and  the  other  gentle- 
men, who  had  vifited  them  a  few  days  before. 

After  dinner,  they  went  up  an  afcent  to  a  Ma- 
hometan tomb,  conftru6led  of  ftone  and  mortar, 
and  white- walhed ;  and  from  this  lite  they  had  a 
view  of  many  fmall  iflands  which  line  this  coaft, 

Tuan  Hadjee,  having  received  various  goods  in 
lieu  of  pay  for  his  men,  was  very  liberal  in  the 
diftribution  of  his  prefents  at  this  place ;  and  the 
lets  property  unappropriated  the  captain  had  on 
board,  the  more  his  mind  was  at  eafej  as  if  the 
crew  fhould  be  ill-difpofed,  the  temptation  was 
diminiflied. 

In  the  evening,  the  captain  returned,  having 
purchafed  a  black  lory,  the  only  one  of  that  colour 
he  ever  faw,  and  feveral  birds  of  Paradife  with 
their  feet  on. 

The  gentlemen  at  Linty,  who  had  entertained 
them  at  dinner,  obferved  that  thefe  birds  of  Para- 
dife, at  certain  feafons,  arrive  in  flocks  from  the 
eallward,  or  from  New  Guinea  5  and  that  they 
are  caught  with  bird-lime,  and  have  their  bodies 
dried  with  the  feathers  on,  as  an  article  of  traffic 
among  the  curious. 

Thefe  diftinguifliing  ornamentsof  the  feathered 
creation,  about  which  fo  many  fables  have  been 
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invented,  are  faid  to  conftitutc  the  following  fpe- 
cies : 

1.  The  great  bird  of  Paradife,  from  Aroo. 
^2.  The  little  bird  of  Paradife,  from  Papua. 

3.  4.  Two  different  fpecies,  chiefly  black,  from 
New  Guinea  and  Tidore. 

$.  The  white  bird  of  Paradife,  which  is  very 
Tare. 

6.  The  unknown  black  bird  of  Paradife,  one  of 
■which  was  Ihewu  in  Amboyna. 

7.  The  king's  bird,  which  Linnaeus  ranks 
ftmong  birds  of  this  kind.  It  is  chiefly  brought 
from  Aroo,  though  the  natives  never  find  its  neil 
there. 

During  Captain  Forreft's  flay  at  Myfol,  it  was 
natural  to  fuppofe  he  would  make  enquiries  re- 
fpeding  the  clove  and  nutmeg.  HewasafTured 
that  neither  was  produced  on  that  ifland;  but  tkit 
cloves  grew  on  feme  parts  of  Ceram,  the  high 
mountains  of  which  were  perceptible  in  a  clear 
day.  Ouby  alfo  was  reported  to  contain  cloves. 
This  ifland  is  chiefly  inhabited  by  run-away  flaves. 
It  is  under  the  jurifdi£tion  of  the  Sultan  of  Bachi- 
an,  who,  however,  ufes  it  only  on  account  of  the 
pearl  fifliery  on  its  coafls. 

Ouby  had  more  than  once  been  in  fight  in  the 
courfe  of  this  voyage,  butTuan  Hadjee  conflantly 
difTuaded  the  captain  from  approaching  it^  repre-  | 
fenting  that  the  infallible  confequence  of  this 
flep,  would  be  detection  by  the  Dutch,  and  the 
danger  of  being  way-laid  by  their  armed  coroco- 
ros,  of  tvhich  great  numbers  are  kept  in  conflant 
readinefs  at  Amboyna. 

In  Efrbe  Harbour,  where  they  then  lay,  they 
were  not  more  than  fifty  leagues  diflant  from  that 
iiland^  but  as  the  people,  among  whom  they  were, 
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fecmed  Ill-afFc6led  to  the  Dutch,  they  trufted  to 
their  fidelity  for  I'ecrccy. 

Having  repaired  the  coroc  jfo,  and  kept  up  a 
friendly  iutercourfe  with  the  chiefs,  by  means  of 
prefents  and  other  flattering  compliments,  on  the 
311t  of  March  they  found  themfelves  ready  to  fail. 

This  morning  Tiian  Hadjee  was  vifitcd  by  the 
lady  of  the  Rajah  of  Salwatty,  whofe  hulband  had 
lately  been  circumvented  by  the Dutcli,  and  fent  to 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  where  he  iHU  remained  a 
prifoner.  The  hiftory  of  this  tranfaftioii  is  as  fol- 
lows. About  the  year  1770,  a  number  of  PapuA 
boats,  from  New  Guinea,  Aroo,  Salwatty .  and  My- 
fol,  having  aflembled  about  the  vernal  equinox, 
when  the  feas  are  generally  fmooth,  failed  up  the 
Straight  ofPatientia,  which  divides  Bachianfrom 
Gilolo.  They  committed  no  hoftilities,  and  after 
the  Dutch  had  dillributed  a  few  prefents  among 
the  chiefs,  the  greateft  part  difperfed  j  but,  owing 
to  fome  infatuation,  for  it  does  not  appear  he  had 
any  particular  objeft  in  view,  the  Rajah  of  Sa:l- 
watty  was  left  behind. 

This  appearance  roufed  the  jealoufy  of  the 
Dutch,  and  they  invented  a  ftratagem  to  get  the 
rajah  into  their  power.  The  Governor  of  Ternate 
difpatched  a  written  meflage  to  his  highnefs,  in- 
forming him  that  a  bag  of  dollars,  and  his  choice 
of  goods  in  the  company's  warehoufes  at  that 
place,,  with  every  refpe6t  and  honour  due  to  hii 
rank,  awaited  him,  ihould  he  be  inclined  to  fa- 
vour the  governor  with  a  viiit,  as  he  was  now  in 
the  vicinity.^ 

The  bait  took :  the  unfortunate  rajah,  with  ten 
or  twelve  of  his  people,  entered  the  fort,  and  was 
received  with  civility  and  refpedt  by  the  governor. 
He  laid  out  his  dollars  in  purchafes;  feemed  happy  , 
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in  the  reception  he  had  experienced;  but,  when 
he  wtis  about  to  retire,  he  was  dcfired  to  lurren- 
der.  His  attendants  were  ready  to  run  a  muck 
on  the  occalion,  to  lave  their  mailer,  or  to  fell 
their  lives  dear.  The  mild  rajah  whifpered  them 
to  provide  for  their  own  fafetyj  and  as  the  chief 
made  no  refiitance,  they  were  lufFered  to  efcape. 

On  the  laft  day  of  March,  they  rowed  oat  of 
the  harbour  of  Ef-be,  and  prefently  faw  a  large 
corocoro  coming  from  towards  Ceram,  which  put 
them  on  their  guard  j  but  fhe  foon  took  another 
courfe. 

As  they  proceeded  to  the  ea  ft  ward  of  the  Great 
Kanary,  they  found  a  watering  place;  and  calling 
anchor,  took  in  a  fupply,  and  procured  many  Ka- 
nary nuts,  about  the  lize  of  an  almond,  full  of  oil, 
and  very  lufcious. 

Weighing  again,  they  flood  over  to  Long- 
Illand,  and  anchored  within  a  Innd-locked  har- 
bour, which  was  named  Round  Harbour.  Mak- 
ing an  excurfion  into  the  woods,  they  cut  a  new 
forenialt  and  bowlprit  of  bintangle  wood,  which 
is  light  but  flrong,  and  of  a  fir-like  colour.  Here 
they  found  abundance  of  rattans;  but  no  cleves 
or  nutmegs.  This  day  four  of  the  people,  amiif- 
ing  themielves  in  the  boat,  overfet  her  on  purpofe, 
and  turned  her  bottom  up,  merely  to  (hew  their 
dexterity  in  righting  her,  which  they  did  with  j 
aftonilbing  celerity. 

On  the  7th  they  had  thunder  and  lightning; 
and  at  night  by  torch-li^ht  they  caught  many  lilli,| 
*by  firiking  them  with  lances  in  (liallow '  water. 
They  alfo  procured  fome  turtle  eggs.  Thefe 
iflands  feemed  quite  unfrequented;  and  probably 
were  never  vifued  by  Britons  before. 
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tn  the  night  of  the  11th,  they  pafled  between 
Gibby  and  the  Iflands  of  Yo  and  Utu.  Thia 
palTage  is  about  five  miles  broad.  Gibby  feems 
to  be  about  twelve  leagues  in  circumference,  and 
is  divided  into  two  hills,  with  a  low  neck  between. 
Off  the  north-weft  end  of  Gibby  appears  an  iiland, 
behind  which,  itwasfaid,  fome  French  fhipshad 
lately  lain,  and  procured  many  nutmegs  and  clovft 
plants  from  Patany,  which  they  carried  to  Bour- 
bon and  Mauritius. 

Tuan  Buflbra,  one  of  the  Bachian  officers,  whofe 

Ifamily  lived  at  Gibby,  went  off  in  the  night  in  a 

fmall  corocoro,  unknown  to  the  captain;  but  as 

he  left  a  Have  behind,  it  is  probable  he  meant  to 

(return,  though,  as  the  wind  was  fair,  it  was  not 

Ijudged  prudent  to  wait  for  him. 

On  the  12th,  coming  in  fight  of  two  fmall  flat 
liflands,  and  unwilling  to  keep  the  open  fea  with 
luncertain  winds,  in  the  track  of  the  Dutch  cruifers, 
[the  captain  offered  a  reward  to  twenty  rowers,  if 
Ithey  could  reach  land.  This  made  them  exert 
liiiemfelves;  and  towards  night  they  caft  anchor  in 
[the  ftraight  between  the  two  iflands,  where  they 
:anght  feveral  excellent  fifh. 

In  the  morning  the  caj/tain  went  afliore  on 
syang,  the  larger  of  the  two  iflands,  and  found 
jood  water.  The  weather  threatening,  they  fe- 
:ured  the  veflel  in  the  beft  ftation  they  could  find. 
With  an  appearance  of  fine  weather,  they 
fveighed  on  the  15th,  but  were  carried  entirely 
)ut  of  their  courfe  by  a  ftrong  current.  This  in- 
luced  them  to  row  back  to  Pulo  Eye,  where  they 
|igain  dropped  anchor. 

Next  day  they  ran  behind  Pulo  Syang.    Tho 

[rees  there,  in  general,  appeared  low  but  green. 

Uviog  fent  the  boat  afhore,  they  filled  the  jars 
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with  good  waterj  but,  in  attempting  to  weigh, 
they  had  the  misfortune  to  part  the  cable. 

On  the  17th  they  made  a  rapid  progrefs;  and 
came  in  light  of  the  high  land  of  Gilolo.  This 
iiland  continued  in  fight  for  fome  days.  On  the 
20th  they  faw  Morty,  a  pretty  high  ifland  towards 
the  centre,  but  rifing  with  a  moderate  acclivity 
from  the  iliores. 

Having  pafled  fomc  other  iflands,  in  the  morn* 
jng  of  the  22d,  they  ran  between  the  Iflands  Ka- 
bruang  and  Salibabo  into  the  Harbour  of  Leron, 
where  they  caft  anchor,  and  hoifted  Dutch  co- 
lours.     Immediately  a  blind  Chinefe,  who  fpoke 
Malay,  came  to  queftion  them  ;  but  a  fmall  pre- 
fent  feemed  to  fatisfy  him  that  all  was  right,! 
Same  day  the  captain  went  on  lliore  to  vifit  the 
two  Rfljahs  of  Salibabo,  to  each  whom  he  gave  a 
piece  of  tappiesj  and  obtained  their permilhon  to| 
trade  with  the  natives  for  provifions.     It  appear- 
ed that  the  people  of  this  ifland  were  at  war  with  I 
the  inhabitants  of  the  oppofite  ifland.     A  man's! 
head,  ftill  dropping  with  blood,  prefcnted  a  fliock- 
ing  fpeftacle  near  the  landing  place,  as  it  hung| 
Xufpended  from  the  branch  o*^"  a  tree. 

Next  day  many  canoes  came  on  board,  from  I 
which  they  procured  kalavanfiis,  potatoes,  rice, 
and  two  goats,  in  exchange  for  calicoes  and  red| 
handkerchiefs.  Thefe  iflands  are  well  cultivat- 
ed, and  abundantly  populous. 

Hearing  that  a  proa  lay  about  two  miles  off  tol 
be  difpofed  of,  the  captain  fent  Mr.  Lound  the! 
gunner  to  examine  her;  that  in  cafe  flie  fliouldl 
be  found  proper  for  his  purpofe,  he  might  changel 
her  for  the  galley,  which  was  become  leaky.  Be'l 
ing  informed,  however,  that  flie  alfo  wanted  re-l 
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patrR,  it  was  rcloU'ed  to  proceed  in  the  former 
velTel  with  all  expedition. 

Accordingly  they  weighed,  and  having  got  clear 
of  the  ftraight  which  feparates  the  two  iflands, 
they  proceeded  for  feveral  days  without  any  rc- 
n:arkable  occurrence. 

On  the  2()th,  they  anchored  near  Serangani, 
^vhich  indeed  confifts  of  two  illands.  Tuan  Had- 
jce  went  on  Ihore,  and  foon  returned  with  a  pilot, 
who  carried  them  into  the  ftraight  that  feparates 
the  illands,  where  they  found  a  good  ftation. 

In  a  Ihort  time  I'everal  canoes  came  on  board 
with  cocoa-nuts  aiid  fowls,  and  offered  fome  yel- 
low wax  for  telle.  The  illand  is  but  partially  cul- 
tivated j  however,  on  landing,  the  captain  found 
many  lemon  trees,  laden  with  fruit,  remarkably 
fmall. 

Here  they  faw  mnny  Mahometan  graves,  iliad- 
ed  with  trees  wliich  bore  white  flowers,  tinged 
with  yellow  on  the  inner  furface.  The  Malays 
call  them  Bunga  Mellora :  they  yield  a  very  fra- 
grant fmell. 

On  the  111  of  May,  getting  under  fail,  they  foon 
[came  up  with  the  Illand  of  Magindanoj  and 
coafting  along  it,  they  were  vilited  by  feveral  of 
the  natives,  who  paid  great  homage  to  Tuaii 
Hadjee,  whom  they  had  known  before  j  and,  at 
[hisdelire,  the  captain  made  them  fome  prefents. 

With  various  winds  and  weather,  they  conti- 
Inued  their  courfe,  occalionally  lying  to  j  and  on 
Ithe  7th,  difcovered  the  Illand  of  Bunwoot,  part, 
[of  which  appeared  like  a  wedge}  and  thi«*  after- 
Inoon  they  entered  the  River  Pelangay,  commonly 
jcalled  Magindano  River. 

But  a  ihort  rctrofpc6tive  viev/  of  Bally,  where 
'aptaia  f  orrelt  aucliored  in  his  voyage,  may  not; 
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be  unpleafing  to  the  reader.    The  natives,  who 
are  Gentoos,  foon  came  on  board  in  little  canoes, 
with  outriggers.    On  the  edges  of  one  thefe  ca- 
noes, the  captain  put  a  gang  caik,  with  which  the  j 
owner  paddled  into  a  frefh  water  river,  and  iiii 
twenty  minutes  returned  with  it  full,  for  which  | 
fervice  he  was  paid  in  China  cafli.     Others  vo- 
lunteered the  fame  fervice  j  and  this  agreeable  | 
officioufnefs  of  the  natives  prevented  our  voy- 
agers from  riiking  their  own  boat  afhore. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  Rajah  of  Carang  Affeml 
honoured  the  captain  with  a  vilit.  He  fang  as  he 
came  on  board, with  only  one  attendant.  His  naihl 
were  remarkably  long.  In  the  road  lay  feverall 
proas  laden  with  rice,  exten live. fields  of  which | 
lie  in  the  vicinity. 

The  Ifland  of  Bally  is  well  cultivated  on  thcl 
fouth  fide,  and  many  of  the  grounds  are  inclofc(l;| 
It  is  full  of  inhabitants,  who  fpin  large  quanti- 
ties of  cotton  yarn,  which  the  Chinefe  export  tol 
Bencoolen  and  other  parts.  Provifions  are  cheapj 
and,  together  with  the  manufa6tures  of  the  coun- 
try, may  be  readily  had  in  exchange  fqr  iron,  cut«| 
lery,  and  opium. 

Here  not  only  the  women  facrifice  themfelve 
on  the  death  of  their  hulbatids,  but  men  alfo  burd 
in  honour  of  their  deceafed  mafl:ers.  Thole  whd 
come  to  this  dreadful  determination,  are  not  li'| 
mi  ted  to  time.  They  name  perhaps  a  diftaiit  day; 
and  in  the  meanwhile  they  are  treated,  by  the  I'uj 
perfiitious  nativies,  with  peculiar  veneration.  Oa 
the  fatal  day,  a  loofe  ftage  of  boards  is  ere6ted,  bJ 
the  fide  of  a  large  fire :  this  the  devotee  mounts/ 
dancing  and  working  himfelf  up  to  an  enthufiafj 
tic  pitch,  which  having  reached,  he  fkips  to  tb 
cad  of  a  plank,  and  this  tilting  with  him,  hei 
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precipitated  Into  the  flames.  That  a  cuftom  fo 
horrid,  fo  repugnant  to  the  firft  law  of  nature, 
feif  prefervation,  Ihould  exift  among  any  people, 
is  a  phenomenon  that  nothing  but  the  certainty 
of  the  fad  can  explain  to  an  enlightened  under- 
iianding. 

The  Ifland  of  Magindano,  on  the  c^aft  of 
which  they  now  lay,  may  be  about  eight  hundred 
miles  in  circumference.  The  Spaniards,  though 
they  have  fubducd  the  north  coafl  of  the  illand, 
were  never  able  to  fubdue  the  whole.  They  with 
to  confider  it  as  one  of  the  Philippines,  to  enlarge 
their  dominions  j  but  this  compliment  is  feldom 
paid  them  by  other  nations. 

The  Magindano  tongue  is  copious  and  energe-  ^ 
tic,  and  has  many  Chinefe  idioms.  The  natives 
have  different  names  in  their  childhood,  and  when 
they  reach  maturity;  and  in  this  too  they  refem- 
ble  the  Chinefe.  They  likewife  refcmble  that 
nation  in  many  of  their  manners  and  cufloms. 

This  iiland,  as  it  appears  from  authentic  hif- 
tory,  was  early  vifited  both  by  the  Chinefe  and 
Arabians.  The  latter  indeed  were  great  difco- 
verers,  and  feldom  failed  to  fubjugate  the  coun- 
tries they  had  difcovered.  Their  religion  contri- 
buted to  their  influence,  wherever  they  reforted. 
Their  frequent  ablutions  recommended  the  felf- 
cvident  virtue  of  cleanlinefs,  of  which  the  praAi- 
tioners  in  warm  countries  only  know  the  luxury. 

The  trade  alfo  of  fuch  aii  illand  as  Magindano, 
where  the  uncivilized  inhabitants  were  in  want 
of  many  fimple  neceffaries,  was  a  great  induce- 
ment to  the  Moors  to  eftablifh  themfelves  there ;. 
where  they  met  with  returns  in  gold|  w^x,  and 
cinnamon. 
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The  town  of  Magindano  flanJs  about  Hx  miles 
from  the  bar  of  the  River  Pelangay.  This  river 
is  as  wide  as  the  Thames  at  London  Bri>  Ige.  The 
town  conlitts  of  little  more  than  twenty  houfes, 
which  ftand  clofe  together.  Oppolite  to  it  lies 
the  town  of  Selangan,  of  conliderable  extent, 
containing,  among  other  lhu<!:tures,  the  fultans 
palace  J  and  adjoining  are  fome  irregular  Itreets 
where  the  Chincfe  relide. 

The  country  is  altogether  thinly  peopled ;  and 
where  ground  is  of  little  vakie,  the  Mahometans, 
and  Gentoos  more  particularly,  crowd  their  habit- 
ations on  the  banks  of  rivers,  to  enjoy  the  facility 
of  performing  their  Hated  ablutions. 

While  Captain  Forreft  lay  here,  he  vilited  the 
famous  faltpetre  cave,  lituated  near  a  creek  of 
the  River  Tamantakka.  Having  climbed  a  hill, 
he  fays,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  he  came  to  a 
hole  about  ten  feet  in  diameter.  By  means  of 
poles  laid  in  a  flanting  direiStion,  he  defcended 
about  thirty  feet,  to  a  circular  area  of  twenty-five 
feet  diameter.  Exattlv  in  the  centre  of  this  area 
is  a  hole,  which,  together  with  the  light  from 
above,  ferves  to  make  objc6ts  pretty  diftin6t. 

He  then  defcended  through  a  floping  pafllige, 
which  will  admit  only  one  man  at  a  time,  into  a 
magnificent  round  hall,  with  a  flat  floor  of  earth. 
From  the  top  hung  fomething  like  icicles,  and 
from  the  fides  fprang  others,  which,  rifing  five  or 
fix  feet  towards  the  dome,  looked  like  the  clul- 
tered  columns  of  gothic  archite(!xure.  The  dome 
is  about  twenty-five  feet  high,  and  the  hall  about 
thirty  feet  each  way. 

From  this  apartment,  he  paffed,  on  the  fame 
level,  into  a  crooked  gallery,  about  two  hundred 
yards  long.    It  was  about  fevca  or  eight  feet 
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broad,  and  from  eight  to  ten  in  height.  The  top 
and  fides  rei'enibled  a  dirty  free  ftone :  the  floor 
was  level,  but  very  miry.  Around  flew  a  num- 
ber of  bats  *  ',  many  of  whi^,  by  means  of  the 
hook-like  appendages  to  their  wings,  clung  to  ihc 
roof  and  lides. 

Returning,  the  captain  faw  the  entrance  into 
another  pafl'age  or  gallery, and  felt  a  fmall  draught 
of  air,  which  made  the  torches  burn  clear.  This 
paiTage  he  was  told  went  to  another  outlet  j  but » 
at  a  diftance  fo  great,  that  the  guides  had  never 
fentured  to  explore  it. 

As  our  author  went  in  barefooted,  he  found  the 
inir)'^  fluff  fo  very  glutinous,  that  it  was  with  dif- 
ficulty wafl^.ed  off"  from  his  feet.  To  make  fait- 
petre,  the  natives  mix  one  meafure  of  this  miry 
fubftaixe  with  two  of  wood  aflies,  and  then  filter 
through  it  the  water  of  which  ihe  faltpetre  is 
made.  The  gunpowder  manufadured  here  has 
but  little  flrength,  and  is  coarfe  grained. 
But  to  return  to  the  hiftory  of  the  voyage. 
Having  got  about  two  miles  within  the  bar, 
the  captain  was  vifited  by  Rajah  Moodo,  who  had 
already  obtained  information  of  the  arrival  of  a 
vefTel  with  Englifli  colours.  In  the  fame  boat 
was  a  natural  fon  of  the  rajah,  who  ftrongly  im- 
portuned Captain  Forrefl:  to  proceed  to  his  fa- 
tlier's  fort  at  Goto  Intang,  and  not  to  the  fultan's. 
This  young  man,  whofe  name  was  Datoo  Enty, 
with  an  attendant,  flept  on  board  the  galley  that 
night,  and  was  regaled  With  tea  and  fago  bread. 

* 

•  Combes  fays,  that  In  the  caves  of  Mindano  are  bats  as 
large  as  fowle,  and  that  faltpetre  is  made  of  their  ^excrement. 
Itifum  teneatis !  . 
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Next  morning  they  got  in  light  of  Selangan, 
and  immediately  faw  a  white  enlign,  bordered 
with  a  chequer  of  blue,  yellow,  and  red,  flying  on 
a  wooden  fort,  wliich  Da  too  faid  was  the  refi- 
dence  of  his  father  j  and  repeated  his  inHances, 
that  the  captain  would  pafs  the  fnltans,  which 
intervened,  and  proceed  dire6tly  to  it. 

Being  abreaft  of  the  fultan'sfort,aBuggefs  man, 
with  whom  the  captain  had  been  acquainted  at 
Balambangan,  came  with  a  meflage  from  the  ful- 
tan,  to  inform  him  thai  Balambangan  was  taken 
by  the  Sooloos,  and  that  it  would  be  mofl  advifa- 
ble  to  ftop  there. 

This  caution  being  communicated  with  an  air 
of  myftery,  the  captain  lay  on  his  oars,  and  was 
foon  carried  by  the  tide  abreaft  of  the  fultan's 
fort,  which  he  faluted  with  live  guns,  and  re- 
ceived the  fame  compliment.  He  then  weighed 
and  proceeded  to  Goto  Itang,  where  limilar  fa- 
lutes  were  interchanged. 

Having  walked  int6  the  fort,  the  captain  found 
Rajah  Moodo,  and  his  father  Fakymolano,  feated 
on  European  chairs.  They  received  him  and  his 
attendants,  Tuan  Hadjee  and  the  Bachian  officers, 
very  gracioafly. ' '     *" 

The  rajah  was  a  man  of  a  good  ftature  and 
piercing  eye :  Molano  of  low  ftature,  but  pleaf- 
ing  countenance,  and  communicative  difpofition. 

Chocolate  being  ferved,  they  entered  into  con- 
verfation.  The  captain  announced  that  he  had  a 
letter  and  a  prefent  for  the  fultan,  from  the  chief 
of  Balambangan,  which  he  meant  to  deliver  the 
fame  day.  The  rajah  obferved  that  it  was 
very  well;  and  that  his  brother-in-law,  Datoo 
Bukkalyan^  ihould  accompany  him  to  the  pa- 
lace. ^ 

-  The 
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The  fuUan,  on  the  captain's  being  introductd, 
received  the  letter  and  prcicnt,  and  told  him  he 
was  fafe  at  Magindano,  on  either  lide  the  river  j 
adding  that  llajah  Moodo  was  to  be  his  fucccf- 
for.  He  ufcd  an  interpreter,  though  he  was  ca- 
pable of  fpeaking  Malay.  He  invited  the  cap- 
tain to  vifit  him  often,  and,  after  alking  many  in- 
different queftions,  they  parted. 

Three  days  after,  he  vifited  the  fuUan  again, 
and  found  the  Sultana  Myong  at  the  farther  end 
of  the  room ,  but  ilie  did  not  even  deign  to  calt  a 
glance  at  him. 

The  fultan  had  the  chara6ter  of  being  a  weak 
man^  and  Rajah  Moodo,  being  in  pofleflion  of  the 
crown  lands,  held  the  linews  of  power.  This 
made  the  captain  pay  particular  court  to  him, 
and  fludioully  to  avoid  connexion  with  any  per- 
fon  who  was  regarded  by  him  with  jealoufy  or 
dillikej  a  caution  which  political  diffentions, 
among  the  chiefs  of  the  royal  family,  rendered 
peculiarly  neceirary. 

The  captain  had  now  the  profped  of  flaying 
feveral  months  in  this  place,  till  the  monfoon 
ihould  ^ift  and  enable  him  to  return  to  Borneo, 
whither,  he  heard,  the  Englifli  had  retired,  after 
their  retreat  from  Balambangan. 

Having  at  firft  attached  himfelf  to  Rajah  Moo- 
do, he  was  comfortably  lodged  in  the  fort,  and 
the  veflel  was  hauled  upon  dry  ground.  The 
prince  iliewed  him  every  civility,  and  was  con- 
vinced of  his  with  not  to  offend,  by  the  circum- 
fpedion  he  obferved  in  his  intcrcourfe  with 
others. 

On  the  10th,  the  rajah  and  his  father,  Faky- 
niolano,  honoured  the  captain  with  a  vifit,  and 
yrefented  him  with  a  young   bullock.      Next 
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day  he  dug  a  dock  for  the  galley,  againft  the 
cnfuing  fpring  tides ;  and  during  this  piece  of 
duty,  found  Tuan  Hadjee's  people  very  unruly, 
fupported  probably  by  their  mafler,  whofe  con- 
duct was  vifibly  changed,  lince  he  heard  of  the 
taking  of  Balarabangan. 

On  the  13th,  Captain  Forreft  wrote  to  the  ra- 
jah, acquainting  him,  fhat  it  was  his  intention  to 
proceed  to  Balambangan,  to  hold  Englifh  colours, 
and  deliring  the  afliftance  of  fome  of  his  people ; 
with  a  view  of  getting  rid  of  Tuan  Hadjee  and 
his  rebellious  crew. 

The  rajah  foon  after  pnid  him  a  vifit,  and  made 
a  plaufible  excufe,  alleging,  that  fuch  a  ftep 
might  caufe  a  mifunderftanding  between  Magin- 
dano  and  Sooloo.  Tuan  Hadjee,  who  was  prelent, 
threw  out  fome  refledions  on  the  Englilh  compa- 
ny, for  which  the  captain  gave  him  a  warm  re- 
tort ,  and  to  prevent  farther  altercation,  next  day 
paid  him  off  and  all  his  adherents  before  wit- 
nefles.  Hadjee  feemed  inclined  to  make  fome 
unjuftifiable  demands,  refpefting  the  corocoro, 
which  had  been  purchafed  at  their  joint  expencej 
and  it  appeared  that  he  wilhed  to  ingratiate  him- 
felf  with  the  rajah,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Eng- 
liih.  All  this,  however,  was  obviated  by  the  firm 
and  honourable  conduct  of  the  captain. 

However,  on  the  17th,  Mr.  Baxter,  the  mate, 
who  had  preferved  fome  nutmeg  plants  with 
great  care,  preferred  a  complaint  againft  one  of 
Hadjee's  followers,  for  having  ftolen  them  from 
his  apartnient,  and  prefented  them  in  his  mafters 
name  to  the  rajah.  The  captain  obferved  this 
was  a  delicate  afiair ;  and  advifed  him  not  to  no- 
tice it.  It  feems  the  nutmeg  plants  in  general 
bad  been  fpoiled^by  the  fea  water  5  but  thefe,  from 
1  *  particular 
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particular  care,  were  in  better  prefervation,  and 
were  afterwards  feen  growing  in  the  rajah's  garden. 

The  captain  having  made  proper  acknowledg- 
ments to  the  Bachian  officers,  prefented  them 
with  the  Banguey  corocoro,  in  lieu  of  the  one 
they  had  loft  on  the  coaft  of  New  Guinea  ;  add- 
ing, that  when  they  were  difpofcd  to  return  to 
their  native  country,  he  would  do  juftice  to  their 
condu6t  in  a  letter  to  their  Ibvereign.  Thefe  per- 
fons  appeared  grateful  and  fatistied  j  but  it  was 
evident  they  were  in  every  rerpe<!^  too  much  un* 
der  the  influence  of  Tuan  Hadjee. 

On  the  22d,  the  captain  fet  out  on  an  excur- 
fion  with  Datoo  Enty,  to  vifit  Tubug  and  the 
liland  Ebus.  Next  morning  they  entered  Tu- 
bug Harbour,  and  waited  on  the  rajah,  whofe 
wcwoden  fort  was  well  furniihed  with  brafs  fwivel 
guns,  taken  from  the  Spaniards.  The  rajah 
paid  his  vifiters  great  refpe6t,  and  entertained 
them  handfomely  at  fupper,  in  company  with 
his  lady.  The  captain  made  him  a  prefent  of  a 
piece  of  calico  ;  and  having  fpent  the  night  here, 
fet  out  the  next  day  for  the  Village  of  Brafs,  op- 
pofite  to  which  lies  the  beautiful  Ifle  of  Ebus. 

This  village  confifts  of  about  twenty  houfes, 
and  ftands  at  the  mouth  of  a  fniall  river.  Pro- 
ceeding to  take  a  view  of  Ebus,  after  fatisfying 
their  curioiity,  they  embarked,  and  returned  to 
Magindano.  ^ 

On  the  evening  of  the  ift  of  June,  the  captain 
and  his  two  officers  were  invited  to  fup  at  Rajah 
Moodo's.  The  table  was  covered  with  about 
twenty  China  plates  or  difties,  tolerably  filled 
with  fiffi,  fowl,  and  roafted  goat.  The  rajah  was 
prefent,  but  contented  himfelf  with  his  ufual 
iupper,  a  cup  of  chocolate.     Next  day  the  cold 
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vitluals  wcirc  lent  to  the  apartments  of  tbc  Eng- 
gliih.  This  was  the  ancient  lloman  mode  of 
holpitalily;  \u)\v  the  Afiatics  could  learn  it,  df 
which  borro\v(jd  from  the  other,  we  mult  leave 
to  thofe  who  are  fond  of  fuch  ufelefs  enquiries  to 
decide. 

A  few  days  after,  the  captain  went  up  the  Ri- 
ver Mclampy  in  a  Mangaio  veflTel,  which  was  full 
of  people,*going  to  pay  homage  to  the  tomb  of 
their  great  ancellor  the  Serif,  who  firft  came  from 
Mecca.  This  monument  conMed  of  a  heap  of 
coral  rock  ftones,  rudely,  piled  up,  under  fome 
fpreading  *rees  near  the  river.  The  devotees 
lighted  each  perfon  a  bit  of  wax  candle,  and  plac- 
ed it  on  the  tomb. 

On  the  6'th  of  June,  Captain  Forreft  received  a 
letter  from  the  Sultan  of  Sooloo,  in  which  he  laid 
the  blame  of  th»  capture  of  Balambangan  on  Da- 
too  Teting. 

For  many  days  nothing  happened  worthy  of 
being  recorded.  On  the  28th,  the  captain  and 
Datoo  Enty  vifited  the  adjacent  Ille  of  Banwoot. 
In  returning,  near  the  bar  of  the  Pelangy,  they 
Itopped  at  a  village,  vvhofe  inhabitants  were  mak- 
ing  fait  in  the  following  lingular  manneF: 

Having  firft  fet  fire  to  a  pile  of  wood,  and,  to 
check  the  flame,  kept  it  continually  wet  with  fea 
water,  till  the  wood  is  reduced  to  afliesj  they 
next  put  the  aflies  into  conical  baikets,  and  pour 
on  frelh  water,  which  carries  the  falf  into  a 
trough.  The  lye  is  then  put  into  earthen  pots, 
and  boiled  till  it  cryftalizes^  or  is  capable  of 
being  granulated. 

In  many  parts  of  the  eaft,  fait  is  made  by  the 
heat  of  the  fun  evaporating  the  aqueous  particles 
ef  the  fea  water  :  this  procefs  would  be  fucccif- 
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fill  at  Mindano  j  but  the  natives  have  not  yet 
got  into  that  fimple  wny. 

On  the  7th  of  July,  Subadan  "Wafamama,  one 
Cf  the  royal  family,  fell  fick.  Hc^wns  an  illegi- 
timate coulin  of  the  Rajah  Moodo.  The  captain 
going  to  vifit  this  perfonagc,  found  him  in  the 
large  hall  on  a  fumptuous  bed,  and  furroundfd 
by  vifiters.  He  appeared  very  feverilh^  and  the 
captain  approaching,  with  the  ufual  ceremonies, 
told  him  what  he  thought  would  be  of  fervice  to 
him,  and  then,  retired. 

Next  morning.  Captain  Forreft  carried  a  me- 
dicine he  had  compounded  for  the  patient,  and 
found  his  wife  and  his  daughter,  Fatima,  attend- 
ing him.  The  former  would  by  no  means  fuffer 
bim  to  tatle  the  medicine.  Molano,  who  was 
prefent,  then  propofed  that  the  captain  and  he 
ihodd  divide  the  phyfic  between  them,  which> 
to  prevent  injurious  fufpicions,  was  complied 
vith.  Some  hours  after,  Molano,  meeting  the 
captain,  took  him  by  the  hand,  and,  with  a  fmile, 
tcrfd  him  his  phyfic  was  very  good. 

On  the  27th  of  July,  Watamama  departed  this 
Jife.  The  difmal  yell  fetup  by  the  females  imme- 
diately gave  notice  of  the  event.  The  carpen- 
ters, who  had  fome  days  before  fet  abowt  making 
his  coffin,  now  redoubled  their  ftrokes,  and  early 
Bcxt  morning  the  coffin  was  carried  to  the  grave. 
About  noon,  the  corpfe,  covered  with  a  white 
(heet,  was  borne  on  the  bedftead  by  young  men, 
chiefly  related  to  the  deceafed,  and  when  they 
came  to  the  grave,  the  body  being  firll  put  into 
the  ground,  the  wooden  coffin,  without  a  bot- 
j  torn,  was , laid  over  it,  and  earth  thrown  in  till 
I  the  coffin  was  hid  three  feet.    Over  this,  water 
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was  poured  from  China  decanters ;  and  thus  the 
melancholy  ceremony  clofed. 
'  Next  day,  a  kind  of  ihed  was  built  over  the 
grave,  and  a  temporary  floor  of  boards  being  laid, 
the  widow  of  the  decealcd  took  up  her  abode 
there  for  about  a  week  j  during  which  time  the 
diliant  relatives  made  merry  at  the  houfe,  feall- 
ing  on  bullocks,  which  are  only  killed  on  import- 
ant occaiions.  They  alTo  fang  dirges  in  honour 
of  the  defun6t,  and  for  the  repofe  of  his  foul. 

While  Captain  Forreft  was  affiduoufly  employ-* 
cd  in  fuperiutending  the  repairs  of  the  galley,  a 

Eroa  arrived  from  one  of  the  Spanifli  fettlements, 
aving  an  envoy  on  board,  with  letters  to  Rajah 
Moodo.  This  gentleman  was  a  native  of  the 
Philippine  Iflands,  and  bore  the  rank  of  enfign. 
He  had  a  fergeant  with  him,  and  iix  Manilla 
foldiers,  who  lodged  without  the  fort. 

Soon  after,  a  large  proa,  belonging  to  Datoa 
Malfalla,  the  rajah's  brother-in-law,  came  in 
from  a  cruite  on  the  coaft  of  Celebes.  She  had 
engaged  a  Dutch  iloop,  the  crew  of  which,  fee- 
ing it  impoliible  to  fave  her,  attempted  to  fet  her 
on  lire,  and  then  took  to  their  boat.  Notwith- 
ftanding  the  flames,  the  attackers  boarded  her, 
and  ftripped  her  of  feveral  valuable  articles. 

About  this  time  the  captain  learned  that  Tuaii 
Hadjee  had  been  at  Tukoran,  where  he  had 
married  the  lifter  of  Rajah  Moodo's  wife,  daugh- 
ter to  the  fultan  of  that  place.  Before  he  left 
Mindano,  or  any  mifunderftanding  had  arilen 
between  him  and  the  rajah,  he  had  promifed  toi 
return  to  Mindano,  and  to  take  the  command  of  j 
a  veliel  to  cruife  againlt  the  Dutch  in  the  Mo- 
luccas.   A  kind  of  piratical  war  had,  for  feme  I 
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years,  been  carried  on  againft  that  nation,  on  ac- 
count of  an  attack  on  Mindano. 

On  the  7th  of  Auguft,  as  the  captain  was  about 
to  crofs  the  river,  to  vifit  the  fultan,  he  was  in- 
formed bj  the  rajah,  that  he  was  indifpofed,  and 
that  he  had  juft  fent  for  him  and  Fakymolano,  to 
iee  them. 

The  captain,  in  confequence,  poftponed  his 
vifit ;  and  in  a  few  hours  faw  the  rajah  again, 
V'lio  returned  in  high  fpirits,  and  faid  he  had 
been  embracing  many  of  his  relations,  whom  he 
had  not  fcen  for  a  long  time.  A  mifunderliand- 
ing  had  long  fubfifted  between  th^  members  of 
the  royal  family  j  and  the  fultan,  finding  no 
other  way  of  reconciling  them,  feigned  illnefs, 
and  invited  them  all  to  his  palace  for  the  bene- 
volent purpofe  of  feeing  them  made  friends  again. 

The  fultan's  palace  is  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  long  and  fifty  broad.  The  firft  floor 
riles  Iburteen  feet  from  the  ground.  Thirty-two 
ftrong  wooden  pillars,  in  four  rows,  fupport  it. 
The  intercolumniations  between  the  outer  rows 
are  excelhvcly  flight ;  fo  that  both  light  and  air 
intervene.  The  two  inner  rows  of  columns  are 
covered  with  fcarlet  cloth,  to  the  very  top, 
where,  at  the  height  of  twenty  feet  from  the  firll 
floor,  they  fupport  the  roof,  which  is  covered 
with  fago  tree  leaves. 

A  flight  moveable  partition  divided  the  whole 
into  two  unequal  parts.  The  firft  part  being 
about  a  third  of  the  whole,  was  floored  with 
planks,  on  which  fix  pieccj  of  cannon  were 
mounted.  The  inner  apartment  was  covered 
with  fplit  aneebong,  a  kind  of  palm,  about  half 
an  in<  h  apart,  and  covered  with  matting  or  car- 
pets, which  admitted  the  air  from  below. 
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Be.tween  the  two  farther  pillars  of  this  apart* 
ment,  flood  the  ftate  bed,  which  was  covered 
with  mats,  and  had  benches  round  it,  which 
formed  convenient  feats.  Much  elegance  was 
difplayed  in  the  decoration  of  this  apartment, 
which  was  furnilhed  in  a  fplendid  %le,  accord- 
ing to  the  falhion  of  the  country. 

Such  is  the  defcription  of  the  fultan's  palace, 
which  the  captain  vifited,  by  invitation  from  h^i 
highnefs,  on  the  7th  of  Auguft. 

The  fultan  fat  on  the  ground  in  the  inner 
hall }  Rajah  Moodo  was  feated  about  eight  feet 
from  him,  nearer  the  door;  and  the  company 
was  ranged  before  them.  On  one  fide,  at  a  dif- 
jtance,  were  feen  the  Sultana.Myong  and  fome 
young  ladies :  on  the  other  fide  a  party-coloured 
curtain  of  filk  was  dropped,  before  which  the 
fultan  fat.  Captain  Forrefl:  was  feated  on  Ra- 
jah Moodo's  right  hand,  and  next  him  was  placed 
the  Spanilh  envoy. 

The  affembly  confided  of  about  twenty  per- 
fons,  and  the  fultan  having  generally  addreifed 
them  in  the  Mindano  tongue,  faid  to  the  captain 
in  Malay,  **  Captain,  you  bring  good  fortune; 
when  you  arrived  there  was  darknefs  j  now  there 
is  light."  This  alluded  to  the  family  mifunder- 
ftanding,  which  was  now  made  up.  Captain  For* 
refi:  replied,  "  he  was  happy  to  hear  fuch  news."  , 
Before  each  perfon  was  placed  a  large  brafj 
falver,  a  black  earthen  pot  of  water,  and  a  brafj 
cufpadore.  The  falver  fupported  fmall  plates, 
containing  fweet  cakes  of  different  kinds,  round| 
a  large  China  cup  of  chocolate.  By  way  of  dif* 
tintStion,  the  captain  and  the  Spaniili  envoy,  a}| 
Chriftians,  had  red  water  pots,  and  glafs  tuni' 
pkn  for  their  chocolate* 
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About  ten  o'clock  the  company  began  to  de- 
part, when  the  captain  took  his  Jeave  alfo.  Thifi 
ceremony  is  no  more  than  lifting  the  right  hand, 
to  the  head,  with  a  flight  inclination  of  the  latter. 

The  10th  was  kept  as  a  feftival  at  the  ful tan's, 
6n  account  of  two  females  of  the  royal  family 
coming  of  age,  to  have  their  ears  bored,  and  their 
beautiful  white  teeth  ftripped  of  their  enamel 
and  ftained  jet  black.  This  rite  is  performed  on 
the  Mindano  ladies  at  thirteen  years  of  age,  and 
is  fumptuous  in  proportion  to  their  rank. 

The  morning  was  ufhered  in  by  the  beating  of 
Jongs  and  the  firing  of  guns.  Booths  were 
ereSed  for  the  accommodation  of  fpedators,  and 
ttumbers  were  invited  from  all  quarters. 

Part  of  the  entcrtairu;  nc  confifted  of  feafts  of 
agility,  in  a  kind  of  mc  mbat,  which  recalled 

the  ideas  of  tilts  and  to  •  laments.  A  champion, 
armed  cap-a-pie,  entered  the  area,  and  without 
any  real  opponent,  worked  himfelf  up  into  an 
apparent  frenzy,  and  difplayed  a  mimic  courage 
of  the  moft  ferocious  kind.  Even  a  little  boy, 
about  ten  years  of  age,  was  fo  far  infpired  with 
this  mock  heroifm,  that  when  his  friends  took 
him  off,  he  ftruggled  as  if  in  convulfions. 

The  fultan  himfelf,  and  Fakymolano,  entered 
the  fquare  to  difplay  their  agility  j  but  their  at- 
tendants foon  interfered  J  as  they  rightly  con- 
ceived that  fuch  violent  emotions  were  little 
adapted  to  their  years. 

Thefe  mock  combats  and  feats  of  agility  con- 
tinued for  ten  days  j  during  which  a  number  o£ 
guefts  were  daily  entertained  with  fweet  cakes 
and  chocolate.  The  operation  of  piercing  the 
I  cars  being  then  performed,  the  young  ladies  were 
exhibited  to  the  company  froo^  bQUit]i4  9  curtain, 
'    Voi..yiII^  "     Q  fiij 
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and  afterwards  being  introduced  to  the  fultana, 
fat  down  by  her.  This  ceremony  feems  equiva- 
lent to  the  introdu6lion  of  females  of  diftindion, 
in  Europe,  at  court.  It  ranks  them  among  women. 

On  the  20th,  Captain  Forreft  was  invited  to 
another  entertainment  at  the  fultan's,  where  he 
was  ferved  in  the  mod  fumptuous  manner,  and 
next  day,  all  the  viands  which  had  been  left  were 
fent  to  his  lodgings,  whicli  fupplied  his  crew  for 
fome  days.  Some  of  the  fv/eet  cakes  and  comfits 
he  dillributed  among  the  Chihefe  of  his  acquaint- 
ance, who  highly  valued  the  prefentj  on  account  | 
of  its  coming  from  the  palace. 

A  few  days  after,  Rajah  Moodo*s  lady  paid  a  | 
vifit  of  ceremony  to  the  fultana,  with  one  hun- 
dred and  four  women  in  her  train.    When  Ihel 
arrived  oppofite  the  fultan's  palace,  all  the  attend- 
ants of  the  fultana,  in  a  Ihrill  voice,  pronoun- 
ced the  word  Tou  thrice,  in  a  lengthened  tone,  and 
afterwards  the  monofyllable  fP'e,  Thefe,  it  feems, 
are  founds  of  falutation  given  at  a  diftance  to| 
ladies  of  high  rank.    No  man  can  join  in  the  ex- 
clamation j  but  now  and  then  a  dog  howls  in  I 
unifon,  to  the  great  entertainment  of  the  popu- 
lace. 

The  Moodo's  confort  was  drefled  in  flowered! 
muflin,  with  large  fiUagree  gold  ear-rings.    Her 
attendants,    on   entering   the    palace,  fquatted 
down  on  the  floor,  and  amufed  themfelves  at  a 
kind  of  chequer  board,  with  glafs  beads,  flat  on 
one  fide,  and  of  various  colours.    The  Malays 
call  this  game  damahan.    At  night,  about  fifteen 
young  ladies  formed  a  crefcent,  moving  flowly  inl 
a  circular  direction.  The  lady  who  led  this  troopJ 
fung  a  few  minutes,  after  which  ihe  fell  into  tkl 
rear ;  and  then  another  advanced  and  fung  as  iol 
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emulation.  This  continued  till  each  had  gone 
through  the  fame  ceremony. 

The  men  never  mix  with  the  women  in  any 
araufement  of  this  kind,  nor  take  any  particular 
notice  of  them.  Though  words,  fmiles,  or  looks 
are  not  forbidden,  they  are  feldom  ufcd  as  among 
Europeans.  Women  of  rank,  in  walking  abroad^ 
alfurae  a  precife  Hep  and  air :  their  faces  are  ra- 
ther iliaded  than  concealed.  Women  fcldora 
talk  to  any  but  women  in  public  j  but  in  their 
houfes  no  particular  refer ve  is  uled  in  this  re- 
fpeft. 

After  our  voyager  had  been  fome  time  at  Min- 
dano,  he  found  that  the  country  produced  gold, 
caflia,  and  wax,  and,  as  is  generally  fuppofed,  the 
genuine  cinnamon.  Thefe  advantages  made  him 
very  defirous  of  obtaining  the  grant  of  one  of  the 
fmall  illands  in  the  vicinity,  where  a  fort  and  a 
faftory  might  be  eftabliflied.  In  every  refpeft, 
the  Ifle  of  Bunwoot,  facing  Mindano  River,  Teem- 
ed moft  eligible  j  but  he  was  fearful  of  alking  a 
grant  of  this  fpot,  left  it  fliould  be  confidered  as 
too  great  a  favour  to  be  conferred. 

However,  after  fome  time  had  elapfed,  Hajah 
Moodo,  probably  knowing  his  wiflies,  and  defir- 
ous  of  giving  him  a  proof  of  his  friend  (hip  in  an- 
ticipating them,  told  him,  that  he  was  ready  to 
beftow  Bunwoot  on  the  Engliih,  and  did  not 
doubt  but  the  fultan  would  acquiefce  in  th«5 
grant.  The  captain  made  due  acknowledgments ; 
and  on  the  3d  of  September,  when  the  fultan, 
and  fome  of  his  neareft  relations,  came  to  dine 
with  the  moodo,  he  had  the  pleafure  to  be  in- 
formed by  the  fultan,  that  he  had  come  to  the 
refolution  of  granting  Bunwoot  to  the  Englifli 
conjpanv,  and  delired  to  know  if  he  meant  to  fail 
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diredtly  to  Balambangan,  or  wait  till  intelligence 
could  be  procured  from  thence. 

Grateful  for  his  munificence,  the  captain  paid 
him  the  compliment,  to  fay,  that  he  would  obey 
his  commands  in  this  matt<;r;  and  expreifed  his 
defire  to  vifit  the  iiland,  which  his  country  was 
about  to  owe  to  the  bounty  of  the  Sultan  of  Min- 
dano. 

This  wifli  proving  agreeable  to  his  highnefs,  a 
boat  and  attendants  were  ordered  to  accompany 
the  captain  to  Bunwoot,  where  he  landed  and 
examined  the  place  j  and,  foon  after  his  return, 
the  grant  of  the  iiland  was  formally  iigned  and 
fealed. 

He  now  difpatched  a  meflenger  with  this  in- 
telligence to  Balambangan  j  but  the  boat  finding 
none  of  the  Englifti  there,  proceeded  to  the  Ifle 
of  Labuan,  near  Borneo  Proper,  where  the  pac- 
ket was  delivered  to  Mr.  Herbert. 

Meanwhile  the  captain  took  another  furvey  of 
Bunwoot,  where  he  found  a  harbour,  and  plant- 
ed fome  vines  and  garden  herbs.  The  circumfe- 
rence of  this  ifland  is  about  fixteen  or  feventeen 
miles,  and  it  is  well  clothed  with  trees,  which 
ilielter  many  hogs  of  a  very  wild  nature.  Mon- 
keys, gnanos,  and  fnakes,  fa!  \  to  be  venomous, 
were  alio  found  here.  The  timber  trees  are  va- 
rious and  of  a  large  fize,  with  little  underwood, 
except  rattans,  and  a  certain  trailing  plant,  called 
byonos,  refembling  a  vine,  which,  when  cut  into 
ihort  lengths  and  bruifed,  difcharges  a  white 
juice,  that  anfwers  all  the  purpofes  of  foap.  It 
alfo  produces  rofe  wood,  dammer  trees,  and  a  tree 
which  yields  the  gum  called  curuang. 

The  foil  is  a  black  mold,  about  eighteen  inches 
deep^  on  a  bed  of  Hones  and  rocks.    It  contains 
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few  fprings,  but  many  ponds  of  rain  water.  On 
the  whole,  however>  it  appears  a  valuable  and 
fertile  ifland. 

Captain  Forreft,  defpairing  of  finding  the  Eng- 
liili  at  Balambangan,  repaired  his  velfel  in  the 
completed  manner  that  circumftances  would  per- 
mit, to  enable  him  to  profecute  his  voyage  to 
Borneo.  He  made  feveral  excurfions  to  Bu  • 
woot,  and  over  the  continent  of  Mmdano ;  but 
niet  with  few  interefting  occurrences. 

On  the  30th  of  December,  he  witnefled  the 
preliminary  marriage  ceremonies  between  the 
eldeft  fon  of  Datoo  Utu  and  Noe,  the  ful tan's 
grand-daughter.  The  preceding  day  the  portion 
was  carried  in  great  parade,  from  the  bride- 
groom's father's  to  the  fultan's  palace.  As  pre- 
fents  are  ufual  on  fuch  occafions,  Captain  Forreft 
gave  the  Rajah  Mppdo,  and  fome  others  of  the 
royal  family,  fuch  articles  as  he  conceived  would 
be  moft  acceptable. 

In  the 'evening  of  the  30th,  the  folemnity 
commenced.  A.  large  company  being  affenibled 
at  the  fultan's.  Rajah  Moodo  put  the  quettion  to 
the  guefts,  if  it  ihould  be  a  match.  All  anfwer- 
ed,  with  a  loud  voice,  in  the  afilrmative.  A 
prieft,  or  ferif,  then  walked  into  the  middle  of 
the  floor,  and  taking  the  bridegroom  by  the 
thumb  of  the  right  hand,  alked  if  he  confented 
to  take  Noe  for  his  wife,  and  to  live  with  her 
according  to  the  law  of  Mahomet  j  to  which  he 
anfwered,  I  will.  The  company  then  gave  a 
loud  Ihout,  and  guns  were  immediately  difcharg- 
cd.  The  lady  did  not  appear,  and  confequently 
had  no  queftions  to  anfvver. 

Captain  Forreft  failed   before  the  tenth  day  ' 
after  tlxis  aft  of  betrothing,  fp  did  not  fee  th^ 
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concliiiion  of  the  ceremonies  j  but,  during  his 
Hay  at  Mindano,  he  had  been  prefent  at  the  mar- 
riage of  one  of  Rajah  Moodo's  daughters  to  the 
fon  of  an  Illano  prince. 

On  that  occafion,  the  bridegroom  being  quef- 
tioned  by  the  prieft,  as  before,  and  having  figni- 
fied  his  affent,  went  immediately  and  feated 
himfelf  by  the  young  lady,  who  turned  away 
from  him  with  feigned  referve.  At  this  the 
company  fmiled ;  but  the  bride  ilill  continued 
her  apparent  indifference,  though  the  bridegroom 
flrove  to  attract  her  regard  by  numerous  aifidui- 
tics. 

At  laft,  on, the  tenth  night,  (he  was,  with  feem- 
ing  reluctance,  conduced,  in  the  prefence  of  all 
the  company,  by  two  women,  towards  a  large 
bed  in  the  fame  hall,  and  put  within  a  triple 
row  of  curtains,  where  the  bridegroom  following, 
the  curtain  dropt,  and  the  whole  company  fet 
up  a  loud  Ihout,  which  they  continued  for  fome  j 
minutes,  and  then  difperfed. 

It  feems,  in  the  Moluccas,  the  woman  is  oblig- 
ed thrice  to  pronounce  her  promptitude  to  obey, 
on  which  the  huiband  is  exhorted  by  the  prieft, 
not  to  touch  his  wife  with  lance  or  knife ;  but  if  I 
fhe  difobeys,  to  chaftife  her  gently  with  a  hand- 
kerchief. 

On  the  7th  of  January  Captain  Forreft  applied  | 
privately  to  Rajah  Moodo,  the  fultan,  and  Faky- 
molano  for  leave  to  depart.  Having  confented| 
to  his  requeft,  he  made  his  beft  acknowledg- 
ments to  thofe  perfonages,  for  the  numerous  ci-l 
vilities  they  had  (liewn  him,  and  diltributed  fomej 
prefents.       " 

Rajah  Moodo  intrufted  him  with  two  letters,! 
one  to  bis  majefty^  the  other  to  the  company,! 
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with  fultable  prefents.    The  fame  night  he  got 
underway  and  pafled  the  bar. 

Rajah  Moodo,  after  a  pretty  long  intercourfe» 
was  found  to  be  a  finccre  and  generous  princo. 
He  was  a  man  of  excellent  underflanding,  and 
poffefled  uncommon  acutenefs  of  parts,  which 
was  viiible  in  his  very  looks.  Me  had  only  one 
wife,  who  was  daughter  to  the  Sultan  of  Tuko- 
ran ;  but,  according  to  the  cuilom  of  the  country, 
he  kept  fourteen  or  fifteen  concubines,  who 
flept  on  mats,  befpreading  the  floor  of  a  large 
hall,  while  he  and  his  lady  occupied  a  (lately 
bed.  This  lady,  whofe  name  was  Potely  Pyak, 
fpoke  Malay  correftly,  and  was  fond  of  tinging 
an  air  in  that  language,  which  Captain  Forrelt' 
taught  her.

The  elegant  arts  are  not  much  cultivated  here. 
[They  have,  however,  goldfmiths,  who  make  fiUa- 
Igree  buttons  and  ear-rings,  and  other  trinkets  j 
[but  their  blackfmiths  are  incapable  of  fabricat- 
ling  any  thing  that  requires  more  ingenuity  than 
|a  common  nail. 

The  Mindanoefe  at  lead  bathe  once  a  day,  and 
generally  oftener.  They  are  moderate  in  eating 
tnd  drinking.    Hajah  Moodo.  e^Lcluiive  of  his 
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difli  of  boiled  rice,  and  a  few  ounces  of  dried  or 
fait  filh,  generally  made  his  dinner  on  chocolate, 
drinking  only  water  after  it.  Such  abfteraiouf- 
iiefs,  indeed,  is  univert'al  among  the  Malays. 

For  theft,  the  offender  lofes  his  right  hand,  or 
pays  threefold.  Maiming  is  punifhed  with  death, 
and  adultery  is  capital  to  both  parties.  Fornica- 
tion, however,  is  commuted  by  a  line;  or,  if  a  Have 
makes  a  flip,  her  hair  is  cut  off  as  a  mark  of  in- 
famy. 

Property  defcends  in  equal  Ihares  to  fons,  and 
half  to  daughters.  This  feems  to  be  a  very  wife 
and  equitable  regulation.  The  law  of  primoge- 
niture,  the  worft  relick  of  the  feudal  fyflem, 
will  perhaps  one  day  prove  the  ruin  of  every 
cotintry  where  it  remains  in  force.  It  renders 
the  heir  of  great  eftates  dilfipated  or  indolent, 
and  the  younger  branches  of  the  family  depend- 
ant and  neceiiitous. 

When  there  are  no  children,  brothers  and 
iiflers  of  the  whole  blood  inherit ;  but  if  there 
are  neither  brothers  nor  lifters,  nephews,  nieces, 
nor  firft  couiins,  the  fultan  claims  the  eftate  for 
the  poor.  If  a  man  puts  away  his  wife,  fhe  ob- 
tains a  third  of  the  furniture,  and  alfo  money  in 
proportion  to  circumftances, 
•  The  form  of  government  is  In  fome  meafnre 
monarchical.  Next  to  the  fultan  is  the  rajah 
moodo,  his  fuccelfor  ele6tj  then  the  mutling- 
wood,  or  fuperintendent  of  polity,  and  the  cap- 
tain lout,  or  coRimandef  of  the  navy.  Therft 
are  alfo  fix  manteries,  or  judges,  nominated  by 
the  fultan,  and  fix  amba  rajahs,  or  alTerters  of  | 
the  rights  of  the  people,  Tlicfe  officers  are  he- 
reditary, 
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The  vaffels  of  the  fultan,  who  poflefs  large 
eflntes,  are  called  kanakan.  The  revenues  are 
generally  raifed  in  the  fruits  of  the  earth  j  but 
ionietimes  a  certain  proportion  of  money  is  im- 
pofed.  The  currency,  in  mod  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, is  the  Chinefe  kangan,  a  piece  of  coarfe 
cloth  fealed  up  in  bundles  of  twenty-five,  which 
are  then  called  gandangs.  They  have  alfo  ano- 
ther currency  denominated  koufongs,  a  kind  of 
nankeen  dyed  black.  Dollars  are  fcarce  in  Min- 
dano ;  but  there  are  feveral  copper  coins. 

The  men  tie  up  their  hair  in  a  lingular  mati" 
ner,  fixing  or  covering  it  with  a  circular  piece  of 
wood,  five  or  fix  inches  in  diameter,  and  half  an 
inch  thick.  This  lies  flat  on  their  heads,  and> 
the  hair  being  done  up,  both  above  and  below  it^ 
has  a  graceful  appearance. 

The  women  tie  up  their  hair  behind,  and  plait 

jit  after  the  manner  of  the  Indian  dancing  girls^ 

on  the  Coromandel  coaft.    They  wear  a  kind  of 

petticoat,  befides  a  jacket  which  is  common  to 

botbfexes,  and  a  cloth  bound  round  the  middle^ 

[and  coming  up  between  the  thighs. 

Mindano  is  faid  to  produce  the  true  cinnamon^ 

Ibut  It  feems  to  be  little  regarded.    The  numer- 

lous  virtues  of  this  plant  render  it  one  of  the  moft 

Ivaluable  in  medicine.    The  oil  is  a  very  power- 

Iful  cordial  j   the  camphor  extrafted  from  the 

[root,  is  well  known  for  its  efficacy  in  the  cure  of 

lany  diftempers.     The  leaves,  too,  produce  an 

3il  of  camphor  of  high  value.    In  fhort,  there  is 

10  part  of  the  cinnamon  tree  that  is  not  of  ufe  in 

%fic.  Nothing,  however,  is  more  difficult  than 

^0  obtain  the  different  preparations  from  the  cin- 

»amon  in  a  genuine  ftate.    The  more  valuable 

any 
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any  commodity  is,  the  more  liable  It  is  ioht 
adulterated. 

But  to  return  to  the  hiftory  of  the  voyage.  Af- 
ter leaving  Mindano,  Captain  Forreft  proceeded 
to  Bunwoot,  and  after  a  Ihort  ftay  there,  di- 
reeled  his  courfe  to  Lutangan,  and,  on  the  12th, 
anchored  in  Kamaladan  Harbour,  where  he  found 
the  Bangey  corocoro  with  Tuan  Hadjee,  and  one 
of  the  Bachian  officers,  who  faid  they  were  bound 
to  Samboangan.  Several  Sooloo  proas  were  ly- 
ing at  the  fame  place.  Here  he  took  in  feme 
fago,  being  difappointed  in  rice  which  heexpe6t- 
ed  to  find. 

Leaving  this  harbour,  he  pafTed  Baiilan,  and 
fome  other  iflands,  and  on  the  15th  defcriedTon- 
kyl,  afmall  lowilland,  where  he  had  flopped  at 
the  commencement  of  the  voyage. 

The  wind  being  unfavourable  for  his  weather- 
ing Sooloo,  he  came  to,  under  the  liland  of  Ban- 
koongan,  which  forms  a  good  harbour,  near  the 
mainland  of  Sooloo.  Apprehenlive  of  falling  in- 
to the  hands  of  the  Sooloos,  he  gave  out,  that 
the  velfel  belonged  to  Magindano  j  but  fortunate- 
ly, a  frefh  gale  fpringing  up,  he  paifed  to  the 
eaftward  of  that  iiland,  where  he  faw  feveral 
boats  fifliing  for  pearls. 

It  would  be  uninterefting  to  attend  our  voy« 
ager  through  his  various  foundings  and  nautical  I 
remarks.     Suffice  it  to  fay,  that  on  the  27th  he| 
anchored  between  Banguey  and  Balambangan, 
and  found  nothing  but  defolation  at  the  latter. 

This  induced  him  to  fleer  for  Borneo,  and  in  j| 
lliort  time  he  fell  in  with  the  Speedwell  fnovJ 
with  Mr.  Herbert,  late  chief  at  Balambangan,  oa| 
boards  bound  to  Madras^  which  had  no  fooner 
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parted  than  he  came  in  fight  of  the  Antelope 
and  Euphrates,  the  former  of  which  carried 
Mellrs.  Broff  and  Salmon,  who  had  charge  of  the 
company's  affairs  on  that  coall. 

On  the  10th  Captain  Forreft  (leered  for  the 
mouth  of  Borneo  River,  and  at  midnight  an- 
chored abreall  of  the  refident's  houfe,  where  he 
found  the  Luconia  fnow,  belonging  to  the  com- 
pany. Next  morning,  having  laiuted  the  fa6lo- 
ry,  he  waited  on  the  relident,  Mr.  Jclfe,  who  re-» 
ceived  him  with  much  cordiality. 

After  fome  necelfary  repairs,  he  took  his  leave 
of  the  refident  on  the  27th  of  February,  and  rowed 
down  the  river.  On  the  7th  of  March  he  arrived 
in  Atcheen  Road.  The  Tartar  being  examined 
here,  was  found  in  fuch  bad  condition,  that  it 
was  determined  to  quit  her.  Accordingly  the 
men  were  paid  off,  and  Captain  Forreft  embark- 
ed on  board  a  Hoop  bound  for  Fort  Marlborough, 
where  he  arrived  the  latter  end  of  June,  and 
gave  an  account  of  his  proceedings.  Some  refo- 
lute  Malay  men,  having  undertaken  to  navigate 
the  Tartar  to  the  fame  place,  flie  foon  after  came 
in,  when  it  was  found  that  her  bottom  was 
wholly  deftroyed  by  worms,  and  it  aftoniflied 
every  perfon  that  Ihe  had  fvvam  fo  long.  Never, 
indeed,  was  a  more  dangerous  voyage  performed 
in  fuch  a  fmall  veflel.  The  Ikill  and  good  con- 
I  dud  of  Captain  Forreft  were  univerfally  allow^- 
edj  and  though  his  voyage  was  not  pregnant 
with  many  new  difcoveries,  it  will  ever  be  v?.l..- 
able  to  mariners  and  geographers  3  nor  ir.  it  dsiU- 
itute  of  general  information. 
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IN  the  year  179 1,  a  Settlement  was  formed  at 
Sierra  Leone,  on  the  Coaft  oi  Africa,  in  lat. 
8  deg.  12  min.  north,  from  the  pureft  motives  o£ 
humanity,  under  the  patronage  of  a  very  refpeft- 
flble  fociety  in  London.  The  benevolent  purpofes^ 
for  which  it  is  intended,  are  to  introduce  the 
light  of  knowledge,  and  the  comforts  of  civiliza- 
tion among  a  people  who  have  hitherto  been 
treated  with  a  brutality  difgraceful  to  our  nation- 
i  al  charadter. 

That  the  moH.  complete  fuccefs  may  attend 
I  this  benevolent  eftabiiihment,  every  generous 
mind  will  breathe  a  prayer,  and  wilh  that  it 
niay  be  the  happy  means  of  alleviating  the  hor- 
|ror8  of  the  Have  trade,  and  of  ultimatiely  iputting 
m  end  to  fuch  a  nefarious  commerce* 

Lieutenant  Matthews  of  the  navy,  having  ho* 
[nourably  ferved  his  country,  during  the  Ameri-

can  war,  in  order  to  employ  his  time  and  his  ta- 
lents  to  advantage,  undertook  a  voyage  to  the 
fame  quarter  in  1785,  but  for  veiy  different  ends. 
We  will  not,  however,  lligmatize  every  perl'on 
who  conneds  himfelf  with  the  Have  trade,  as 
unfeeling  and  ci*uel  ;  habit  has  concealed  its 
enormities,  and  reconciled  many  to  this  traffic, 
who  are  not  deficient  in  qualities  that  refleda 
luftre  on  humanity.  This  gentleman  fpent  near- 
ly three  years  on  the  coaft,  and  has  furnillied  us 
with  an  account  of  the  country,  and  the  inha- 
bitants, which  is  now  become  doubly  interefting 
from  the  fubfequent  eftablifliment,  to  which  we 
have  alluded. 

His  work  being  publifhed  in  the  form  of  let- 
ters, we  can  only  extra6t  their  effence.    His  ob- 1 
fervations  are  valuable,  and  cannot  fail  to  pleafe, 
though  tlie  narrative  ot  tranfadions  is  extreme*  | 
ly  confined. 

He  failed  from  Liverpool  on  the  22d  of  March  I 
1785,  with  a  view  of  fettling  a  trade  at  Sierra 
Leone.  Of  the  occurrences  of  the  voyage  we 
have  no  particulars.  When  he  arrived  at  Lis 
deftination,  he  endeavoured  to  conciliate  the 
good  will  of  the  natives,  who  at  firft  imagined 
he  was  come  to  revenge  the  malfacre  of  fome  of 
his  countrymen,  who  had  attempted  a  fettlement| 
there  about  fourteen  years  before. 

Having  at  laft  infpired  them  with  confidence  I 
in  the  pacific  nature  of  his  views,  he  found] 
means  to  convene  an  affembly  of  the  king  a 
neighbouring  chiefs,  and  the  inhabitants  of  ever; I 
denomination.  The  king  being  feated  undetl 
the  {hade  of  a  tree,  drelfed  in  a  fuit  of  blue  lili.; 
trimmed  with  filver  lace,  with  a  laced  hat  on  his 
head^  and  his  principal  people  and  wives  I'urj 
2  tovLndm 
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minding  him,  Mr.  Matthews  opened  thebufincfs 
of  the  meeting. 

He  began  by  informing  them,  that  all  pafl  ac- 
tions ihould  be  buried  in  oblivion  j  expatiated  on 
the  lofs  themfelves  had  fuftdined,  from  their  in- 
tercourfe  with  Europeans  having  fo  long  been 
fiifpended  j  and  ftated,  that  by  their  own  Jaws 
they  were  bound  to  prote6t  the  ftranger  from  in- 
fult  and  oppreflion.  Having  next  conveyed  a 
proper  idea  of  the  power  with  which  he  was  in- 
vefted,  and  his  ability  to 'retaliate  injuries,  he 
alfured  them  of  his  earned  defire  of  living  ia 
peace  and  amity  with  them,  and  of  being  faith- 
ful to  his  engagements. 

At  the.conclufion  of  this  harangue,  he  made 
a  hole  in  the  grt)und,  faying,  "  in  .his  grave  I 
bury  all  pall  animofities,  and  whofoevei-  opens 
it  iliall  be  fubjeft  to  a  palaver."  Sounds  of  ap- 
probation refounded  from  every  quarter,  and  the 
king  and  himfelf,  in  token  of  agreement,  filled 
up  the  pit.  He  then  negotiated  for  permiffion 
to  ereft  ftores  and  workmen's  houfes  in  a  conve- 
nient fpotj  and  the  afTembly  broke  up  with 

[proofs  of  mutual  good  will. 

Towards  evening,  they  brought  to  Mr.  Mat- 
thews, an  old  man  bound,  and  bruifed  with 
blo\^s  on  the  head  and  facej  adding,  that  they 

[had  been  bewitched  by  that  perfon  j  and  that  to 
him  all  the  injuries  formerly  done  to  the  white 
people  were  to  be  afcribed.  This,  it  appeared, 
was  done  by  the  king's  order,  with  a  wilh  that 

[he  might  never  more  be  fuflfered  to  land. 

Mr.  Matthews  having  declined  to  receive  this 

Iwretched  man,  as  neither  thinking  him  guilty  of 
the  crime  laid  to  his  charge,  nor  knowing  the 

[dreadful  fate  that  awaited  the  captive,  he  wa» 
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taken  back  by  the  natives,  and  when  they  were 
at  a  fuificient  diflance  from  the  (hip,  a  ilone  be-  I 
ing  tied  to  his  neck,  he  was  plunged  into  the 
fea.  Our  author  laments  that  he  was  not  ap- 
prized of  tlie  intention  of  the  natives,  or  it  would 
have  given  him  the  moft  fenfible  pleafure  to  lave 
the  vidlim  from  the  hands  of  his  fuperftitious 
countrymen,  i 

Matters  being  adjufted  between  them,  we  have 
no  account  of  fubfequent  tranfadions  in  the  way 
of  trade  :  we  ihall  therefore  proceed  to  more  in^ 
terefting  defcriptions. 

The  River  Sierra  Leone,  we  are  told,  is  at 
lead  two  leagues  wide  at  its  entrance,  and  has  a 
fafe  and  deep  channel  for  fliips  of  any  burden,  at 
all  feafons.  About  fix  or  feven  miles  from  its 
mouth,  it  divides  into  two  branches  5  one  of 
which  contains  Bance  lAand,  and  runs  to  Rokelle- 
Und  Port  Logo  j  the  other  is  called  Bunch  River, 
in  which  is  Gambia  liland. 

On  the  north  of  Sierra  Leone,  the  land  is  low 
and  champaign,  producing  abundant  crops  of 
jice  i  the  cultivatipn  of  which,  and  the  making 
of  falt>  conditute  the  chief  occupations  of  the 
natives.  On  the  fouth,  it  rifes  into  hills,  which 
forming  one  on  another,  rife  into  lofty  moun- 
tains, crowned  with  perpetual  verdure.  The 
valleys  near  the  fea  are  inhabited;  but  the  moun- 
tainous parts  are  negle&ed. 

In  approaching  Sierra  Leone,  from  the  fea, 
few  profpefl:s  can  be  fuperjor  to  this  during  the 
dry  feafon.  In  fropt  is  high  land  riling  from 
the  cape  with  an  apparent  gentle  afcentj  and 
perpetual  verdure  reigns  over  the  whole  foene. 

Between  the  two  capes,  which  are  diftinguiih- 1 
^4  ^  their  proje£tiQ(i  into  the  feaj  is  a  line  femir 

:  circular 
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circular  bay,  with  a  white  fandy  beach,  fringed 
with  palms.  To  the  right  is  a  dirtant  view  of 
the  Ille  of  Banana  j  and  to  the  left  is  the  Bullam 
Ihore,  edged  with  a  white  fandy  beach,  and  de- 
corated with  clumps  of  palms  and  foreft  trees. 
Some  red  cliffs  diveriify  the  fcene  j  while  higher 
up  the  river,  as  far  as  the  eye  can  reach,  the  trees 
feem  to  float  on  the  furface  of  the  water. 

The  natives  cultivate  little  more  rice  than  Ig 
neceflary  for  their  own  coufumption  j  and  ihould 
a  crop  fail,  they  are  frequently  reduced  to  the 
greateil  diflrefs.  Indolent  and  addicted  to  in- 
temperance, they  are  rather  inclined  to  rob  and 
plunder  their  neighbours,  than  to  live  by  the 
fruits  of  honefl  induflry,  or  by  application  to 
trade. 

The  di(lin£tion  of  feafons  here,  is  into  rainy 
and  dry.  From  December  to  June  may  be  deno- 
I  minated  the  dry  feafon  j  the  other  months  con- 
ftitute  the  rainy  and  tornado  feafon.  The  torn?.- 
Idos  generally  commence  early  in  June,  and  con- 
tinue the  greateft  part  of  July :  they  begin  again 
fome  time  in  0£tober,  and  laft  till  the  end  of 
November*  A  lingular  circumftance  is,  that 
they  always  happen  at  or  near  the  time  of  high 
or  low  water  J  from  which  circumftance,  it  is 
probable  they  are  influenced  by  the  fame  caufes 
[that  operate  on  the  flux  and  reflux  of  the  fea. 

In  January  the  thermometer  will  range  from 

Ifeventy-five  to  eighty-five  j  and  expofed  to  the 

meridian  fun,  it  reaches  one  hundred.     In  other 

months  it  is  flill  higher.     Indeed,  according  to 

lour  author's  obfervations,  it  does  not  appear  to 

Ibe  lower  than  75  deg.  at  any  feafon  of  the  year, 

[In  February  the  evenings  and  mornings  are  very 

Jleafauti  ^ut  the  dcvs  being  then  extremely^, 
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(Topious  and  penetrating,  are  very  unwliolefiome, 
till  tbe  fun  has  exhaled  the  mqifture.  In  No- 
vember, imol^es  or  exhalations  arile  from  the 
powerful  heat  pf  the  fun,  which  cover  the  whole 
f^ce  of  nature,  and  the  weather  being  then  I'ul- 
try  and  clofe,  qccalions  fuch  laliitude  and  debi- 
lity, attended  with  a  violent  perfpiration,  as  if 
the  human  frame  was  diflfolving.  This  is  the 
inoft  lickly  feafon  of  the  year  j  and  even  the  na- 
tives feel  its  baneful  influence.  Large  fires  and 
i)ark  are  proved  to  be  the  bed  prefcrvatives. 

Towards  the  middle  of  December  the  air  is 
xaw,  moid,  and  cold,  and  giving  a  dangerous 
check  to  the  perfpiration,  renders  the  Ikin  dry 
«nd  chapt ;  and  frequency  brings  on  fevers  and 
agues.  Even  the  birds  and  beafts  droop  under 
the  influence  of  this  ungenial  temperature  of 
the  air  j  and  the  very  woods  flirink  from  its  tU 
fe£ts.  Thefe  winds,  which  ar^  denominated  the 
haramatans,  are  frequent  f^lqng  the  Africa^  coall, 
from  December  to  March,  generally  without  fogj 
and  Tome  writers  defcrib^  them  as  Uttl^  lefs  tlian 
peflilential. 

It  appears,  however,  that  health  ma}  be  pre^ 
ferved,  by  care  and  judicious  rnedical  ailiftaiice, 
with  little  more  danger  than  in  the  variable  cli- 
mate of  England.  One  feafon,  iince  the  new  co- 
Jony  was  fettled  at  Sierra  Leofie,  there  was  only 
pne  natural  death  among  the  white  people,  who 
x>f  courfe  were  piioU  obnaxious  to  th^  efl'eds  of  | 
the  climate. 

Except  thp  peninfula  pf  Sierra  l^pnp,  which 
lire  h^ve  already  defcribed,  the  fea  coaft  is  gene- 
rally a  low  fwamp,  covered  with  mangroves, 
behind  thefe  lie  the  habitable  and  cultivntec) 
parts,  "^he  plains  ^re  pver^owed  by  the  fea  au 
^  '  the 
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the  vernal  and  autumnal  equinoxes,  and  depofit 
i  flime,  from  which  the  natives  extradt  fait. 
When  this  cruft  of  mud  is  fufficiently  hardened 
by  the  heat  of  the  fun,  it  is  coUeded  and  diffolv- 
ed  in  water,  in  large  earthen  pots.  This  water 
being  faturated  by  the  faline  particles,  is  boiled 
in  Ihallov/  brafs  pans,  and  yields  a  fait,  inferior 
indeed  in  colour,  but  more  efteemed  by  the  na- 
tives than  that  extradted  from  fea  water  only. 

In  the  level  grounds,  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
inundation,  the  foil  is  a  ftrong  loam  or  ftiff  clay  3 
towards  the  uplands  it  is  ftony,  but  every  where 
abundantly  fertile.  In  feveral  parts  of  the  coun- 
try a  kind  of  laponacious  white  earth  is  found, 
which  dilfolves  like  butter,  and  is  frequently 
eaten  by  the  natives  as  a  feafoning  to  their  rice. 

Near  the  fea  are  extenfive  favannas,  covered 
with  the  moll  luxuriant  Guinea  grafs,  which 
feeds  and  conceals  numbers  of  deer,  buffaloes  and 
elephants.  This  grafs  ferves  likewife  as  a  co-. 
veringfor  houfes. 

The  cam-wood  tree  is  extremely  plentiful  in 
the  interior  of  the  country  ;  and  that  which  pro- 
duces the  gum  copal,  grows  abundantly  on  the 
heights  of  Sierra  Leone.  But  of  all  the  trees,  the 
palm  is  the  molt  valuable  and  moll  common,  and 
furnilhes  the  natives  with  both  wine  and  oil. 

Leopards  are  numerous  in  this  diftri6t,  and  are 

Ivery  fierce  and  rapacious.    When  prefled  with 

I  hunger,  they  haunt  the  towns  and  villages,  and 

frequently  carry  off  men   as  well  as  animals. 

They  have  likewife  elephants,  buffaloes,  and  wild 

lliogs,  and  deer  of  various  kinds.    There  are  alfo 

mulk  cats  and  other  animalS;;  which  the  native^ 

mfefprfqoc^. 
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It  is  impoflihle  to  particnlarlize  the  numeroiw 
fpecies  of  monkeys.  One  of  the  moft  remarkable 
animals  of  this  tribe,  found  here,  is  the  chimpan- 
zee, or  ourang-outang.  When  caught  young, 
this  animal  may  be  rendered  very  tame  and  fa- 
miliar. When  in  a  iitting  pofture,  it  refembles 
an  old  negro,  except  that  the  hair  is  long  and 
black.  Thefe  creatures  generally  take  up  their 
abode  near  fome  deferted  town,  where  the  Papua 
tree,  of  which  they  are  very  fond,  grows  abundant- 
ly. They  build  huts  nearly  as  commodious  as  the 
houfesofthenative»,and  coverthemwith  leavesfor 
the  ufe  of  the  females  when  with  young.  The  male 
however,  alway  lies  on  the  outfide.  If  a  perfon 
is  hardy  enough  to  flioot  one  in  a  troop,  the  reft 
purfue  hira  with  the  moft  determined  rage,  and 
the  only  way  to  efcape  their  fury  is  to  throw  away 
the  inftniment  of  death,  which,  as  if  confcious 
of  its  powers,  they  break  to  pieces  «wjth  all  ima- 
ginable rage,  and  then  difcontinue  the  pmfuit. 

Some  of  the  fnakes  are  extremely  venomous. 
Our  author  faw  a  boy  who  had  been  bitten  by  a 
black  fnake,  about  four  or  five  feet  long,  who 
died  within  two  hours.  Nothing  elfe  was  per- 
ceptible, but  two  fmall  pundures  juft  above  the 
inftep,  without  the  leaft  apparent  inflammation. 
On  opening  a  vein,  in  each  arm,  no  blood  follow- 
ed, though  the  body  remained  pliant  for  fevera) 
hours. 

The  moft  remarkable  fnakes,  however,  are 
the  tennee,  and  the  iinyacki-amoofong*  The 
former,  when  full  grown,  is  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  feet  in  length,  and  about  three  feet  in 
circumference :  the  colour  of  the  back  is  a  darlc  | 
grey  J  the  belly  is  fomewhat  lighter  and  fpotted. 
This  formidable  reptile,  not  only  devours  goats, 
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fheep,  and  hogs  j  but  even  deer,  leopards,  and  ti- 
gers. The  natives,,  indeed,  affirm,  that  feme  of 
them  are  lb  large,  ad  to  be  able  to  iwallow  a  buf- 
falo ;  but  they  feldom  attack  the  human  race. 
Having  feized  their  prey,  they  twine  their  tail 
round  the  body  of  the  vi6tim,  and,  by  a  fudden 
contraction,  break  every  bone.  They  then  lick 
it  into  an  oblong  Ihapc,  and  taking  the  head  in 
their  mouth,  fuck  the  whole  gradually  into  their 
flomach,  without  maflication.  When  this  is  li- 
niftied,  the  ferpent  lies  for  fome  time,  apparently 
as  lifelefs  as  a  log,  and  in  this  Itate  may  eaiily  be 
killed.  The  natives  eftcem  their  flelli  a  great  de- 
licacy. 

The  finyacki-amoofong  feldom  exceeds  a  foot 
in  length,  and  a  proportionable  thicknefs :  its  co- 
lour is  a  pale  green  with  black  fpots.  This  lin- 
gular reptile  is  poflefled  of  the  power  of  ejecting  a 
very  fubtle  vapour  into  the  eyes  of  any  animal 
that  approaches  it,  which  inliantly  caufes  incur- 
able blindnefs,  with  extreme  pain. 

But  of  all  the  animals  which  this  country  produ- 
ces, the  ant  is  the  mod  formidable  and  deftru6tive. 
Thefe  burft  from  their  receffes  in  fuch  inconceiv- 
able numbers,  that  nothing  can  withftand  their  ra- 
vages or  obftruft  their  progrefs,  but  very  large 
fires  or  deep  rivers.  Sometimes  indeed  they  ex- 
liuguilh  the  one;  and  form  a  bridge  over  the 
other  by  their  numbers.  They  are  of  many  vari- 
ous fpecies,  from  an  inch  in  length  to  the  fmallell 
perceptible  lize.  The  white  ants,  or  termites, 
well  defcribed  by  Mr.  Sr.^oathman  in,  the  Philo- 
Ibphical  Tranfa«^ion»,  eredl  habitations  of  clay  in 

conical  form,  which  appear  like  an  encamp- 
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The  feas,  rivers,  and  creeks  abound  in  great  va- 
riety of  the  moft  excellent  fill\.  The  fea-cow,  or 
hippopotamus,  is  frequently  found  in  the  rivers; 
as  are  alligators,  which  dellrdy  fmali  cattle,  and 
fometimes  the  natives  themlelves.  It  is  faid, 
however,  that,  till  the  alligator  has  been  ufed  toprey 
on  animals,  it  is  perfe6tly  harmlefs.  In  the  river 
Galieiius,  where  they  abound,  the  natives  were 
wont  to  fwim  about  without  apprehenfion  or 
danger,  till  a  Have  Ihip  blew  up  off  the  mouth  of 
that  ftream,  and  gave  them  a  tafte  of  human  flefli. 
The  fame  quality,  we  are  told,  belongs  to  iharks. 

The  gall  of  the  alligator  is  reckoned  the  moft 
deadly  poifon,  and  in  this  the  natives  dip  their 
arrows.  The  perfon  who  deltroys  an  animal  of 
this  kind,  is  obliged  to  produce  two  witnefles  to 
prove  that  he  emptied  the  gall  in  their  prefence. 

It  does  not  appear  that  gold  or  precious  flones 
are  natives  of  this  diftrift.  The  load-ftone,  how- 
ever, is  found  in  the  highlands  of  Sierra  Leone, 
and  it  is  probable  there  are  different  minerals. 
The  interior  part  of  the  country  produces  a  veiy 
malleable  white  iron,  which  is  reckoned  prefer- 
able to  that  of  Europe,  for  every  purpole,  fave 
edge  tools. 

The  natives  dye  their  clothes  with  a  deep  inde- 
lible blue,  from  indigo  of  their  own  preparation. 
They  alfo  potfefs  the  art  of  dyeing  fcarlet  and 
,  black  with  much  effe6t. 

Cotton  is  partially  cultivated,  but  feidom  in 
greater  quantities  than  to  anfwer  the  demands  of 
domeiUc  confumption. 

Sugar  canes  are  indigenous,  and  thrive  more  I 

luxuriantly  than  in  the  Weft  Indies,  to  which  ii 

is  generally  believed  they  were  tranfplanted  from 

this  coaft.    Why  then'  might  not  the  negroes  be 

i.  employed 
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employed  in  cultivating  this  valuable  plant  at 
home ! 

Rice  is,  however,  the  chief  and  ftaple  produce 
of  the  country,  and  forms  the  principal  food  of 
the  natives.  '  It  is  cultivated  in  a  very  flovenly 
manner,  and  the  fame  foil  is  feldom  ufed  more 
than  once  in  feven  years  for  the  rearing  of  tjiis 
grain.  After  the  rice  is  cut,  the  whole  manage- 
ment of  the  procefs  of  preparing  it  for  food,  is 
left  to  the  women.  In  fome  parts  they  have  three 
rice  crops  in  a  yearj  two  from  the  plains  which 
have  been  fertilized  by  inundation,  and  one  from 
the  hills. 

Caflada,  or  manioc,  is  likewife  planted,  and 
ufed  either  roafted  or  boiled.  Next  to  yams,  it  is 
the  bell  fubftitute  for  potatoes.  It  is  impoffible 
to  particularize  all  the  valuable  plants  and  roots 
which  are  indeginous  in  this  fertile  foil. 

Various  kinds  of  pepper  grow  naturally,  and 
others  are  cultivated ;  and  almoft  all  the  tropical 
fruits  arrive  at  great  perfe6tion.  The  wild  vines 
are  mofl  luxuriant,  but  the  fruit  is  four  and  ill- 
fiavoured,  though  it  is  probable  that  culture  might 
render  it  mod  excellent. 

No  fruit,  however,  is  more  valued  by  the  na- 
tives than  cola.  Both  the  tree  and  the  fruit  re- 
femble  the  walnut.  The  tafte  of  the  fruit  is  li- 
I  miiar  to  that  of  Peruvian  bark,  and  it  is  faid  to 
Ipoflefs  the  fame  qualities.  '  It  is  chewed  at  all 
times  and  feafons :  and  is  prefcnted  to  guefts  both 
I  at  their  arrival  and  departure. 

V/ater  is  the  only  beverage  of  the. natives  at 
Imeals;  and  their  only  intoxi<:ating  liquor  is 
|palm-wine.  Some  of  them,  however,  make  a 
[kind  of  potent  beer  from  a  root  called  ningee, 
jwhich  is  in  fome  meafure  incombuftible.  Hav- 
>  ing 
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ing  undergone  the  adtion  of  fire  to  dry  it,  it  ii 
pounded  with  a  heavy  wooden  mallet,  and  then 
fteeped  in  water  till  its  virtues  are  extraded. 
This  water  being  afterwards  boiled  and  ferment- 
ed, is  fit  to  drink.  It  is  a  powerful  diuretic,  and 
confidered  by  the  natives  as  a  fpecific  in  venereal 
poniplaints. 

Let  us  now  tal^  a  view  of  the  religious  rites  of 
the  natives,  as  defcribed  by  Mr.  Matthews. 

They  acknowledge  the  exiftence  of  a  God,  who  j 
made  and  governs  all  things  -,  but  they  have  no 
idea  of  thanking  him  for  benefits,  or  deprecating 
his  wratli.    Their  offerings  are  made  to  their  ge- 
nii, who  are  fuppofed  to  be  the  immediate  agenu  | 
of  the  Deity. 

Thefe  genii  are  fmall  images  of  clay,  in  the  I 
rude  form  of  a  man  j  they  are  generally  placed 
at  the  foot  of  a  tree,  and  a  fmall  flied  is  ereded  I 
over  them.  To  thefe  they  offer  the  moll  infigni* 
ficant  articles,  fuch  as  bits  of  cloth,  cups,  bral»,| 
rings,  or  beads.  When  they  wifli  to  render  them  | 
propitious,  they  make  fmall  libations  of  fome  li- 
quor, and  drink  the  reil  themfelves  before  the  all 
tars. 

Befides  thefe,  they  have  fmall  images  of  wood, 
painted  black,  which  may  be  confidered  as  their  I 
lares,  or  houfehold  gods ;  but  they  met  with  little 
attention,  except  on  particular  emergencies,  when] 
their  aHiftance  is  deemed  neceffary. 

The  Mandirigoes,  however,  are  Mahometans,] 
and  propagate  the  precepts  of  the  Alcoran  with 
the  mbft  fedulous  zeal,  by  force  and  artifice.  MaJ 
ny  of  the  Arab  priefts,  or  faquins,  travel  acrofjl 
tlie  whole  continent,  and  are  treated  with  peculiarj 
veneration.  During  their  peregrinations  theynei 
ver  eat  or  fleep  in  a  houfe. 

Circumcilic 
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Circumclfion  of  the  male  children  is  gene  rnlly 
praftiictl  all  over  Africa  j  bul  what  is  moll  re- 
niarkablf,  among  the  Suzees  and  Ma  nd  in  goes, 
both  fcxcs  undcrt^o  this  operation.  Every  year, 
durjng  the  dry  feafon,  on  the  fifil  appearance  of 
a  new  moon,  the  females,  who  are  becAine  mar- 
riagcHl)Ie,  are  collcited  together,  and  condutled 
by  th<"  women  of  the  village  into  the  inmoil  re- 
ceifcii  (fa  wood.  Griggories,  or  charms,  are  placed 
at  ev(iy  aecellible  avenue,  to  warn  or  deter  the 
ignorant  or  defigning  from  approaching  the  con- 
fecrated  fpot.  Jn  this  confinement  they  remain 
one  moon  and  one.  day,  feen  only  by  an  old  wo- 
roan,  who  periorms  the  ceremony,  and  brings 
them  food.  Si;o'ald  any  perfon,  either  through 
accident  or  dciign,  break  into  their  retirement, 
death  Is  the  punilhment  of  the  tranfgreHion. 

.When  the  ufual  peri(jd  is  expired,  the  young 
females  are  conduced  into  the  town  in  the  night, 
and  received  by  all  the  women,  3'oung  and  old, 
in  a  Hate  of  nature  j  and  parade  the  ftreetsltill 
day-break,  accompanied  by  various  inftruments 
of  mufic. 

Another  month  of  probation  fucceeds,  during 
which  they  are  conducted  daily,  with  their  heads 
and  bodies  covered,  to  every  principal  perfoh's 
houfe  in  the  town,  before  which  they  dance  iind 
fmg,  and  are  remunerated  with  fome  trifling  pre- 
fents.  At  the  expiration  of  this  period,  they  are 
immediately  configned  to  their  deltined  hulbands. 

Such  a  lingular  inlHtution,  both  in  its  com- 

jmencement  and  progrefs,  defies  reafon  to  account 

I  for;  neverthelefs,  every  female  muft  fubmit  to 

this  initiation,  or  be  branded  with  the  moil  vili- 

i  f)'^"g  reproaches. 
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The  prevailing  form  of  government  is  a  kind 
of  mixed  monarchy,  extremely  limited,  both  in 
fplendor  and  power.  Every  feparate  dillri<^  has 
its  particular  king,  ruler,  or  chief. 

The  reigning  prince^  has  the  power  of  appoint- 
ing a  deputy,  who,  upon  his  demife,  fucceeds  to 
the  royalties,  and  governs  in  his  name,  till  a  new 
king  is  eleded.  If  the  deputy  be  a  man  of  opu- 
lence and  addrefs,  he  is  fometimes  in  veiled  with 
the  fovereignty,  and  often  takes  poffeffion  of  the 
laft  monarch's  property. 

The  revenues  arife  from  prefents  which  are 
made  on  every  occalion,  when  it  is  neceffary  to 
apply  to  the  chief  i  and  thefe  prefents  are  appor- 
tioned to  the  rank  and  ability  of  the  fuitor.  Tlie 
badges  of  royal  authority  are  an  elephant's  i»iil, 
or  perhaps  a  lilver-headed  cane,  or  a  laced  hat, 
when  the  chiefs  are  in  connexion  with  Euro- 
peans. 

Though  the  final  decifion  of  all  caufes  is  in- 
vefted  in  the  king ;  yet  every  head  of  a  village 
has  a  local  jurifdi6iion  within  its  precin6ts.  Nei- 
ther can  the  king  command  him,  but  only  en- 
treat, except  in  matters  which  have  been  debated 
on,  and  decided  in  full  council. 

The  family  of  a  deceafed  king,  or  head  man,  lay 
no  claim  to  luperiority  from  their  office  ;  but  lill 
that  ftation  onlv,  in  which  their  wealth  or  con- 
ne6tions  place  themj  and  it  not  unfrequeiitly 
happens,  that  the  fon  of  a  deceafed  chief  is  oblig- 
ed, for  fubfiftence,  to  perform  the  moft  menial  | 
offices. 

Prefent  poffeffion  Is  the  only  tenure  of  lands:  I 
if  a  man  changes  his  fituation,  any  other  native 
may  take  polfellion.    The  laws  are  traditional,| 
and  are  merely  the  local  culloms  of  the  country. 

All! 
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All  caufes  are  tried  before  the  king,  aflifted  by 
the  head  men,  in  open  court ;  and  they  have  a 
kind  of  men  called  palaver  talkers,  who  plead  on 
both  (ides. 

Difputes  are  generally  decided  with  equity, 
and  the  party  who  lofes  his  fuit  pays  all  cofts  and 
damages  before  he  goes  out  of  court,  or  is  obliged 
to  give  good  fecurity.  In  their  difputes,  how- 
ever, with  white  men,  they  are  not  very  rigid 
oblervers  of  juftice,  and  if  an  European  fucceeds 
in  his  fuit,  he  reaps  no  other  advantage  than  the 
honour  of  being  in  the  right.  Their  argument 
ior  not  allowing  damages  is,  '*  white  men  get 
to  much  money." 

Capital  offences  are  punifhed  with  fine,  flavery, 
or  jdeath.  The  latter  is  generally  commuted  for 
llavery.  Witchcraft,  in  the  exiftence  of  which 
the  belief  is  very  general,  is  llavery  inevitable ; 
but  many  reputed  crimes  may  be  compenfaied  by 
fine. 

In  recovering  debts  between  the  inhabitaftts  of 
ditTerent  villages,  Ihould  the  real  debtor  efcape, 
the  creditor  is  allowed  to  feize  any  man  he  pleafes 
in  the  village,  and  his  neighbours  are  obliged  to 
redeem  him,  by  paying  the  demand.  The  per- 
fou,  however,  who  is  thus  deprived  of  his  liberty 
for  the  debt  of  another,  generally  recovers  conli- 
I  derable  damages,  as  a  compenfation  for  his  his  im- 
Iprifonment. 

The  vindiftive  and  violent  fplrit  of  revenge, 
which  aduates  the  African  breall,  is  the  frequent 
caufe  of  war.  When  a  national  war  is  agreed  on, 
it  becomes  general  j  but  petty  wars  or  quarrels 
only  affe6t  particular  towns.  To  furprife  and 
jburn  a  village,  and  make  a  few  prifoners,  is  the 
jwimoll  exteut  of  their  ambition.    They  feldom 
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attempt  to  face  each  other  in  the  field;    nor  are 
their  armies  ever  large. 

When  two  tribes  or  nations  are  negotiating, 
nnd  the  final  refill t  mud  be  peace  or  war,  if  the 
la'ter  is  determined  on,  two  red  cold  are  depofit' 
vd  upon  a  ftone  at  the  place  of  meeting ;  if  peace  is 
the  choice,  one  white  cola  is  left  at  the  fame  place, 
divided  into  two  parts,  and  each  party  takes  one. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  fea-coalt  have  almoft 
wholly  laid  afide  their  national  weapons,  and 
adopted  the  fabre  and  gun  j  but  the  natives  of  the 
inland  countries  retain  the  fpear,  dart,  andpoifon- 
cd  arrows. 

The  A-frican  nations,  bordering  on  the  fea-coafr, 
are  a  much  llouter  and  more  active  people  than 
thofe  who  refide  iv  the  interior.  This  may  be 
accounted  for  on  the  principle  of  their  breathing 
a  better  air,  or  living  on  more  nutritious  food. 
33eformity  is  very  rare,  and  feldom  natural.  The 
difference  between  the  free  people  and  the  plan- 
tation Have  is  remarkably  ftriking.  The  free 
man  walks  with  confcious  dignity  and  pride, 
and  loolcs  round  him  with  an  eye  of  coiilidencej 
while  the  Have,  opprefl'ed  by  tlie  reflection  on  his 
fituatlon,  moves  on  with  a  humble  Hep  and  de- 
je6ted  eye  *.  Even  the  perfons  of  Haves  are  more 
diminutive  and  worfc  formed. 

Among  the  negroes,  fome  perfons  are  occafion- 
ally  feen  of  a  milkyAvhitenel's,  with  white  woolly 
hair ;  but  this  is  only  a  lufus  naiufiCi  as  fuch  ne- 
ver propagate  their  likes. 

*  Is  not  this  a  piflure  of  fteedom  and  flavery  in  all  coun- 
tries ?  Under  defpotlc  governments,  where  men  are  not  actu- 
ally fluves  in  the  literal  I'enfc,  there  is  a  m.initeit  ditFcrencj 
in  looks  as  well  as  manners  between  them  an4  the  fubjcils  of 
free  Itatcs. 

The! 
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'  The  difpofition  of  the  natives  of  every  rank 
and  in  every  tribe  is  ftrongly  bent  to  indolence, 
unlefs  excited  to  revenge.  In  temper  they  are 
implacable ;  when  offended,  treacherous  and  de- 
ceitful. They  feldom  lofe  an  opportunity  of  gra- 
tifying their  thirft  for  vengeance,  when  an  oppor- 
tunity prefents  itfelf  of  doing  this  with  impunity. 
To  their  friends,  however,  they  are  hofpitable  and 
kind,  while  in  a  good  humour ;  but  their  conduft 
is  extremely  fickle  and  capricious. 

The  Mandingoes,  whom  we  have  mentioned 
as  being  Mahometans,  hate  Chriflians  from  reli- 
gious motives,  and  inveigh  againft  their  drinking 
and  rioting,  with  much  afperity.  Neverthelefs, 
a  contrary  conduit  feldom  fails  to  enfure  their 
rcfpeft^  and  Mr.  Matthews  fays,  when  he  was  once 
dangerouHy  ill  among  thofe  people,  he  experi- 
enced an  attention  which. could  only  have  been 
expc6tcd  from  the  beft  and  deareft  friends. 

The  modes  of  falutation  arc  various.  When  a 
flave  approaches  his  matter,  he  bends  the  right 
knee,  and  ftretches  out  the  right  arm,  with  the 
hand  fliut.  When  two  friends  or  equals  meet, 
they  put  the  right  hand  upon  the  breaft,  and 
fometimes  embrace,  or  fnap  the  finger  and  thumb. 

When  a  ftranger  arrives,  no  notice  is  taken  of 
him  till  he  announces  his  vilit  in  form,  and  then 
he  is  provided  with  every  neceiVary  apart  from  the 
family.  When  the  women  meet  upon  vifits,  they 
join  their  right  hands  and  curtfyj  but  the  young 
and  unmarried  embrace  with  the  molt  apparent 
affection. 

Mothers  never  wean  their  children,  till  they 
are  able  to  walk  and  carry  a  calabaih  of  water, 
which  they  are  inftru^ed  to  do  as  foon  as  pofliblej 
as  cohabitation  is  denied  them  while  they  have  a 
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child  at  the  bread.  Sterility  is  dreaded  as  the 
greateil  reproach. 

In  theJr  domeftic  engagements,  the  head  wife, 
furrounded  by  her  hulband's  women,  is  employed 
in  ipinning  or  carding  cotton,  while  one  of  the 
company  amufes  tlie  reft  by  telling  ftories.  Tliefe 
flories,  we  are  told,  are  fometimes  very  amuling. 

Both  fexes  are  paliionately  fond  of  dancing, 
and  they  feldora  lofe  the  opportunity  of  a  fine 
evening  for  enjoying  this  diverlion.  Beiides,  the 
birth  of  a  child,  the  arrival  of  a  friend,  even  tlie 
death  of  a  relation,  fnrnilhes  them  with  a  pretext 
for  their  favourite  amufemcnt.  Thefe  danccii  ?v& 
called  cullunjee,  the  performers  in  which  are 
dreffed  in  a  grotefque  ftyle,  and  in  their  hands 
they  hold  pieces  of  flat  wood,  which  they  clap 
together,  by  way  of  keeping  time. 

Their  funeral  ceremonies  have  a  very  feflive 
appearance,  and  they  frequently  regale  on  liquor 
and  tobacco  during  their  continuance.  For  peo- 
ple of  confequence,  they  hav;  a  Cty,  as  it  is  called, 
repeated  once  or  twice  a  year,  for  feveral  years 
fuccefliyely.  This  may  be  termed  their  public 
mourning;  and  in  it  both  fexes  join.  Among  the 
different  nations,  however,  on  this  coaft,  different 
ufage-  prevail. 

While  a  woman  is  put  into  a  particular  drefs, 
called  the  mourning  habit,  fhe  is  denied  all  inter- 
courfe  with  the  men  j  and  a  wife,  who  conceives 
herfelf  negle6)ced,  is  allowed  the  privilege  of  put- 
ting her  hulband's  favourite  miflrefs  into  this  garb. 
When  this  happens,  a  peace  offering  is  generally 
made  to  the  wife,  and  Ihe  takes  oft*  the  reftraint 
\vhich  ihe  had  impofed. 

The  drum  is  the  favourite  miifical  inftrument, 
mii  Qf  Uus  t^er?  ar?  various  forts,  which  give  a 

different 
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different  found.  The  trombone  and  tamborine  of 
Europe  appear  to  he  borrowed  from  the  Africans. 
They  havealfo  two  forts  of  ftringed  inftruments: 
one  is  a  fort  of  guitar  j  the  other  is  in  the  form 
of  a  Welch  harp,  but  not  above  two  feet  long. 
The  i^rings  arc  made  of  the  nbres  o^  a  plant,  and 
the  hair  of  an  elephant's  taJi. 

The  men  and  women  eat  apart,  and  only  twice 
a  day,  about  ten  in  the  morning,  and  again  at 
fun-fet ;  but  the  principal  perfons,  who  can  afford 
to  indulge  themfclves,  generally  have  a  flight  re- 
paft  early  in  the  morning,  in  addition  to  the 
llated  meals. 

The  only  trades,  in  general  eftimation,  are  thofe 
of  the  carpenter,  blackfmith,  and  charm,  or  grig- 
gory  maker  j  and  their  workmaniliip  is  not  def- 
titute  of  neatnefs  and  ingenuity.  Every  family 
fpin  and  weave  their  own  cloth,  and  make  up 
their  clothes. 

Their  drefs  is  very  fimple.  The  boys  and  girls 
wear  only  a  tunturgee,  which  is  a  thin  Hip  of 
cloth,  paffed  between  the  legs.  The  different 
manner  in  which  this  is  applied  marks  the  fex. 
After  marriage,  the  women  lay  alide  this  drefs, 
and  wear  a  cloth  round  the  waift,  which  reaches 
to  the  middle  of  the  leg,  and  fometimes  extends 
upwards  to  the  breafls,  to  comprefs  and  make 
them  fiat.  Bracelets,  necklaces,  and  other  orna- 
ments, are  ufed  according  to  the  quality  of  the 
wearer.  An  African  lady,  when  full  dielTed, 
makes  fome  figure. 

The  drefs  of  the  men  is  a  loofe  ihirt,  withopt 
collar  or  wrirtbands,  and  very  wide  fleeves,  with 
drawers  which  reach  to  the  middle  of  the  leg,  and 
a  hat  or  cap  of  their  country  cloth.  In  gener^l, 
feiowever,  the  common  people  go  barejieadcd  an4 
X        "  ■  ,  bavp' 
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barefootec!.  The  head  men,  in  imitation  of  {ht 
Europeans,  wear  a  red  cap  and  fandals,  and  alfo 
ornament  their  Ihirts  and  drawers  with  worfted 
embroidery.  All  the  men  are  provided  with  a 
large  ftraight  knife,  hung  in  a  flieath  on  the  right 
thigh,  by  way  of  defence,  and  another  fmaller  cue 
for  the  purpofe  of  eating. 

Tatooing  is  pretty  general,  and  our  author 
thinks  it  was  originally  intended  to  diftinguilh 
the  different  tribes  from  each  other.  It  likewife 
marks  the  condition  of  the  party ;  as  a  Have  is 
not  allowed  to  be  tatooed  in  the  fame  manner  as 
a  free  man. 

Some  nal'ons  raife  the  Ikin  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner, as  to  m-ake  their  bodies  appear  embofledj 
others  are  punftured  with  a  fliarp-pointed  inftru- 
ment,  dipped  in  a  liquid,  which  leaves  an  indeli- 
ble mark.  In  the  fouthern  and  eaftern  parts  of 
Africa  even  the  face  is  tatooed. 

The  towns  are  generally  built  on  the  banks  of 
fome  creek  or  river,  for  the  convenience  of  fifh- 
'  ing,  and  are  always  furrounded  by  large  pullara 
trees.  No  more  ground  is  cleared  than  is  iiec^l- 
fary  to  build  the  houfes  on  j  but  it  muil  be  ob- 
fervedjthat  every  wife  has  a  feparate  hut,  aii'i'  the 
family  tenements  form  a  circle,  inclofl^l  with  a 
fence  of  green  flakes,  which  foon  become  living 
trees,  and  produce  a  pretty  efFeft.  The  houfej 
are  only  one  ftory,  and  are  either  round  or  an  ob- 
long fquare:  the  fides  are  formed  of  upright  potts, 
wattled  and  covered  with  a  ftiiT  clay.  The  roofs 
are  fupported  with  long  poles,  and  thatched  with 
grafs.  They  have  generally  two  doors  on  oppo- 
fite  fides,  which  admit  an  agreeable  draught  of  I 
air  in  this  hot  climate. 

They  I 
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,  They  have  no  chlmnies  j  neverthelefs  the  na- 
tives always  keep  fires,  in  the  morning  and  even- 
ing, to  drive  away  the  mofquitoes.  Their  do- 
meftic  utenlil's  are  few,  and  their  furniture  of  little 
value. 

Near  the  centre  of  every  town  is  a  circular 
building,  open  at  the  fides,  which  they  call  a 
burree,  where  public  bufinefs  of  every  kind  is 
tranfafted. 

Polygamy  is  allowed  and  pra6lired  in  its  utmoft 
latitude  J  and  women  are  frequently  made  the 
bond  of  union,  or  the  reconcilers  of  difputes.  If 
two  tribes  have  been  at  war,  and  agree  on  a  peace, 
a  mutual  exchange  of  daughters  is  the  bafis  of  the 
treaty.  It  is  the  fame  with  individuals.  In  or- 
der to  conne6l  families  together,  a  female  child 
is  frequently  given  to  a  manas  foon  as  fiie  is  born  j 
but  among  the  Suzees,  the  child  remains  with  the 
mother  till  of  a  proper  age. 

On  the  day  appointed  for  a  marriage,  the  bride- 
groom fiations  relays  of  people  on  the  road  the 
bride  is  to  come,  with  liquors  and  refreiliments. 
When  they  approach  near  the  town,  they  are 
joined  by  the  bridegroom  and  friends,  who  tcl^ify 
their  joy  by  fiiouting,  drinking,  and  firing  of  guns. 
The  iady  is  then  carried  on  the  back  of  an  old 
woman  to  the  houfe  of  her  intended  hulband> 
acc'ompanied  by  the  friends  of  both  parties.  The 
hulband,  however,  after  cohabitation,  is  allowed 
to  fend  bcick  his  wife,  ihould  he  entertain  any 
(ioubt  of  her  virtue.  ^ 

Notwithflanding  this,  chaftity  is  very  little  valued 
after  marriage  j  for  though  the  laws  are  very  fe- 
vereagainfl:  adulteiy,  it  requires  the  arm  of  power, 
even  among  themfelves,  to  put  them  in  forces  and 
it  is  even  reckoned  impolite  for  a  mayried  woman 

to 
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to  reje6l  the  fuit  of  a  lover.  How  inconfiftent  Ii 
human  nature!  But  we  will  hot  dwell  longer 
on  the  difgufting  manners  of  thefe  people  in  their 
domeftic  relations. 

The  manner  of  fepulture  is  after  the  European 
cuftom  ;  but  the  ceremony  of  interrogating  the 
corpfe  is  lingular.  When  the  deceafed  is  intend- 
ed for  interment,  the  corpfe  is  laid  on  an  open 
bier,  decently  wrapped  in  a  white  cloth,  and 
borne  on  the  heads  of  fix  young  people.  When 
they  arrive  at  the  grave,  a  friend  or  relation,  with 
a  green  bough  in  his  hand,  addrelfes  the  deceafed 
in  the  following  terms :  «  You  are  now  a  dead 
man — you  are  no  longer  alive,  and  as  one  of  us— 
you  know  you  are  placed  on  the  bier  of  God 
Almighty,  and  that  you  muft  anfwer  truth."  He 
then  proceeds  to  queftion  him  refpe^ing  the 
caufe  of  bis  death,  if  it  was  occafioned  by  witch- 
craft or  poifon ;  for  it  is  a  firm  belief  among 
them,  that  no  perfon  dies  without  having  a  pre- 
vious knowledge  of  his  death,  unlefs  it  is  occa- 
fionrd  by  witchcraft  or  poifon. 

If  the  corpfe  anfwers  in  the  affirmative  to  any 
of  the  queftions  propofed,  it  is  fignified  by  forci- 
bly impelling  the  bearers  forw;ird ;  if  in  the  ne- 
gative, by  a  rolling  motion j  both  which  the 
bearers  (dy  they  are  unable  to  refift. 

Should  the  fign  given,  induce  a  fufplcion  of 
poifon  or  witchcraft,  they  proceed  to  queftion  the 
corpfe  as  to  the  perfon,  beginning  with  his  rela- 
tions j  and  if  he  is  certain,  he  is  requefted  to 
ftrike  the  hand  that  holds  the  bough.  On  this  the 
corpfe  immediately  impels  the  bier  forwards,  and 
ftrikes  the  bough,  which  is  repeated  twice  or 
thrice,  to  convince  the  fpe^tators  of  the  truth  of 
the  accufatioQ. 
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The  culprit  pointed  out  is  then  feized;  and  if 
deemed  a  witch,  fold  without  farther  ceremony. 
But  if  the  death  of  the  deceafed  was  caufed  by 
poifon,  the  offender  is  referved  for  a  farther  trial, 
from  which  he  feldom  efcapes  with  lifej  as  the 
ordeal  to  which  he  is  obliged  to  fubmit,  to  clear 
his  ipnocence,  is  almoft  certain  to  prove  his  de- 
Itm^tior!.  In  a  word,  the  fuperftition,  the  folly, 
and  the  cruelty  of  the  ceremonies  ufed  on  fuch  an 
occalion,  make  us  almoft  aihamed  of  human  na- 
ture; and  we  omit  the  details,  which  our  author 
has  circumftantially  given :  for  what  amufement 
can  our  readers  receive,  from  the  difplay  of  bar- 
barifm  and  ignorance  combined. 

Mr.  Matthews  informs  us,  that  thou^  the 
ceremony  of  interrogating  the  corpfe  is  univer- 
fally  pra6tifed,  yet  different  tribes  have  different 
methods  of  performing  them.  Some  queftion  the 
clothes  of  the  deceafed,  fome  the  nails  of  his 
hands  and  feet,  which  are  cut  off  immediately  as 
he  expires  j  and  thefe  they  believe  polTefs  the 
fame  power  of  anfwering  the  queflions  propound- 
ed, as  the  whole  bodyj  and  in  this  opinion  they 
are  unqueftionably  right. 

The  coll  ufion  between  the  parties  concerned  in 
this  curious  ceremony,  our  author  remarks,  are  i'o 
obvious,  that  it  is  aftoniihing  the  common  people 
have  never  yet  feen  through  the  deception. 

Mof^  barbarous  nations  believe  in  charms  and 
witchcraft  J  but  the  inhabitants  of  this  country 
are  fo  much  under  its  influence,  that  they  ima- 
gine every  occurrence  in  life  may  be  traced  to  this 
caufe.  Even  the  effects  of  their  own  crimes  they 
frequently  afcribe  to  the  powders  of  witchcraft ,  and 
thus  endeavour  to  palliate,  what  they  arc  feniible 
wnnot  be  excufed. 

If 
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If  an  alligator  deftroys  any  perfon,  or  a  leopard 
commits  depredations  on  their  flocks  or  poultry; 
ifanyperfon  is  iuddenly  t;ike?i  ill,  or  afflidal 
with  an  unufual  diforder,  witchcraft  is  called  in  as 
a  folution  of  the  difficulty;  and  it  rarely  happens 
that  fome  perlbn  is  not  implicated  in  the  charge 
by  their  conjurers,  who  are  always  confultcd  on 
fuch  occalions. 

In  the  power  and  efficacy  of  charms,  which 
they  call  griggories,  they  have  alfo  unlimited 
faith.  Thefe  are  made  "of  goat  Ikin,  of  various 
lizes,  and  (luffed  with  fome  kind  of  powder,  and 
bits  of  paper,  with  fentences  from  the  Alcoran  j 
and  are  worn  round  the  neck,  waift,  legs  and  arms. 

Every  griggory  isaffigned  to  a  particular  office, 
{o  that  a  man  is  fometimes  loaded  with  them, 
Of  their  conjurers,  who  make  thefe  griggories, 
they  tell  many  wonderful  relations.  A  few  in- 
ftances  will  fet  their  credulity  in  this  relpetl  in  jt 
ftrong  light.  They  affirm  that  thefe  conjurers 
•will  go  into  the  water  with  their  hair  loofe,  and 
after  continuing  fome  time,  will  come  up  with  it 
perfe6tly  dry,  and  plaited  j  that  in  order  to  difco- 
ver  adultery  or  theft,  they  put  a  quantity  of  the 
bark  of  a  particular  tree  into  an  earthen  pot  full 
of  water,  which,  after  it  has  boiled  for  fome  time, 
the  conjurer  drops  a  fmall  ftone  into  it,  and 
plunges  his  hand  in  repeatedly  without  any  in- 
convenience. He  then  orders  the  culprit  to  take 
the  ftone  out:  if  he  is  innocent,  the  water  will  not 
icald  him  j  but  the  contrary,  if  he  is  guilty. 

Thefe  and  other  fimilar  tricks  are  always  per- 
formed in  open  day,  and  before  a  concourfe  of 
people,  and  may  even  be  done  by  proxy.  The 
conjurers  alfo  pretend  to  predict  future  events,  by 
cafting  fand  or  ftoiies  up  into  the  air. 

That  I 
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That  the  ftrong  delufion  of  fuperftition,  rein- 
forced by  ignorance^  (liould  render  the  natives 
iliipes  to  the  artifices  of  their  wizzards,  we  can 
readily  believe  j  but  that  any  of  our  countrymen 
ihould  have  faith  in  fuch  deceptions,  is  really 
altoniihing;  yet  our  author  informs  us,  that  a 
capital  while  trader,  who  had  refided  nearly 
thirty  years  on  the  coaft,  was  fcrioully  imprefled 
with  a  belief  of  the  reality  of  their  art. 

Ill  moftuncivilized  countries,  the  offices  of  con- 
jurer and  phyfician  are  united}  but  here  the  lat- 
ter falls  to  the  lot  of  old  women,,  who  perform 
wonderful  cures,  by  the  application  of  iimples, 
which  the  woods  and  fields  produce.  Difeafes, 
however,  are  not  very  numerous.  They  are  chief- 
ly intermitting  fevers,  and  the  hydrocele.  The 
linall-pox  is  cndemial  J  but  is  lefs  frequent  on 
[the  fea-coaft,  than  in  the  interior. 

Such  is  the  account  Lieutenant  Matthews 
I  give-  us  of  the  country  and  natives  of  Sierra  Le- 
jotid.  We  have  preferved  the  outlines  of  his  live- 
ly and  well  written  narrative,  with  fome  occa- 
lional  reflexions  of  our  own,  arifing  frbm  the 
I'ubjed.  hi  two  fubfequent  letters,  he  gives  a 
Ihillory  of  the  flave-trade,  and,  in  fome  meafure, 
It  defence  of  its  practice ;  but  difquifitions  of  this 
Ikindare  neither  congenial  to  our  difpofition,  nor 
io  they  fall  within  the  limits  of  our  plan. 
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THOUGH  Captain  Cook's  laft  voyage  did  not 
accomplifb  the  original  end  in  view,  it  fur- 
niflied  philofophy  with  many  new  obfervations, 
and  opened  to  commerce  feveral  extenfive  pro- 
fpeds. 

The  number  and  value  of  the  furs  he  difco- 
vered  on  the  weftern  coaft  of  America,  foon 
tempted  adventurers  to  purfue  a  traffic  fo  very 
lucrative,  regardlefs  of  the  difficulties  and  dan* 
I  gers  of  fuch  a  diftant  enterprife. 

Several  voyages  were  undertaken  from  Canton, 
land  Bombay  to  Nootka  Sound,  the  American 
mart  for  peltry,  at  an  early  period  after  the  dif- 
covery  of  that  coaft  j  and  in  l^Iay  1785,  fome 
Englifli  merchants  entered  into'  a  commercial 
partnerlhip,  under  the  title  of  the  King  George's 
[Sound  Company,  for  carrying  on  a  fur  trade  front 
|the  weftern  coaft  of  America  to  China. 

•  .       R  2  Having 
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Having  obtained  licences  from  the  South  Sea 
and  Kalt  India  Companies,  they  purchall-il  two 
lliips,  one  of  three  hundred  and  twenty,  and  the 
other  of  two  hundred  tons  burthen,  and  gave  the 
command  of  the  larger  vcHM,  wiiich  was  named 
the  King  George,  to  Mr.  Nathaniel  Portlock;  and 
of  the  other,  called  the  Queen  Charlotte,  to  Mr. 
George  Dixon.  Both  thofe  gentlemen  had  I'ailed 
with  Captain  Cook,  and  were  therefore  deemed 
mod  proper  to  conduct  an  adventure,  which  re- 
quired no  common  knowledge  and  experience. 
The  inferior  olhocrs  were  all  men  of  competent 
abilities,  and  Mr.  Evans  and  Mr.  Woodcock,  two 
pupils,  from  the  mathematical  fchool  in  Chriil'i 
Hofpital,  wfire  engaged  as  draughtfmen. 

Having  got  moft  of  their  ftores  on  board,  they 
proceeded  down  the  River  Thames  to  Gravefeud, 
on  tlie  29th  of  Auguft,  and  foon  after  reached 
Margate  Roads. 

Contrary  winds  detained  them  for  fome  days; 
but  at  laft  they  reached  Guernfey  on  the  20th  of 
September,  where  they  took  their  fpirits  and  wine 
on  board. 

On  the  25th  they  unmoored,  and  after  encoun- 
tering a  heavy  gale,  they  proceeded  without  any 
memorable  oeeiirrence,  and  arrived  fafe  at  St. 
Jago  on  the  24th  of  06tobei:,  where  they  fupplicd 
themfehes  with  water  and  various  refrefliments. 

Having  completed  this  bufinefs,  they  propofed 
failing  the  firll  opportunity  j  and  accordingly,  on 
the  2f)th,  they  weighed  and  purfued  their  voyage. 

St.  Jago  is  generally  mountainous,  bat  appears 
to  be  a  very  fine  illand.  The  valleys  arje  fertile, 
and  there  is  'much  land,  which  fcems  lit  for  pro- 
ducing fugar-cane.  They  raife  cotton.  Some  of 
the  natives  appear  to  be  indullrious,  but  are  ev 
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ccedlngly  opprciTed  by  the  Portngnefe  foldiers, 
who  exa6t  an  exorbitant  toll  from  the  unhappy 
countrymen  who  bring  their  commodities  to  mar- 
ket. On  the  whole,  the  refrefliments  which  St. 
Jago  fupplies,  makes  it  a  vf-ry  eligible  Nation  for 
thofe  velTels  to  touch  at,  which  are  employed  in 
the  Southern  Whale  Filhery. 

From  the  tilne  ihey  left  St.  Jago,  to  the  15th 
of  November,  nothing  particular  occurred,  when 
David  Gillmour,  a  boy  about  ten  years  old,  fell 
overboard,  and  not  being  able  to  fwim,  dropt 
aftern,  when  every  effort  to  fave  him  would  have 
been  ufelefs,  had  not  Providence  enabled  him  to 
keep  above  water  till  the  boat  picked  him  up, 
after  he  had  been  about  ten  minutes  in  the  water. 
When  got  on  board,  he  was  almod  dead  with 
fright  and  fatigue.  On  the  4th  of  January,  they 
came  to  anchor  at  Falklnnd  Illands,  where  they 
found  a  tolerable  good  harbour,  and  other  conve- 
niences for  watering,  with  a.fandy  bottom  in 
twelve  fathoms  water.  At  this  place  all  hands 
I  had  leave  given  them  to  go  on  fliore,  with  a 
double  allowance  of  brandy,  and  fome  frefli  pork 
killed  for  the  occafion.  Some  of  them  made  ex- 
curfions  into  various  parts  of  the  country,  and 
difcovered  the  ruins  of  a  town,  with  fome  garden 
grounds  around,  where  they  found  feveral  forts  of 
vegetables,  fuch  as  horfe-raddifti,  ihalots,  a  few 
fmall  potatoes,  and  fome  celery,  which  was  in  a 
degenerate  ftate ;  they  likewife  faw  a  hog,  but  ho 
was  i§  Wd  they  could  not  catch  him. 

Having  completely  furnilhed  themfelves  with 
every  neceffary  that  could  be  procured  at  Falkland 
Ifladds,  on  the  23d  of  January,  with  a  fine  fouth- 
erly  breeze,  weighed  anchor  and  came  to  fail. 
On  the  27th  they  doubled  the  eail  point  of  Staten's 
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Land.    From  this  time  to  the  7th  of  May,  they 
experienced  a  great  deal  of  bad  weather.    In 
rounding  Cape  Horn,  and  being  now  in  the  lati- 
tude of  20  deg.  1  rain,  fouth,  and  134  deg.  ii 
min.  longitude,  they  expe(!^ed  to  have  fallen  in 
with  the  lilands  of  Los  Majos,  from  the  iituation 
they  are  laid  down  inj  but  unfortunately  they 
could  find  no  fuch  illands  in  that  track.    Their 
people  being  many  of  them  in  a  lickly  condition, 
obliged  them  to  make  away  as  fall  as  poflibleto] 
Owhyhee,  the  principal  of  the  Sandwich  Illands, 
where  they  arrived  on  the  24th  $  when  a  number  of  | 
the  natives  came  off  in  their  canoes,  and  brought 
with  them  fome  fmall  hogs  and  a  few  plantains, 
which  were  bought  for  beads  and  fmall  pieces  of  | 
iron.    The  Lidians  traded  with  cheerfulnefs,  and 
did  not  ihew  any  dilpofition  to  a6t  diihoneitly.  i 
After  difpofing  of  every  thing  they  had  to  fell, 
and  viewing  the  iliip  all  round,  they  returned  to 
the  iliore  perfectly  well  fatisfied. 

As  Karakakooa  Bay  was  the  only  harbour  they  I 
knew  of  at  Owhyhee,  they  determined  to  make  it 
as  foon  as  poflible,  which  they  expected  to  have| 
done  the  next  day,  but  were  difappointed  by  con» 
trary  winds.     In  the  night  they  obferved  a  great] 
number  of  fires  all  along  the  iliore,  and  were  in- 
clined to  think,  were  lighted  in  order  to  alarm  I 
the  country.    They  obferved  a  fhynefs  in  the 
natives  as  they  approached  Karakakooa,  frequent- 1 
ly  enquiring  after  Captain  King,  and  feemed,  byl 
their  behaviour,  to  think  they  were  c^/tflf^l 
venge  the  death  of  Captain  Cook.  '"^ 

On  the  26th,  an  inferior  chief  came  on, 
who  informed  them  tl?kt  Ter^eoboo  was'lftg.^ 
Owhyhee,  when  Captain  Cook  was  killed  at  tliatl 
iilandj  an^  th^t  the  prefeut  king's  name  \m 
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Malha  Malha :  he  importuned  Captain  PortlocI^ 
very  lirongly  to  go  on  lliore.  On  his  declining 
that  propofal,  he  told  him  that  the  king  would 
pay  him  a  vifit  the  next  day.  Many  canoes  came 
along-fide,  and  tlie  people  were  very  importunate 
to  come  on  board :  they  behaved  in  a  very  daring, 
infolent  manner,  and  it  was  with  difficulty  they 
were  prevailed  on  to  quit  the  fhip.  They  wilhed 
tofuflver  thefe  inconveniences,  rather  than  ufe  vio- 
lence, if  it  could  poffibly  be  helped  j  yet  thefe 
appearances  made  them  fearful  of  doing  their  bu» 
£nefs  at  Karakakooa  with  eafe. 

As  foon  as  they  had  anchored,  they  were  imme* 
diately  furrounded  with  amazing  numbers  of  the 
natives,  who  grew  very  troublefome,  conftantly 
crawling  up  the  cable  and  the  fliip's  fide.  Dur* 
ing  this  time,  no  chief,  who  had  any  command 
on  the  people,  made  his  appearance.  In  the 
courfe  of  the  afternoon  they  purchaied  a  number 
of  fine  hogs,  and  a  good  quantity  of  fait,  with 
plantain^,  pgtatoes,  and  taro,  which  lalt  was  the 
bell  they  had  ever  feen.  Bread-fruit  was  fcarce* 
and  what  they  got  was  not  in  a  perfeft  ftate, 
whi(;]^  inade  tl>ei^  conclude  it  w^s  not  in  proper 
fealbn. 

At  night,  fires  were  lighted  all  round  the  bay, 

land  the  people  on  fhore  were  in  conftant  motion. 

Several  canoes  continued  near  the  Ihip,  and  about 

midnight  one  of  the  natives  brought  off  a  lighted 

[torch,  Jeemingly  yirith  an   intention  of  fetting 

velfel :  pn  their  driving  him  away,  he 

^to  the  Queen  Charlotte  j  but  they  i§ing 

>repared,  he  mad^is  way  to  ihore  .ag^ll|9« 

fy  they  were  vifited  by  great  multitildes 

the  natives}  but  ftill   no  chiefs  made  their 

teearance^  an4  the  people  grew  fo  infolent  and 

daring* 
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tlaring,  that  they  were  under  the  neceflity  of 
placing  fentinels  with  cutlalfcs  to  prevent  their 
boarding  them.  This  unexpfftcd  reception  con- 
vinced them,  that  nothing  could  be  done  on  lliorc 
but  with  a  very  ftrong  guard,  and  taking  a  ftep 
of  that  nature  might  be  produ6tive  of  fatal  confe- 
quences,  which  determined  them  to  leave  Kara- 
kooa  as  foon  as  pollible. 

At  nine  o'clock  Captain  Portlock  gave  orders 
to  unmoor}  but  the  crowd  of  people  was  fo  great, 
that  their  boats  could  fcarce  pafs  to  their  buoys. 
In  this  fituation,  it  became  abfolutely  neccflary  to 
drive  them  away  j  and  Captain  Portlock  was  de- 
firous  of  ufing  fome  method  that  would  frighten , 
without  hurting  them;  accordingly,  after  draw- 
ing out  the  fhot,  they  fired  fix  four  pounders  and  I 
fix  fwivels  i  at  the  fame  time  their  colours  were 
hoiftecT,  and  the  (hip  tabooed,  by  hoiftitig  a  white 
flag  at  the  maintop-gallant  maShead.    This  had] 
the  defired  eifeft ;  for,  immediately  on  their  be- 
ginning to  fire,  the  Indians  made  for  fhore  with  I 
the  utmoft  precipitation. 

They  now  unmoored  without  moleftation,  andl 
foon  after  began  to  warp  out  of  the  bay,  until' thcy| 
were  at  the  diftance  of  three  leagues  from  Kara* 
k'akooa,  where  they  were  immediately  furioundedl 
by  a  great  number  of  canoes,  with  plenty  of  hogJ 
and  vegetables  of  various  kinds;  which  werepur«[ 
chafed,  and  the  hogs  falted  for  fea  ftock.  Thisj 
fituatioiy  they  found  mtich  more  convenient  for| 
carrying  on  their  bufihefs  than  the  haKlfetifr  j  k 
here  they  had  a  fine  free  air,  whereas  in  the  ba 
k  Vas  extremely  clofe  and  fultry. 

Having  yet  no  certainty  of  being  able  to  wate 
at  thefe  illands,  they  now  proceeded  to  WhahoJi 
where  they  came  to  anchor  in  a  good  bay,  whici 
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Portlock  named  King  George's  Bay.  Soon  after 
their  arrival,  feveral  canoes  came  along-fide  witU 
cocoa-nuts  and  plantains,  in  return  for  which 
they  had  fmall  pieces  of  iron,  and  a  few  trinkets. 
On  the  2d  of  June,  Captains  Portlock  and 
Dixon  both  went  on  iliorc,  where  they  met  with 
no  oppolition  from  the  natives  j  but  on  the  con- 
trary, they  were  received  with  marks  of  kind- 
lids,  and  every  queftion  anfwcred  with  readiuefg 
and  pleafure.  On  enquiry  for  water,  they  were 
condu6ted  to  a  kind  of  bafon  formed  by  the 
locks,  about  fifty  yards  from  the  place  where 
they  landed;  but  the  quantity  fo  fmall,  that  it 
would  not  even  aiFord  a  temporary  fupply.  On 
this  they  enquired  for  more,  but  found  none  to 
be  had  but  at  a  conliderable  dittance  to  the  weft- 
ward.  After  making  the  Indians  fome  trifling 
Iprefcnts,  they  returned  to  their  boats,  and  rowed 
Ito  the  northward,  clofe  to  a  reef  which  appeared 
Ito  run  quite  acrofs  the  bay,  about  a  quarter  of  a 
linile  diftance  from  the  beach.  Having  proceed- 
led  nearly  a  mile  in  this  direction,  a  fmail  open- 
fug  in  the  reef  prefented  itfelf,  for  which  they 
leered  j  and  foon  came  to  an  anchor  over  a  bot- 
tom of  fine  fand.  Tliey  landed  amidft  a  great 
lumber  of  the  inhabitants,  who  all  behaved  with 
jreat  order,  and  never  attempted  to  approach 
nearer  than  they  defired.  They  informed  them 
Jere  was  no  water  near  their  lauding  place,  but 
plenty  farther  down  along  {horej  and  one  of 
[he  natives  undertook  to  be  their  guide.  How« 
{ver,  their  progrefs  was  foon  impeded  by  a  little 
alt-water  river  that  has  a  communication  with 
f  ing  Greorge's  Bay.  Ijnder  thcfe  circumftances, 
pey  found  they  could  not  water  here  without 
ju  infinite  deal  of  trouble,  befides  the  danger  q$ 

lofingj

lofing  their  caiks,  and  getting  the  boatfi  daflied 
to  pieces  againft  the  rocks  j  they  therefore  de- 
termined to  give  up  the  idea,  and  fent  two  boats, 
the  firft  opportunity,  to  examine  the  weftern 
^art  of  the  bay  for  a  good  landing  place  and  con* 
venient  watering. 

They  returned  on  board,  and  found  a  pretty  I 
briik  trade  carrying  on  for  hogs,  fugar-cane,  and 
vegetables  I    the  captain  having  left  orders  fori 
every  thing  that  was  brought  to  be  purchafed.  i 
Early  on  the  3d  of  June,  Mr.  Hayward  and  Mr.| 
White,  in  a  boat  from  each  fliip,  were  difpatch* 
ed  to  examine  the  weft  part  of  the  bay  for  a| 
landing  place  and  freih  water ;   they  were  like- 
wife  ordered  to  land,  and  make  an  excurfiontol 
that  part  of  the  ifland,  as  there  appeared,  from 
the  fliip,  to  be  a  fine  deep  bay  in  that  fituatlon. 
The  natives  now  began  to  bring  them  water  very 
brifkly,  and  fome  of  their  calabafties  contained 
near  ten  gallons  j  for  one  of  thefe  they  gave  a 
tenpenny  nail,  which  was  much  cheaper  than 
they  could  poffibly  procure  the  water  themfelves, 
allowing  for  the  damage  the  boat  would  fuftain,! 
and  the  prefents  they  would  have  been  under  the| 
neceflity  of  making  on  Ihore  to  the  chiefs. 

The  weather  being  now  fine,  all  the  ailingl 
people  were  fent  on  more,  under  the  care  of  thsl 
furgeon  of  the  King  George  j  and  as  the  natival 
had  behaved,  to  this  time,  in  a  quiet  inoffenfml 
manner,  there  was  no  danger  of  their  being  m^l 
lefted.  No  chiefs  of  confequence  had,  as  yet,  paiJj 
them  a  vifit^  inferior  ones,  indeed,  came  on  bean' 
without  fcruple.  Among  the  reft  they  had 
daily  vifit  from  an  old  prieft,  who  always  brouglitj 
by  way  of  prefent,  a  fmall  pig,  and  a  branch 
the  cocoa-nut  tree.  From  him  they  learned,  tball 
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their  prefent  king's  name  was  Taheetcrre ;  and 
that  he  was  alfo  king  of  Morotoe  and  Mowee. 
The  old  man  informed  them  that  his  relidencQ 
was  in  a  bay  round  tjie  weft  point,  and  impor- 
tuned them  very  much  to  bring  the  Ihips  there, 
as  that  place,  he  faid,  afforded  plenty  of  fine 
bogs  and  vegetables.  But  as  the  people  now^ 
brought  them  plenty  of  water,  they  determined 
I  to  keep  their  prefent  iituation,  it  being,  in  man/ 
refpefts,  a  very  eligible  one. 

In  the  afternoon  the  boats  returned,  and  Mr* 
JHayward  reported,  that  he  had  landed  in  the 
weft  part  of  the  bay,  .where  he  met  with  a  pond 
of  landing  water ;  but  it  was  very  inconvenient- 
ly fituated,  and  could  not  be  got  at  without  dif- 
ficulty. He  afterwards  walked  up  to  a  riling 
ground,  from  which  he  could  perceive  the  land 
Iround  King  George's  Bay  to  fall  in,  and  form  a 
[fine  deep  bay.  This,  hbwever,  did*  not  induce 
Ithem  to  change  their  prefent  iituation. 

The  inhabitants  now  brought  them  water  in 
fach  plenty  that,  by  noon  this  day,  they  had  fill- 
ed all  their  empty  caiks,  having  produced  twen- 
ty-nine butts,  eight  hogfheads,  and  three  brandy 
pipes,  which  contained  one  hundred  and  thirty 
jallons  each.  As  good  water,  in  any  quantity, 
lay  be  procured  at  this  iflhnd  with  the  greateft 
facility,  for  fmall  nails  and  buttons,  it  undoubt- 
ly  is  the  beft  and  fafeft  way  of  procuring  it. 
Potatoes  and  taro  they  met  with  in  plenty ;  but 
f read-fruit  and  yams  fcarcely  any,  which  made 
aem  conclude  they  were  not  cultivated  by  the 
fatives  of  Whahoa.  Having  completed  their 
l^ater,  and  procured  fuch  refreihments  as  the 
lace  afforded,  they  determined  to  make  for 
)ueebow,  without  lofs  of  time,  in  order  to  get  si 
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fupply  of  yams,  which  that  illand  produces  in 
|j         abundance.     On  the  5th  they  weighed,  whtn 
tlieir  friend,  the  prieil,  came  on  board  to  take  his 
leave,  and  brought  a  very  good  feathered  cap,  as 
a  prefent  for  Captain  Portiock  from  Taheeterri'; 
in  return  he  fent  him  two  hirgc  towees,  and 
other  articles  of  trifling  value;  they  likewifei 
gave  the  pried  a  light  horfeman's  cap,  and  an* 
other  to  a  young  chief,  who  had  been  a  conrtantl 
viliter  fince  their  arrival,  being  defirous  to  lliew 
any  future  navigator,  that  might  touch  there,  that 
the  place  had  recently  been  vilited  by  Britilh 
ihips.     They  were  highly  delighted  with  their | 
prefents,  and  after  many  profeliions  of  friend' 
lliip,  took  their  leave  and  went  on  Ihore. 

Captain  Portiock  thinks  Whahoa  the  firft  illand  I 
in  the  whole  group,  and  more  likely  to  be  turned 
to  advantage,  were  it  fettled  by  Europeans,  than 
any  of  the  rell,  there  being  fcarcely  a  fpot  that 
does  not  appear  fertile.    They  found  here  a  great 
number  of  warriors  and   warlike   inllrumeuts. 
The  greateft  part  of  the  daggers  left  in  the  timcl 
of  Cook,  feem  rnollly  to  centre  in  this  illand;  fori 
they  fcarcely  ever  faw  a  large  canoe  in  whieii 
the  natives  had  not  one  a  piece,  and  at  Owhyheel 
they  did  not  fee  above  two  or  three.     As  thejr| 
arc  a  dangerous  and  deftru6live  weapon,  they 
not  fufter  any  to  be  made  in  either  Ihip,  thoughl 
Itrongly  importuned   by  the   natives.     Captainl 
Portiock  fays,  he  v/as  always  averfe  to  it  in  thel 
laft  voyage,  thinking  it  very  imprudent  to  furniliil 
them  with  weapons  that  might,  at  one  time  oraiH 
other,  be  turned  againft  themfelves ;  and  his  laH 
picions  were  but  too  well  founded,  as  it  was  fiipj 
pofed  that  their  late  commander,  Captain  CookJ 
fell  by  one  of  thefe  daggers.    He  unfortunate^ 
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fet  the  example,  by  ordering  fonns  daggers  to  be 
made  after  the  model  of  the  Indran  pahooas,  and 
this  pradice  was  followed  by  every  one  on  board 
that  could  raife  iron  enough  to  make  one  j  fo 
that  the  armourer«  during  their  ftay  at  thefe 
iflandsi  was  employed  in  little  elfe  than  making 
thefe  de(lru6tive  weapons. 

Since  the  year  1 778,  which  was  the  time  thefo 
lAands  were  difcoverexi,  there  appeared  to  be  aU 
moil  a  total  change  in  the  government.  From 
every  thing  they  could  learn,  Taheeteri^  was  th<^ 
only  furviving  monarch  left  amongft  the  iflands. 
He  was  then  king  of  Moretoi  only  j  and  Pcerco- 
raune,  who  now  governs  Whahoa,  was  at  war 
with  him,  and  had  fent  a  number  of  fighting  ca- 
noes to  attack  his  dominions.  It  feems  that  Peo« 
reoraune's  forces  were  worfted  on  this  occaiion  ; 
for  prefently  after  Taheeterre  took  polTeffion  of 
Whahoa,  and  iiuibed  with  his  fuccefs,  he  attack* 
ed  and  took  the  Ifland  of  Mowee,  which,  as  be- 
fore obferved,  is  now  annexed  to  his  dominions. 
Tereeoboo,  who  at  that  time  was  King  of  Owhy- 
hee  and  Mowee,  fell  in  battle  whilft  defending 
his  dominions.  From  the  beft  information  that 
could  be  got,  they  found  that  the  principal  of 
the  Sandwich  Iflands  were  governed  at  this  time 
m  the  following  perfons:  Whahoa»  Moretoi, 
and  Mowee,  were  fubje6t  to  Taheeterre;  Maiha 
Maiha  governed  Owhyhee  and  Hanai;  and  4 
chief,  whofe  name  they  underHood  was  Ta'aao, 
I  was  king  of  Atooi  and  Oneehow. 

Early  in  tlie  morning  of  the  7th  of  June  they 

I  were  off  Atodfj  the  caft  fide  of  the  land  rifes 

gradually  from  the  fe»  fide  till  it  terminates  in 

bills,  clothed  to  the  fummit  with  lofty  tree8> 

vhofc  verdure  has  a  beautiful  appearaace.    The 
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;land  next  the  ihore  affords  a  few  budies,  bnt 
feems  quite  uncultivated,  and  deAitute  of  inha> 
bitrats.  After  palfing  the  fouth-eall  point,  they 
■  found  the  land  cultivated  in  general,  and  houlVs 
were  fcattered  here  and  there  all  along  flicie  to 
the  wellward.  By  noon  they  had  feveral  canoes 
about  the  iliip,  from  whom  they  procured  a  few 
vegetables;  but  the  furif  ran  fo  high  on  the 
beach,  that  the  natives  could  not  bring  oif  any 
.  coniiderable  quantities. 

As  they  knew  Atooi  afforded  plenty  of  fine 
.hogs  and  other  refrefhments,  they  flood  inter 
Wymoa  Bay,  where  Captain  Cook  anchored  the 
laft  voyage,  but  being  difappointed,  they  pro* 
ceeded  to  Oneehow.  No  fooner  were  they  moor* 
ed  than  feveral  canoes  viiited  them,  bringing 
yams,  fweet  potatoes,  and  a  few  fmall  pigs. 
Amongft  the  people  who  came  in  thefe  canoes 
were  feveral  faces  whom  Captain  Portlock  re- 
membered again,  particularly  an  old  priefl  io 
.whole  houfe  a  party  of  them  took  up  their  abode, 
when  detained  all  night  on  Ihore  by  a  heavy  furf, 
and  who  treated  them  in  a  friendly  manner. 

Early  on  the  Qth  they  were  furrounded  by  ca- 
noes, who  brought  a  plentiful  fupply  of  yams 
and  fugar-cane.  A  chief,  named  Abbenooe, 
whom  Captain  Portlock  knew  when  at  tliis  iiland 
before,  paid  them  a  vifit,  and  immediately  re- 
cognifed  his  old  acquaintance*  Having  appoint' 
cd  fix.  perfons  tQ: trade  with  the  natives,  the  cap- 
tain went  on  fliore  in  fearch  of  the  wells  difco- 
vefed  in  Cook's  l^fl  voyage,  acccomp^mied  by  Ab- 1 
faenooe  as  a  guide.  Upon  their  landing,  a  num- 
ber of  th<j .  natj  yes,  who  were  affembled  on  the  I 
.beach,  retired  to  a  confiderable  diftance,  and 

they 
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they  walked  to  the  wells  without  the  lead  mo« 
legation. 

After  examining  the  wells,  they  made  an  ex- 
curfion  into  the  country,  accompanied  by  Abbe- 
nooe  and  a  few  of  the  natives.  The  ifland  ap- 
peared well  cultivated,  its  principal  produdioa 
yams ;  there  are,  belides,  fweet  potatoes,  fugar- 
cane,  and  the  fweet  root  called  by  the  natives 
tee.  A  few  trees  are  fcattered  here  and  there,  but 
in  little  order  or  variety ;  fome  bore  a  kind  of 
nut  refembling  a  walnut  j  another  kind  had  blof- 
loms  of  a  beautiful  pink  colour.  They  alfo  ob- 
Iferved  a  third  variety,  with  nuts  growing  on 
I  them  like  our  horfe  chefnut.  Thefe  nuts,  they  ^ 
lunderftood,  were  ufed  by  the  natives  as  fubftitute$ 
for  candles,  and  they  give  a  moil  excellent  light. ' 
After  hiving  viewed  every  thing  remarkable  on 
this  (ide  the  iilatid,  they  repaired  on  board,  ac-  > 
companied  by  Abbenooe,  and  found  a  briik  trade 
[carrying  on  with  the  natives. 

Having  fent  fome  prefents  to  Ta'aao,  king  of 
lAtooi  and  Oneehow,  by  means  of  his  reprefenta- 
|tive,  Abbenooe,  they  were  given  to  expeft  plenty 
af  hogs  and  vegetables  from  that  place,  in  confe-  . 
iqnence  of  their  attention  j  and  in  a  few  days 
^hey  were  agreeably  furprifed  to  fee  Abbenooe'a  ' 
nieiTenger  return,  accompanied  by.feveral  large- 
double  canoes,  which  brought  a  number  of  very 
line  hogs  to  be  difpofed  of,  together  with  tro 
jind  fugar-cane.  The  meflenger  informed  them 
jhat  Ta'aao  himfelf  meant  to  have  paid  them  a 
f  ilit,  but  that  he  would  ttiW  be  detained  at  Atooi 
Tor  fome  days,  in  order  to  perform  fome  religi- 
W?  ceremonies,  for  one  of  his  wives  who  wag  ? 
[uely  dead.  However,  they  had  no  great  rean 
m  to  regret  the  abfence  of  his  majefty,  for  Ab-'^ 
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benooe  kept  the  natives  in  very  good  order,  en- 
couraging them  to  bring  whatever  the  ifland  af- 
forded;  and  after  the  people  of  Atooi  had  dif. 
pofed  of  their  cargo^  he  fent  them  back  for  a 
frefli  fupply. 

Being  delirous  of  making  Ta'aao  fome  farther 
acknowledgment^or  his  fupplies,  they  fent  him  as 
a  prefent  a  light  horfeman's  cap.  This>  however, 
Abbenooe  fcarcely  thought  fufBcient,  and  ftrong- 
ly  importuned  Captain  Portlock  to  fend  with  it 
an  armed  chair,  whicli  he  had  in  the  cabin,  as  it 
^ould  be  peculiarly  ufeful^  he  faid,  to  one  of  the 
king's  wives,  who  had  lately  lain  in.  He  will- 
ingly  complied  with  his  friend's  requeft.  Their 
buiinefs  now  went  regularly  and  brilkly  forward, 
the  trading  party  were  bufily  employed  in  bar- 
tering for  yams  and  other  refrelhments ;  and 
otiiers  were  buiied  in  killing  and  faking  forfea- 
llore. 

Since  their  arrival  at  this  place,  fuch  of  thft 
feamen  as  were  fcarcely  recovered  were  fent  on 
ihore,  and  found  great  benefit  from  exercife  and 
land  air.  Indeed  the  inhabitants  of  this  iiland 
are  not  numerous,  and  they  were  kept  in  fach 
order  by  Abbenooe,  that  the  people  walked  about 
wherever  inclination  led  them^  without  the  leaft 
moleftation. 

Beiides  water  and  proviiions,  turioiities  too 
found  their  way  to  market,  and  they  purchafed  j 
fome  very  fine  fly-flaps  j  the  upper  part  compof- 
ed  of  beautiful  variegated  feathers,  the  handles 
"were  human  bone,  and  inlaid  with  tortoifefhell 
in  the  neatefl  manner,  which  gave  them  the  ap* 
pearance  of  flneered  work. 

By  the  12th  they  had  purchafed  near  thirty! 
hogs,  weighing,  on  an   averagey   about  fixty 

pounds 
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pounds  each  j  the  principal  part  of  which  were 
brought  from  Atooi :  thefe  they  falted  for  fea-  ' 
ftore,  as  they  got  daily  fuppHes  fuflicient  for  pre-  ' 
frnt  confumption.     By  this  time  they  had  pro* 
cured  likewife  near  ten  tons  of  yams  on  board 
the  Kii^g  George,  and  about  eight  tons  on  board 
the  Queen  Charlotte.    The  health  of  both  fhips 
crews  pcrfeftly  reftored,  and  every  neceflary  bu- 
fftiefs  completed,  they  now  began  to  make  pre- 
paration for  fea,  as  the  feafon  for  commencing 
their  operations;  on  the  American  coall,  was  al« 
ready  begun.   Accordingly,  on  the*13th  of  June,  * 
they  unmoored,  and  got  under  failj  itanding  out 
of  tlie  bay,  which  attained  the  name  of  Yam* 
Bay,  from  the  great  quantity  of  yams  they  per- 
ceived there.     As  their  vifit  to  thefe  iflands  was 
a  very  tranfient  one,  they  had  little  opportunity 
I  of  oBiiaming  any  information  refpedting  the  man- 
Iners  and  culloms  of  the  natives. 

Amongft  the  refrefliments  thefe  iflands  abound 
I  with,  the  fweet  root,  or  tee,  which  they  met  with 
in  great  abundance  at  Whahoa,  deferves  parti- 
cular attention,  as  it  ferved  them  to  make  very 
good  beer  J  which,  after  two  or  three  trials, 
they  brought  to  perfeftion.  The  great  utility  of 
this  root  was  not  known  in  the  l^ft  voyage,  fo 
that  the  method  they  made  ufe  of  to  brew  it, 
may  not  be  amifs  in  this  place.  The  root  was 
Ipeeled  very  clean,  cut  into  fmall  pieces,  and 
put  into  a  clean  kettle,  and  lis  of  the  large  roots 
were  found  a  fbfficient  quantity  for  twelve  gal- 
llons  of  water.  This  was  put  on  the  fire  at  three 
lo'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  after  boiling  an 
Ihour  and  a  half,  was  put  away  to  cool.  By  the 
Itime  the  water  was  lukewarm,  a  gill  of  prepar- 
l^yeaftwas  added^  and  afterwards  it  was  put 
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into  a  caik.  It  generally  began  to  work  alsout 
midnight,  and  by  nine  o'clock  the  next  morning 
jt  was  excellent  drink.  They  found  it  neceHary 
to  make  ufe  of  yeaft  only  once;  tlie  grounds  fer< 
mented  the  liquor  afterwards.  This  beer  was 
conftantly  drank  by  fuch  of  the  failors  as  were 
afflicted  with  the  fcurvy,  and  they  found  great 
benefit  from  it;  fothat,  in  addition  to  its  being 
very  ufeful  as  common  drink,  they  found  it  a 
moft  excellent  antifcorbutic. 

They  flood  to  the  north  north-weft  along  the 
weft  iide  of  Oneehow,  which  form  feveral  fine 
bays,  that  feem  to  afford  good  ihelter  and  an- 
chorage :  foon  after  their  worthy  friend  Abbe- 
nooe  took  his  leave,  and  all  the  canoes  left  them; 
on  which  occaiioQ  they  'hoifted  their  colours  and 
iired  ten  guns,  by  way  of  taking  leave  of  this 
friendly  little  ifland ;  and  from  this  time  to  the 
l6th  of  July,  was  fpent  in  their  paflage  to  the 
Coaft  of  America,  which  was  feen  extending 
from  north-eaft  to  weft  by  north,  diftant  from 
the  ncareft  land  about  twelve  leagues.  On  the 
19th,  they  were  greatly  furprifed  to  hear  the  re- 
port of  a  gun,  wnich  they  anfwered  j  but  it  not 
being  anfwered  again,  they  fired  a  fecond,  when 
another  was  immediately  fired  from  the  fhore. 
Soon  after  they  perceived  a  boat  rowing  out  to- 
wards the;  fbips,  on  which  they  tacked  and  flood 
for  fhore,  in  order  to  meet  her.  By  feven  o'clock 
they  got  on  board,  and,  were  found  to  be  Ruf- 
fians. Having  no  one  on  board  who  underftoodl 
their  language,  the  information  they  got  was| 
but  little ;  they  found  they  came  from  Kodiac, 
and  proceeded  to  Cook's  River  in  boats  The| 
harbour  which  they  intended  to  make,  the  Ruf» 
£au8  informed  them^  was  a  very  good  one>  and  I 

the; 
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they  offered  to  take  a  perfon  in  their  boat  to  ex- 
amine it.  The[r  offer  was  accepted,  and  Mr, 
M'Leod  was  fent  along  with  them  to  found  the 
entrance.  The  Rulfians  left  them  about  half 
pad  eight  o'clock,  and  immediately  afterwards 
they  came  to  anchor  in  thirty-five  fathoms  wa- 
ter, over  a  bottom  of  coarfe  fand  and  ihells. 
Early  in  the  morning  of  the  20th,  Mr.  M*Leod 
returned,  and  informed  them,  that  tliere  was  a 
fafe  paifage  into  the  harbour  on  either  fide  of 
the  fmall  ifiand  at  the  entrance.  After  examin- 
ing the  fpot,  he  landed  on  a  beach,  where  the 
Ruilians  had  taken  up  their  abode.  It  feems 
they  only  continue  here  during  the  fummer  fea- 
fon,as  they  had  nothing  more  than  tents,  cover- 
ed over  with  canvafs  or  fkins.  He  obferved  but 
few  fea-otter  Ikins  amoneft  them,  and  thefe  ap- 
peared mofily  green,  as  if  they  had  been  recently 
taken  from  the  animal.  The  party  confilled  of 
twenty-five  men  :  they  had  alfo  a  number  of  In- 
dians along  with  them,  who  feemed  to  be  on  the 
moft  friendly  terms  with  the  Ruffians 3  which 
inclined  them  to  tiiink  they  were  not  natives  of 
that  place,  efpecially  as  Mr.  M'Leod  could  not 
perceive  an  Indian  habitation  near  the  Ruffian 
fettlement.  The  Rulfian  chief  brought  them  a 
prefent  of  a  quantity  of  fine  falmon,  fufficient  to 
ferve  both  (hips  for  one  day ;  for  which  they 
gave  him  fome  yams,  with  directions  how  to 
I  drcfs  them  3  fome  bepf,  pork,  and  a  few  bottles 
of  brandy.  Thefe  people,  quite  contrary  to  Ruf- 
fian cufiom,  were  particularly  careful  not  to  get 
intoxicated;  but  they  had  reafon  to  think,  it 

{proceeded  from  a  fear  of  being  furprifed  by  the 
ndians,  for  they  obferved  them  to  be  conftantly 
I  on  their  guards  with  their  arms  always  ready; 

and

and  that  no  man  llept  without  a  rifle-barrel- 
led piece  under  his  arm,  and  his  cutlafs,  and  a 
long  knife  by  his  fide. 

Captain  Portlock,  early  in  tlie  morning  of  the 
21ft,  went  on  (hore  in  fearch  of  a  convenient 
place  for  wooding  and  watering  the  fhips  j  both 
of  which  he  found,  to  his  fatisfadion,  very  con- 
venient. None  of  the  natives  had  yet  made  their 
appearance,  but  as  the  Ruflians  were  conftantly 
on  their  guard,  for  fear  of  being  furprifed  by  the 
Americans,  they  judged  it  pmdent  to  be  the 
fame ;  and  accordingly  fent  a  chell  with  arms 
along  with  the  parties  on  ftiore.  Whilft  they 
were  hauling  the  feine,  the  Rullian  chief  paid 
them  a  vifit,  and  informed  them  that  near  his 
refidence  plenty  of  fifti  might  be  caught :  they 
accordingly  took  the  feinie  thither,  and  in  feveral 
hauls  caught  about  thirty  falmon,  and  a  few  flat 
filh.  This  indifferent  fuccefs,  as  their  friend  the 
Ruffian  informed  them,  was  owing  to  its  being 
then  low  water.  However,  he  oblerved  that  if 
they  would  leave  the  feine  all  night,  and  a  man 
along  with  it,  they  would  have  plenty  of  filh  the 
next  morning.  Thf.y  embraced  the  offer  with 
pleafure,  and  left  one  of  the  failors,  who  had 
fome  trifling  knowledge  of  the  RuHian  language. 
The  Ruflian  fettlement  was  fituated  on  a  plea- 
fant  piece  of  flat  ground,  about  three  miles  in 
length,  and  about  two  hundred  yards  over, 
bound  by  a  good  Tandy  beach  on  one  fide,  and  a 
fmall  lake  of  frelh  water,  which  empties  into  the 
fea,  on  the  other :  in  this  lake  they  catch  plenty  j 
of  fine  falmon :  the  beach  terminates  at  each 
end  in  high  points  of  land,  which  form  a  fniig 
bay,  where  fmall  craft  might  lie  with  great | 
fafety, .  • 
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They  foon  perceived  that  the  Ruffians  procur- 

|(d  no  furs  by  barter  with  the  Americans,  and 

that  they  got  no  fea-otter  (kins,  ncr  indeed  furs 

of  any  kind,  but  what  the  Kodiac  Indians,  their 

attendants,  caught  in  hunting.     It  was  very  evi- 

I  dent  they  were  under  great  apprehenlion  from 

the  American  Indians;  indeed  the  chief  gave 

I  them  to  underhand,  that  they  had  attempted  to 

furprife  them  feveral  times,  and  that  they  were  a 

I  ftt  of  favage,  cruel  people. 

At  feven  o'clock  on  the  22d,  the  whale-boat 
I  was  fent  on  (bore  to  the  Ruffian  fettlement,  to 
leara  what  fuccefs  they  had  had  with  the  feine; 
the  boat  returned  about  nine   o'clock,  deeply 
laden  with  fine  falmon.    After  this,  they  weigh- 
ed and  ftood  farther  up  Cook's  River,  but  with 
faint  hopes  of  fuccefs,  being  apprehenlive  the 
RuiEans  had  driven  the  Indians  away  from  the 
place.    Soon  after  they  anchored|  and  two  fmall 
canoes  came  off  from  the  ihore,  and  went  along- 
fide  the  Queen  Charlotte:  they  had  nothing  to 
barter,  except  a  few  dried  falmon,  which  Cap- 
tain Dixon  purchafed  for  beads,  and  alfo  made 
them  a  few  prefents,  in  order  to  convince  them 
Ithat  their  intentions  were  friendly,  and  that  they 
Iwiihed  to  trade  with  them  in  a  peaceable  man- 
Incr.  They  feemed  to  comprehend  Captain  Dixon's 
Iraeaning,  and  promifed  to  bring  furs  the  foUow- 
|ing  day.   About  feven  o'clock  the  next  day,  they 
^lad  the  latisfa6tion  of  feeing  two  large,  and  fev«- 

al  fmall  canoes  pufhing  oiF  from  the  fliore. 
[When  at  fome  dillance,  they  joined  in  a  fong, 
which  was  continued  for  a  confiderable  length  of 
time,  and  afterwards  came  along-fide,  extending 
their  arms,  as  a  token  of  their  pacific  intentions, 
iQd  many  of  them  held  up  green  plants^  proba« 
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bly  for  the  fame  motive :  moll  of  them  had  their 
faces  daubed  with  red  ochre  and  black  lead,  which 
had  a  very  difgulting  appearance  3  their  nofcs 
and  ears  were  in  general  ornamented  with  fmall 
blue  beads  or  teeth,  and  they  had  a  Hit  cut  in 
the  under  lip,  in  a  line  parallel  with  the  mouthi 
which  was  adorned  in  a  limilar  manner. 

They  procured  from  this  party  near  twenty  fea- 
otter  ikins,  and  a  few  cloaks  of  the  earlefs  mar- 
mot ikins,  neatly  fewed  together  j  they  traded 
in  a  fair  and  open  manner;,  and  were  very  im- 
portunate with  them  to  go  on  fhore.  They  en- 
treated one  of  them,  who  appeared  to  be  a  chief, 
to  go  on  board,  which  he  declined,  unlefs  they 
would  lei  a  failor  go  in  the  canoe  as  a  hoftage;  but 
whilft  they  were  talking  to  him,  another  of  his 
companions  ventured  on  board,  and  prefently  af> 
terwards  the  chief  and  fevcral  others,  followed 
his  example  i  they  then  fcnt  one  of  their  people 
into  the  canoe.  After  Haying  fome  time  on 
board,  and  gratifying  their  curiofity  with  look- 
ing at  the  vefiel,  they  left  them  and  paddled  on 
iliore,  feemingly  well  fatisfied  with  their  recep- 
tion. 

On  the  30th  they  were  vifited  by  feveral  ca« 
noes,  from  whom  they  purchafed  fome  gocjd  fea- 
otter  Ikins,  together  with  feveral  marmot  cloaks, 
racoons,  and  foxes  j  they  alfo  brought  plenty  of 
frelh  falroon,  which  was  bartered  for  beads  and 
buttons.  Their  traffic  for  fome  days  continued 
in  the  fame  ftate,  and  the  behaviour  of  the  na- 
tives was  very  iqiiiet  and  peaceable  j  however, 
according  to  Indian  cudom*  they  made  no  icrn- 
pie  of  thieving,  bM  fome  of  them,  that  \Vere  on 
board  the  King  George,  gave  a  fpecimen  of  their 
talents  in  that  line,  by  Healing  the  hooks  from  a 
'  .  "    block 
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block  (trap,  and  a  grinddone  handle^  which  being 
made  of  iron,  was  no  doubt  a  prize.  They-  did 
not,  however,  think  it  prudent  to  ufe  violence 
with  them  upon  thefe  trifling  depredations,  but 
contented  themfelves  by  giving  a  better  look  out 
for  the  future.  An  elderly  chief  went  on  board 
the  Queen  Charlotte,  from  whom  Captain  Dixon 
learned  fome  information  refpeding  the  Rullians. 
He  clearly  underftood,  from  the  old  man's  point- 
ing to  the  guns,  and  defcribing  the  explotion 
they  made,  as  well  as  from  other  circumltances> 
that  there  had  lately  been  a  battle  between  the 
Radians  and  the  natives,  in  which  the  Ruflians 
bad  been  worfted :  the  chief  at  the  fame  time 
intimated,  that  he  would  not  quarrel  with  us  on 
that  account,  as  he  was  certain  we  belonged  to 
another  nation,  from  the  difference  of  our  drefs. 
jHow  the  quarrel  originated  they  could  not  learn. 
The  Indians,  in  leaving  the  ihip,  gave  them  to 
underftand,  that  the  neighbourhood  was  drained 
of  furs,  but  that  they  would  go  to  procure  more 
I  in  the  adjacent  country. 

Auguft  the  5th,  in  the  morning,  one  large  ca- 
Inoe  and  feveral  fmall  ones  came  along-fide, 
Ibringing  four  good  fea-otter  Ikins,  a  few  martins, 
Iracoons,  and  foxes,  and  plenty  of  fine  falmon. 
iThe  large  canoe  had  been  abfen.t  two  days  to 
[trade  for  furs  in  various  parts  of  the  river,  and 
^he  people  now  gave  them  to  underHand,  that  the 
Mjoining  fcountry  was  entirely  drained  of  furs, 
iDd  that  they  could  not  procure  any  more. 

In  confequence  of  this  information,  they  there- 
fore determined  to  quit  Cook's  River  the  firft  op- 
ptunity,    and    proceed    to   Prince  William's 

ound,  where  they  expe6ted  a  good  fupply  of 

^efe  valuable  furs.    The  land  about  this  place 
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is  prettily  diverHfied  witli  valleys,   and  gentl/ 
rifing  groundSf  which  in  general  are  clothed  with 
pines  and  ihrubs ;  many  of  the  vales  have  fmal] 
rivers  of  water  which  difcharge  themfelves  into 
the  fea»  and  in  one  of  them  were  feveral  houfesj 
and  fome  (lages  on  which  the  natives  dry  tbeirl 
falmon :  thefe,  contrafted  with  the  mountainsl 
iituated  behind  them,  which  are  entirely  coveredj 
with  fnow,  compofe  a  landscape  at  once  beauti- 
ful and  pidurefque. 

Upon  their  leaving  Cook's  River,  feveral  fmalll 
canoes  came  off  from  a  town  near  the  fouth  point! 
of  Trading  Bay.  In  one  of  them  was  a  man  who! 
had  been  very  ufeful  in  procuring  furs,  upon! 
which  account  he  received  the  name  of  the  fac-T 
tor.    They  clearly  underflood  from  him,  that  the 
.  Ruffians  frequented  the  weft  fide  of  the  iiland  ta 
the  fouthward,  and  that  there  is  a  palTage  bej 
twixt  that  and  the  main.    Their  friend  the  facJ 
tor  brought  nothing  to  difpofe  of,  but  a  fewfai] 
mon.    It  feems  his  principal  motive  in  payine 
this  vifit  was>  to  beg  their  aififlance  againfl  tii^ 
Ruffians.    He  was  very  importunate  with  then 
to  grant  his  requeft,  intimating  at  the  fame  tim^ 
that  he  could  prefcntly  alTemble  a  large  fleet  o| 
canoes,  with  which,  aflifled  by  their  Ihips,  the 
could  eafily  get  the  better  of  their  enemies, 
their  refuiing  his  requeft,  he  feemed  greatly  moij 
tified ;  but  to  confole  him  in  fome  meafare  for  bif 
difappointment,  they  gave  him  a  light  horle 
man's  cap,  of  which  he  was  very  proud ;  and  bij 
countrymen  beheld  him  with  fuch  a  mixture! 
admiration  and  envy,  that  they  queftioned  wbe 
ther  he  would  be  able  to  keep  it  long  in  his  po' 
feffion.      They  alfo   diftributed  a  few  trif 
smongft  the  other  Indians,  who  returned 
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iliore  perfedly  fatlsfied,  though   they  did 
meet  with  iuccefs  in  their  embaily. 

The  {hips  now  left  Cook's  River,  and  from  the 
10th  of  AuguH  to  the  23d  of  September^  were 
kept  beating  about  the  coaft  without  being  able 
to  get  into  any  harbour.  When  they  were  off 
King  George's  Sound  this  day,  they  perceived  a 
caiuiC  coming  off  from  (horej  they  ihortened  fail 
and  brought  to,  for  her  to  come  up.  She  had 
two  Indians  in  her,  but  neither  of  them  could  be 
prevailed  upon  to  go  on  board.  They  had  fome 
iifli  which  were  bought,  and  a  few  trifling  pre- 
fents  were  made  them;  after  which  they  left 
the  (hip. 

From  this  time  to  the  28th,  they  were  kept 
beating  ofl*  and  on,  tr)'ing  to  get  into  King 
George's  Sound,  without  efleft,  when  they  wera 
obliged  finally  to  bear  away  for  Sandwich  Iflands. 

On  the  l6th  of  November  they  arrived  off 
Owhyhee,  where  feveral  canoes  came  off  to  them 
with  a  few  fmall  fiih.  When  night  arrived> 
they  perceived  tires  lighted  in  different  parts  oif 
thq  country.  The  next  mornings  being  not  more 
than  four  miles  from  fhore,  a  number  of  canoes 
were  prepared  to  follow  them.  The  adjacent 
country  is  very  pleafant,  and  there  appeared  fe- 
veral villages  lituated  amidfit  line  groves  of  co- 
coa-nut trees.  As  they  run  along  the  Ihore,  th« 
natives  of  both  fexes  were  affembled  on  the  beach 
in  great  numbers,  waving  pieces  of  white  cloth 
as  a  token  of  their  peace  and  friendfhip.  They 
prefently  came  off  with  the  different  produ6tions 
of  the  illand,  fuch  as  hogs,  bread-fruit,  taro,  co- 
coa-nuts, plantains,  fowls,  and  geefe  of  a  wild 
fpecies,  with  plenty  of  fait.  Their  trade  went  fo 
Irllkly  forward,  that  in  a  very  fhort  time  they 
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purchafctl  hogs  fuflicicnt  to  fill  fcven  tiercv«s,  be- 
iidcs  great  numbers  of  a  fmaller  fort  for  prefent 
ufe,  Oiul  near  two  tons  of  vegetables.  The  In- 
dians ail  the  time  traded  very  fairly  j  but  fome 
of  the  fpedators,  of  whom  they  had  great  num- 
bers of  both  fexes,  Ihewed  their  ufual  propenlity 
to  thieving.  When  the  trade  was  over,  the  na- 
tives entreated  them  to  ftay  near  the  land,  and 
in  the  morning  they  would  bring  plenty  of  iine 
hogs  J  and  they  did  not  forget  their  promife. 

On  the  19th  of  November,  the  captain  con- 
fulted  refpefting  their  future  proceedings,  hav- 
ing now  pretty  well  drained  Owhyhee,  by  pur- 
chafing  all  the  trade  they  had  brought.  The 
Ihips  were  very  light,  from  having  fuch  a  quan- 
tity of  water  expendeo,  and  their  rigging  ftooJ 
much  in  need  of  repairing  and  over-hauling;  lb 
that  they  concluded  it  belt  to  quit  tlieir  prefeut 
iituation,  and  proceed  for  King  Greorge's  Bay, 
in  Whahoa,  where  they  could  lie  well  Iheltered 
from  the  prevailing  winds,  and  do  every  thing 
neceiTary  both  for  the  hulls  and  the  rigging  of 
the  (hips.  In  their  paflage  from  Owhyhee  to 
Whahoa,  a  little  before  dark,  on  the  igth  of  No- 
vember, they  faw  a  canoe  to  the  fouth-weft, 
making  after  them,  with  a  fiuall  mat  up  for  a 
fail,  and  paddling  very  hard.  On  this  they 
brought  to,  and  picked  her  up.  There  were 
four  men  in  the  canoe,  befides  a  quantity  of  pro- 
vifions.  It  fcems  they  belonged  to  the  Ifland  of 
Mowee,  and  on  the  Ihips  (landing  in  for  the  eafl 
point  of  it,  had  put  off  with  their  little  cargo, 
hoping  to  make  a  good  market  of  it ',  but  upon 
the  ihips  bearing  away  from  the  ifland,  having  a  I 
ilrong  wind  dire6tly  againd  them,  they  could  not 
reach  the  fliorc,  and,  therefore,  they  bore  away 
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after  tlifm,  and  fet  their  little  fail.  Tlielf  ca- 
noe, when  they  came  along-fide,  was  alnioll  full 
of  water,  and  themfelves  fo  much  fpent  with  fa- 
tigue, that  they  were  obliged  t«  help  them  up 
the  ihip's  iide.  All  their  thin«|were  got  into 
the  ilHp>  the  canoe  hauled  in  mpon  deck,  and 
every  method  in  their  power  male  ufc  of  to  re- 
cover them,  which  had  the  wiilied-for  good  efl'cA ; 
and  never  were  men  more  grateful  than  thcic 
poor  Indians,  for  the  little  favours  they  were  fo 
happy  in  ihewing  them. 

On  the  23d,  being  off  Mowec,  and  it  being 
nearly  calm,  the  Indians  that  they  picked  up  at 
fea,  took  this  opportunity  of  going  on  Ihorc. 
I  They  endeavoured  to  prevail  on  thetn  to  ilay  till 
next  morning,  that  they  might  have  an  opportu- 
nity of  {landing  clofe  in  ihore,  when  they  might 
have  gone  with  greater  fafety  j  but  they  chofc 
to  go  this  time,  and  made  light  of  the  difiance, 
though  not  lefs  than  five  leagues.  Thefe  poor 
fellows  did  not  go  away  empty-handed,  for  be- 
fides  the  prefents  they  had  from  the  captain,  al- 
tnoil  every  perfon  on  board  gave  them  fome  little 
token  of  friendlhip,  fo  that  their  misfortune 
turned  out  to  great  advantage. 

On  the  30th,  they  anchored  in  King  George's 
Bay.  A  few  canoes  came  along-fide  immediate-  , 
ly  afterwards,  but  brought  little  with  them  : 
they  were  given  to  underfiand,  that  water  was 
wanted ;  but  they  informed  them  that  both  wa- 
ter and  every  thing  elfe  was  tabooed  by  the 
king's  order.  Finding  things  in  this  fituatiooi, 
they  gave  to  a  man,  who  appeared  to  be  of  the  ' 
moll  confequence  amongft  them,  a  prefent  for 
the  king,  and  another  for  the  old  prieft.  requcft- 
ing  him,  at  the  fame  time,  to  inform,  ihis.king, 
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that  they  were  in  want  of  water,  and  fuch  ic- 
frefhments  as  the  iiland  afforded,  and,  therefore, 
iliould  be  glad  if  he  would  immediately  take  off 
the  taboo.  Early  the  next  morning,  they  had 
fome  canoes  along-fide,  who  brought  them  water 
and  a  few  vegetables,  not  with  (landing  the  taboo, 
Prefently  their  old  friend  the  prieft  paid  them  a 
vifit,  and  came,  according  to  cuftom,  in  a  large 
double  canoe,  decorated  with  branches  of  the  co- 
coa-nut tree.  After  paddling  round  the  lliip 
with  great  folemnity,  and  running  down  every 
fmall  canoe  that  came  in  his  way,  he  came  along* 
fide  ;  but  before  he  entered  the  (hip,  he  enquir- 
ed for  Captain  Portlock,  on  whofe  appearance  he 
handed  up  a  fmall  pig,  as  a  token  of  peace  and 
friendlhip.  This  has  been  obferved  to  b6  the 
ufual  pra6tice  at  all  thefe  illands.  The  old  maa 
informed  them  that  the  king,  who  had  jult  arriv- 
ed in  the  bay  with  a  large  fleet  of  canoes,  would 
be  on  board  to  pay  them  a  vifit,  and  upon  his 
returning  again  on  fliore,  the  taboo  would  be 
taken  off,  and  the  natives  at  liberty  to  brinjg 
them  every  thing  the  ifland  afforded.  They 
made  him  a  prefent,  and  likewife  gave  him  one 
for  the  king,  which  they  defired  he  would  carry 
on  Ihore  and  deliver  with  his  own  hand.  The 
prieil  left  them,  and  returned  foon  after  in  his 
own  canoe,  accompanied  by  many  others,  both 
large  and  fmall ;  in  a  very  large  canoe,  paddled 
by  fixteen  ftout  men,  was  the  king  himfelf,  at- 
tended by  many  of  the  principal  chiefs.  When 
his  canoe  came  near  the  fliip,  all  the  reft  made 
room  for  his  majefty,  who,  after  paddling  three 
times  round  the  fliip  with  great  ftate,  entered  on 
board  without  the  leaft  appearance  of  fear,  and 
would  not  fuffer  any  of  his  attendants  to  follo\^ 
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hii:n>'tni  he  had  got  permilfion  for  their  admit- 
tance, which  was  given  to  eight  or  ten  principal 
chiefs.  The  king  brought  them  a  few  hogs,  and 
fome  vegetables,  by  way  of  a  prefent,  for  which 
he  received  a  fatisfadory  compenfation.  Many 
of  the  chiefs  likewife  brought  trifling  prefents, 
for  which  they  received  fuitable  returns, 

7'he  king,  whofe  name  is  Tahecterre,  remain- 
ed on  board  the  greatell  part  of  the  day,  and 
gave  the  natives  diredtions  to  bring  them  plenty 
of  water,  and  every  thing  elfe  the  ifland  attord- 
ed :  towards  evening  he  returned  on  ihore,  per- 
feftly  fatisfied  with  his  reception,  and  the  pre- 
fents  that  were  made  him.  They  foon  Isegan  to 
feel  the  good  effe6ts  of  Taheeterre's  vifit,  the  na- 
tives, now  no  longer  under  the  influence  of  the 
taboo,  brought  them  plenty  of  water,  and  they  pro- 
cured a  good  fupply  of  hogs  and  vegetables,  fo  that 
a  party  was  employed  in  falting  pork  for  fea-llore. 

On  the  3d  of  December,  Taheeterre  paid  them 
another  vifit  in  much  the  fame  manner  as  be- 
fore j  great  numbers  of  canoes  were  about  the 
fhips,  and  multitudes  of  both  fexes  playing  in 
the  water,  notwithftanding  their  dillance  from 
the  fliore,  which  was  not  lefs  thtin  two  miles. 
Their  old  f/iend  the  prieft  was  almoU  conftantly 
on  board,  and,  according  to  cuftom,  drank  vaft 
quantities  of  yava,  which  kept  him  in  a  moft 
wretched  condition;  he  feemed  quite  debilitated, 
and  his  body  was  entirely  covered  with  a  kind  of 
leprous  fcurf.  The  old  man  had  generally  two 
attendants  with  him,  to  chew  the  yava-root  for 
him,  and  he  found  them  fo  much  employment 
that  they  were  frequently  tired,  and  he  was  oblig- 
ed to  hire  fome  of  ^lie  people  in  the  canoes  to 
chew  for  him^  at  a  aead  for  a  mouthful. 
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On  the  4th,  they  received  another  vifit  fr(m 
his  majefty,  and,  in  addition  to  his  ufual  prefent, 
he  brought  a  large  quantity  of  fine  mullet,  which 
he  told  them  were  caught  in  a  fmall  lake  at  the 
head  of  the  bay.  He  frequently  eat  with  them, 
but  could  never  be  perfuaded  to  tafte  either  wine 
or  fpirits  j  nor  did  he  even  ufe  the  yava,  but  al- 
ways drank  water.  He  feemed  greatly  delighted 
with  the  attention  paid  him ;  indeed,  his  viiits 
were  very  acceptable,  for  he  not  only  encouraged 
the  natives  to  bring  them  freely  water  and  other 
neceflaries,  but  at  the  fame  time  kept  them  ia 
good  order.  This  afternoon  their  water  was 
completed,  having,  in  the  fpace  of  three  days, 
filled  forty  butts,  befides  a  number  of  puncheons 
and  brandy  pieces;  fo  eagerly  did  the  natives 
purfue  this  profitable  trade. 

Numbers  of  (harks  were  caught,  and  after 
taking  out  their  livers,  they  were  given  to  the 
natives,  who  confidered  them  as  very  acceptable 
prefents  j  as  they  eat  the  flefh,  the  Ikin  ferves 
tor  covers  to  their  drum  heads,  and  the  teeth  they 
fix  in  wooden  inftruments,  which  they  ufe  as 
knives.  ",>;v? 

The  old  prieft  continued  *  his  vifits,  fometimes 
going  on  fhore,  under  pretence  of  paving  a  morn- 
ing vifit  to  his  majeftyj  but  it  was  foon  found 
his  principal  motive  was  to  replenifli  his  (lock 
of  yava,  of  which,  as  has  already  been  obferved, 
he  confumed  a  great  quantity.  He  now  began 
to  appear  very  reftlefs  and  uneafy  j  on  the  cap- 
tain's enquiring  into  the  caufe,  he  hinted  that 
Taheeterre  and  his  principal  warriors  were  me- 
ditating fome  mifchief  againft  the  ihlpsj  and 
taking  them  upon  deck,  pointed  to  a  large  houfe 
on  the  top  of  a  hill.    This  houfe^  he  afiured 
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ibem,  'vms  building  for  an  EatoMi  orG*od*s  Houfe» 
wherein  they  were  going  to  make  great  ofFeringi 
to  their  dift'erent  eatooas,  and  to  confult  them  on 
the  event  of  an  attack  on  the  fliips,  which  they 
were  determined  on,  provided  they  met  with  en- 
couragement from  their  oracles.  He  appeared 
quite  difpleafed  with  the  king's  conduct  on  this 
occafion,  and  defired  they  would  be  conllantly  on 
their  guard  againll  him.  Though  this  piece  of 
information  feemed  rather  improbable,  yet  they 
thought  it  prudent  to  be  on  their  guard,  to  pre- 
vent a  furprife  j  and  at  the  fame  time  ordered  a 
conftant  watch  to  be  kept  on  the  cables,  to  pre- 
vent their  being  cut  by  the  natives.  They  had 
obferved  the  natives  building  this  houfe  a  day  or 
two  before  the  priefl  pointed  it  out  to  them,  and 
had  feen  people  going  up  towards  it,  loaded, 
probably,  with  offerings  to  their  different  deities. 

As  they  had  conllantly  treated  the  king  and 
bis  attendants  with  great  kindnefs,  they  could 
fcarcely  give  any  credit  to  the  old  prieft,  although 
the  hopes  of  poffelling  all  the  iron  they  had  on 
board  might,  probably,  tempt  them  to  the  attack. 
At  any  rate,  they  determined  to  admit  Taheeter- 
re  on  board  as  ulual,  whenever  he  came,  and  to 
regulate  their  conduct  by  his  behaviour. 

Towards  noon  the  next  day,  the  king  came  off 
in  a  large  double  canoe,  attended  by  a  number 
of  his  principal  chiefs,  all  of  whom  were  admit- 
ted on  board,  and  treated  with  the  ufual  freedom; 
but  they  were  well  provided  for  an  attack,  had 
one  been  attempted.  Taheeterre  could  not  help 
obferving  their  fituation,  and  fpoke  of  it  to  his 
attendants  J  notwithftanding  which,  he  obferved 
his  ufual  manner.  After  being  on  board  fome 
time,  he  was  ycry  dcfirous  to  fee  the  effects  of 
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their  firearms,  which  Captain  Portlock  iher^Td 
him,  by  dii'charging  a  piftol  loaded  with  ball  at 
a  hog  that  ftood  at  Ibme  diftance,  and  killed  it 
on  the  fpot.  The  king  and  his  attendants  were 
llartled  at  the  report  of  the  piitol ;  but  when 
they  law  the  hog  lie  dead,  and  the  blood  running 
from  the  wound,  they  were  both  furpril'ed  and 
terrified ;  and  they  had  not  the  leaft  doubt  but 
this  fatal  efFetl  of  their  firearms,  made  a  deep 
imprellion  on  their  feelings,  and  prevented  them 
from  making  the  attack.  The  king  ftaid  on 
board  near  two  hours,  and  after  receiving  a  fraall 
prefent,  took  his  leave,  informing  them  at  the 
lame  time,  that  he  intended  leaving  the  bay,  and 
returning  to  his  relidence  at  Whyteetee,  in  the 
evening. 

Soon  afterwards  the  old  prieft  came  on  board, 
not  in  a  large  double  canoe,  as  ufual,  but  in  a 
fmall  old  crazy  one,  that  would  fcarcely  carr* 
him,  and  appeared  as  if  he  had  come  off  by 
ftealth.  The  moment  the  old  man  got  upon 
deck,  he  began  to  tell  them  that  the  king  was  a 
great  rafcal,  perfilied  in  his  former  ftory,  and 
btgged  thfm  to  watch  him  narrowly.  After  ha- 
ranguing for  a  fliort  time,  he  left  them  and  wen^ 
on  board  tlie  Queen  Charlotte,  where  he  fpcnt 
the  remainder  of  the  day.  By  this  time,  their 
wooding  bufinefs  was  completed,  having  pur- 
chafcd  a  quantity  fuiiicient  for  at  leaft  fix  months 
coiilumption. 

From  this  time  not  a  fingle  native  came  near 
t^e  Ihips  for  two  days,  and  their  canoes  were 
hauled  out  of  fight}  but  they  perceived  great 
numbers  about  the  houfe  at  the  top  of  the  hill. 
By  day-light  of  the  17th,  the  old  prieft  came  on 
board,  and  feemed  quite  enraged  at  the  king's 
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rfcent  conduct.  He  informed  them,  thjit  the 
king  and  all  his  principal  chiefs  had  b^n  making 
offerings  to  their  gods^  and  confulting  them;  bat 
that  the  gods  wer6  good  fornothing,  and  that  the 
king  and  his  adherents  were  no  better  than  vil- 
lains, for  intending  to  do  them  any  mifchief,  after 
the  many  pref^ts  they  had  received  from  both 
ihips.  They  thanked  him  for  his  intelligence, 
and  told  him  they  iliould  be  conliantly  on  tlieir 
guard. 

For  fome  time  Captain  Portlock  had  been  Im- 
portuned by  a  perfon  who  was  employed  as  a  yava 
chewer,  and  a  very  fine  young  man,  of  the  firft 
conlequence  in  the  iiland,  and  a  conflant  compa- 
nion of  the  king's,  to  take  them  along  with  him 
to  Atooi .  But  he  nfever  thought  they  wtfre  in  ear- 
neft,  till  on  the  17th,  when  the  young  chief,  whofe 
name  was  Paapaaa,  came  on  board,  and  joined  his 
entreaties  with  thole  of  the  yava  chewer,  in  fo 
prcfling  a  manner,  that  he  promifcd  to  take  them 
en  board,  and  they  returned  on  fliore  to  prepare 
tlicnifelves  for  the  paffage.  The  yava  chewer,  be- 
ing now  as  itwere  a  gentleman  paflenger,4io  longer 
confidered  himfelf  as  a  fervant,  but  took  to  drink- 
ing yava  heartily,  and  laid  in  a  plentiful  flock  of 
that  root.  Towards  the  evening  this  day,  the 
natives  were  obferved  uncovering  and  pulling  to 
pieces  tlieir  new-built  houfe  on  the  hill,  and,  about 
eight  o'clock,  feveral  large  houfes  were  on  fire 
along  the  fhore  near  the  bay ;  but  as  no  Indians 
were  or.  board,  they  did  not  know  whether  by 
accictnt  or  defign. 

Next  morning  the  old  prieft  came  on  board, 
and  upon  enquiring  the  caufe,  he  told  them  they 
vere  houfes  belonging  to  gods,  whom  the  chiefs 
were  dii'pleafed  with,  therefore,  out  of  revenge, 
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they  had  burned  gocis  and  lioufes  together.    The 
kiiig  paid  them  another  vifit,  but  he  appeared 
fomewhat  Ihy.     On  the  captain's  taking  notice  of 
the  red  houle  on  the  top  of  the  hill,  he  appeared  a 
good  deal  confured,  and  waving  the  converlaticD, 
began  to  talk  about  his  two  countrymen  who 
were  going  with  them  to  Atooi.     He  feenjed 
very  much  intercflid  in  Paapaaa's  welfare,  and 
particularly  requetled  them  to  take  care  of  hiiu 
and  treat  him  well  j  and  if  they  flopped  at  Atooi, 
he  begged  that  they  would  leave  him  under  tiie 
care  of  Taaao,  who  it  feems  is  brother  to  Tahee- 
terre,  and  a  relation  of  Paapaaa's.     The  captaiu 
likewife  made  the  king  a  prefent,  on  which  he 
took  his  leave  of  them  for  the  lad  timej  and  after 
taking  a  very  afFedionate  one  of  his  countrymen, 
he  quitted  the  fhip  and  went  on  Ihore :  the  other 
canoes  remaining  along-lide  to  difpofe  of  their 
cargoes. 

They  now  began  to  get  every  thing  ready  for 
fea.  The  old  priell  was  yet  on  board ;  but  to- 
wards noon,  on  the  20th  of  December,  he  took  hi* 
leave,  and  Captain  Portlock  made  him  a  prefent, 
with  which  he  was  highly  pleafed.  He  thea 
went  on  board  the  Queen  Charlotte,  to  tf»ke  leave 
of  Captain  Dixon,  and  foon  after  left  the  Ihiiw, 
and  with  the  other  canoes  paddled  for  Ihore. 

They  did-  not  come  to  anchor  again  till  the  I 
25th,  which  was  in  Wynioa  Bay.  Soon  after 
which,  feveral  canoes  came  off,  and  they  eiKpiirrd 
for  the  king  and  *heir  old  friend  Abbenooe,  who, 
they  were  informed,  were  vuh  the  principal 
chiefs  at  Apoonoo,  a  town  in  the  north-eaft  parti 
of  the  illand,  where  the  king  ufually  relides;  biul 
were  told,  that  the  king  and  his  retinue  wooldl 
ihortl/  be  down  at  Wymoa.    The  natives^  iu  th«| 
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menn  time,  iupplitd  them  with  every  thing  they 
could  willi  tor.  The  next  day.  Captain  PorUock, 
attended  by  his  two  paflengers,  went  on  fliore, 
with  an  intention  of  walking  round  the  wellern 
point  of  the  illand,  in  iiopes  ot  tinding  a  well-fliel- 
tered  bay  for  the  Ihips  to  ride  in.  On  reaching  the 
fliore,  lie  was  received  in  a  very  friendly  manner 
by  a  vaft  number  of  the  inhabitants,  and  after- 
wards was  jx)ined  by  fome  people  of  conlequence, 
who  w«  re  of  great  fervice  in  keeping  the  natives 
at  a  diftance,  though  they  did  not  crowd  round 
ihcni  with  any  mifchievous  intention  j  but  on  the 
contrary,  to  render  them  any  little  fervice  in  their 
power.  After  walking  two  or  three  miles  along 
the  Ihore,  they  fat  down  to  take  a  little  relreth- 
raent.  During  their  repaft,  a  chief  named  Tya- 
ana,  who  they  underllood  was  brother  to  the  king, 
joined  them,  and  prefled  the  captain  very  much 
to  go  back  with  him  to  Wymoa,  and  eat  with 
bim  there.  As  he  was  very  anxious  to  find  out  a 
good  bay  for  the  lliips,  he  declined  this  friendly 
oft'er,  but  promifed  to  call  on  him  on  his  return  ; 
OD  which  he  took  his  leav^e  with  many  profeihons 
of  friendfliip,  and  they  continued  their  walk  along 
the  lliore. 

Being  difappointed  in  his  fearch  for  a  harbour, 
they  began  to  think  of  returning  back  to  the  Ihip ; 
but  after  walking  four  or  five  miles,  they  found 
it  would  be  impra(Slicable  to  reach  Wymoa  before 
night  came  on,- and  being  not  far  from  a  com- 
fortable iioufe  belonging  to  Abbenooe,  determined 
them  to  tuke  up  their  abode  in  it  all  night.  They 
arrived  at  the  lioufe  about  fun-fet,  and  one  of 
Abbenooe's  men,  who  had  joined  them  in  the 
courfe  of  the  afternoon,  gave  dircf^ions  for  a  hog 
and  a  dog  to  be  immediately  killed  and  drefled  for 
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their  Tappers,  together  with  a  large  quantity  of 
taro.  The  houfe  was  well  lighted  up  with 
torches  made  of  green  ralhes,  and  at  eight  o'clock, 
fupper  being  ready,  it  was  ferved  up  in  great 
order.  Their  friend's  man  a6ted  as  mafter  of  the 
ceremonies,  and  ferved  the  provifion  to  each 
perfon  j  and  after  the  feaft  was  over,  he  ordered 
the  remainder  to  be  put  by  for  their  ufe  in  the 
morning  before  they  departed.  Previous  to  t  heir 
quitting  the  houfe,  there  were  near  one  hundred 
women  about  it,  moftly  with  children  in  their 
arms.  They  were  very  anxious  to  know  the 
captain's  name,  which  they  pronounced  Popote; 
and  fuch  of  the  infants  as  could  fpeak,  were 
taught  to  call  on  Popote.  On  this,  he  diftributed 
fome  trifling  prefents  amongft  them,  to  pleafe 
them.  Soon  after  the  captain  returned  to  the 
fhip,  where  he  found  a  briik  trade  had  been 
carrying  on  in  his  abfence. 

On  the  25th,  Tyaana  came  off  in  a  large  double  I 
canoe,  and  brought  him  a  prefent  of  fome  hogs 
and  vegetables,  which  was  accepted,  and  a  fait- 
able  return  made.  He  informed  them  that  the 
king  and  a  number  of  the  principal  chiefs  would 
be  down  in  a  day  or  two  j  and  in  the  mean  time, 
they  Ihould  have  whatever  the  placo  produced. 
After  many  profeffions  of  friendihip,  Tyaana| 
took  his  leave  and  went  on  fhore. 

On  the  28th,  they  obferved  a  great  number  of  I 
canoes  come  round  the  eaftern  point  of  the  bayjf 
and  foon  afterwards  their  good  friend  Abbenooel 
came  on  board,  but  fo  much  reduced,  and  fol 
coverod"  with  a  white  fcurf,  from  the  iminoderatel 
ufe  or  the  yava,  that  th^y  fcarcely  kna\V  himj 
He  brought  two  canoes  loaded  with  diflered 
fciadsof  ptoririons^asa  profent  for  the  two  ihip^j 
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Aftet  (laying  a  fhort  time  with  Captain  t*ortlock, 
he  went  on  board  the  Queen  Charlotte  with  the 
prefent  he  intended  for  Captain  Dixon,  and  re- 
turning again  in  the  evening,  took  up  his  lodgings 
with  Captain  Portlock.    The  next  day  Abbenooe 
went  on  (hore,  and  prefently  afterwards  returned 
in  company  with  Taaao  and  moft  of  the  principal 
chiefs  belonging   to  the  illand.      His  majelly 
brought  a  very  handfome  prefent,  confiding  of 
hogs,  taro,  cocoa-nuts,  and  plantains,  together 
with  cloths,  mats,  and  feveral  elegant  feathered 
doaks;  all  which  he  infilled  on  their  receiving: 
they  were  accordingly  got  into  the  fliip,  and  ati 
ample  return  was  made  him.    According  to  the 
ideas  tkey  had  entertained,  they  found  Abbenooe 
was  a  man  highly  efteemed  by  the  king,  who 
confulted  him  on  erery  occafion.    Taaao  appear- 
ed to  be  about  forty-five  years  of  age,  llout  and 
well  made,  and  feemed  the  bed  difpofed  man  that 
they  had  met  among  the  illands.     He  offered 
Captain  Portlock  his  friendlbip  in  the  moft  earneft 
manner ;  and  afiured  him  he  ihould  be  fupplied 
with  every  thing  this  and  the  adjacent  iflands 
afforded.  He  requefted  Abbenooe  to  ftay  on  boafd, 
in  order  to  prevent  any  of  the  natives  difputing 
n\h  them.    Accordingly  they  hung  up  a  cot 
or  him  in  the  cabin,  which  pleafed  him  fo 
uch,  that  he  never  (lept  out  of  it. 
On  the  3 1  ft,  the  king  paid  them  another  vifit, 
ccompanied  by  an  elderly  chief,  whofe  name 
as  Neeheowhooa,  vi^ho,  they  underftood,  wa» 
ncle  to  the  king,  and  a  perfon  of  the  firft  con- 
equence.    This  old  chief,  it  feems,  in  his  time, 
ad  been  one  of  the  greateft  warriors  that  Atooi, 
rany  of  the  ifiands  could  boaft  of,  and  had  been 
reatly  inftrumeutal  in  fettling  them  under  their 
Vol.  VIII,  U  prefeoli 
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prefcnt  kings,  TaUeeterre  and  Taaao.  His  body 
was  almoft  covered  with  fears,  and  he  was  quite 
a  cripple;  and  to  add  to  his  diftreifed  fituation, 
he  had  entirely  loft  an  eye,  and  the  other  was  in 
a  very  weak  ftate,  occafioned  by  fome  wounds  he 
bad  lately  received  in  battle,  and  which  were  be- 
yond their  art  to  heal.  Taaao  appeared  very  un- 
happy on  account  of  his  uncle's  lituation;  and 
perhaps  thinking  they  could  perform  wonders, 
begged  of  them  to  cure  him.  Captain  Portlock 
recommended  him  to  the  care  of  his  furgeon, 
who  wallied  his  wounds,  applied  dreffings  to| 
them,  and  gave  him  fome  freflx  ones,  which  he 
was  to  make  ufe  of  once  a  day.  Neeheowhooa 
feemed  perfeftly  to  underftand  the  furgeon's  in 
ftrutlions,  and  promifed  to  follow  them  in  thi 
moft  pun6lual  manner. 

The  next  morning,  though  fine,  very  fe 
canoes  made  their  appearance.  Upon  alkin 
Abbenooe  the  reafon,  he  informed  them  thati 
was  occafioned  by  a  tabooara  being  laid  on  by| 
the  king,  which  it  fcems  is  a  kind  of  tax  impofi 
upon  the  fubje6ts  by  the  king,  and  confifts  of 
certain  portion  of  their  various  produce.  A 
Abbenooe's  requeft.  Captain  Portlock  accorapa 
iiied  him  on  fhore  to  fee  the  ceremony,  which  h 
could  not  but  admire  j  great  order  and  regularit; 
were  obfervedj  men,  women,  and  even  childrei 
paid  their  contributions  with  cheerfulnefs  am 
good-will.  Some  brought  hogs,  others  taro^ 
bread-fruit,  and  indeed  every  thing  the  iflani' 
produced  j  all  of  which  were  placed  in  two  f 
rate  heaps.  Taaao  and  moft  of  the  principi 
chiefs  attended,  to  fee  the  tabooara  was  pund 
ally  complied  with ;  and  when  it  was  linilhi 
the  whole  was  divided  into  two  parcels,  wbicl 
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the  king  informed  Captain  Portlock,  was  for  ihe 
twoihips,  and  defired  him  to  lend  boats  on  ihore 
to  take  them  off.  He  was  greatly  pleafed  with 
the  king's  method  of  proceeding,  and  determined 
hefhould  not  be  a  lot'er  by  his  liberality,  though 
he  happened  to  have  nothing  about  him  which 
he  thought  a  fuitable  return  for  fo  noble,  a  pre- 
|fent,  the  magnitude  of  which  ni^oniflied  him. 

Next  dav,  the  weather  being  tolerably  fine, 
I  they  fent  the  long-boat  on  ihore  for  more  provi- 
fions,  and  Captain   Portlock,  accompanied  by 
his  friend,  followed  in  the  whale-boat.    They 
landed  abreaft  of   the  village  of  Wymoa,  and 
whilft  the  people  were  getting  the  hogs,  &c.  ia 
Ithe  long  boat,  walked  two  or  three  miles  up  a 
Ivalley,  which  leads  from  Wymoa  towards   the 
Imountaiiis :  this  valley  abounds  with  taro,  which 
lis  planted  in   trenches  that  contain  about  fix 
linches  depth  of  water.    The  taro  grounds  are 
Idivided,  at  convenient  diftances,  by  railed  foot- 
Ipaths,  which,  as  well  as  trenches,  are  made  of 
pne  in  a  very  regular  manner,  and  mutt  have 
coft  the  natives  an  infinite  deal  of  time  and  trou- 
ble. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  4th  of  January,  they 

aught  a  female  ihark,  fo  large  that  it  was  obli- 
ged to  be  hoitted  out  of  the  water  by  the  tackle  j 
It  meafured  thirteen  feet  and  a  half  in  length, 
pight  and  a  half  in  circumference,  and  the  liver 
fix  feet;  its  mouth  was  fo  large,  that  it  admitted 
fhejiead  of  a  puncheon  with  eale.  On  its  being 
opened,  there  were  found  forty-eight  young  ones 
[n  her,  each  about  eight  inches  long ;  two  entire 

irtles,  weighing  each  lixty  pounds,  befides  feve- 
fal  fmall  pigs,  and  a  large  quantity  of  bones,  The 
^ver  was  kept  for  oil^  and  the  fiQ)  given  to  the. 
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natives,  whoconfidered  it  an  ineftimablctrcafure. 
Taaao  paid  tiiem  another  vitit,  which  he  inform- 
ed Captain  Portl6ck  was  his  farewell  vifit,  as  he 
intended  to  return  to  Apoonoo,  but  that  he  Ihould 
leave  Abbenooe  on  board,  who  was  to  accompany 
them  down  to  Oneehow,  which  iiland  and  its  pro- 
duce, he  preiTed  the  captain  to  accept  of  as  a  prc- 
feat,  and  deiired  Abbenooe  to  fee  that  the  natives 
fupplied  them  with  plenty  of  every  thing,  without 
taking  any  thing  for  it  in  return :  be  was  this  time  I 
accompanied  by  Taaevee,  his  eldeft  fon,  a  very 
fine  boy  about  twelve  years  old.  Captain  Port- 1 
lock,  after  expreffing  himfelf  in  a  fuitable  man* 
ner,  for  the  magnitude  of  the  prefent  made  him,] 
had  much  to  do  to  get  leave  for  the  people  of 
Oneehow  to  have  fomething  given  them  for  their 
goods:  but  after  fome  little  altercation,  he  got 
leave  for  them  to  be  paid  for  digging  and  bring- 
ing of  the  yams.  After  this  affair  was  fettled  to 
mutual  fatisfa6Uon,  the  captain  made  the  king 
and  his  attendants  fuch  prefents  as  he  thought | 
Suitable  to  the  generofity  of  his  vifiters. 

Amongft  the  people  of  confequence,  who  at- 
tended Taaao  on  his  farewell  vilit»  was  his  uncle  I 
Neeheowhooa;  his  wounds  were  getting  better, 
and  lie  ^med  quite  at  a  lofs  how  to  exprefs  hisj 
gratitude  and  thankfulnefs :  he  begged  permil- 
lion,  whilft  there,  to  come  on  board  every  day  tol 
Lave  them  dreflcd,  and  feemed  to  think  theyl 
would  foon  be  liealed.     After  attending  his  ne-l 
phew  on  fhore,  he  returned  with  a  large  doubkl 
£anoe  full  of  hogs,  for  a  prefent  to  thefargeoflj 
and  captain,  as  a  token  of  his  gratitude. 

On  the  7th,  they  weighed  and  made  fail  fo 
Oneehow,  where  they  came  to  anchor  in  Yaml 
£a/.    Hie  <:aptain«  ^iccompanied  by  Abbenooe/ 
sav*;...     ■  J  took! 
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hook  a  walk  on  thore,  where  he  found  great  part . 
of  the  countrv  poorly  cultivated.  Upon  enquir- 
ing the  realon,  Abbenooe  told  him,  lince  they 
louk  ill  their  ilock  of  yams,  the  people  had  in  a 
great  meafure  negle6tcd  the  ifland  j  barely  plant- 
ing enough  for  their  own  ule :  and  that  fohie  had 
lentirely  left  the  idand,  and  taken  up  their  future 
Irefidence  at  Atooi. 

On  the  20th,  fevcral  of  the  people  had  leave  to 
Igo  on  Ihore,  all  of  whom  returned  except  three, 
Iwho  were  in  a  very  poor  ftate  of  health,  and 
Iwbom  the  captain  thought  of  letting  remain  a 
Ifewdays  on  ihore,  for  the  benefit  of  their  health. 
lAbbenooe  had   provided   them    a    comfortable 
Ihoufe,  and  order^  them  to  be  fupplied  by  the 
Inatives  with  eve^  refrelhment  they  could  get, 
ISoon  after,  a  heavy  gale  coming  on,  they  were  un- 
^er  the  necelfity  of  cutting  their  cables,  and  run- 
ning out  of  the  bay,  being  obliged  to  leave  the 
khree  invalids  on  Ihore.     Abbenooe  and  feveral 
Indians  were  on  board  at  that  time,  and  went  to 
fea  with  them.     From  the  21  ft  to  the  27th,  they 
sere  kept  beating  off  and  on,  about  Oneehow 
ad  Atooi  j  fuch  a  heavy  fea  running  that  no  ca- 
boc  could  come  off  lo  them,  till  this  day,  when  a 
ew  ventured  off  from  Yam  Bay ;  and  the  three 
Invalids,  who  had  been  kindly  treated  by  the  na- 
[ives,  were  got  on  b6ard. 

The  weather  ftill  continuing  very  ftormy,  they 
fere  under  the  neceffity  of  returning  to  Wymoa 
[ay,  where  the  people  had  leave  again  to  go  on 
We  J  Abbenooe  at  the  fame  time  attending 
liem,  to  prevent  any  quarrels  between  the  natives 
nd  them  5  and  upon  their  returning,  the  captain 
|)uad  not  fo  much  as  a  theft  had  been  attempted, 
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but  that"  every  luxury  the  iiland  produced  had 
been  given  them. 

A  remarkable  circumftance  related  by  Mr. 
Croulding,  a  volunteer  in  the  fervice,  fhews  the 
great  regard  the  natives  have  for  their  dogs  j  in 
walking  a  confidcrable  way  along  the  (hore,  he 
met  with  an  Indian  and  his  wife ;  ibe  had  two  i 
puppies,  one  at  each  breaft.    The  oddity  of  the 
^circumftance  induced  him  to  offer  to  purchafe  one 
of  them,  which  the  woman  could  not,  by  all  his 
perfualions  or  temptations,  be  induced  to  partj 
with ;  but  the  fight  of  fome  nails  had  fuch  power- 
ful attraction  upon  the  man,  that  he  infilled  up- 1 
on  her  parting  with  one  of  them.    At  laft,  with 
every  fign  of  real  forrow,  ih||did,  giving  it  at 
the  fame  time  an   affedionafif  embrace.     Ai« 
though  he  was  at  this  time  a  confiderable  way 
from  the  fiiip,  the  woman  would  not  part  witjil 
her  nurfling  till  they  arrived  where  the  boat  was] 
lying,  to  take  him  on  board,  and  jufi  upon  hi$ 
quitting  the  beach,  ihe  very  earneftly  entreatedl 
to  have  it  once  more  before  they  parted ;  uponl 
his  complying  with  which,  fhe  immediately  plaw 
ed  it  at  tlie  bfeafii  and  after  fome  time  returned 
It  to  him  again. 

This  day,  at  Captain  Portlock's  requeft,  two 
chiefs,  that  were  on  board  from  Wymoa,  exercif-j 
cd  with  their  fpears.  The  dexterity  and  afto 
niihing  expertnefs  Ihewn  by  them,  wonderlullji 
furpriled  every  one  on  board.  One  of  themj 
whofe  name  was  Na-Maa-te'erae,  that  is  blinl 
of  one  eye,  was  much  refpefted,  and  his  compaj 
ny  courted  by  all  the  principal  men  of  the  illand 
The  lofs  of  his  eye  he  met  with  in  battle,  byi 
0one  fiung  from  a  fling}  but  this  accident  di| 
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not  prevent  him  from  being  a  moft  expert  war- 
rior. He  toolc  his  ftaud  about  three  or  four 
yards  from  the  cabin  door,  unarmed  j  the  other 
perfon  flood  about  eight  or  ten  yards  from  him> 
provided  with  five  fpears.  Upon  the  fignal  be- 
ing given  for  commencing  the  adion,  a  fpear  was 
thrown  with  the  utmoft  foree  at  Namaate'erae, 
which  he  avoided  by  a  motion  of  the  body,  and 
caught  it,  as  it  paifed  him,  by  the  middle.  With 
this  fpear,  he  parried  the  reft  without  the  lead 
apparent  concern.  He  then  returned  the  fpear 
to  his  adverfary,  and  armed  himfelf  with  a  pa- 
hooa.  Iliey  were  again  thrown  at  him,  and  cgain 
parried  with  the  fame  eafe.  One  of  the  fpears 
ilrack  a  conliderable  way  into  the  balk-head  of 
the  cabin,  atid  the  barbed  part  was  broke  off  in 
endeavouring  to  get  it  out.  The  remarkable 
coolnefs  he  ihewed,  at  the  time  the  fpears  were 
caft  at  him,  proved  at  once  his  courage  and  ex^ 
pertnefs.  All  who  were  fpedators  of  the  light, 
ihuddered  at  the  danger  he  was  expofed  to,  and 
were  aftonifhed  to  fee  with  what  eafe  he  parried 
the  miliile  weapons. 

This  utiy  the  captain  and  Abbenooe  being  on 
fliore,  the  captain  obferved  in  the  village  of  Wy- 
moa,  a  firing  of  four  or  five  houfes  tolerably 
large,  in  very  good  order,  without  inhabitants. 
I  On  alking'the  reafon  of  their  being  tabooed,  he 
was  informed  that  they  were  houfes  built  for  the' 
king,  whenever  he  honoured  Wymoa  with  a 
vifit,  and  that  no  perfons  whatever  were  allowed^: 
the  ufe  of  them  in  his  abfence.  Abbenooe  like- 
wife  informed  him,  that  the  king  had  given  hini 
diredions  to  build  him  a  houfe  on  a  clear  fpot 
Ijmt  to  the  weftward  of  thefe  houfes,  and  that  he 
I  brought  hiu  to  that  place  for  him  to  point  out  a 
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iitnation  to  his  own  liking.  For  iome  time  he 
refufed  accepting  the  favour;  but  upon  his 
friend's  earnell  entreaty,  he  at  laft  confented  to 
gratify  his  generolity;  and  no  fooner  was  his 
confent  made  known,  than  workmen  wese  im- 
mediately employed.  Some  ran  to  fetch  wood 
from  the  country,  others  a  long  kind  of  grafs  to 
thatch  it  with,  all  of  which  was  executed  with 
the  utmolt  difpatch  and  plea  lure,  delighted  with 
the  idea  of  having  their  friend  Popote  amongft 
them.  Near  the  fpot  fixed  on,  was  a  large  fiat 
ilonc,  on  which  the  Captain  etched  the  initials 
of  his  name,  the  country  he  ferved,  and  the  year 
of  our  Lord,  which  he  explained  to  them  as  well 
2s  he  could  ;  and  as  ibon  as  they  underftood  the 
meaning  of  it,  they  were  much  pl^afed,  and  the 
Hone  was  ordered  to  be  placed  in  the  centre  of 
the  boufe. 

The  captain,  having  given  dire6iions  about 
the  plan,  and  every  thing  being  fettled  to  gene- 
ral fatisfa6tion,  rerpe<5ting  the  building,  they  pro- 
ceeded !^.p  the  valley,  attended  by  a  great  number 
of  the  natives,  both  young  and  old,  who  behav- 
ed with  the  grcateft  hofpitality  and  friendfhip, 
prefiing  him  to  go  into  every  Iroufe  he  came  to, 
and  partake  of  the  beft  fare  in  their  power  to 
give;  and  numbers  of  the  women  bringing  him 
their  children  to  hone — that  is,  falute  them  by 
touching  nofes  j  his  compliance  with  which  gave 
them  lingular  pleafure.  He  was  pleafed  to  fee 
ib  much  happlnefs  in  the  faces  of  hundreds  of 
Indians,  whom  they  had  formerly  fo  mr.ch  rea- 
fon  to  think  were  a  treacherous  people.  This 
excurfion  gave  him  a  frefti  opportunity  of  obferv- 
ing  the  amazing  ingenuity  and  induftry  of  the 
natives,  in  laying  out  their  taro  and  fugar-canc 
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grounds,  the  greateft  part  of  which  are  made  up- 
on the  banks  of  the  river,  with  exceeding  good 
caufeways  made  of  banks  of  earth,  leading  up 
the  valley,  and  to  each  plantation.  The  taro 
beds  are  in  general  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
over,  dammed  in,  and  they  have  a  place  in  one 
part  of  the  bank,  which  ferves  as  a  gateway.  < 
When  the  rains  commence,  which  is  in  the  win- 
ter feafbn,  tlte  river  fwclls  with  the  torrent* 
from  the  mountains,  and  overflows  their  taro 
beds  J  and  when  the  rains  are  over,  and  the  rivcrs- 
decreafe,  the  dams  are  Itopped  up,  and  the  wa« 
ter  kept  in  to  nourifti  the  taro  and  fugar-cane. 

Of  tlie  taro,   which  grows  to  a  great  fize,- 
they  frequently  make  a  pudding,   which  they 
call  poe,  and  keep  till  it  becomes  a  little  four. 
The  Indians,  that  were  a  little  while  at  fea 
Ivith  the  captain,  almoft  fretted  themfelves  to 
death,   when  their    flock   of  poe   was   gone;, 
which  was  very  foon  done,  from  the  immoderate  * 
quantity  they  eat  of  it.    The  captain  has  feen 
Ibbenooe  eat  near  two  quarts  of  it  at  a  meal« 
[befides  a  quantity  of  fifti  or  pork. 

After  gratifying  his  curiofity    amongfl:    the 

Iplantations,  his  friend  accompanied  him  to  a  large 

houfe,  fituated  under  the  hills  on  the  welt  fide  of 

the  valley,  and  about  two  or  three  miles  from 

the  fea  beach:  he  found  this  houfe  very  large, 

commodious,  and  clean,  with  a  iiew  mat  on  the 

moor.    On  the  left  fide  of  the  door  WHS  a  wooden 

image,  of  a  tolerable  large  fize,  fcated  in  a  chair^ 

which  nearly  refembles  one  of  our  armed  chairs. 

There  was  a  grafs  plat  all  round  the  image,  and  a 

Umall  railing  made  of  wood:  befides  the  chairs 

Iwere  feveral  to-es,  and  many  other  fmall  articles. 

JAbbenooe  ixiformed  hla3»  that  this  hooie  had  been 
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built  with  the  to-es  he  had  given  him  upon  his 
firft  calling  at  Oneehow:  and  that  the  other 
articles  were,  prefents  that  he  had  made  him  at 
diUereht  times :  and  that  the  image  was  in  com- 
memoration  that  he  had  been  amongftthem.  Few 
people- were  admitted  into  this  houle.  Amongft 
other  articles  in  it,  were  feveral  drums,  one  in  par- 
ticular was  very  large ;  the  head  of  which,  was 
made  of  the  Ikin  of  the  large  ihark  already 
mentioned :  and  he  was  told  thefe  drums  were 
dedicated  to  their  gods.  They  had  fome  refrefh- 
ments,  fuch  as  pork,  falted  iiih,  taro,  plantains, 
and  cocoa-nuts;  and  then  returned  to  the  beach: 
the  long-boat  being  in  iliore,  to  take  off  fome 
proviiions  of  different  kinds,  that  were  collefted 
by  a  tabooara,  or  general  tax,  laid  on  the  natives 
by  the  king.  Captain  Portlock  fays,  it  is  not  in 
his  power,  to  give  the  praife  that  is  due  to  this 
people,  from  the  king  to  the  towtow :  their  atten- 
tion and  unwearied  induftry  in  fupplying  them 
with  every  thing  in  their  power,  was  beyond  ex- 
ample: their  hofpitality  and  generofity  were  un- 
bounded, and  their  eagernefs  to  do  a6ts  of  kindnefs 
waib*  amazing.  He  feems  to  hope  that,  by  the  help 
of  their  own  ingenuity,  they  will  be  enabled,  from 
their  obfervations  upon  our  methods  of  failing, 
building,  &c.  to  bring  thefe  articles,  among  them- 
felves,  to  much  greater  perfection  than  they  arc 
at  prefent. 

Gn  the  8th,  the  king  arrived  in  the  bay,  at- 
tended as  ufual :  he  came  on  board,  and  appeared 
very  well  pleafed  with  the  friendly  intercourfe 
that  fubiiiled  between  his  fubje6ts  and  the  people. 
The  king  {laid  on  board  a  few  hours,  and  then 
went  on  board  the  Queen  Charlotte,  to  fee 
Captain  Dixon.    From  this  time^  to  the  id  of 

March,

March,  they  experienced  a  great  deal  of  bad 
weather,  and  were  driven  out  to  lea  j  and  this 
day  came  to  anchor  in  Wymoa  Bay.  A  chief  of 
fome  confequence,  named  Nohomitehitee,  who 
liad  been  very  often  on  board,  and  rendered  them 
a  great  deal  of  fervice  in  procuring  provilions, 
preffed  Captain  Portlock  very  much  to  take  him 
on  board.  He  informed  the  captain  he  had  col- 
ie6ted  a  great  number  of  little  articles,  which  he 
made  a  prefent  of  to  his  father,  a  very  old  man, 
almoll  worn  out  with  age :  but  Paoareare,  one  of 
the  king's  meffengers,  who  rules  with  unbounded 
fway,  when  the  king  and  principal  chiefs  are  from 
the  idand,  knowing  the  old  man  was  pofleflTed  of 
tliefe  things,  went  to  him  and  demanded  all  his 
treafure,  confining  of  a  few  to-es,  beads,  rings> 
and  various  trifling  articles,  which  his  fon  had 
given  him.  The  old  man  did  not  produce  hi» 
treafure,  which  he  had  taken  the  precaution  to 
fecrete,  till  extreme  force  was  ufedj  when  thh 
vile  reprefentative  of  a  benevolent  mpnarch,  as  is 
too  often  the  cafe  in  other  countries,  took  thq 
whole  from  the  decrepid  and  unfortunate  pof- 
feiTor.  Nohomitehitee  landed  with  bis  canoe,  juft 
as  his  father  was  plundered,  but  did  not  interfere; 
perhaps  not  for  want  of  courage,  but  dreading  to 
lay  hands  on  a  meifenger  of  the  king,  who  arc 
held  in  great  eftectm.  Nohomitehitee  being  taken 
on  board,  according  tb  his  requeft,  in  a  few  days, 
being  tired  of  living  on  fait  provifions,  left  them, 
and  they  had  no  opportunity,  before  thej  left  the 
I  iflands,  to  enquire  what  was  done  in  his  father's 
I  affair. 

From  this  time,  to  the  3d  of  March,  was  cm- 
I ployed  in  getting  ready  for  fea^  and  leaving,  for 
the  fecond  time>  thefe  friendly  iilands/  made  the 
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bed  of  their  way  for  thccoaft  of  America,  wherel 
they  arrived  ok  the  24th  of  April,  without  meet- 
ing with  any  very  remarkable  occarrenec  j  theyl 
looked  fjwr  die  Iflands  of  St.  Maria  la  Corta,  lardl 
dowi),  from  fome  old  charts,  but  found  no  fuchi 
place,  having  run  direAly  over  the  fpot  wherc| 
they  were  faid  to  be. 

Upon  coming  to  anchor  at  Montague  IflandJ 
thv?y  were  vifited  by  five  canoes,  and  were  rather! 
furprifed  to  find  that  the  natives  had  not  the  IkiiJ 
cf  any  animal  amongft  themj  but  they  poireffedl 
many  beads  of  various  colours,  which  ihey  feemedl 
to  put  a  great  value  on.     Thefe  people  frequentlyl 
repeated  the  word  Nootkrf,  pointing  at  the  famej 
time  up  the  Sound.     Never  having,  eitiier  at  this 
place  or  in  Cook's  River,  heard  the  natives  make 
nfe  of  the  yrord  before,  they  were  induced  to 
think  they  had  been  taught  the  word  by  fome 
▼ifiters,  who  had  recently  been  at  Nootka  5  and 
they  were  foon  convinced  that  there  had  lately 
been  fome  people  trading  with  them,  for,  on  aik^l 
itig  for  the  fea-otter  Ikins,  th«y  were  given  to 
underiland,  that  all  they  had  been  able  to  getJ 
were  fold  to  a  Thomas  Molloy,  who,  they  under'T 
riood,  had  left  the  Sound-    This  piece  of  informj 
ation,  however  incorreft  it  might  be,  convincea 
them  that  they  had  very  little  to  hope  for  fror 
that  place.     However,  they  ftood  in  for  Princ 
William's  Sound.    Towards  evening  their  vifiter 
left  them,  and  paddled  put  of  the  bay,  after  fiealj 
ing  feveral  filhing  lines  that  were  hanging  over-j 
board.     On  the  25th  they  got  fome  water  fa 
prefent  ufe,  and  fome  of  the  Slip's  company  we 
rfent  on  Ihorc  next  day  to  gather  ihcll-filh,  thd 
x)nly  refrelhment  this  place  was  known  to  affordj 
%\q  oalj  fpace  to  walk  in  was  alpng  the  beachj 
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the  adjacent  country  being  entirely  covered  with 
liiovv.  There  were  plenty  of  wild  geel'e  and  ducks, 
but  lb  Ihy^  that  they  could  not  get  within  iliot. 
jia  a  walk  Captain  Portlock  took  along  the  beach, 
\k  faw  the  remains  of  two  Indian  huts,  and  a 
[quantity  of  wood  that  had  been  cut  down  with 
Itdged  tools;  it  was  therefore  concluded  that  the 
IRullians  had  viiit^d  this  place  the  lad  autumn. 

No  Indians  coming  near,  they  determined  to 
lleave  the  place;  and  accordingly,  on  the  29th 
they  weighed,  and  failed  out  of  the  bay;  but  the 
[fame  evening  were  under  the  neceffity  of  running 
lin  again,  on  account  of  contrary  wind.     But  on 
|the2d  of  May,  they  weighed  and  fteered  up  the 
ISoand,  a  coniiderable  way,  when  coming  to  an 
laiichor,  the  long-boat  and  whale-boat,  belonging 
lloeach  (hip,  were  made  ready  for  a  trading  expe- 
Idition  farther  up  the  Sound ;  and  early  in  the 
Iworning  of  the  5th,  fet  out  under  the  command 
lof  Captain  Dixon.     In  the  mean  time.  Captain 
IPortlock  had  all  hands  employed  in  cleaning  and 
Irepairiiig  the  iliips.    On  the  10th,  Captain  Dixon 
Jretarned,  and  gave  the  following  account  of  bis 
(cKurfion. 
"  My  intention,  on  fetting  out,  was  to  make 
linchinbrooke  Cove  firft,  and  from  thence  pro- 
sed to  Snug  Corner  Cove,  as  I  knew  they  were 
[he  mod  likely  places  to  meet  with  inhabitants. 
Bad  weather  coming  on,  I  put  into  a  cove  in 
^lontagu  Iftand;  but  in  a  ibort  time,  the  weather 
blearing  up,  I  proceeded  round  the  north-ead  end 
[f  the  idand,  into  a  large  bay.    Here  I  found 
Dine  Indians  on  a  hunting  party,  who  gave  me 
I  underdand  that  they  belonged  to  Cape  Hin- 
linbrooke.    It  being  late  in  the  evening,  I  came 
an  anchor  for  the  night. 
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"  As  the  TntVians  diel  not  leave  ns  wlien  darkJ 
nefs  fet  in,  I  ordered  fix  hands- to  keep  waLcbJ 
and  the  remainder  to  have   their  arms   ready] 
The  Indians  Ikulked  about  us  till  near  two  oVluck 
"waiting,  no  doubt,  for  an  opportunity  to  cut  tbJ 
boats  oft'j  but  finding  us  attentive  to  all  ihci) 
motions,  they  then  left  us.     Early  next  nioriiinJ 
I  weighed  and  Itood  over  fo'rCape  Hinchinbrooke 
At  this  place  I  found  feveral  Indians,  and  pur 
chafed  a  few  fea-otter  Ikins.    The  Indians  frel 
quently  pointed  to  Snug  -Corner  Cove,  and enl 
deavoured  to  make  me  underlland  a  vellel  ];ii 
there.     Though   this  circumltance  llrongly  a] 
cited   my   curiofity,  and   made  me  parlieularlf 
anxious  to  know  whether  this  piece  of  iwtelligeiicj 
was  true,  yet  theday  being  by  this  time  farfpen( 
I  deitermined  to  keep  my  prefent  lituation  durinj 
the  night,  as  the  weather  was  very  tmpromilinf 
The  Indians,  whom  I  had  traded  with  for  furl 
during  the  afternoon^  were  a  diiferent  tribe  tVoij 
that  I   met  with  in  the  bit  v.     Their  behavioif 
'Was  very  daring  and  infolent,.  though  they  clidiii 
directly  attack  usj  nor  did  they  leave  the  boats  ii| 
day-light  next  morning. 

*'  Karly  in  the-morningiof  the  7th,  I  fet  ofFfiBn  fo  it 
Snug- Cornef- CoVtj  but  the  wind,  during  tljleares 
Whole  day,  being- Very  light,  I  did  not  arrive! 


the  eove  till  eleven- k)'cloek.<at  night.     Contra| 
to  my  expe6tation,  I  f«d«nd  no  velfeli  neithen 

I'l  perceive  an^idfjl!b€(iinhftlbitaatlS6iftotwithftan| 
hig  which,  I  'oM^Y^d  Phi^'fame  ftritt  watch  to  I 
k't^fJt  as  bef(irc,-^^i6ti3ibdring,  that  thk  Difcovx

^tiHHg*4^a^talti?)G'6bfc'B  iaft  voyage,  in  opendij

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At  day  light,  in  the  morning  of  the  8th,  two 
llndians  came  along-Hde  in  a  canoe,  and  gave  us 
Ito iinderftand,  that  there  was  a  ihip  at  no  great 
Idiftance,  On  proceeding  to  the  place,  under  the 
Idireftion  of  i'onie  of  the  natives,  I  found  her  to 

a  fnow,  Galled  the  Nootka  from  Bengal,  com- 
Imanded  by  a  Captain  Meares*,  under  Englifli 
Colours.  I  learned  from  Captain  Meare«,  that  he 
bd  failed  from  Bengal  in  March  1786,  and  that 
lie  had  touched  at  Oonalafhka  in  Auguft :  from 
tlience  he  proceeded  to  Cook's  lliver,  which  he 
filtered  through  Whitfnn  Bay.  In  this  ftraight 
lie  met  with  a  party  of  Ruflian  fettlers,  who  in- 
Iformed  him,  that  the  land  tothe  eallward  of  the 
ftraight,  is  called  by  them  Kodiac,  and  that  they 
had  a  fettlement  there  :  likewife,  that  two  Eu- 
lopean  veflels  were  then  at  anchor  at  Kodiac,  and 
lliat  they  had  lately  feen  two  other  iliips  in  Cook's 
lliver.  This  intelligence  induced  him  to  fteer 
for  Prince  William's  Sound,  where  he  arrived  the 
alter  end  of  September.  He  had  wintered  in 
|he  creek,  where  I  now  found  him;  and  his  veflel 
m  ftill  fall  in  the  ice.  Many  of  the  crew  were 
Bead  of  the  fcurvy ;  and  the  remaining  part  were 
In  fo  feeble  a  ftate,  at  one  time,  that  Captain 
pares  himfelf,  was  the  only  perfon  on  board 
[ble  to  walk  the  deck.  It  gave  him  very  great 
lleafurj  to  find  two  velfels  lb  near  him,  who 
3uld  in  fome  meafure  aliift  him  in  his  diftrefs ; 
id  I  had  no  lefs  fatisfa(6lion  in  alluring  him, 
bthe  fhould  be  fiirnilhed  with  every  neceflai-y 
h  could  poflibly  fpare. 


I*  This  gentleman  was  afterwards  better  known,  by  his  trajjT* 
1ms  witli  the  Spaniards,  which  at  Uft  terminated  in  a  con- 
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'*  I  left  the  Nootka,  in  the  morning  of  the 
pth,  and  weighed  and  rtood  down  for  our  lliips, 
being  now  convinced  that  there  was  no  profpect 
of  my  meeting  with  any  furs  of  confequence. 
Towards  noon  it  grew  nearly  calm,  and  tiie 
whale-boats  were  obliged  to  take  the  long-boat 
in  tow:  whilft  we  were  proceeding  in  this  man. 
ner  acrofs  the  found,  fome  canoes  joined  usj  audi 
one  of  the  Indians  had  a  few  lea-otter  IkinsJ 
which  he  offered  to  fell.  Happening  to  call  hisl 
eyes  on  a  frying-pan,  he  requefted  to  have  it  inl 
barter;  accordingly  it  was  offered  himj  but  hcl 
abfolutely  refufed  to  take  it  entire,  and  defiredl 
us  to  break  off  the  handle,  which  he  feemed  to| 
regard  as  a  thing  of  inellimable  value;  and  re- 
jeded  the  bottom  part  with  contempt.  Towardsl 
fix  o'clock,  the  wind  frefhening,  occafioned  tbel 
boats  to  feparate.  The  night  was  very  ftormyJ 
and  I  did  not  get  on  board  my  own  veffel,  tilll 
four  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  10th:  thel 
King  George's  boats  arrived  nearly  about  thel 
fame  time." 

:  They  now  found  out,  that  the  numbef  of  fliipsl 
which  had  been  on  the  coaft,  and  the  great  pricel 
given  for  the  ikins,  had  made  the  value  of  theirl 
cargo  much  lefs  than  they  expeded.  The  onlyl 
articles  the  natives  would  even  look  at,  wercl 
green  and  red  beads,  and  unwrought  iron,  inl 
pieces  nearly  two  feet  long:  they  therefore  orderj 
t?d  a  tcBt  to  be  erefted  on  ihore  for  the  armourersj 
who  were  bufily  employed  in  working  up  iron 
into  to-es,  about  eighteen  inches  or  two  feet  longj 
thefe  being  articles  the  Indians  are  very  fond  ofj 
Soon  after,  Captain  Meares  arrived  in  his  boatf 
This  gentleman  gave  them  a  melancholy  accounj 
of  his  jfituation  during  the  winter,    Theyallj 
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jlcnrncd  from  him,  that  on  his  arrivaljn  the  found, 
]ic  Could  not  for  a  long  time  purcl>afe  one  fingle 
llkin,  they  being  all  dilpolVd  of  tc^his  confort  the 
Sjifl-Otter,  commanded  by  Mr.  Tipping,  who,  n$ 
v.cll  as  Captain  jMeares,  was  a  lieutenant  in  the 
jnavy. 

lioth  thefe  fliips  had  traded  with  unwrought 
I  iron  and  fmall  tranfparent  beads,  of  the  fama 
kind  as  they  faw  the  natives  have  in  Cook's  Lay. 
Captain  Mcares  informed  them,  that  feveral  other 
Ihips  had  been  trading  on  the  coalt  at  different 
times,  a  circumtlance  that  they  had  not  the 
lead  idea  of  before  they  left  England,  and  which 
had  the  appearance,  at  that  time,  of  entirely 
ruining  their  proje6t.  They  were  therefore  under 
the  neceflity  of  Separating,  that  they  might  be 
able  to  explore  the  whole  coaftj  and  it  wasi 
liramediately  determined,  that  Captain  Dixon 
llhould  make  the  belt  of  his  way  to  Ivi"g  George's 
ISound,  and  the  King  George  lliould  remain  in 
land  about  Prince  William's  Sound  :  Captain 
iPordock  likewife  difpatched  his  long-boat,  on  a 
Itrading  expedition,  to  Cook's  River,  under  the 
ldire6lion  of  Mr.  Hayward,  his  third  mate,  and 
iMr.  Hill,  with  fix  good  and  trufty  nicn,  in  whoni 
Ithey  could  place  entire  contidence,  Hinchin- 
Ibrooke  Cove  was  appointed  as  a  place  of  rendcZf 
Ivoiis  for  the  lonsj-boat,  and  for  her  to  lie  there. 

The  Queen  Charlotte  having  linilhed  cleaning, 
breaming,  and  paying,  on  the  21  ft  of  June,  llie 
(Vas  hauled  off  the  beach  into  her  former  ftation, 
[n  the  afternoon,  and  completed  their  watering. 
Wing  filled  forty  butts,  two  brandy  pipes,  and 
nineteen  puncheons.  At  five  o'clock,  Captain 
^fleares  took  leave  of  them,  after  being  furnifhed 
S'ith  various  fupplies  and  proviiions,  and  two

good  feamen,  who  volunteered  their  fervices  to 
China,  at  which  place  he  was  to  return  them. 
Next  day,  the  long-boat  let  oft' for  her  expedition 
to  Cook's  River  j  the  crew  all  in  high  iprits*  and 
■well  fitted  out  for  a  fix  week's  cruiie. 

On  the  lath  of  July,  they  were  vifited  by  two 
large  canoes,  containing  about  forty  natives,  with 
a  number  of  fmall  canoes  attending  them:  they 
brought  only  two  very  inditferent  Ikins,  anda] 
few  furs,  which  were  purchafed,  and  a  prefeiit 
made  the  chief,  whofe  name,  they  underllood,] 
was  Sheena  waa.     Thefe  people  belonged  to  a  very  I 
powerful  tribe  in  the  Sound:  they  were  audacious 
thieves,  and  what  was  very  remarkable,  the  little 
boys  \yere  furnilhed  with  fmall  hooked  fticks,  for 
the  purpofe  of  pickiiig  pockets,     Their  vifiters  re- 
maiiied  about  thefliip  till  about  fix  o'clock,  when 
they  left  them  and  went  out  of  the  harbour.    At 
this   time  the  Queen  Charlotte's   people    were 
about  two  miles  from  the  Ihips,  on  a  tilhing  party, 
and  the  Indians  immediately  joined  them.  Being 
apprehenfive  of  their  pillaging  the  boat,  Captain| 
Fortlock  kept  a  look  out  with  his  glafs,  and  pre- 
fently  perceived  a  ftruggle  betwixt  the  two  par- 
tiesj  on  this  he  immediately  fet  off  in  an  armedl 
boat  to  their  alfiftance,     The  Indians  no  foonerl 
fuw  the  boat,  than  they  took  tp  their  paddles,  andl 
went  off  as  hit  as  they  were  able,     Upon  joiningi 
the  boat,  they  found  the  Lidians  had  taken  awayl 
all  their  tiiliing  lines,  and  were  juft  forcing  theirl 
anchor  out  of  the  boat  as  thev  hove  in  fight.    OqI 
enquir}^  they  found  the  people  had  no  firearmsl 
in  tl^e  boat,  which  was  very  uplucky,  as  even  ibel 
fight  of  a  muiket  will  prevent  thefe  Indians  froral 
attempting  any  violence,  fo  thoroughly  have  thel 
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Ruirians  taught  them,  by  experieuce,  the  fatal 
efled  of  firearms. 

On  the  14th,  having  every  thing  ready  for  fca, 
the  Queen  Charlotte  ftiaped  her  courfe  out  of 
the  found,  iftid  the  King  George  made  for  Hin-* 
chinbrooke  Cove,  where  tljey  arrived  next  day. 

We  fhall  now  follow  the  King  George  till 
their  arrival  at  China,  at  which  place  they  met 
with  Captain  Dixon  again ;  and  then  ihall  give 
an  account  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Queen 
Charlotte,  from  the  time  of  their  feparation  to 
their  arrival  at  China. 

On  the  18th,  the  captain  went  in  the  whale-* 
boat  with  an  intention  of  furveying  the  harbour, 
but  whilll  engaged  in  this  bufinefs  he  faw  the 
enfign  flying ;  this  being  the  fignal  for  canoes, 
he  returned  on  board,  and  purchafed  a  few  good 
ikinsfrom  the  natives.  As  the  articles  he  hail 
to  barter  with  were  held  in  no  great  eftimation, 
hedifpatched  Mr.  Cref?>leman,  the  fecond  mate* 
with  the  whale-boat  and  yawl,  on  board  thrt 
Nootka,  to  requell  of  Captain  Meares  fome  ar- 
ticles of  trade,  which  he  could  well  fpare. 

The  harbour  affording  very  fine  crabs  and 

Imufcles,  a  number  of  the  people  were  fent  to  pro^ 

cure  fome,  and  they  returned  in  the  evening  with 

a  good  quantity  of  each.     Several  r^^noes  came 

lalong-fide  with  a  trading  party,  wlio  brought 

Ifome  very  good  fea-otter  Ikins  and  a  few  indif" 

ferent  ones.     The  weather  being  line,  all  their 

operations  on  fhore  went  britl^ly  forward  j  one 

)art  were  employed  cutting  wood,  another  faw* 

[ng  plank,  and  the  carpenter,  with  his  affiflantsi, 

vas  employed  in  making  a  punt  for  the  CQ^vc-' 

fiience  of  landing, 
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Two  canoes  vilited  them  on  the  22d,  and 
brought  a  few  good  Ikins.  They  informed  the 
captain  that  the  adjacent  country  was  called 
Tacklaccimute,  and  that  it  was  inhabited  by  a 
tribe,  the  name  of  whofe  chief  was  Nootuck, 
and  the  name  of  another  chief  .belonging  to  the 
fame  tribe  ivas  Corcha.  Three  canoes  belonging 
to  Nootuck's  tribe  came  to  the  fiiip  next  day,  but 
brought  nothing  except  a  few  halibuts. 

On  the  25th,  the  whale-boat  returned  fiora 
the  found}  they  had  parted  with  the  yawl  juit 
off  the  north  point  of  the  bay.  The  next  day 
they  had  a  very  heavy  gale  of  wind,  and  the 
yawl  not  m-dking  her  appearance,  it  gave  them 
great  unealinefs,  as  her  crew  were  not  only  ex- 
poled  to  the  weather,  but  might  probably  be 
driven  out  of  the  found  and  all  perifh :  neither 
could  the  whale'boat  be  fent  to  look  for  and 
alhft  them,  without  running  a  great  rilk  of  lofing 
her  crew  likewile.  However,  the  weather  grow- 
ing moderate  on  the  27th,  the  whale-bont  \\as 
fent  in  fearch  of  the  yawl,  with  proper  refrelli- 
ments  for  her  crew,  and  at  nine  o'clock  both 
boats  came  along-fide  j  the  yawl's  crew  in  a 
much  better  ftate  th:m  could  be  expefted. 

From  this  to  the  30th,  bad  weather  prevented  | 
any  bufinefs  from  going  forward  on  Ihorc.  Dur- 
ing this  inteiTal  only  three  canoes  came  along- 
iide,  with  cod  and  halibut  fufficient  to  ferve  the| 
iliip's  company  one  day,  and  a  few  middling  fea- 
otter  Ikins,  The  weather  now  growing  mode- 
rate, the  parties  refumed  their  different  occupa' 
tions  on  ihore. 

On  the  4th  of  June,  MefTrs.  Crefsleman  andl 
Bryant  were  ient,  with  the  whale-boat  andyawlJ 
on  a  trading  expedition,  up  an  opening  betvvceiij 
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the  harbour  they  lay  in  and  Snug  Corner  Cove, 
by  which  means  they  were  likely  to  obtain  part 
of  the  trade  intended  for  the  Nootka. 

The  weather  being  fine  on  the  6th,  a  party  wa; 
fent  to  dig  a  piece  of  ground  for  a  garden,  on  a 
fmall  illand  fituated  in  the  entrance  of  the  cove, 
and  which  was  named  Garden  liland.  After  the 
ground  was  ready,  a  variety  of  hortulan  feeds 
were  fown  in  it,  befides  oats  and  barley.  The 
foil  being  tolerably  good,  it  would  be  rather  ex- 
traordinary if,  among  fo  great  a  variety,  nothing 
Ihould  come  to  perfection. 

In  the  evening  the  whale-boat  and  yawl  re- 
turned from  their  expedition,  with  a  few  very 
good  Ikins,  which  they  purchafed  of  a  chief, 
whofe  name  was  Sheenaawa,  and  who  was  con- 
I  je&ured  to  be  the  fame  perfon  who  paid  them  a 
vifit  at  Montagu  Ifland.  The  captain  intended 
them  for  a  longer  trip  j  but  it  feems  they  unlu'j- 
kily  got  into  a  large  flat  \>ay,  where  the  boats 
grounded,  and,  before  they  could  extricate  them- 
fdves  from  the  ihoals,  the  tide  ebbed,  and  left 
them  dry  for  near  two  miles  round.  Sheenaawa 
and  his  tribe,  which  confided  of  near  two  hun- 
dred men,  faw  their  fituation,  and  paid  them  a 
vifit,  molt  of  them  armed  with  knives  and  fpears. 
The  boats  crews,  at  firft,  were  greatly  alarmed  at 
their  fituation  J  but  their  fears  rather  fubfided, 
when  they  found  that  plunder  was  what  the  In- 
dians wanted:  this  they  endeavoured  to  pre- 
vent, but  at  the  fame  time  found  it  impoflible, 
without  expofing  the  whole  party  to  inftant  de- 
ftru6tion.  This  plundering  party  carried  off  moft 
of  the  trading  articles,  two  mulkets,  two  piflols, 
land  fome  of  the  people's  clothes  j  but  what  old 
[Sheenaawa  feemed  to  regard  as  a  thing  of  inef- 
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timable  value,  was  l^lr.  Crefsleman's  quadrant, 
which  he  feized,  together  with  his  ephemeris  and 
requilite  tables.  It  was  at  this  time,  that  they 
purchafed  the  Ikins  juft  mentioned  :  Sheenaawa's 
people  affecting  to  traffic,  as  a  fort  of  introduc- 
tion to  their  depredations. 

Captain  Port  lock  being  at  Garden  lile  on  the 
pth,  faw  the  Nootka  turning  in  towards  the  port; 
on  this,  the  whale-boat  and  yawl  were  immedi- 
ately fent  to  her  alliftance ;  and  in  the  afternoon, 
ihe  anchored  juft  without  the  King  George. 
Some  Indians  came  into  the  bay  next  day,  and 
appeared  fliy  on  feeing  the  Nootka,  which,  pro- 
bably, arofe  from  their  having  lired  at  fome  ot 
the  natives  juil  before  they  left  Sutherlu;  s 
Cove,  and  wounded  one  of  them,^  Ca*  - 
Mearcs  went  on  board  the  King  Greorge,  to 
queft  affirtance  in  repairing  his  velfel,  which  was 
readily  complied  with. 

On  the  1 1  th,  the  long-boat  returned  from  Cook's 
River,  and  had  met  with  tolerable  fuccefs.  MeflVs. 
Hayward  and  Hill  aifuring  Captain  Portlock, 
that  much  mare  bufinefs  might  be  done  in  an- 
other trip.  As  foon  as  the  boat  was  cleared,  he 
ordered  her  to  be  fitted  out  with  provifions,  and 
an  aifortment  of  trade,  for  a  fecond  expedition. 

Early  next  morning,  the  boat  failed  again  for 
Cook's  River,  with  pofitive  orders  to  return  by 
the20lh  of  July. 

For  fome  time  pad  the  weather  had,  in  gene- 
ral, been  very  wet,  which  affected  the  health  of 
the  failors  very  much  ;  and  many  of  them  were 
ill  of  fevers  and  violent  colds.  The  Nootka 
being  ready  for  failing,  left  them  on  the  19th. 
Spruce  beer,  which  was  now  in  good  order,  \va$ 
daily  fervcd  out  >  and  the  lick  people  found  great 
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benefit  from  it.  The  fargeon,  and  the  invalids, 
took  a  walk  On  llicrc  on  the  20th,  and  gathered 
a  good  quantity  of  water  creifes,  which  they 
found  growing  near  ther  freih  water  rivulets. 
The  people  caught  plenty  of  flounders  along  fide 
with  hook  and  line  5  thefe,  together  with  crabs, 
which  were  now  very  fine,  proved  an  excellent 
change  from  fait  provifions.  Some  of  them,  in 
fifliing  for  flounders,  caught  feveral  cod  and  ha- 
libut ;  on  this,  the  canoe  was  fent  at  fome  dif- 
tance  into  the  bay,  to  try  for  them,  and  they  foon 
returned  with  a  load  of  fine  halibut  and  cod. 
This  fuccefs  induced  them  to  fend  her  out  fre- 
quently with  a  fifliing  party,  and  they  caught 
confiderably  more  than  what  was  fufficient  for 
daily  confumption,  fo  that  tlie  remainder  was 
falted  for  fea-ltore. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  22d,  a  party  of  IiuliaHs 
vilited  the  fliip,  bringing  a  few  good  fea-otter 
Ikins  i  they  pointed  to  the  fouth-weil,  and  gave 
them  to  underftand  that  plenty  of  furs  might  be 
procured  from  that  quarter  :  on  this.  Captain 
Portlock  difpatchcd  the  whale-boat  and  yawl  on 
the  24th,  on  a  trip  to  the  fouth-weft  part;  of  the 
found,  with  provifions  for  a  month,  and  a  proper 
aflibrtment  for  trade.  Some  of  the  people,  who 
had  leave  to  go  on  fliore,  afcended  the  hi g  hell 
hills  in  the  neighbourhood  j  on  the  fides  of 
which,  they  found  large  quantities  of  fnake  root, 
and  a  Variety  of  flowers  in  full  bloom.  In  the 
evening,  they  obferved  two  Indian  boats  and  f|?- 
veral  canoes  come  into  the  bay.  Thefe  landed 
jona  fandy  beach,  about  three  miles  dillant  from 
th6  Ihip;  and  early  next  morning  came  along- 
fid^ !  the  party  confifbed.  of  about  ..twenty-five 
|peribns. .  fUbta  chief  appeared  ta  b©  a  wcij^di  f- 
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pofed  man,  rather  low  in  ftature,  with  a  long 
beard  j  and  feemed  about  lixty  years  of  age. 

The  old  man  madeCaptain  Portlock  a  prelent  of 
a  good  Ikin,  but  had  little  to  fell  except  a  few  fal- 
mon :  he  gave  the  captain  to  underltand  that  his 
name  was  Taatucktellingnuke ;  that  the  country 
he  came  from  was  called  Cheeneecock,  and  fituated 
in  the  fouth-weft  part  of  the  found.    The  whole 
of  this  party  were  very  friendly  and  well  difpof- 
ed.    The  country,  where  Sheenaawa  and  his  tribe 
take  up  their  refidcnce,  is  called  Taaticklagmute: 
they,  it  feems,  are  the  moft  powerful  tribe  about 
the  found,  and  hated  by  all  their  neighbours, 
with  whom  they  are  continually  at  variance. 
Sheenaawa,  (whofe  rapacious  difpoiition  has  al- 
ready been  noticed)  whilft  the  Nootka  wintered 
in  Sutherland's  Cove,  fent  frequent  meflages,  in- 
timating that  he  intended  to  come  and  cut  them 
off;  but  very  bad  weather  corning  on  imraedi- 

.   atejy  afterwards,  probably,  fruftrated  his  defign. 
The  party,  who  were  daily  fent  out  to  fifli  for 

.  cod  and  halibut,  had  their  hooks  and  lines  often 
broken  by  large  ground  Iharks :  feveral  of  theniB  the  fh 
were  killed,  but  they  were  of  no  ufe,  their  liversB  daily 
yielding  fcarcely  any  oil.    Taatucktellingnukel  ther  n 
vifited  the  fliip  on  the  26th,  and  was  particularly!  the  ho 
an&ious  to  take  one  or  two  bf  the  people  wilhB  build 
him  on  fhore  to  fpend  the  night,  offering  at  tiiel     The 
fame  time,  to  leave  fome  of  his  people  on  boardi  snd 
as  hoftages  till  their  return.     Captain  PortlocM  caught 
complied  with  this  lingular  requeit,  and  gavsfuch 

.'  two  of  the  people  leave  to  accompany  himoiiBtity  wl 

^  fliore  ;  he  left  three  of  his  tribe  on  board,  beinsBeafe. 

"  defirous  to  convince  them  that  he  intended  nfl    On 
harm.     Early  the  next  morning,  the  friendly  olijthe  pec 

"  chief  came  on  board  in  one  of  hisboiits,  and  afteflnefs,  oi 
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exchanging  hoflages,  and  receiving  a  few  pre- 
f<?jj|F,  he  went  on  fhore  highly  pleared. 

Thel'e  Indians  lodged  in  temporary  huts,  com- 
pofcd  only  of  a  few  iticks  and  a  little  bark  :  the 
principal  part  of  their  food  was  liih,  and  by  way 
of  variety  they  cat  the  inner  rind  of  the  pine 
bark  dried  ;  but  their  greated  luxuiy  was  a  kind 
of  rock  weed,  covered  with  the  fpawn  of  fome 
kind  of  fiib,  of  which  they  gathered  and  eat 
great  quantities :  they  alfo  eat  the  inner  rind  of 
the  angelica  and  hemlock  roots,  which,  though 
poifon  to  Englilhmen,  by  conllant  and  habitual 
ufe,  becomes  to  them  familiar  and  fafe. 

At  noon,  on  the  6th  of  July,  the  whale-boat 
and  yawl  returned  from  their  expedition,  with- 
out the  leaft  fuccefs,  not  having  feen  a  fingle  ca- 
noe during  their  trip.  Captain  Portlock  was 
now  convinced  that  nothing  could  be  done  by 
fending  the  boats  on  another  expedition,  and  ex~ 
peding  the  long-boat's  return  in  a  few  days, 
after  which  he  intended  to  get  to  fea  as  quick  as 
podible,  all  hands  were  fet  to  work  in  getting 
the  Ihip  ready.  Large  quantities  of  falmon  were 
daily  caught,  but  the  unfettled  Oate  of  the  wea- 
ther not  {permitting  them  to  cure  it  on  board, 
the  boatfwain  was  lent  with  a  party  on  Ihore,  to 
build  a  kind  of  houfe  to  fmoKe  them  in. 

The  leine  was  frequently  hauled  on  the  11th, 
and  not  lefs  than  two  thoufand  falmon  were 
caught  at  each  haul  j  indeed,  they  were  now  in 
fuch  numbers  along  the  ihorcs,  that  any  quan- 
tity whatever  might  be  caught  with  the  greateft 
[eale. 

On  the  21ft,  Captain  Portlock  took  feveral  of 
I  the  people,  who  were  lately  recovered  from  lick- 
nels,  on  fiiore,  to  take  a  walk  and  gather  water- 
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crelTes.  Near  the  place  where  they  landetl  w^j 
a  frefh  water  lake,  in  which  there  was  abundance 
of  falmon;  and  not  far  from  it  was  a  piece  of 
wild  wheat  growing,  at  leaft  two  feet  high, 
amongft  which  they  found  the  wate^'-crefl'es. 
This  wheat,  with  proper  care,  might  certainly 
be  made  an  ufefnl  article  of  food.  They  return- 
ed on  board  in  the  evening,  without  feeing  any 
Indians. 

Next  day  at  noon,  the  long-boat  came  along- 
iide,  and  all  her  crew  in  good  health.    In  this  I 
trip  they  had  experienced  a  great  deal  of  very 
bad  weather,  and  had  not  met  with  fuch  good ' 
fuccefs  as  they  expedted.    They  fell   in  with  I 
numbers  of  the  Kodiac  Indians,  who  always  be- 
haved in  the  moft  friendly  manner,  as  did  all  the  | 
inhabitants  of  the  river. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  24tli,  they  completed  I 
their  wood  and  water,  and  every  thing  from  the 
Ihorc  was  got  on  board.  They  lopped  all  the 
branches  oft'  the  higheft  tree  on  Garden  Itland, 
and  fixed  a  ftafF  about  ten  feet  long  at  the  top, 
with  a  wooden  vane  on  it,  and  near  the  bottom 
was  infcribed  the  Ihip's  name,  with  the  year  and 
day  of  the  month. 

Every  thing  being  ready  for  fea,  they  weighed] 
anchor  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  2(itli, 
and  ftood  out  of  the  cove.  On  quitting  the  har- 
bour (which  obtained  the  name  of  Port  Etches)! 
Captain  Portlock  at  firft  intended  to  (land  out  otl 
the  found  by  way  of  Cape  Hinchinbrooke,  but! 
the  weather  looking  unfavourable,  he  changetll 
liis  refolution,  and  puihed  for  the  palTage  on  thel 
weft  fide  of  Montagu  Ifland.  They  did  not,| 
however^  get  clear  of  the  land  till  the  3 1  ft. 
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.  On  taking  leave  ©f  Prince  William's  Sound, 
(bme  account  of  the  natives,  their  manners  and 
cuftoms  will  reafonably  be  expefted. 

Thefe  people  are,  for  the  mod  part,  fliort  in 
ftature,  and  lV]uare  made  men  :  their  faces,  men 
and  women,  are,  i"  ^eneral,  flat  and  round,  with^ 
high  cheek  bones,  and  flattifli  nofes  :  their  teeth 
ire  very  good  and  white :  their  eyes  dark,  quick 
of  fight :  their  fmell  very  good,  and  which  they 
quicken  by  fmelling  at  the  fnake-root  parched. 
As  to  their  complexions,  they  are  generally  lighter 
than  tlie  fouthein  Indians,  and  fome  of  their  wo- 
men have  roly  cheeks.     Their  hair  is  black  and 
Itraight,  and  they  are  fond  of  having  it  long; 
baton  the  death  of  a  friend  they  cut  it  fliort ; 
nordoes.it  appear  they  have  any  other  way  to 
mark  their  forrow  and  concern  for  the  lots  of 
their  relations.     The  men   have   generally  bad 
ill-lhaped  legs,  which  is  attributed  to  their  fit- 
ting in  one  conftant  polition   in   their  canoerj. 
They   generally   paint    their   faces   and   hands. 
Their  ears  and  notes  are  bored,  and  their  under 
lips  flit.     In  the  hole  in  the  nofe  they  hang  an 
ornament,  made  of  bone  or  ivory,  two  or  three 
inches  long  :  at  theears,  they  moilly  wear  beads 
hanging  down  to  the  llioulders  j  and,  in  the  flit 
in  the  lip,  they  have  a  bone  or  ivory  inftrument 
fitted,  with  holes  in  it,  from  which  they  hang 
beads  as  low  as  the  chin  :    thefe  holes,  being 
fonietimes  as  large  as  the  mouth,  in  the  lip  dif- 
Ifigure  them  very  much.     But  with  all  this  fan- 
cied finery,  they  are  remarkably  filthy  in  their 
perfons,  and   frequently  covered  with   vermin, 
which,  in  times  of  fcarcity,  are  uted  as  food. 

Their  clothing  confirts  wholly  of  the  Ikins  of 
I  animals  and  birds.    In  juftice  to  them  it  muft  be 
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faid,  that,  in  general,  they  were  found  very 
friendly ;  and  they  appear  fo  remarkably  tender 
and  affcj^ionate  to  their  women  and  children,  that 
it  is  impoHible  to  pleafe  them  more  than  in  mak* 
ing  them  fmall  prefentsj  but  attention  muft  be 
carried  no  flirther,  to  the  females  at  leatt. 

Thieving  is  a  very  prevailing  propenfity  among 
them,  not  only  from  (hangers,  but  from  each 
other.  It  feems,  indeed,  that  dexterity  in  this 
refpe6l  is  rather  confidered  a  merit  than  a  dif- 
grace,  and  the  complete  thief  is  a  clever  fellow ; 
bat  the  bungling  pilferer  is  lefs  admired,  Nol- 
withftanding  all  Captain  Portlock's  care,  and  all 
the  people's  vigilance,  they  frequently  llole  little 
things  from  them  :  however,  on  the  captain  ap- 
pearing raiher  angry,  and  endeavouring  to  con- 
vince them  of  the  impropriety  of  their  behaviour, 
they  became  more  honeft. 

Upon  the  whole,  they  appear  a  good  kind  of 
people,  and  there  is  not  the,lea(l  doubt,  if  a  fcttle- 
meiit  of  fufficient  flrength  was  eftabliihed,  would 
be  an  induftrious  fet  of  people  in  hunting  and 
procuring  the  fea-otter  and  other  Ikins,  for  falc 
to  the  fettlers.  The  weaker  tribes  are  frrqueni- 
ly  robbed  and  plundered  by  the  Wronger,  and  pre- 
vented from  hunting ;  which  would  not  be  the 
cafe  were  there  a  proper  fettlement  eftabliihed  in 
fome  convenient  place,  capable  of  giving  protec- 
tion to  the  whole.  The  inhabitants  of  this 
Sound,  and  indeed  from  hence  to  King  George's 
Sound,  are  by  no  means  fo  numerous  as  was  in 
general  fuppofed.  This  Sound,  and  as  far  as 
Comptroller's  Bay,  would  fcarcely  mufter  threg 
hundred  fighting  men  :  and  Cook's  River,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Hill's  obfervation,  could  not  mufter 
roach  above  that  number;    and  the  whole  of 
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thefe  people  (land  fo  much  in  awe  of  firearms, 
that  a  few  men,  well  provided,  would  be  per- 
fc6tly  fecure.. 

The  place,  mod  likeFy  for  wintering  at  and 
forming  a  fettlement,  feems  to  be  the  weft  har- 
bour of  Port  Etches  j  it  has  feveral  local  advan- 
tages over  any  other  Captain  Portlock  faw  upon 
the  coafi.  The  furrounding  country,  after  the 
fnow  leaves  it,  which  is  about  the  middle  of 
June,  is  pleafant  enough  ;  the  weather  indeed  is 
at  times,  long  before,  that  period,  very  fine  and 
pleafant.  This  country  abounds  with  trees  of 
the  pine  kind,  fqme  very  large  j  a  good  quantity 
of  aider  and  witch  hazel.  The  fruit-buflies  are, 
in  great  abundance.  The  vegetables  are  water- 
crelfes,  wild  celery,  four-dock,  Ihepherd's  purfe, 
angelica,  hemlock,  wild  peas,  and  wild  onion. 
Unfortunately  none  of  the  feed  that  was  fown  on 
Garden  Illand  came  to  any  perfe6lion  ;  but  pro- 
bably it  was  fpoiled  by  age,  being  near  twelve 
months  old  before  the  lliip  left  England. 

The  inhabitants  devour  large  quantities  of  fiih, 
^iid  animals  of  all  kinds :  they  alfo  eat  the  vege- 
tables which  the  country  affords,  and  the  inner 
bark  of  the  pine  tree,  which  iii  the  fpring  muft 
be  of  infinite  fervice  in  recovering  them  from  the 
fcnrv)',  with  which  difeafe,  there  is  reafon  to 
think,  they  are  much  afflided  during  the  winter, 
as  many  of  them  had  fwollen  legs  and  fores, 
which  certainly  proceeded  from  that  difeafe  j  for 
as  the  fummer  advanced,  little  of  thofe  appear- 
ances were  to  be  feen.  They  never  fmoke 
their  provifionsj  and  for  want  of  fait,  have  no 
other  way  of  curing  their  winter  ftock  of  fifh 
than  drying  it  in  the  fun.  Their  animal  food 
U)ey  generally  drefs  in  baikets  or  woodeji  yelTels, 
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by  putting  to  it  red-hot  ilonesj  and  It  is  furprif- 
ing  to  fcf^  how  quick  they  drcfs  their  proviiions 
in  this  way.  During  tiie  fummer  feafon  thry 
lead  a  vagrant  kind  ot'  life  j  and  the  fhelter  they 
live  under  in  bad  weather,  when  from  home,  is 
either  their  canoes,  or  fmall  Iheds  made  of  n  few 
flicks,  and  covered  with  a  little  bark.  Their  win- 
ter habitations  are  alfo  ill-made  and  incommodi- 
ous :  in  general  they  are  not  more  than  from  four 
to  fix  feet  high,  about  ten  feet  long,  and  eight 
feet  broad,  built  with  thick  plank,  and  the 
crevices  filled  up  with  dry  mofs;  and  one  of 
thefe  houfes  is  generally  occupied  by  a  great 
number  of  inhabitants.  Their  weapons  for  war  are, 
fpears  of  fixteen  or  eighteen  feet  long,  headed  with 
iron,  bows  and  arrows,  and  long  knives  j  all  of 
which  theyareamazinglydexterousinufing.  Their 
fifhing  implements  are  wooden  hooks,  with  lines 
made  of  a  fmall  kind  of  rock- weed,  which  grows 
to  a  conliderable  length.  With  thefe  hooks  and 
lines  they  catch  halibut  and  cod;  falmon  they 
either  fpear  or  catch  in  wiers  j  and  herring  they 
catch  with  fmall  nets.  Their  implements,  that 
they  kill  the  fea-otter  and  other  amphibious  ani- 
mals with,  are  harpoons  made  of  bone  with  two 
or  more  barbs,  at  the  top  of  a  fiafF  fix  or  eight 
feet  long,  on  which  is  faftened  a  large  bladder  as 
a  buoy,  and  darts  of  about  three  or  four  feet  long, 
which  they  throw  with  a  wooden  inftrumcnt  of 
about  a  foot  long. 

Being  well  clear  of  Montagu  Ifland,  they  (lood 
to  the  fouthward  and  eaftvirard,  with  an  intention 
of  making  a  harbour  near  Cape  Edgecumbe. 

On  the  0th  of  Augull,  they  faw  an  opening  in 
the  land,  fituated  about  eight  leagues  to  the 
fputli-eaft  of  Crofb  Cape.    On  drawing  near  the 
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•pening,  a  large  Indian  boat  came  out  with 
twelve  people  in  her,  chiefly  women  and  children. 
About  noon,  they  anchored  in  a  mod  fpacious  and 
excellent  harbour,  entirely  land-locked.  Soon  af- 
ter they  were  moored,  the  Indian  boat  which  had 
followed  them  in,  came  along-fide,  and  gave  them 
a  fong  in  the  ufual  Indian  manner:  their  lan- 
guage was  totally  different  from  that  fpoken  by 
the  natives  in  Prince  William's  Sound  j  but  they 
extended  their  arms  as  a  token  of  peace,  nearly 
in  the  fame  manner  as  thofe  people.  Their  boat 
vas  the  body  of  a  large  pine-tree,  neatly  excavat- 
ed j  indeed  the  whole  was  finiibed  in  a  very  ex- 
ad  manner.  Captain  Portlock  made  bis  vililers 
feme  trifling  preftnts,  and  fliewing  them  a  fea- 
otter'f*  Ikin,  made  figns  for  them  to  bring  him  fonie, 
which  they  feemed  inclined  to  do.  I'hey  were  or- 
namented with  beads  of  various  forts,  and  had  fome 
tin  kettles  and  towees,  which  inclined  the  captain 
to  think,  that  the  Queen  Charlotte  had  touched 
near  this  neighbourhood  j  particularly,  as  they 
made  him  underfland  that  the  veifel  from  which 
they  procured  thefe  articles,  had  been  in  a  port 
to  the  eallward  of  Cape  Edgecumbe,  and  that  the 
had  t\yo  malls.  This  information  induced  Cap- 
tain Portlock  to  think  that  the  Charlotte  might 
ttill  be  fomewhere  about  the  Cape  j  and  as  he 
had  formed  an  intention  of  fending  the  long-boat 
on  a  trading  expedition,  he  determined  to  lit  her 
out  with  all  poflible  difpatch.  The  Indians,  af- 
ter receiving  a  few  prcfents,  left  the  fliip  and 
went  on  fhore,  where  they  remained  a  fliort  time, 
and  then  returned  with  a  few  good  dry  fea-otter 
ikins.  The  chief  informed  Captain  Portlock  that 
I  they  had  frequent  intercourfe  with  the  natives  of 
I  Prince  William's  Sound,  in  the  courfc  of  which* 
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quarrels  often  arofe,  and  battles  frequently  en(\\* 
cd  i  and  one  of  the  men  ihewed  a  deep  wound 
near  his  lip,  which  he  received  in  an  engagement 
with  them.  Towards  evening,  the  Indians  pre- 
pared to  go  on  Ihore  j  but  by  way  of  fecuring  the 
captain's  friendlliip,  were  defirous  to  leave  one 
of  their  party  on  board  for  the  night,  and  take 
one  of  his  people  on  Ihore.  As  they  Teemed  to 
betray  neither  a  mifchievous  or  thieving  difpofi- 
tion,  he  had  no  obje(!^ion  to  the  propofal  j  parti- 
cularly, as  the  perfon  who  went  with  them, 
might  have  an  opportunity  of  obfcrving  what 
uumber  of  fea-otter  Ikins  they  polTefled  5  and 
might  alfo  form  fome  idea  of  their  manner  of  liv- 
ing. Accordingly,  one  of  the  people  was  fent  on 
iliore,  and  that  they  might  be  under  no  apprehen- 
(ion  about  his  fafety,  two  of  the  Indians  (inftead 
of  one  as  was  firft  propofed)  remained  on  boardj 
and  behaved  remarkably  well. 

Next  mornitig,  the  Indians  returned  with  the 
man  they  had  taken  away  the  night  before ;  but 
they  brought  very  little  trade.  Their  reiidence, 
which  feemed  to  be  a  temporary  on6,  was  at 
the  foot  of  a  hill  near  a  run  of  frefli  water,  which 
iifued  out  of  an  adjacent  valley. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  7th,  the  long-boat 
was  fent  on  a  trading  expedition  towards  Cape 
Edgecumbe,  with  particular  orders  to  return  in 
feventeen  days.  The  adjacent  country  abounding  I 
with  white  cedar,  the  carpenter  w^as  fent  on  Ihorel 
with  a  party  to  cut  fome ;  the  remainder  of  the 
{hip's  company  were  bufied  in  various  necefl'ary| 
employments. 

Towards  evening,  their  firft  vifiters  came  along- 1 
fide,  and  the  two  young  men  again  requefted  to 
ijeep  on  board,  which  was  permitted ;  and  Jo- 
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fcph  Woodcock,  one  of  the  captain's  apprentices, 
flept  on  (horc  with  their  party. 

The  fmall  canoe,  which  vilited  the  ihip  in  the 
morning,  returned  again  at  eight  o'clock,  in  r on»- 
pany  with  two  large  boats^  containing  about 
twenty-five  men,  women,  and  childi  ld  :  att«  r 
finging  near  an  hour,  the;'  took  fheir  Jrinc,  and 
went  on  lliorej  where fnme of  th'^mcrt^tci  i.  lu- 
porary  huts  to  lodge  in:  but  oti.cri  coittnied 
themfelves  with  fuch  kind  of  ihdivr,  i>s  f(jme 
rocks  which  hung  over  the  be.^ch  it^or-./.J.  On 
leaving  the  fliip,  they  promifcd  «u  bri'!<,  ihme.  vi- 
ry  good  furs  the  next  morn*r(tr.  Accorj^ijiuly, 
loon  after  day-light,  they  came  nloijg-f'de  wljh 
fome  very  good  fea-ottcr^  ;'/id  a  nnmb(  r  ci 
beautiful  black  Ikins,  which  appcari:d  fo  be  n 
fpecies  of  fcal. 

This  tribe  traded  very  fairly,  and  tjs  they  did. 
not  fecm  to  be  of  a  thieving  difpolition.  Canlairi 
Portlock  admitted  a  number  ot  thoii  on  boriVci. 
When  dinner  was  brought  into  ihc  cabiii,  they 
required  very  little  invitation  to  partake  j  Jvit 
began  to  eat  viry  heartily,  and  fo  well  did  they 
relifli  the  viAuals,  that  the  table  was  prcit-ntly 
cleared ;  and  there  was  occiilion  for  another 
courfe,  which  was  brought  in,  :.nd  they  fell  to 
I  with  as  keen  an  appetite  as  &t  iirft  }  uU  at  length, 
being  fairly  fatiated;  they  ^J^^Q  over,  though  with 
icme  reludance.  In  the. afternoon,  an  Indian 
boat  vifited  the  iliip  with  iwo  men  and  two  child- 
ren in  her.  Or  i  of  the  men  was  a  remarkably 
line-lookiiij,'  fellow,  and  appeared  to  be  a  perfon 
(ot  great  confequence.  They  brought  a  few  good 
Ifea-otter  Ikins,  and  a  number  of  wild  geefe. 
iThefe  Indians  were  ornamented  with  beads  of  a 
|different  fort  to  any  that  had  hitherto  been  i'ceiv ; 
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they  had  alfo  a  carpenter's  adze,  with  the  letter 
K,  and  three  fleurs-de-lis  on  it,  They-procuied 
thefe  articles  from  two  veffels,  which  had  heen 
with  them  to  the  north- weft  j  and  the  chief  de- 
Icrib&d  them,  as  having  three  malls,  and  that  they 
had  a  drum  on  board,  and  a  number  of  great 
guns.  Thefe  circumftances  render  it  probable 
that  the  veflels  defcribed  by  the  chief,  were  the 
French  men  of  war  that  were  fitting  out  for  dif- 
covery,  at  the  time  the  King  George  and  Queen 
Charlotte  left  England.  Befides  thefe  two  lliips, 
they  alfo  mentioned  another  velfel  with  two 
mafts,  having  been  on  the  coaft,  and  that  an  un- 
fortunate accident  happened  to  one  of  her  boats, 
which  was  filhing  at  anchor  in  the  mouth  of  the 
port  where  Ihe  lay ;  when  five  men  were  drown- 
ed. This  boat  they  deXcribed  to  be  exactly  like 
the  King  George's  whale-boat.  This  chief  and  his 
iittle  party  took  leave  of  Captain  Portlock  on  the 
10th,  and  told  him  that  be  would  return  in  ten 
days  with  more  furs. 

On  the  11th,  two  large  boats  came  into  the 
found  from  the  eallward,  with  a  tribe  which  were 
entire  ftrangers  :  they  brought  a  few  good  fea-ot- 
ter  ikins,  and  fome  of  the  black  ikins  before 
mentioned.  This  new  party  of  traders  did  not 
aiTociate  with  the  other  Indians  j  but  after  their 
buiinefs  was  over,  they  went  on  fliore  in  a  bay 
not  far  from  the  fhip,  where  the  cooper  was  em- 
ployed in  brewing  fpruce  beer  j  and  took  up  their 
lodging  in  a  convenient  houfe,  which  he  and  his 
afliftants  had  built  to  Ihelter  themfelves  in  from 
the  rain.  | 

Some  of  their  former  acquaintance  came  on 
board  in  the  evening,  and  a  hoftage  was  fent  on 
ihotG  as  ufual ;  indeed  it  was  abfolutely  necefi'ary  to  | 
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Conform  to  their  cuftom  in  this  particular  for  more 
than  once.  When  Captain  Portlock  refufed  to  ex- 
change hoftages  with  them,  they  were  imnricdiately 
alarmed,  and  would  not  come  near  the  Ihip  on  any 
account  whatever ;  but  on  his  permitting  a  perfoii 
to  go  with  them  on  ihore,  they  would  receive  him 
on  entering  their  boat  with  a  general  Ihout  of  ex- 
ultation, and  feemed  perfe6tly  convinced  that  no 
harm  was  intended  them.  On  thele  occalions,  in- 
liead  of  one  Indian  llaying  on  board  in  exchange 
for  the  perfon  fent  on  iliore,  more  than  half  a 
dozen  would  offer  themfelveg  as  volunteers,  and 
three  or  four  of  them  generally  llept  on  board. 

On  the  12th,  part  of  the  ihip's  company  had 
leave  given  to  recreate  themiclves  on  lliore.  In 
the  courfe  of  their  ramble,  they  fell  in  with  a 
large  quantity  of  Indian  tea  t  this  difcovery  was 
a  timely  one,  for  the  greateft  part  of  their  tea 
was  expended ;  and  this  newly-difcovered  tea 
proved  an  excellent  fubllitule.  It  grows  on  a 
low  fmall  fl^rub,  not  more  than  twelve  inches 
from  the  ground  j  the  leaf  is  about  half  an  inch 
long,  and  tapers  gradually  to  a  point,  the  under 
part  covered  with  a  light  downy  fubftance. 

In  the  forenoon,  Captain  Portlock  went  in  the 
whale-boat,  accompanied  by  a  young  Indian,  who 
had  generally  been  on  board,  to  vifit  their  refi- 
tlence.  After  proceeding  a  confidcrable  way  up 
the  found,  they  arrived  at  the  Indians  habitation 
about  noon,  and  found  one  fmall  temporary  houfe, 
and  iVp  ruin.^  of  two  others,  which  had  been 
much  larger^and  appeared  to  have  been  made  ule 
of  as  winter  habitations.  On  the  beach  was  a 
large  boat.ctJigable  of  holding  thirty  perfons,  and 
three  others^  hold  ten  people  each.  From  this 
nrcumfiancc,  tke  captain  expected  tohavefeen  a 
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nviinerous  tribe,  and  was  quite  furprifed  to  find 
only  three  men,  three  women,  the  Tame  number 
of  girls,  and  two  boys  about  twelve  years  old,  and 
two  infants.  The  oldeft  of  the  men  was  very 
much  marked  with  the  fmall-pox,  as  was  a  girl 
who  appeared  to  be  about  fourteen  years  old.  The 
old  man  endeavoured  to  de  fori  be  the  exceffive 
torments  he  endured,  whilft  he  was  afHi6ted  with 
the  di ("order  that  had  marked  his  face,  and  gave 
Captain  Portlock  to  underftand  that  it  happened 
fome  years  ago  :  he  faid  the  diftemper  carried  off 
great  numbers  of  the  inhabitants,  and  that  him- 
felf  had  loft  ten  children  by  it.  He  had  tea 
ilrokcs  tatoocd  on  one  of  his  arms,  which  it 
feems  were  marks  for  the  number  of  children  he 
had  loft. 

None  of  the  children  under  ten  or  twelve  years 
of  age  were  marked,  fo  that  there  is  great  reafon 
to  fuppofe  the  diforder  raged  but  little  more  than 
that  number  of  years  ago  j  and  as  the  Spaniards 
were  on  this  part  of  the  coaft  in  1775,  it  is  very 
probable  that  thefe  poor  wretches  caught  this  fa- 
tal infection*. 

The  faff*erings  of  the  poor  Indians,  when  the 
diforder  was  at  its  height,  from  their  filthinefs 
and  crowded  habitations,  muft  have  been  incon- 
ceivable j  and  no  doubt  the  count  it  was  nearly 
depopulated ;  for  to  this  day  it  remains  Very  thin- 
ly inhabited.  A  number  of  the  Indians,  who 
came  into  the  Soiind  from  the  eaftward,  were 
marked  with  the  fmali-pox,  and  one  man  in  par- 

*  The  fmill-pox,  there  is  reafon  to  believe,  wasnotknmn 
in  America  berore  ics  dilcovery.  This  is  one  in  the  melancho- 
ly Catalogue  of  ills  vvhi.-h  Europeanj  havs  sntailcd  on  the  in- 
hajitiats  at'.ch&  New  Woiii. 
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ticular  had  loft  an  eye  h\  that  diforder :  but  none 
I  of  the  natives  from  tlie  weftvvard  had  the  lealt 
[traces  of  it.  Thefe  circumftances  make  it  proba- 
ble that  the  vefl'el,  from  which  thefe  unfortunate 
j  Indians  caught  the  infe6tion,  was  in  a  harbour 
fomewhere  about  Cape  Edgecumbe. 

On  the  15th,  the  long-boat  returned  from  her 
[expedition  to  the  eaftward  of  Cape  Edgecumbe, 
jtt'hcn  they  had  brought  fome  pretty  good  fea-oi- 
tcr  Ikins.  The  people  with  whom  they  bartered 
Iwd  a  number  of  articles,  the  fame  as  thofe  on 
board  the  King  George ;  fuch  as  tjn  kettles,  rings, 
&€.  fo  that  it  was  pretty  evident  the  Cliarlotte 
had  been  in  that  neighbourhood.  Whiltt  they 
were  at  anchor,  and  bufied  in  putting  the  boat  to 
rights,  fome  of  the  Indians  cut  their  cable,  and 
aftenvards  made  for  the  Ihore.  The  people  in 
the  long-boat  purfued  them,  and  deftroyed  their 
canoes ;  but  the  Indians  fled  into  the  woods  with 
{precipitation. 

On  the  18th,  Captain  Portlock  went  in  the 
[whale-boat  to  furvey  part  of  the  Sound,  and 
landing  in  a  fmaU  bay,  found  a  fort  of  monu- 
ment, ere6ted  probably  to  the  memory  of  Ibme 
diftinguilhed  chief.     This  edifice  was  compofed 
lot'  four  polls,  each  about  twenty  feet  long,  and 
llluck  in  the  ground,  about  fix  feet  diftant  from 
leach  other.     About  twelve  feet  from  the  ground 
[there  was  a  rough  boarded  floor,  in  the  middle  of 
ft'hich,  an  Indian  cheft  was  depofited  5  and  on 
|lhat  part  of  t!ie  edilice  which  pointed  up  the 
pound,  there  was  painted  the  refemblance  of  a 
piuman  face. 
On  the  20th,  their  late  vifiter  from  the.  north- 
tell,  made  his  appearance  in  a  large  boat,  along 
kith  about  twenty  men  and  women,  and  twelve 
Vol.  VIII.  Z  children. 
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children.    This  chief  came  along-fide  with  great! 
parade;  his  people  linging  in  their  ulniil  way,! 
with  the  addition  of  initrumental  niiihc,  I'uch  nsf 
a  large  old  cheft  for  a  drum,  and  two  rattles.  The 
chief  was  drefled  in  an  old  cloth  cloak,  that  for- 
merly had  been  fcarlet,  with  fome  old  gold  fringe 
about  the  Ihoulders,  and  ornamented  wilh  bin- 
tons  down   each  fide:  with  this  coat,  and  hisl 
hair  full  of  white  down,  he  difplayed  as  much 
importance  as  any  Spanifli  Don.  He  had,  beiidcs, 
in  his  b«»at,  another  old  drefs,  that  was  conipoUd 
of  difterent-cc^oured  pieces,    and  worn   chiiiiy 
by  his  wife.     After  a  Ihort  flay,  this  chief  went 
on  (hore.     However,  he  foon  returned  ;  but  didl 
not  come  on  board  until  he  had  entertained  tlvjml 
with    finging    and   acting   dilferent  charai!:tei«,| 
changing  his  drefs  for  each  reprefentation  ;  at  ihej 
fame  time,  fome  of  his  people  held  uip  alargematl 
by  way  of  fcene,  to  prevent  them  on  board  froiiil 
feeing  what  was  going  on  behind  the  curtain.  At| 
one  time  he  appeared  in  the  character  of  a  warri- 
or, with  all  the  ferocity  of  an  Indian  about  him;| 
and  at  another  time  he  reprefented  a  woman,  iJ 
which  character  In;  wore  a  very  curious  maiki 
reprefenting  a  woman's  face.     After  this  enter-] 
tainment  was  over,  the  chief  and  fome  of  his  peo- 
ple   went   on    board,    and    trade    commencedJ 
During  the  day.  Captain  Portlock  bought  abouD 
twenty-five  pieces  of  good  fea-otter  Ikinsj  bid 
trade  was  carried  on  in  fo  very  tedious  a  maii| 
ner,  that  he  could  not  purchafe  the  whole  ftockl 
before  the  evening  Came  on.    The  chief  rcmainj 
ed  on  board  with  one  of  his  people;  and  as  ha 
required  a  hoftage,  Jofeph  Woodcock  was  I'cnj 
on  Ihore  with  bis  party, 
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Woodcock  having  frequently  been  afhore  as  a 
Ihoftage,  he  was  well  kncwn  to  the  natives,  and 
they  feemed  very  for-d  of  his  company.  On  one 
of  thefe  occafions,  he  remained  amongll  the  In- 
dians for  three  days,  during  which  time,  he  had 
an  opportunity  of  feeing  their  cufloms  and  mode 
of  living.  Their  filth  and  nallinefs  were  beyond 
conception  ;  their  food,  which  conlillcd  chiefly  of 
hih,  was  mixed  up  with  Itinking  oil,  and  other 
ingredients  equally  difagreeablej  and  the  remains 
of  every  meal  were  thrown  into  a  corner  of  th(ur 
hut,  which  ferved  them  both  to  eat  and  lleep  in, 
upon  a  heap  of  the  fame  kind  that  was  in  a  ilata 
|ofputrefa6tion. 

This  vincomfortable  fituation,  frequently  in- 
Iduced  Woodcock  to  take  a  ramble  I*^  o  the  woods; 
Ibut  he  was  always  narrowly  watchea  by  fome  of 
lliis  new  companions,  who  feemed  to  apprehend 
Itliat  he  was  endeavouring  to  make  his  efcape  from 
Ithcm.  Once  in  particular,  having  rambled  a 
Iconfiderable  diflance  from  the  Indians'  place  of 
Irefidence,  he  begiui  to  amufe  himfelf  with  whif- 
Itling,  not  expeding,  if  the  natives  heard  him,  it 
Icould  poflibly  be  a  matter  of  offence  j  but  in  this 
Ilie  was  miftaken,  for  feveral  of  them  immediately 
|ran  up  to  him,  and  infifted  upon  his  giving  over: 
at  firlr,  he  did  iiot  comprehend  their  meaning, 
and  went  on  with  his  whiftling;  however,  one  of 
[hem  ibon  put  a  flop  to  it,  by  laying  his  hand  on 
JVoodcock's  mouth.  Except  their  watching  him 
[0  clofely,  they  always  treated  him  with  great 
sindnefs,  and  at  meal-tim?s  gave  him  what  they 
bnfidcred  as  choice  dainties  j  mixing  his  fifli  with 
llenty  of  Hinking  oil,  which,  in  their  opinion, 
pve  it  an  additional  and  mod  agreeable  relifli; 
|nd  he  found  it  no  enfy  matter  to  perfuade  them 
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to  let  him  eat  his  tilli  without  fauce.  Thcfc 
poor  wretch(^s,  by  living  in  fo  filthy  a  manner, 
were  entirely  covered  with  vermin,  which  they 
picked  and  eat  with  the  greatell  relilh  and  com- 
pofure.  Poor  Woodcock  loon  became  as  much 
incumbered  with  vermin  as  his  companions  3  but 
ufc  had  not  as  yet  reconciled  him  to  liich  trou- 
blefome  gueits,  and  he  felt  his  lituation  very  dif- 
agreeable.  At  length,  he  perfuadcd  one  ot  the 
women  to  rid  him  of  them ;  and  ibe,  probably 
confidering  them  as  a  peculiar  dainty,  accepted 
the  office  with  pleafure,  and  entirely  cleared  him. 

Captain  Portlock  finding  the  adjacent  neigh- 
bourhood was  ftript  of  all  their  furs,  determined 
to  go  to  fea  the  fir  ft  opportunity.  Accordingly, 
in  the  morning  of  the  22d,  they  weighed  an- 
chor and  ftood  out  of  the  found. 

This  party,  from  the  north- weft,  were  much 
more  addicted  to  thieving  than  any  of  the  Indi- 
ans in  the  found  j  and  it  was  aftonilhing  to  fee, 
with  what  patience  they  would  wait,  when  once 
they  had  fixed  on  any  thing  to  fteal,  and  witli 
what  dt  tterity  thpy  would  convey  their  booty 
away.  One  fellow  took  a  liking  to  Captain 
Portlock's  drinking  mug,  and  he  got  it  under  his 
frock  J  but,  unfortunately  for  him,  it  happened 
to  be  half  full  of  fmall  beer,  a  part  of  which 
fpilling  over,  difcovered  the  thief.  Various 
other  depredations  were  ingenioully  and  fucccll- 
fuUy  committed. 

The  women  at  this  found,  which  has  obtained 
the  name  of  Portlock's  Harbour,  disiigure  them- 
felves  in  a  moft  extraordinary  manner,  by  mak- 
ing an  incifion  in  the  under  lip,  in  which  they 
wear  a  piece  of  wood  of  an  oval  form  ;  fome  old 
women  had  thtm  as  large  as  a  tea  faucer.  The  I 
_  ,  weigbtl 
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weight  of  this  trencher  weighs  the  lip  down,  :ind 
leaves  all  the  lower  teeth  entirely  expofedj  which 
gives  them  a  very  dilagrecable  appearance.  The; 
children  have  their  lips  bored  when  about  two 
years  old,  and  put  a  piece  of  copper  wire  to  pre- 
vent it  from  cloHng  ;  this  they  wear  till  they  are 
about  fourteen  years  old,  when  they  take  out  the 
wire,  and  introduce  a  piece  of  wood  nearly  the 
fize  of  a  button.  ^^  » 

Nothing  remarkable  happened  in  their  pafllige 
from  the  coaft  to  Sandwich  Illands,  and  on  tha 
27th  of  September,  they  faw  Ov;hyhec.  At  day- 
light next  morning,  a  multitude  of  canoes  came 
off  with  the  diti'erent  produ6tions  of  the  ifland, 
in  abundance,  and  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  they 
bought  a  vail  quantity  of  hogs  and  vegetables. 
Having  procured  an  ample  fupply  of  provilions. 
Captain  Portlock  left  (Jwhyhee,  and  fliaped  a 
courfe  for  Atooi,  and  in  the  morning  of  the  3d 
ot'Ottober,  they  edged  away  for  Wymoa  Bay. 
In  running  along  Ihore,  a  number  of  canoes  came 
off,  and  gave  them  to  underftand  that  the  king 
was  at  Oneehow,and  that  he  had  tabooed  the  hogs 
before  he  fet  out  for  that  illand :  they  alfo  in- 
formed the  captain,  that  Captain  Dixon  had  left 
a  letter  for  him  with  Abbenooe,  which  lay  at  his 
houfe  at  Wymoa.  On  this,  Captain  Portlock 
ifiretchedin  for  the  bay.  Soon  afterwards,  Tahei- 
ra,  fon  to  Abbenooe,  came  on  board,  and  inform- 
led  him  that  the  letter  was  tabooed  in  his  father's 
houfe,  and  that  it  could  not  be  had  until  Abbe- 
Jiooe  cither  came  himfelf,  or  fent  diredVions  for 
its  being  delivered.  Finding  this  the  cafe,  they 
bore  away  for  Oueehow,  and  came  to  an  anchor 
Hliere  on  the  4th. 
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In  the  afternoon,  the  king,  acconipanitd  by 
Abbenooe,  and  motlof  the  other  principal  men  of 
Oneehow,  came  on  board,  and  brought  with 
them  a  good  quantity  of  yams  and  potatoes. 
Abbenooe  told  Captain  Portlock,  that  he  wovild 
immediately  diipatch  a  mefl'enger  for  his  letter, 
and  prcifed  him  hard  to  ftay  till  the  man's  return, 
which  he  faid  would  be  in  thirty-fix  hoqrs.  This 
being  a  good  opportunity  of  procuring  a  ttockof 
yams,  the  captain  willingly  complied  with  Ab- 
benooe's  requelt.  A  chief  of  fome  confequence, 
named  Tabooaraanee,  belonging  to  Owhyht^e, 
took  his  palVage  on  board  the  King  George  to 
Oneehow,  and  was  received  by  the  king  and 
principal  men  with  much  fatisfa6tion.  This  chief 
informed  Captain  Portlock  that  he  was  prei'ent 
when  Captain  Cook  was  killed ;  and  on  feeing 
a  bayonet  in  the  cabin,  he  laid  hold  of  it,  and 
faid  the  Orono,  the  name  by  which  Captain  Cook 
was  dillinguiflied,  was  killed  with  a  weapon  of 
that  kind,  the  point  entering  between  his  Ihoul- 
ders  and  coming  out  at  his  bread. 

Early  next  morning,  Abbenooe's  mefl'enger  re- 
turned from  Atooi,  with  Captain  Dixon's  letter. 
Every  thing  now  being  ready  for  fea,  they  weigh- 
ed anchor  and  got  under  fail,  in  order  to  proceed 
to  China,  which  was  the  next  place  of  their  def- 
tiuation. 

On  the  4th  of  November,  they  pafTed  the 
Illands  of  Saypan  andXinian,  which  had  a  molt 
beautiful  appearance. 

At  day-light  in  the  morning  of  the  18th,  they 
Were  furrounded  by  a  great  number  of  Chinele 
iilhing  boats  j  and  foon  afterwards,  feeing  a  Chi- 
nefe  velfel  fleering  towards  them,  they  fliortened 
failj  and  fent  a  boat  on  board  lier  for  a  pilot  3  the 
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boat  prefently  returned  with  one,  and  Captain 
Portlock  agreed  with  him  to  carry  the  lliip  to 
Macao.  They  anchored  in  Macao  Roads  on  tbe 
20th,  and  the  whale-boat  was  fent  on  Ihore  to 
Macao. 

Next  morning  the  boat  returned,  and  the  offi- 
cer brought  a  letter  from  Captain  Dixon,  inform* 
ing  them  of  his  fafe  arrival  in  China. 

Having  iinidied  their  bufinefs  at  Macao,  on 
the  23d  they  proceeded  towards  Wampoa,  at 
which  place  they  came  to  anchor  on  the  2Sth, 
where  they  met  with  Captain  Dixon,  whofe  pro- 
ceedings we  ihall  now  briefly  narrate,  from  the 
time  of  their  feparation,  to  their  arrival  at  China. 

After  the  veflels  parted  company.  Captain 
Dixon  fleered  for  the  paffage  between  Cape  Hin- 
chinbrooke  and  Montagu  Ifland,  and  kept  coaft- 
ing  along  with  light  variable  winds,  till  the  22d 
of  May,  when  feeing  the  appearance  of  an  in- 
let, the  captain  determined  to  examine  it,  as 
there  was  a  probability  of  finding  inhabitants, 
and  confequently  fome  trade  might  be  expe6ted. 
Accordingly,  next  morning,  the  fecond  mate  was 
fent  in  the  boat  to  look  for  anchoring  groundj  and 
foon  afterwards  he  returned  with  an  account  that 
he  had  found  an  excellent  harbour,  and  feen  a 
number  of  inhabitants ;  on  which  they  flood  in, 
and  came  to  an  anchor  in  the  evening.  Thefe 
people  were  found  to  be  a  difl*erent  nation  from 
thoie  of  Prince  William's  iound  ;  not  only  from 
j  their  difference  of  language  but  from  the  con- 
ftruftion  of  their  canoes,  which  were  altogether  of 
>^ood,  and  very  neatly  flnifhed.  They  were  great- 
ly pleafed  with  the  arrival  of  the  fliip  j  and  under- 
ftanding  that  they  were  come  for  furs,  an  old  man 
I  brought  ten  excellent  fea-otter  ikins^whichhe  ibid 
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for  towffs.  This  circumftance,  together  with 
their  feeing  very  few  ornaments  amongft  the  In- 
dians, gave  them  reafon  to  expeft  a  good  trallic; 
but  a  few  days  convinced  them  that  their  conjec- 
tures were  built  on  a  faudy  foundation,  for  they 
procured  very  few  valuable  furs,  and  the  Indiap.s 
were  remarkably  tedious  in  their  trading, 

This  harbour  was  calculated  to  contain  about 
feventy  inhabitants,  including  women  and  child- 
ren ;  they  in  general  are  about  the  middle  fize; 
their  limbs  Itraight  and  well  ihaped  j  but,  like 
the  other  inhabitants  on  the  coaft,  are  particular- 
ly fond  of  painting  their  faces  with  a  variety  of 
colours  J  fo  that  it  is  no  eafy  matter  to  difcover 
their  real  complexion :  however,  one  woman 
was  prevailed  on,  by  perfuafion  and  a  trifling  pvc- 
fent,  to  walh  her  face  and  hands,  and  the  alter- 
ation it  made  in  her  appearance  was  ablohucly 
furprifing;  her  countenance  had  all  the  cheerful 
jjlovv  of  an  Englilli  nnlk-maid}  and  the  healthy 
red  which  fluflied  her  cheek,  was  even  beauti- 
fully contrafted  with  the  wJiitenefs  of  her  neck; 
her  eyes  were  black  and  fparkling ;  her  eye- 
brows the  fame  colour,  and  moft  beautifully 
arched;  her  forehead  fo  remarkably  clear,  that  the 
tranllucent  veins  were  fecn  meandering  even  in 
their  miimteft  branches}  in  ihort,  fhe  was  what 
would  be  reckoned  handfome,  even  in  England. 
But  this  fymmetry  of  features  is  entirely  deiboy 
ed  by  a  cuflom  extremely  lingular ;  an  aperture  is 
made  in  the  thick  part  of  the  under  lip,  and  in 
creafed  by  degrees  in  a  line  parallel  with  the 
mouth,  and  equally  long.  In  this  aperture  a 
piece  of  wood  is  conflantly  wore,  of  an  elipticnl 
form,  about  half  an  inch  thick  j  the  fuperficies 
not  flat,  but  hollowed  out  on  each  fide  like  a 
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fpoon.  This  curious  piece  of  wmA  is  wore  only 
by  the  women,  and  fcems  to  be  ronfidered  as  a 
mark  ot'dillin^tion,  as  it  is  not  ufed  b"  all  indif- 
ciiniinately,  but  only  by  thole  who  appeared  la 
aluperior  Nation  to  the  reft. 

Their  habitations  are  themoft  wretched  hovels 
that  can  be  conceived  :  a  few  poles  ftuck  in  the 
ground,   without  order  or   regularity,  enclofed 
and  covered  with  loofe  boards,  conftitute  their 
hut  J  and  lb  little  care  is  taken  in  their  conllruc- 
tion,  that  they  are  quite  infufticient  to  keep  out 
the  fnowor  rainj  the  numerous  chinks  and  cran- 
nies ferve,  however,  to  let  out  the  fmoke,  no 
particular  aperture  being  left  for  that  purpofe. 
The  infideof  thefc  dwellings  exhibits  a  complete 
pidure  of  dirt  and  filth,  indolence  and  lazinefs. 
lu  Ihort,  the  whole  ferved  to  fliew  in  how  wretch- 
led  a  (late  it  is  poUible  for  human  beings  toexiftj 
and  yet  thefe  people  appear  contented  with  their 
iituation,  and  probably  enjoy  a   greater  portion, 
of  tranquillity  than  is  to  be  found  under  the  gild- 
ed roofs  of  the  moft  defpotic  monarch.    It  is 
probable,  however,  that  the  chief  reafon  why 
thefe  Indians  take  no  greater  pains  in  the  rtruc- 
ture  of  their  habitations  is,  their  migratory  lives; 
for,  no  fooner  does  the  mafter  of  a  tribe  find 
game  begin  to  grow  fcarce,  or  fiih  not  fo  plenti- 
Iful  as  he  expefted,  than  he  takes  down  his  hut, 
Iputs  the  boards  into  his  canoe,  and  paddles  away 
Ito  feek  out  for  a  fpot  better  adapted  to  his  vari- 
lous  purpofes ;  which  having  found,  he  prefently 
[erefts  his  dwelling  in  the  fame  carelefs  manner 
as  before. 

The  boat  was  one  day  fent  out  with  feven  peo» 
pie  to  catch  halibut,  which  are  very  plentiful  at 
^his  place,  but  their  fuccefs  was  much  inferior  to 
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that  of  two  Indians,  who  were  fifliing  at  the  fame 
time;  which  is  rather  fxlraordinary,  if  wc  con- 
sider the  apparent  inferiority  of  their  tackle  tu 
that  of  Captain  Dixon's  people. 

They  drefs  their  ^'i6li.\als  by  putting  heatnl 
ilones  into  a  kind  of  wicker  buiket,  amdiir^lt 
pieces  of  fifli,  feal,  porpoile^  &c.  and  covered  up 
clofej  fometimes  Ihey  make  broth,  and  fifli-fonp 
by  the  fame  method  which  they  always  prefeirt'd 
to  boiling  J  though  Ciiptain  Dixon  gave  them 
fome  brafs  pans,  and  pointed  out  the  mode  of 
ufing  them,  The  Indians  are  particularly  fond 
of  chewing  a  plant,  which  appears  to  be  a  fpe- 
cies  of  tobacco  J  not  content,  however,  with 
chewing  it  in  its  fimple  flate,  they  generally  mix 
lime  along  with  it,  and  fometimes  the  inner  rind 
of  the  pine  tree,  together  with  a  relinous  fub- 
ilance  extracted  from  it. 

About  a  mile  and  a  half  from  where  the  fliip 
Jay  at  anchor,  were  a  number  of  white  rails  on  a 
Jevel  piece  of  ground  j  at  that  diflance  they  ap- 
peared to  be  conftruded  with  fuch  order  and  re- 
gularity, that  Captain  Dixon  concluded  them 
beyond  the  reach  of  Indian  contrivance,  and 
confequently,  thfit  they  were  ereded  by  fome 
civilized  nation.  Willing  to  be  fatisfied  in  tliis 
particular,  he  took  an  opportunity  of  going  to 
the  fpot,  and  to  his  great  furprife,  found  it  to  be 
a  kind  of  burying-place,  if  that  it  may  be  call«l 
fo,  where  dead  bodies  jire  not  depolited  in  the 
(larth. 

The  manner  in  which  they  difpofe  of  their 
dead  is  very  remarkable  j  they  feparate  the  head 
from  the  body,  and  wrapping  them  in  furs,  the| 
Jie^d  is  put  into  a  fquare  box,  and  the  body  in  a 
toli4  of  objpng  cheltn   At  each  end  of  the  chclll 
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which  cotitnins  the  body,  a  thick  pole,  about  ten 
fret  loner,  is  drove  into  the  eartli  in  a  llauting  po- 
iition,  To  that  the  upper  ends  meet  together,  and 
arc  liniily  Uilhed  vviih  a  kind  of  rope  prepared  tor 
that  purpolc.     About  two  feet  troin  the  top  of 
this  arch,  a  i'lnall  piece  of  timber  goes  acrofs^ 
and  is  very  neatly  litted  to  each  pole  :  on  this 
piece  of  timber   the  box,  which  contains  the 
Iiead,  is  fiKcd,  and  llrongly  fccurcd  with  rope  : 
the  bo::  H  freq'icntly  decorated  with  two  or  three 
rows  of  fmall  ihells,  and  fometimes  teeth,  which 
are  let  into  tlie  wood  with  great  neatnei's  and  in- 
genuity, and  as  an  additional  ornament,  is  paint- 
ed with  a  variety  of  colours ;  but  the  poles  are 
uniformly  painted  white.    The  different  forts  of 
im"^  purchafed  here,  were  the  fca-otter,  land-« 
beaver,  and  fome  cloaks  made  from  the  earlefa 
marmot :  and  the  articles  of  trade  were  toweea 
mid  beads.     The  natives  being  ftript  of  all  their 
furs,  Captain  Dixon  vveighed  anchor  on  the  4th 
ot"  June,  and  ilood  out  of  the  harbour,  Ihaping 
his  courfe  along  ihore  to  the  fouthward. 

On  the  11th,  they  faw  Cape  Edgecumbc,  and 
the  fame  afternoon,  opened  a  veiy  large  and  ex- 
tensive bay,  which  had  every  appearance  of  an 
excellent  harbour  j  but  night  coming  on,  they  did 
not  come  to  anchor. 

The  next  morning  at  day-light,  they  again 

itood  for  the  bay,  and  foon  faw  a  large  boat  full  of 

people,  a  very  confiderable  diliance  out  at  fea^ 

waking  towards  them  as  fall   as  poflible :  Ihe

which  the  Indians  had  hoilled  at  the  top  of  a  long 
pole,  as  an  emblem  of  peace  or  friendlhip.  They 
purchafed  a  few  furs  from  the  people  in  this 
canoe,  and  were  given  to  underftand,  that  they 
would  meet  with  plenty  in  the  adjacent  harbour, 
which  encouraged  them  to  proceed.  At  twelve 
o'clock  they  came  to  an  anchor,  in  an  excellent 
and  well  llieltered  fituation.  One  of  the  mates, 
who  had  been  out  in  the  whale-boat  to  examine 
the  harbour,  faw  a  large  cave,  formed  by  nature 
in  the  lide  of  a  mountain,  about  four  miles  to 
the  northward  of  the  a«choring-birth:  curiofity 
prompted  him  to  go  on  lliore,  in  order  to  examine 
it,  ac  there  appeared  lomething,  which,  at  a 
diftance  looked  bright  and  fparkling.  On  getting 
into  the  cave,  he  found  the  object  which  attracted 
his  attention,  to  be  a  fquare  box,  with  a  human 
head  in  it,  depolited  in  the  manner  already 
defcribed  at  Port  Mulgrave  :  the  box  was  very 
beautifully  ornamented  with  fmall  fhells^  and 
feemed  to  have  been  left  there  recently. 

By  day-light,  in  the  morning  of  the  15th,  they 
had  a  number  of  canoes,  full  of  inhabitants  along- 
fide:, after  a  conliderable  time  fpent  in  linging,a 
brilk  trade  commenced,  and  they  bought  a  number 
of  excellent  fea-otter  Ikins.  The  people  feemed 
far  more  lively  and  alert,  than  thofe  they  had  left 
at  Port  Mulgrave;  and  from  every  appearance, 
they  hid  reafon  to  expeft  an  excellent  trade  at 
this  place.  To-es  were  the  article  of  traffic  held 
in  the  firll  eftimation  by  the  natives.  Befidcs 
thefe,  they  traded  with  pewter  bafons,  hatchets, 
buckles,  and  rings.  Beads,  of  every  fort,  wcre| 
conftantly  refufed  with  contempt,  when  offered 
by  wayof  barter^  and  would  fcarcely  be  accepted] 
Qt  as  prefents. 
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An.ongft  the  people  who  came  to  trade,  was  an 
old  man,  who  feemed  remarkably  intelligent:  he 
gave  them  to  underiland,  that  a  good  while  ago 
there  had  been  two  veffels  at  anchor  near  this 
place,  one  of  which  was  confiderably  larger  than 
the  Queen  Charlotte;  that  they  carried  a  great 
number  of  gunsj  and  that  the  people  re fembled 
them  in  colour  and  drefs.  He  (hewed  Captain 
Dixon  a  white  fliirt  they  had  given  him,  and 
which  he  feemed  to  regard  as  a  great  curiofity: 
on  examining  it,  the  captain  found  it  to  be  made 
after  the  Spaniili  falhion,  and  immediately  judged 
thefe  veifels  defcribed  by  the  Indian  to  be  tho 
Spaniards,  who  were  on  this  coijftin  177^- 

Though  trade  principally  engaged  Captain 
Dixon's  attention,  yet  a  variety  of  neceffary  em- 
ployments were  carried  on,  and  parties  were  fre- 
quently feat  on  (liore  to  cut  fire-wood,  and  fill 
water. 

At  firfl,  the  natives  behaved  civilly  enough, 
and  fuffered  the  people  to  follow  their  various 
employments  unmoleftedj  but  they  foon  grew 
very  troublelome,  and  attempted  to  pick  their 
pockets,  and  even  to  Iteal  their  faws  and  axes,  in 
the  mod  open,  daring  manner:  indeed  thsjy  could 
fcarcely  be  reftrained  from  thefe  proceeding* 
without  violence:  but  this  it  was  neither  the 
captain's  intereft  nor  inclination  to  offer,  if  it 
could  poflibly  be  avoided.  Luckily,  the  natives 
had  frequently  feen  him  fhoot  birds,  and  as  the 
people  went  on  Ihore  well  armed,  the  fight  of  a 
few  mufkets  kept  the  Indians  in  a  kind  of  awe. 

This  harbour,  which  Captain  Dixop  diftir- 
guiflied  by  the  name  of  Norfolk  Sound,  is  a  very 
extenfive  place  j  but  how  far  it  ftretches  to  the 
I  northward  is  uncertain.  The  fhore  here,  in  com- 
Yql.  yill.  A  a  moy. 
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.mon  with  the  reft  of  the  coaft,  abounds  with  pines. 
There  are  alfo  great  quantities  of  the  witch-hazle, 
,and  various  kinds  of  flowering  trees  and  ilirubs) 
.amongft  which  were  wild  goolebcrries,  currants, 
.and  rafpberries;  wild  pariley  is  found  in  great 
plenty.  The  faranne,  or  wild  lily  root,  grows! 
here  in  great  plenty  and  perfection.  There  are  I 
very  few  wild  ducks  or  geefe  feen  here,  and  thole 
ihy  and  difficult  of  approach.  Captain  Dixon 
was  frequently  on  lliore  with  his  fowling-piect', 
but  he  Ihot  anything  that  came  in  his  way, 
jndifcriminatelyj  his  motive  being  rather  to  iliewj 
the  Indians  the  effeCts  of  firearms,  than  to  purfue 
game }.  and  the  event  iliewed  that  his  intention 
was  completely  anfvvered.  .,).'. >, 
.  Filli,  being  the  only  frefli  provifion  in  their 
power  to  obtain,  the  boat  was  frequently  fentoiu 
with  fix  hands,  to  catch  lifh  for  the  ftiip's  com- 
pany j  and  they  were  always  tolerably  fuccefsful, 
^-atching  great  numbers  of  line  rock-fiih,  aiul 
feme  hake,  but  very  few  halibut.  There  are 
great  qiiantities  of  mufcles  in  fome  parts  of  the 
Sound.  The  number  of  inhabitants  in  the  har- 
bour were  eltimated  at  four  hundred  and  fifty, 
jncludiHg  women  and  children.  Their  make, 
iliape,  aiyd  featured,  are  pretty  much  the  fame 
with  thofe  at  Port  Mulgrave.  Their  faces  are  alfo 
painted  with  a  variety  of  colours.  The  women 
ornament,  or  rather  diflort  their  lips,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  has  already  been  defcribedj  and  it 
ihould  fecm,  that  the  female,  who  carries  the 
largell  piece  of  wood,  is  moft  refpedted  by  her 
friends,  and  the  community  in  general.  This 
<:urious  operation  of  cutting  the  under  lip  of  the 
females,  never  takes  place  during  their  infancy. 
V»'hcii  the  girls  arrive  at  the  age  oi  fotirtecn  or 
i.  i  fifteen 
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j  fifteen,  the  centre  of  the  under  lip,  in  the  thick 
part  of  the  mouth,  is  limply  perforated,  and  a 
'piece  of  copper  wire  introduced,  to  prevent  the 
kperture  from  clofing:  the  aperture  afterwards  ig 
lengthened  from  time  to  time,  in  a  line  parallel 
with  the  mouth,  and  the  wooden  ornaments  are 
enlarged  in  proportion,  till  they  are  frequently 
iiicreafed  to  three,  and  even  four  inches  in  lengthy 
and  nearly  as  widej  but  this  generally  happens, 
I  when  the  matron  is  advanced  in  years,  * 

Their  traffic,  and  indeed  all  their  concerns,- 
lappear  to  be  condu6led  with  great  order  and  re- 
gularity :  they  conllantly  came  along-fide  to  trade, 
at  day-light  in  the  morning  j  and  never  failed  to 
Ifpend  more  than  half  an  hour  in  finging,  before 
Ithe  traffic  commenced.    The  chief  of  a  tribe 
Ihas  the  entire  management  of  all  the  trade  be- 
llonging  to  his  people,  and  takes  infinite  pains  to 
Idifpofe  of  their  furs  advantageoully.     Should  a 
Idifterent  tribe  come  along-fide  to  trade,  whilll  he 
lis  engaged  in  traffic,  they  wait  with  patience  till 
Ite  has  done  J  and,  if  in  their  opini  ri,  he  has 
Inade  a  good  market,  they  frequently  employ  him 
|to  fell  their  ikins;  fometimes,  indeed,  they  are 
extremely  jealous  of  each  other,  and  ufe  every 
precaution  to  prevent  their  neighbours  from  ob- 
serving what  articles  they  obtain,  in  exchange 
|for  their  commodities.     When  the  traffic  of  the 
lay  is  pretty  well  over,  they  begin  to  fing,  and 
bever  leave  off  till  the  approach  of  nightj  thus 
feginning  and  ending  the  day  in  the  fame  man- 
ler. 

A  chief  having  obtained  fome  Sandwich  Ifland 
[loth  in  barter,  had  it  foon  made  up  in  the  coun- 
|ry  form,  and  feemed  more  proud  of  his  newly-* 
(cquired  drcfs,  than  ever  London  beau  was  of  a 
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birth-day  fuit.  The  captain  was  greatly  pleafed 
with  this  proof  of  thefc  people's  ingenuity  and 
difpatch.  The  coat  fitted  exceedingly  well  j  tlic 
feams  were  lewed  with  all  the  Itrength  the  cloth 
woald  admit  of,  and  with  a  degree  of  neatnels 
equal  to  that  of  an  Engliih  mantua-maker. 

On  their  endeavouring  to  get  the  meaning  of  I 
fome  words  in  the  Indian  language,  from  one  of 
the  chiefs,  and  pointing  to  the  fun,  he  gave  them 
to  underfland,  that  notwithflanding  their  appa- 
rent fuperiority,  in  poffefliiig  various  ui'eful  arti- 
cles, which  the  Indians  did  not,  yet  that  their  j 
origin  was  the  fame ;  that  they  bcth  came  fromi 
above  J  and  that  the  fun  animated  and  kept  alive 
every  creature  in  the  univerfe.     This  man  had, 
no  doubt,  fome  idea  of  the  Supreme  Being  j  and 
if  the  probability  of  their  morning  and  evening 
hymn,  being  intended  as  a  kind  of  adoration  to 
that  Supreme  Being,  be  admitted,  it  will  ferve  to] 
give  no  very  inadequate  idea  of  their  religion. 

By  the  22d,  the  natives  having  difpofed  of  every] 
thing  worth  carrying  away,  Captain  Dixon  deter- 
mined to  leave  the  harbour  the  firft  opportunity 5 1 
smd  the  next  day,  a  light  breeze  coming  on  from  the 
wellward,  they  weighed  and  got  under  fail.  It  was 
the  captain's  intention  to  keep  well  in  with  the 
land,  all  along  the  coaft,  in  order  to  examine  every 
place,  where  there  was  a  probability  of  finding] 
inhabitants.    At  fix  o'clock,  a  fine  entrance  pre* 
fenting  itfelf  to  the  ealt  north-eafl,  they  ftood  IqI 
for  it,  and  foon  afterwards  came  to  anchor  in  a| 
fecure harbour,  completely  land-locked,and  with-l 
in  mulket  Ihot  of  the  fliore.  Though  this  appear-! 
ed  a  mod  eligible  fpot  for  the  natives  to  take  upj 
ibcir  abode  in,  yet  no  people  were  to  be  feen. 
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The  morning  of  the  2'4th  was  very  fine,  but  ftill 
no  Indians  were  to  be  feen,  on  which  Captain 
Dixon  went  in  the  whale-boat  to  look  for  inha- 
biiants  in  the  adjacent  creeks  and  harbours.  A 
palTage  up  a  corner  of  the  bay,  to  the  eallward 
of  their  ttation,  firit  engaged  his  attention  j  but 
he  returned  without  fuccefs.  The  creek  ran  a 
confiderable  diftance  inland,  and  terminated  at 
the  foot  of  a  mountain,  from  whence  it  received 
a  copious  fupply  of  frefli  water.  Near  this  placet 
were  the  veftiges  of  an  Indian  hut,  which  feemed 
I  tohavebeen  recently  taken  away,  and  probably  had 
been  the  relidence  of  fome  hunting  party.  Various 
kinds  of  flowers  and  fl.owering  (lirubs  were  fp  ring- 
ing up  in  the  valley,  near  the  rivulet,  and  though 
no  inhabitants  were  found  here,  yet  the  place 
feems  peculiarly  eligible  for  a  fummer  relidence. 

The  afternoon  and  following  day  were  em- 
ployed by  the  captain  in  fearching  for  inhabitants, 
but  with  no  better  fuccefs  than  before.     This 
harbour  obtained  the  name  of  Port  Banks,  in 
honour  of  Sir  Jofeph  Banks.    The  profpeft  at 
Port  Banks,  though  rather  confined,  yet  has  fome- 
thing  in  it  more  pleafing  and  romantic,  than  any* 
they  had  feen  on  the  coafl:.     The  land,  to  the 
I  northward  and  fouthward,  rifes  to  a  confiderable 
elevation  5  but  though  its  fides  are  perpetually 
covered   with   fnow,   yet   the   numerous  pines, 
which  ever  and  anon  pop  out  their  bufliy  heads, 
entirely  dived  it  of  that  dreary  and  horrific  call, 
which  the  barren  mountains  to  the  north-wefl:  of 
Cook's  River  poffefs.     To  the  eaflward,  the  land 
lis  confiderably  lower,  and  the  pines  appear  to 
Igrow  in  the  mofl:  regular  and  exa6t  order :  thefe, 
|together  with  the  bulhwoods  and  fhrubs  on  the 
toouading  b*?aches,  form  a  motl  beautiful  con- 
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trail  to  the  higher  land,  and  render  the  appear- 
ance of  the  whole  truly  pleafing  and  delightful. 
Leaving  Port  Banks,  on  the  26th  of  June,  ihcy 
Itept  Handing  to  the  fouthward,and  on  the  2d  of 
July,  they  faw  feveral  canoes  full  of  Indians,  mak- 
ing towards  theraj  and  when  the  canoes  came  up 
ivith  the  ihip,  they  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  a 
number  cf  excellent  beaver  cloaks,  which  the  In- 
<lians,  at  firft,  were  not  inclined  to  fell,  though 
they  endeavoured  to  tempt  them,  by  exhibiting 
various  articles  of  trade.  Their  attention  was 
entirely  taken  up  with  viewing  the  veffel,  which 
they  apparently  did  with  marks  of  wonder  and 
furprife.  After  their  curiofity  in  fome  meafure  | 
fubfided,  they  began  to  trade,  and  Captain  Dixon 
prefently  bought  all  their  Ikins  and  cloaks,  in 
exchange  for  towees,  which  they  feemed  mod  to 
admire.  Thefe  people  made  ligns  for  the  ihip 
to  go  in  tov/ards  Ihore;  giving  them  to  under- 
iland,  that  they  would  find  more  inhabitants  and 
plenty  of  furs.  On  Handing  in  within  a  mile  of 
the  fhoie,  they  faw  an  Indian  town,  confiding  of 
£x  huts,  built  in  a  regular  manner,  and  pleafant- 
ly  fituated;  but  the  HiOie  was  rocky,  and  afforded 
them  no  place  to  anchor  in.  However,  they 
hove  to,  in  order  to  trade  with  the  Indians,  who 
by  this  time  were  about  the  fliip  in  ten  canoes, 
containing  one  hundred  and  twenty  people,  many 
of  whom  brought  beauriful  fea-otter  cloaks,  others 
excellent  Ikins;  and,  in  fliort,  none  came  empty 
handed;  and  the  rapidity  with  which  they  fold 
them,  was  a  circumftance  additionally  pleafing: 
they  fairly  quarrelled  with  each  other  who  Ihould 
fell  his  cloak  firft,  and  fome  a6tually  threw 
their  furs  on  board,  if  nobody  was  at  hand  to  re- 
ceive tiiewi  but  particwliJr  care  was  taken  to  let 

none 
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go  from  the  veflel  unpaid.  Towees  were  the  only 
articles  bartered  with  on  this  occafion,  and  in 
lefs  than  hour,  near  three  hundred  fea-ottcr  Ikins 
were  purchafed,  of  an  excellent  quality. 

In  the  forenoon  of  the  3d,  feveral  canoes  came 
along-fide,  but  they  found  them  to  be  the  Indians 
traded  with  the  day  before,  and  that  they  were 
ftripped  of  every  thing  worth  purchafing. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  5th,  they  met  with  a 
frefli  tribe  of  Indians,  bringing  a  number  of  good 
cloaks,  which  they  difpofed  of  very  eagerly;  but 
trade  now  feemed  to  have  taken  a  different  turn  5 
brafs  pans,  pewter  bafons,  and  tin  kettles,  being 
the  articles  moft  efteemed  by  thefe  people.  The 
Indians  did  not  leave  the  fhip  till  evening  came 
on,  and  then  proraifed  to  return  the  next  morn- 
ing with  more  furs. 

In  the  forenoon  of  the  6tb,  they  returned  with 
feme  excellent  fea-otter  cloaks,  which  they  dif- 
pofed of  with  the  fame  facility  as  before. 

Meeting  now  with  a  frelh  tribe  of  Indians, 
Captain  Dixon  was  convinced  that  coafting  along 
fliore,  to  the  eaftward,  was  attended  with  better 
and  fpeedier  fuccefs,  than  lying  at  anchor  could 
poflibly  be.  Being  clofe  in  Ihore  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  7th;,  a  number  of  canoes  were  feen 
putting  off,  on  which  they  ihortened  fail  and  lay 
to  for  them.  Thefe  people  lived  in  a  ver^  large 
hut,  built  on  a  fmall  'ifland,  and  well  fortitied 
after  the  manner  of  an  Hippah,  on  which  account 
this  place  was  diftinguiflied  by  the  name  of  Hip- 
pah liland.  The  tribe  who  inhabit  this  Hippah, 
feem  well  defended  by  nature  from  any  fuddeii 
affault  of  their  enemies;  for  the  afcent  to  It,  from 
the  beach,  is  fteep  and  difficult  of  accefs.  And 
the  otlier  i^des  are  well  barricadoed  with  pines 
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and  brufliwood.  Notwithftanding  which,  they 
have  been  at  infinite  pains  in  raifing  additional 
fences  of  rails  and  boards.  A  number  of  circuin- 
llances  had  occurred,  lince  their  firft  trading  in 
Cloak  Bay,  which  ferved  to  iliew,  that  the  inha- 
bitants at  this  place  were  of  a  more  favage  difpo- 
fition,  than  any  Indians  met  witli  on  thecoalt: 
and  there  was  great  reafon  to  fuipeft,  that  they 
were  cannibals  in  fome  degree.  However,  on 
coming  along-iide,  they  traded  very  quietly,  and 
llrongly  importuned  the  crew  to  go  on  fliore:  at 
the  fame  time  giving  them  to  underftand,  point- 
ing towards  the  eaft,  that  if  they  vilited  that  part 
of  the  coaft,  the  inhabitants  would  cut  Cfff  their 
heads. 

A  number  of  excellent  cloaks,  and  fome  good 
fkins,  were  purchafed  from  this  party,  which  con- 
lilled  of  not  more  than  thirty-fix  people,  and  as 
they  were  well  armed  with  knives  and  fpears,  it 
is  probable  they  expefted  to  meet  their  enemies, 
being  equally  prepared  for  war  or  trade. 

Having  done  trading  with  this  party.  Captain 
Dixon  proceeded  to  the  eaflward,  and  on  the  9th, 
fell  in  with  another  tribe  of  Indians,  from  whom 
he  purchafed  fome  very  good  cloaks,  and  a  few- 
good  Ikins.  In  one  of  the  canoes  was  an  old  man, 
who  appeared  to  have  fome  authority  over  the 
rert,  though  he  had  nothing  to  difpofe  of:  he 
gave  them  to  underftand,  that  in  another  part 
of  thefe  iflands,  pointing  to  the  eaftward,  he  could 
procure  a  plentiful  fupply  of  furs :  on  which 
Captain  Dixon  gave  him  a  light-horfeman's  cap. 
This  prefent  added  greatly  to  his  confequence, 
and  procured  him  the  envy  of  his  companions  in 
the  other  canoes,  who  beheld  the  cap  with  a  long- 
ing eye^  and  itemed  to  wiiU  it  in  theij^noflelTioiv 
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There  were  likewife  a  few  women  amongft  them, 
who  all  fcemed  pretty  well  advanced  in  years : 
their  under  lips  were  diftorted  in  the  fame  manner 
as  thofe  of  the  women  at  Port  Mulgrave  and 
Norfolk  Sound,  and  the  pieces  of  wood  were  par- 
ticularly large.  Captain  Dixon,  with  fome  diffi- 
culty, purchafed  one  of  thofe  lip  pieces,  which 
was  eisjht  inches  long,  and  upwards  of  two  wide, 
and  inlaid  with  a  fmall  pearly  lliell,  round  which 
was  a  rim  of  copper.  In  (landing  along  ihore  to  the 
caftward,  they  met  with  different  tribes  of  Indi- 
ans, with  whom  they  traded  much  in  the  flime 
manner  as  before. 

On  the  24th,  eleven  canoes  came  along-fide, 
containing  near  one  hundred  and  eighty  men, 
women,  and  children,  which  was  by  far  the 
greateft  concourfe  of  people  they  had  feen  at  any 
one  time ;  but  curiofity,  it  feems,  had  chiefly  in- 
duced the  natives  to  vilit  the  fliip  at  that  time, 
for  they  brought  fcarcely  any  thing  to  fell :  in- 
deed, till  now,  they  feldom  had  feen  any  women 
or  children  in  the  trading  parties  j  for  the  men, 
probably,  expecting  to  meet  with  their  adverfa- 
ries,  for  the  mod  part  left  the  women  and  child- 
ren behind,  as  an  ufelefs  incumbrance. 

The  land,  which  they  had  been  ciuifing  along 
for  fome  time  pafl:,  was  now  judged  to  be  a  group 
of  iflandsj  and  as  it  was  pretty  evident  that  no 
more  trade  could  be  expected  on  that  lide,  Cap- 
tain Dixon  purpofed  Handing  round  a  point  to 
the  fouth-eaft,  in  order  to  try  what  the  oppofite 
lide  afforded.  ^ 

On  Handing  round  the  iilands,  land  was  feen 
to  the  eaftward,  which  they  fuppofed  to  be  th« 
continent  j  and  on  the  29th,  the  tide  fetting  out 
from  that  land>  it  frequently  drove  large  patches 
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of  lea-wcctl,  long  grafs,  and  pieces  of  wood,  by 
the  vcflel,  which  ni;ide  them  conclude  that  there 
is  a  Lirge  river  letting  out  from  that  part  of  the 
coall.  The  river  called  Los  Reys  by  Dc  Foiitti, 
is  near  this  place  j  and  thougii  what  he  l';iy» 
about  it  is  alnioft  incredible,  yet,  from  the  above 
circumftancc,  it  appears  very  probable  that  there 
are  de-fp  inlets  into  the  country. 

In  the  afternoon  of  tlie  29th,  no  lefs  than 
eighteen  canoes  came  along-fide,  containing 
more  than  two  hundred  people.  This  was  not 
only  the  greateft  concourfc  of  traders  they  had 
feci.,  but  what  rendered  the  circumllance  addi- 
tionally pleafing,  was  the  great  quantity  of  excel- 
lent furs  they  brought,  and  the  facility  with 
which  they  traded. 

Amongft  thefe  traders  was  the  old  chief  whom 
they  had  feen  on  the  other  lidc  thefe  illands,  and 
who,  now  appearing  to  be  of  the  firft  confequence, 
Captain  Dixon  permitted  him  to  come  on  board. 
Tlie  moment  he  got  on  the  quarter-deck,  he  be- 
gan to  tell  a  long  ftory,  the  purport  of  which 
was,  that  he  had  loft  in  battle  the  cap  which  had 
been  given  himj  and,  by  way  of  corroborating 
this  circumftance,  he  iliewed  fevcral  wounds 
which  he  had  received  in  defending  his  property. 
Notwithftanding  this,  he  begged  for  another  cap, 
intimating,  at  the  fame  time,  that  he  would  never 
lofe  it  but  with  his  life. 

The  captain,  willing  to  gratify  his  ambition, 
made  him  a  prefcnt  of  another  cap,  and  found  it 
was  not  beftowed  in  vain,  for  he  became  ex- 
tremely nfeful  to  them  in  their  traffic,  acting  as 
an  arbiter  in  every  difpute. 

On  Captain  Dixon  pointing  to  the  eaflward, 
and  alking  the  old  ipan  whether  any  furs  were  to 
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be  procured  there,  he  gave  the  captain  to  undcr- 
Ibuid,  that  it  was  a  different  nation  from  his, 
and  that  he  did  not  even  underftand  their  lan- 
guage, but  was  always  at  war  with  them  j  that 
jic.  had  killed  great  numbers,  and  had  many  of 
their  heads  in  his  poflelfion.  He  clofed  his  rela- 
tion with  advifing  him  not  to  go  near  that  part 
of  the  coaft,  for  that  the  inhabitants  there  would 
certainly  deftroy  him  and  his  people. 

They  endeavoured  to  learn  how  the  Indians 
difpofed  of  the  bodies  of  their  enemies  who  were 
ilain  in  battle ;  and  though  they  could  not  un- 
derftand the  chief  clearly  enough,  pofitively  to 
aiFert  that  thefe  poor  wretches  are  feafted  on  by 
the  victors,  yet,  there  is  too  much  reafon  to  fear, 
that  this  horrid  cuftom  is  pra£tifed  on  this  part 
of  the  coaft.  The  heads  are  always  preferved  as 
(landing  trophies  of  vi6tory. 

Of  all  the  Indians  they  had  feen,  this  chief 
had  the  mott  favage  afpe6t  5  and  his  whole  ap- 
pearance fufficiently  marked  him  as  a  proper 
perfon  to  lead  on  a  tribe  of  cannibals.  His  ftature 
was  above  the  common  lize  j  his  body  fpare  and 
thin ;  and  though,  at  firft  light,  he  appeared  lank 
and  emaciated,  yet  his  ftep  was  bold  and  firm, 
and  his  limbs  apparently  ftrong  and  mufcular  j 
Ihis  eyes  were  large  and  goggling,  and  feemed 
I  ready  to  ftart  out  of  their  fockets  3  his  forehead 
deeply  wrinkled,  not  merely  by  age,  but  from  a 
continual  frown  j  all  this,  joined  to  a  long  vifage, 
hollow  cheeks,  high  elevated  cheek  bones,  and  a 
natural  ferocity  of  temper,  formed  a  countenance 
[not  eafily  beheld  without  fome  degree  of  emotion. 

Next  day,  in  the  afternoon,  eight  canoes  came 

|ofF  to  the  fliip,  but  they  brought  very  few  furs, 

>iid  thole  of  an  inferior  quality]  intimating,  at 
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the  fame  time,  that  their  ftock  was  nearly  ex* 
haufled.    Some  of  them  had  been  out  on  a  fifh- 
ing  party,  and  caught  a  number  of  halibut,  which 
proved  a.feafonablQ  refreiliment  to  the  iliip'sl 
company. 

It  being  pretty  evident  that  few  furs  more  were  \ 
to  be  expeded  from  this  part,  Captain  J)ixon 
judged  it  moft  prudent  to  make  for  King  George's  | 
Sound,  efpecially  as  the  time  was  nearly  at  hand 
when  he  expe^ed  to  join  Captain  Portlock  atj 
that  place. 

On  the  111  of  Augull,  in  the  evening,  a  canoe,  j 
with  fourteen  Indians,  came  aiong-iide,  but  had 
nothing  to  fell}  they  gave  the  people  on  deck  to 
underlland,  that  one  of  their  companions  was 
killed  with,  a  muiket  fhot,  which  had  been  fired 
to  intimidate  fome  plunderers;  and,  at  the  fame 
time,  endeavoured  to  make  them  fenlible  that! 
they  were  not  at  variance  with  them  on  that  ac- 
counf.  Indeed>  they  came  along-fide  the  vefTelj 
without  the  leaft  fear. 

The  iilands  jufl  left  have  proved  uncommonly! 
fortunatsj  a  few  remarks  concerning  them  may, 
perhaps,  not  be  unacceptable  to  the  reader.  There 
is  every  reafon  to  fuppofe,  not  only  from  thel 
number  of  inlets  they  met  with  in  coading  along] 
the  fliore,  but  from  meeting  the  fame  inhabit-l 
ants  on  the  oppolite  fides  of  the  coafl:,  that  this  iil 
not  one  continued  land,  but  rather  forms  a  group! 
of  iilands,  and  as  fuch  they  were  di(linguilhedby| 
the  name  of  Queen  Charlotte*s  Iilands.  The  num* 
ber  of  peop!'?  inhabiting  thefe  iilands  were  efti-j 
mated  at  one  thoufand  feven  hundred,  and  the 
great  plenty  of  furs  met  with  here  fufficientlj 
indicated,  that  the  natives  have  had  no  intern 
courfe  whatever  with  any  civilized  oation  -,  and 

therd 
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tliere  is  no  doubt  but  Captain  Dixon  may  juiUy 
claim  the  honour  of  adding  Queen  CharIotte*s 
Idands  to  the  geography  of  this  part  of  the  coaft. 
The  ornaments  feen  amongft  them  were  very 
few;  and  it  is  probable,  that  their  knives  and 
fpears  have  been  obtained  by  war  rather  than 
traf^c,  as  there  feems  to  be  an  univerfal  variance 
amongft  the  different  tribes. 

The  natives  of  this  coaft,  in  general,  are  very 
jealous  of  their  women,  and  would  feldom  permit 
them  to  come  on  board ;  but  this  was  not  alto- 
gether the  cafe  with  thefe  favages,  many  of 
whom  not  only  permitted,  but  urged  their  fe- 
males to  come  on  board,  whenever  invited ;  but 
it  was  foon  found,  that  they  were  not  indicated 
to  pay  thefe  vifits  from  any  amorous  difpoution, 
but  merely  for  the  fake  of  plunder,  as  they  were 
by  far  the  moll  rapacious  thieves  that  had  been 
feen  during  the  voyage.  Notwithftanding  the 
general  tenor  of  thefe  women's  behaviour,  one 
mHance  of  feeling  and  feniibility  was  met  with 
amongil  them,  which  was  perfe6tly  adoniihing, 
and  is  not,  perhaps,  always  to  be  feen  amonglt 
the  fex  in  civilized  countries. 

A  chief  and  his  wife  were  very  dedrous  to  feo 
the  ihip.  Captain  Dixon,  willing  to  gratify  them 
in  this  particular,  permitted  them  to  come  on 
board.  They  had  a  little  child  along  with  them» 
of  which  they  feemed  particularly  fond,  and  not 
caring  to  trud  it  with  the  people  in  their  canoe, 
the  chief  came  on  board  by  himfelf,  leaving  their 
tender  charge  with  his  wife.  When  the  poor 
fellow  fird  came  on  deck,  he  was  a  good  deal 
frightened,  and  began  to  dng,  and  make  a  num- 
ber of  humiliating  gedures.  By  degrees,  he  grew 
«afy,  and  w^i  prevailed  on  to  go  down  into  tho 
Vol.  VIII,  Bb  "cabin; 
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cabin:  having  ttaid;there  fome  time,  he  camol 
upon  deck,  and  after  fatisfying  his  curiof  ty  with 
■looking  at  varicus  things,  went  into  his  canoe 
Very  well  pleafed.   The  woman,  after  giving  her 
idfant  a  maternal  kifs,  came  over  the  lide  with- 
out the  leaft  heiitationj  and  when  fhe  got  on 
the  quarter-deck,  gave  them  to  underftand,  that 
fhe  was  only  come  to  fee  the  veflel,  and  with  a 
modefl:  diffidence  in  her  looks,  endeavoured  to 
4)efpeak  their  indulgence  and  permiflion  for  that 
■purpofe.     Having  taken  notice  of  every  thing 
which  feemed  to  attract  her  attention,  Captain  I 
"Dixon  made  her  a  prefent  of  a  firing  of  beads  for| 
an  ornament  to  each  ear,  and  a  number  of  but- 
tons* with  which  flie  was  highly  pleafed,  andl 
«made  her  acknowledgments  in  the  bed  manner | 
flie  was  able.     She  was  fcarcely  got  into  the  ca- 
noe, before  a  number  of  women  flocked  about| 
her,  and  feeing  the  beads  in  her  eats,  began  toj 
.talk  very  earneftly :  moft  probably  to  tax  her  I 
•with  inconflancy,  for  Ihe  immediately  clafped| 
•her  infant  to  her  breaft  with  unfpeakable  fond- 
ixefs,  and  burft  into  a  flood  of  tears;  and  it  was  I 
a  confiderable  time  before  the  Toothings  of  her 
hulband,  and  the  apologies  of  her  friends,  could  | 
l>Fing  back  her  former  cheerfulnefs  and  tranquil- 
lity. 

'  Having  procured  a  very  confiderable  number  I 
t}f  valuable  furs  among  thofe  iflands,  Captain 
Dixon  flood  on  for  King  George's  Sound,  and  on 
the  8th  of  Augufl,  being  then  no  great  diflance 
from  the  entrance  into  that  harbour,  they  fawa 
•fail,  and  prefently  afterwards  a  fmaller  vefTcl  in 
•Company  J  which  proved  to  be  two  vefTels  from 
London,  belonging  to  the  fame  owners  as  the 
iKing  (o^orge  and  Queen  Charlotte/  The£e  ref- 
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fels  had  been  in  King  George's  Sound,  but  the 
King  George  was  not  arrived  there.  As,  there- 
fore, there  was  no  necelfity  for  the  Charlotte  to 
I  proceed  into  that  harbour,  they  took  leave  of, 
their  new  partners  in  trade,  and  fhaped  a  courfe, 
for  Sandwich  lilands. 

A  few  general  remarks  concerning  the  coaft  of 
America,  in  addition  fio  what  has  occaiionally 
been  faid,  may  not  be  difpleaiing  to  the  reader. 

This  vaft  country,  with  very  little  deviation, 
has  the  appearance  of  one  continued  forcil.  Th& 
foil  on  the  hills  is  a  kind  of  compoft^  confining 
of  rotten  mofs  and  old  decayed  trees.  This  is 
frequently  waflied  down  into  the  valleys  by  the 
fudden  melting  of  the  fnow,  and  there  incorpo- 
I  rating  with  a  light  fand,  forms  a  foil,  in  which 
noli  of  the  Englifli  hortulan  productions  might - 
be  cultivated  with  fuccefs. 

What  number  of  inhabitants  the  coafl,  from. 
Cook's  River  to  King  George's  Sound,  may  con- 
tain, is  not  eafy  to  determine  with  any  degree  of 
certainty;  but  from  a  moderate  computation, 
there  cannot  be  lefs  than  ten  thoufand.  The 
hair  of  both  fexes  is  long  and  black,  and  would 
be  an  ornament  to  them,  were  it  not  for  the 
large  quantities  of  greafe  and  red  ochre  conflant- 
3y  rubbed  into  it,  which  not  only  gives  it  a  dif- 
gufting  appearance,  but  affords  a  never-failing 
harbour  for  vermin.  Sometimes,  indeed,  the 
women  keep  their  hair  in  decent  orcer,  parting 
it  from  the  forehead  to  the  crown,  and  tying  it 
behind  after  the  manner  of  a  club.  The  young 
men  have  no  beards ;  but  this  does  not  arife 
from  a  natural  want  of  hair  on  that  part,  for  the 
old  men  had  beards  all  over  the  chin,  and  fome  -of 
them  had  whiikers  on  each  fide  the  upper  lip, 
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As  this  fuppofed  defe6t  amongft  the  natives  of 
America  has  occalioned  much  fpeculative  en- 
quiry amongft  the  learned  and  ingenious,  every 
opportunity  was  taken  of  learning  how  it  wa» 
©ccafioned  5  ^nd  they  were  given  to  underftand, 
that  the  young  men  got  rid  of  their  beards  by 
plucking  them  out,  but  as  they  advance  in  years 
the  hair  is  fuffered  to  groW. 

Ornaments  feem  to  differ  in  particular  places, 
more  than  drefs.  The  aperture,  or  fecond  mouth 
above  the  chin,  feems  confined  to  the  men  of 
Cook's  River  and  Prince  "William's  Sound  3  whilft 
the  wooden  ornament  in  the  under  lip  is  wore  by 
the  women  only,  in  that  part  of  the  coaft  from 
Port  Mulgrave  to  Queen  Charlotte's  Iflands.  Be- 
fides  the  ornaments  already  mentioned,  the  In- 
dians are  very  fond  of  mafks  or  vifors,  and  va- 
rious kinds  of  caps,  all  which  are  painted  with 
different  devices ;  they  have  likewife  many  of 
thefe  devices  carved  in  wood,  and  fome  of  them 
are  far  from  being  ill  executed.  Thefe  curioli- 
ties  are  greatly  valued,  and  are  carefully  packed 
in  neat  fquare  boxes,  that  they  may  the  more 
conveniently  be  carried  about.  Whenever  any 
large  party  came  to  trade,  thefe  treafures  were 
firft  produced,  and  the  principal  perfons  drelfed 
out  in  all  their  finery,  before  the  finging  com- 
menced. In  addition  to  this,  the  chief,  who  al- 
ways conducts  this  vocal  concert,  puts  on  a  large 
coat  made  of  the  elk-lkin,  tanned,  round  the 
lower  part  of  which  is  one,  or  fometimes  two, 
rows  of  dried  berries,  or  the  beaks  of  birds,  which 
make  a  rattling  noife  whenever  he  moves.  In 
his  hand  he  has  a  rattle,  or  more  commonly  a 
contrivance  to  anfwer  the  fame  end,  which  is  of 
a  circulat'form^  about  nine  inches  in  diameter, 
^  and 
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and  made  of  three  fmall  flicks  bent  round  at  dif-*. 
ferent  diftances  from  each  other  -,  great  numbers 
of  birds'  beaks  and  dried  berries  are  tied  to  this 
curious  inftrumtnt,  which  is  fhook  by  the  chief 
with  great  glee>  and^  in  his  opinion,  makes  no 
fmall  addition  to  the  concert.  Their  fongs  ge- 
nerally coniift  of  feveral  llanzas,  to  each  of  which 
is  added  a  chorus.  The  beginning  of  each  flanza 
is  given  out  by  the  chief  alone  j  after  which^ 
both  men  and  women  join^  and  ling  in  odaves> 
beating  time  regularly  with  their  hands  or  pad- 
dles :  meanwhile,  the  chief  ihakes  his  rattle,  and 
makes  a  thoufand  ridiculous  gefliculations,  iing- 
ing  at  intervals  in  different  notes  from  the  reft ; 
and  this  mirth  generally  contiries  near  half  an 
hour  without  intermilTion. 

The  ingenuity  of  thefe  people  is  not  confined 
to  devices  on  wood,  or  drawings  on  bark  j  they 
manufa6ture  a  kind  of  variegated  blanket  or 
cloak,  fomething  like  the-Engliih  horfe  cloths; 
they  do  not  appear  to  be  wove,  but  made  entire- 
ly by  hand,  and  are  neatly  finilhed.  Thefe  cloaks 
are  made  of  wool,  collected  from  the  ikins  of 
beafis  killed  in  the  chace  j  they  are  held  in  great 
eilimation,  and  only  wore  on  extraordinary  occa- 
iions.  Belides  the  fkin-coats  wore  in  common^' 
they  have  large  cloaks,  made  of  the  elk-ikin  tan- 
ned, and  wore  double,  fometimes  three-fold. 

Though  thefe  poor  favages  are,  in  their  general- 
manners,  truly  in  a  flate  of  uncultivated  barba-' 
rifm,  yet  in  one  in  fiance  they  can  boaft  of  a  re- 
/ finement  equal  to  that  of  more  polite  nations; 
and  t<hat  is  gaming,  which  is  carried  on  here  to 
a  very  great  pitch.  The  only  gaming  implc-, 
ments  they  faw,  were  fifty- two  fmall  round  bits, 
of  woodi  about  the  fize  of  the  middle  finger>  aAd- 
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differently  marked  with  red  paint.  A  game  is 
played  by  two  perfons  with  tliefe  pieces  of  wood, 
and  it  chiefly  coniiils  in  placing  them  in  a  variety 
of  pofitions.  A  man  at  Port  Mulgrave  loft  a 
knife,  a  fpear,  and  feveral  towees,  at  this  game, 
in  lefs  than  an  hour.  Though  this  lofs  was  at 
leaft  equal  to  an  Englilh  gamefter  lofing  his 
eftate,  yet  the  poof  fellow  bore  his  ill  fortune 
with  great  patience  and  equanimity  of  temper. 

Time  is  calculated  by  moons,  and  remarkable 
events  are  remembered  with  eafe,  for  one  gene- 
ration }  but  whether  for  any  longer  period  is  very 
doubtful. 

After  quitting  the  American  coaft,  they  fleer- 
ed for  Sandwich  Iflands,  and  arrived  in  fight  of 
Owhyhee  on  the  5  th  of  September.  The  next 
day  they  were  furrounded  by  a  number  of  canoes, 
and  the  Indians  traded  very  eagerly ;  many  of 
them  climbing  up  the  fhip's  fide  for  that  purpofe, 
and  numbers  not  merely  to  gratify  their  curiofity, 
but  to  watch  an  opportunity  for  carrying  off 
fome  prize. 

Having  procured  a  good  fupply  of  hogs  and 
vegetables,  together  with  a  large  quantity  of  ex- 
cellent line  for  making  rope,  at  Owhyhee,  they 
fteered  for  Whahoa,  and  anchored  in  King 
George's  Bay  on  the  lOth. 

The  next  day  about  noon,  the  king  came  on 
board,  and  repeatedly  enquired  for  Popote  :  after 
ilaying  fome  time,  and  receiving  a  few  prefents, 
he  returned  on  fhore. 

By  the  13th,  the  wooding  and  watering  bufi- 
nefs  being  completed,  they  weighed  anchor  and 
made  fail  for  Atooi.  Before  they  were  well  out 
of  King  George's  Bay,  they  faw  a  large  canoe 
putting  o£f  in  a  hurry,  and  when  it  came  near, 

they 
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they  found  it  to  be  Taheeterre  and  his  attend- 
ants. When  the  king  came  on  board,  he  feemed 
forrv  that  they  ihould  leave  Whahoa  fo  foon^  and 
at  the  fame  time  frequently  infinuatedj  that  their 
being  fo  fpeedily  fupplied  with  wood  and  wateTj 
was  in  confequence  of  his  immediate  orders  for 
that  purpoie ;  and  that  the  fame  refpe6tful  at- 
tention fliould  be  ihewn  to  Popote  whenever  he 
arrived.  On  this  Captain  Dixon  made  him  a 
prefent  of  a  few  faws  and  axes^  which  pleafed 
him  greatly ;  and  he  took  his  leave  with  many 
profeffions  of  friendihip. 

On  the  l6th  they  arrived  near  the  eaft  fide  of 
Atooi,  and  on  Handing  along  ihore>  were  joined 
by  a  great  number  of  canoes.  The  people  rejoic- 
ed to  fee  them  again  j  numbers  aiked  after  Po- 
pote, and  feemed  concerned  that  he  was  not  ia 
their  company. 

In  the  afternoon  they  anchored  in  Wymoa 
Bay.  Early  the  next  morning,  they  were  fur- 
rounded  with  canoes,  bringing  the  greatefi  abun- 
dance of  fine  hogs  and  vegetables ;  and  Abbe- 
nooe  was  particularly  UiirJous  to  accommodate 
Captain  Dixon  with  every  thing  in  his  power. 

On  the  18th  their  decks  were  crowded  with 
vifiters  of  rank,  and  amongft  the  refl:  Tyheira, 
fon  to  Abbenooe,  introduced  his  wife  and  two' 
little  boys :  the  eldell  was  about  four  years  old* 
the  younger  an  infant  in  his  mother's  arms.  Ty- 
heira, by  way  of  compliment,  had  named  hi§ 
eldeft  Popote,  after  Captain  Portlock  ;  and  the 
other  Dittcana,  after  Captain  Dixon.  In  the 
forenoon,  Taaao  came  on  boards  in  a  large  dou- 
ble ,canoe,  accompanied  by  another,  in  which, 
were  his  daughter  and  two  nieces.  The  attend* 
aotson  thtk  great  perifonsc  were  very  numerousy 
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and  joined  in  a  heeva,  or  fong,  on  their  coming, 
along- (ide,  fuperior  to  any  thing  of  the  kind  ever 
heard  at  thefe  iflands. 

The  king  was  greatly  pleafed  to  fee  them 
again;  and  enquired  particularly  after  Popote. 
He  feemed  folicitous  to  accommodate  them  with 
everything  the  ifland  afforded  ;  and,  indeed,  all 
tlie  chiefs  vied  with  each  other  in  fupplying  their 
various  wants.  Amongd  the  many  inlUnces  of 
kindnefs  and  good-natured  attention  they  met 
with  at  this  time,  from  the  chiefs  in  general, 
an  aftion  of  Nohomaitahaite's  mull  not  be  omit- 
ted, as  it  does  him  the  greateft  honour,  and  would 
reflect  credit  even  on  a  perfon  of  education  and 
refined  fenfibility.  Nohomaitahaite  had  been 
often  on  board  when  they  were  lalt  at  Atooi,  and 
by  that  means  was  perfonally  acquainted  with  all 
the  people.  Being  naturally  curious  and  inquifi- 
tive,  he  now  took  an  opportunity  of  going 
amongft  them,  to  alk  a  number  of  quedions  about 
the  voyage.  On  going  down  between  deck^,  he 
met  with  the  carpenter,  who  had  been  troubled 
with  a  lingering  diforder  for  a  confiderable  time, 
and  at  prefent  was  very  weak  and  poorly.  His 
pale  countenance  and  emaciated  figure,  afFei^ted 
poor  Nohomaitahaite  very  fenfibly  j  a  tear  of  pi-^ 
ty  iiole  unheeded  down  his  cheek ;  and  he  began 
to  enquire  about  his  complaint,  in  a  tone  of  ten- 
dernefs  and  compaffion ;  feeing  him  very  weak 
and  infirm,  he  gently  chafed  and  predfed  tlie 
£news  and  mufcles  of  his  legs  and  thighs,  and 
gave  him  all  the  confolation  in  his  power.  Pre- 
fently  afterwards  he  came  upon  deck,  called  his 
canoe>  and  went  on  ihore  in  a  hurry,  without 
lak^ng  leave  of  any  perfon  on  the  quarter-deck, 
which  was  contrary  to  his  ufual  cuitom ;  but  he 

returupd

wfhirned  very  fliortly,  bringing  a  line  fow\  along 
with  him,  which  he  immediately  carried  down 
to  the  carpenter,  told  him  to  have  it  drelTed 
immediately,  and  he  hoped  it  would  make  him 
better  in  a  day  or  two. 

At  noon,  a  frefti  breeze  fpringing  up  from  the 
northward,  Cnptain  Dixon  wiflied  to  embrace 
this  opportunity  of  weighing  anchor,  but  on 
looking  over  his  (lock  of  vegetables,  it  was  judg- 
ed neceflary  to  procure  a  farther  fupply.  No 
feoner  were  the  king  and  chiefs  informed  of  this 
circumfiance,  than  they  all  went  on  ihore,  prd* 
mifing  to  return  fliortly  with  great  plenty  of  taro ; 
accordingly?  by  three  o'clock  they  all  returned, 
each  bringing  a  large  double  canoe,  loaded  with 
taro  and  fugar-cane.  The  expedition  and  dif- 
patch  with  which  this  laft  taro  was  brought,  both 
lurprifed  anjl  pleafed  Captain  Dixon;  and  he  wa» 
not  flow  in  making  fuitable  returns.  To  the 
king  he  gave  a  pahou,  a  large  baize  cloak,  edged 
with  ribbon,  and  a  very  large  towee,  which 
pleafed  him  fo  much,  that  he  began  to  think 
iiimfelf  the  greateft  monarch  in  the  univerfe. 
The  other  chiefs  were  rewarded  with  towees, 
axes,  and  faws,  entirely  to  their  fatisfadion. 
The  ladies  too,  of  whom  they  had  no  fraall  num- 
ber on  board,  were  liberally  ornamented  with 
buttons  and  beads  ;  in  fliort,  all  parties  wereper- 
fefilly  pleafed,  and  were  profufc  in  their  profef- 
fions  of  kindnefs  and  acknowledgment. 

Thefe  people,  in  their  temper  and  difpoiition^ 
are  harmlefs,  inoffenfive,  and  friendly ;  not  fub- 
je6k  to  pailion  or  eafily  provoked :  in  their  man- 
ners they  are  lively  and  cheerful,  ever  ready  to 
render  any  little  fervice  in  their  power,  even  to 
Grangers,  and  purfue  every  thing  they  undertako 
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vr'iih    unremitting   diligence    and    application^ 
When  attached  to  any  perfon,  they  are  (toady  in 
their  friendlhip,  and  are   not  calily  tempted  to 
negle6l  the  intcreil  of  a  perfon,  for  whom  they 
have  once  profelled  a  legard.  "" 

Their  language  is  foltf  fniooth,  and  abounds 
with  vowels.  In  their  convcrfation  with  each 
other,  it  appears  very  copious,  and  they  fpeak 
with  great  volubility  when  couverfing  with  each 
other  J  but  when  converfing  with  their  vifiters 
they  only  made  ufc  of  thole  words  which  are 
moil  expreliive  and  lignihcant. 

The  Sandwich  Iflanders,  in  general,  are  about 
the  middle  fize,  their  limbs  lUaight  ai^  well  pro- 
portioned. Some  of  the  chiefs,  and  particularly 
the  women,  are  inclined  to  corpulency,  and  thrir 
Ikin  is  fmoother  and  fofter  than  thot'e  of  the- 
common  rank  j  but  this  is  owing  to  want  of  ex- 
ercife,  and  an  unlimited  indulgence  in  the  arti- 
cle of  food.  They  are  in  general  of  a  nut  colour,- 
though  fome  of  the  women  are  fairer, 'and  their 
hands  and  fingers  are  remarkably  fmall  and  deli- 
cate. Both  fexes  go  naked,  except  about  the 
waift.  The  beards  of  the  men  are  fuffercd  to' 
grow  J  their  hair  is  cut  clofe  on  each  fide  of  the 
head,  but  grows  long  from  the  forehead  to  the' 
back  of  the  neck,  fomewhat  refembling  a  helmet«^ 
The  women  cut  theirs  quite  clofe  behind,  and 
on  the  top  of  the  head  j  the  front  is  turned  up 
in  the  form  of  a  toupee,  and  is  frequently  daub- 
ed with  cocoa-nut  oil,  and  lime  made  from  Ihells, 
which  often  gives  it  a  fandy  difagreeable  colour. 
Sometimes,  by  way  of  ornament,  they  wear  a 
wreath  of  flowers,  fancifully  difpofed,  about  the 
head.  Infiead  of  a  bracelet,  a  fiiell  is  tied  round 
the  wri^^  and  a  foQdaefs  for  this  ornament  has: 

rendered 
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Tendered  buttons  fo  much  efteemed  by  thefe  gay 
idamlds  in  general  j  the  neck  too,  is  decora  fed 
■with  vaiious  Ibrts  of  lljells,  fattened  on  ftringg, 
nflcrthc  manner  of  a  necklace,  lint  the  moft 
beautiful  ornament  wore  by  the  women,  is  a 
•necklace,  or  araia,  made  from  the  variegated 
feathers  of  the  humming  bird,  whicii  are  fixed 
on  ftrings,  fo  regular  and  even,  as  to  have  a  fur- 
face  equally  fmooth  as  velvet  j  and  the  rich  co- 
lour of  the  feathers  gives  it  an  appearance  equal- 
ly rich  and  elegant.  The  caps  and  cloaks,  wore 
by  the  men,  are  Hill  fupcrior  in  beauty  and  ele- 
gance. The  cloaks  are  in  general  about  the  lize 
of  thor«  wore  by  the  {Spaniards ;  the  gt'ouYid  is 
nct-woik,  and  the  feathers  are  fevved  on  in  al- 
ternate Iquares,  or  triangular  forms  of  red  and 
yellow,  which  have  a  molt  brilliant  appearance. 
The  ground  of  the  caps  is  wicker-work  in  the 
form  of  a  helmet  j  the  elevated  part,  from  the 
forehead  to  the  hind  part  of  the  neck>  is  about  a 
hand's  brendtli,  and  generally  covered  with  yel- 
low leathers,  the  tides  of  the  cap  with  red.  This 
.cap,  together  with  the  cloak,  has  an  appearance 
equally  fplendid,  if  not  fupcrior  to  any  fcarlet 
.and  gold  whatever.  Thefe  truly  elegant  orna- 
ments are  fcarce,  and  only  polfefled  by  chiefs  ot 
•high  rank,  \Vho  wear  them  on  extraordinary  oc- 
cafions.  There  are  cloaks  of  an  inferior  kind^ 
wi.ich  have  only  a  narrow  border  of  red  and  yel- 
low feathers,  the  reft  being  covered  with  feathers 
of  the  tropic  and  man  of  war  bird.  Nor  are  thefe 
caps  and  cloaks,  though  confefledly  elegant  in  a 
fupcrior  degree,  the  only  proofs  of  invention  and 
ingenuity  Ihewn  by  thefe  people  in  matters  of  or- 
Bamcnt:  Their  mats  are  made  with  a  degree  of 
neaitnefs  e^iial  to  any  of- European  manufa^ure, 
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and  prettily  diverlified  with  a  variety  of  figures 
iiained  witli  red.  Cloth  is  another  article  which 
gives  theft^  Indians  equal  fcope  for  fancy  and  in- 
vention. It^is-made  from  the  Chinefe  paper  mul- 
berry tree,  and  when  wet  is  beat  out  with  fmall 
fquare  pieces  of  wood,  from  twelve  to  eighteen 
inches  wide,  and  afterwards  damped  with  vari- 
ous colours,  and  a  diveriity  of  patterns.  The 
different  colours  with  which  their  cloth  is  damp- 
ed, are  extra6ted  from  vegetables  found  in  the 
woods.  Fans  and  fly-flaps  are  "jfed  by  both 
fexes.  The  fans  are  ufually  made  of  the  cocoa- 
nut  fibres,  neatly  wove ;  the  mounting  is  of  a 
fquare  form,  and  the  handle  frequently  decorat- 
ed with  hair. 

Their  houfes  greatly  refemble  a  hay-ftack  in 
Aiape,  and  are  neatly  thatched  with  flags  or 
jruihes  5  the  door  place  is  fo  very  low,  that  they 
9^-e  obliged  to  enter  almoft  double.  The  infide 
pf  their  dwellings  are  kept  neat  and  clean  j  a 
coarfe  mat  is  fpread  on  the  floor ;  and  as  they 
have  no  fepaiate  apartments,  that  part  of  the 
room  appropriated  for  repofe  is  rather  elevated, 
and  covered  with  mats  of  a  finer  fort.  The 
houfehold  utenfils  are  placed  on  a  wooden  bench, 
and  confifl:  of  gourds,  and  wooden  bowls  and 
diihes,  which,  in  general,  conflitute  the  whole 
of  their  furniture. 

The  method  univerfally  pra6Hfed  to  drefs  tlieir 
victuals  is  baking,  in  a  kind  of  oven  funk  in  the 
earth,  with  hot  Itones.  If  a  hog  is  baked,  the 
belly  is  always  filled  with  hot  fiones.  Cuftom 
has  rendered  this  mode  of  drefling  victuals  fo  very 
familiar,  that  they  can  tell  the  exa6t  time  when 
any.  thing  is  fufficiently  done;  and  in  baking 
yirag  or  targ  they  fax  excelled  the  European 
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cooks.  The  canoes  are  not  only  fini(hed« 
with  neatnefs  and  ingenuity,  but  at  the  lame 
time,  are  lailing  proofs  of  perfeverance  and  in- 
duflry.  They  are  made  of  a  lingle  tree,  and  arc 
from  twelve  to  forty  or  fifty  feet  long.  The  hol- 
lowing thefe  trees,  and  bringing  each  end  to  a 
proper  point  with  their  rude  unfafhioned  tools« 
muft  be  a  work  of  time  and  unremitting  atten- 
tion :  they  are  in  general  about  an  inch  thick> 
and  heightened  with  additional  boards,  neatly 
fitted  round  the  fides.  The  fingle  canoes  arc 
fteadied  by  an  outrigger,  and  the  double  ones 
are  held  together  by  femicircular  poles,  firmly 
lafhed  to  each  part  of  the  canoe  r  over  thefe,  and 
parallel  with  the  canoe,  is  a  kind  of  platform, 
which  ferves  to  carry  hogs,  vegetables,  or  any 
thing  they  want  to  convey  from  one  place  to  ano- 
ther, and  a,t  the  fame  time  is  a  convenient  feat 
for  the  principal  perfons  of  both  fexes,  whilil 
tlie  towtows,  who  paddle,  always  fit  in  the  bo- 
dy of  the  canoe.  Their  paddles  are  about  four 
or  five  feet  long,  and  greatly  refemblei  a  baker's 
pail. 

Another  fpecies  of  ingenuity  met  with  amongft 
the  natives  here,  is  carving :  they  have  a  number 
of  wooden  images,  reprefenting  human  figures, 
which  they  efieem  as  their  gods  5  but  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  doubt,  whether  religion  is  held  in  any  great 
eftimation  amongfi  them,  for  every  god  amongfl 
the  iilands  might  be  purchafed  for  a  few  towees. 

The  heevas,  or  fongs,  rather  referable  a  quick 
energetic  manner  of  fpeaking,  than  finging }  and 
the  performers  fecm  to  pay  more  attention  to  the 
motions  of  the  body,  than  the  modulations  of  the 
voice.  The  women  are  the  mod  frequent  per- 
formers in  this  kind  of  merriment :  they  begin 
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their  performance  flow  and  regular ;  but  by  de- 
grees it  grows  briiker  and  more  animated,  till  it 
terminates  in  convulfions  of  laughter.  It  is  very 
evident,  that  thefe  people  have  not  the  lead  idea 
of  melody,  as  the  tones  and  modulation  in  all 
their  fongs  are  invariably  the  fame ;  however, 
.there  feems  to  be  fome  degree  of  invention  in  the 
compofition  of  the  words,  which  are  often  on 
temporary  fubjedts  j  and  the  frequent  peals  of 
laughter,  are,  no  doubt,  excited  by  fome  witty 
allulion  contained  in  them.  They  have  drums, 
which  fometimes  are  beat  as  an  addition  to  their 
heevas  j  thefe  are  about  twelve  or  iixteen  inches 
high  J  feveral  holes  are  cut  in  the  fides;  and  a 
.hog's  Ikin,  and  fometimes  a  ihark's,  is  il;rained 
over  one  end  5  but  they  produce  a  very  dull,  hea- 
vy found. 

Having  laid  in  an  ample  fupply  of  provifions, 
they  weighed  anchor  on  the  18th  ;  their  friends 
taking  leave  of  them  with  an  univerfal  wilh  for 
a  good  voyage,  and  the  moft  unreferved  marks 
of  friendihip  and  attachment. 

China  was  the  next  place  of  their  deftination, 
and  they  were  already  in  the  fame  latitude,  confe- 
quently  had  only  the  longitude  to  run  downj  but 
.  the  captain  judged  it  moft  prudent,to  (leer  to  the 
•fouthward,  till  they  were  in  about  13  deg.  30  min. 
north  latitude,  and  then  bear  away  to  the  well- 
ward,  as  that  track  was  moft  likely  for  a  trade 
wind. 

On  the  22d  of  Odober,  they  paffed  the  Iflands 
of  Tinian,  Saypan,  and  Aguigan,  which  have  been 
fo  often  defcribed  by  voyagers. 

'On  the  8th  of  November,  they  were  in  fight 
•of  the  Lima  Iflands,  and  faw  a  great  number  of 
Chiaeie  fiihing-boati.    Ih  the  forenoon^  a  pilot 
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came  on  board ;  and  the  fame  evening,  they  anr 
chored  in  Macao  Roads.  On  the  l6th  they 
reached  Wampoa. 

The  arrival  of  the  King  George  has  already 
been  noticed.  In  the  morning  of  the  2()th,  both 
captains  went  to  Canton,  and  Mr.  Brown,  (preli- 
dent  of  the  fupercargoes,)  aflured  them,  that  their 
bufinefs  ihould  be  expedited  without  delay. 

On  the  29th,  Mr.  William  M'Leod,  firft  mate 
of  the  King  George,  departed  this  life.  His  death 
was  not  occafioned  by  any  diforder  caught  dur- 
ing the  prcfent  voyage,  but  from  an  old  com- 
plaint, brought  on  by  drinking  dale  porter.  He 
died  univerfally  lamented^  and  was  interred  in 
the  forenoon  of  the  30th,  on  Frenchman's  liland. 

On  the  2d  of  December^  the  fuperintendent^  of 
the  China  cuftoms,  came  down  from  Canton  to 
meafure  the  veifels,  and  made  each  captain  a  pre- 
fent  of  two  buffaloes,  eight  jars  of  famihu,  and 
eight  bags  of  ground  rice. 

This  neceflary  piece  of  bufinefs  being  over,  a 
fadory  was  hired  at  Canton,  and  the  cargo  of 
both  Ihips  fent  up  thither  on  the  5th ;  but  for  a 
whole  month,  the  bufinefs  was  entirely  at  a  fiand,, 
and  none  of  the  furs  were  difpofed  of,  except 
fome  refufe  which  fold  to  a  confiderable  advan- 
tage. 

During  this  interval,  while  Captain  Portlock 
was  one  day  on  a  vifit  to  Mr.  Cox,  an  Englilh 
gentleman  refident  at  Canton,  he  was  much  fur- 
prifed  to  fee  his  old  friend  Tyaana,  whom  the 
reader  may  recoiled  he  met  with  on  his  firfl  vifit 
to  the  Sandwich  lilands.    Tyaana  immediately

On  the^  dccafiim^  he  conftantJ^  wore  a$^utifui 
feathered  cap^llid  qloak,  with  a  Ipear  in^ils  hand, 
to  ihew  that  i^wasa  perfonidf  confequefce,  and 
except  the  ii^lx>  round  his  waift^he  was  unwill- 
ing to  adopt  any  other  dreik*  ^uch  an  apj)ear- 
ance,  however^  being  fcarcdy  mpdeil  in  a  civiliz- 
ed country,  Mr.  Rofs  got  a  light  fa^tin  waiftcoat 
and  a  pair  of  trowfers  made  for  him,  which  he  at 
firft  wore  rather  reludantly,  but  afterwards  they 
became  habitual.  y  ^     "ij-j  * 

Tyaana,  though  no  papift,  ufed  often  to  fre- 
quent the  places  of  public  worfhip  at  Macao,  and 
alwajrs  paid  particular  attention  to  the  external 
cerenipnies  of  the  congregation,  ftanding  up  when 
they  nood  up,  kneeling  when  they  kneeled,  and 
ijfi  mort,  conformed  to  all  their  rules  with  the 
moft  obfequious  decorum.  ' 

His  nobie  and  generous  fpirit  was  fiiewn  on 
many  occafionsj  and  in  the  anecdote  we  are 
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ftbout  to  relate,  it  will  appear  according  to  our 
ideas  of  the  value  of  things,  in.  a  very  ludicrous 
light.  One  time  he  went  up  to  an  orange-ilall* 
and  picking  out  half  a  dozen  of  the  fineft  oranges^ 
gave  the  woman  who  fold  them  a  couple  of  nails, 
things  of  great  eftimation  in  his  own  country,  ob« 
ferving  at  the  fame  time,  that  though  one  oail 
was  more  than  fufficient  for  his  purpofe,  yet  ho 
would  make  her  a  handfomeprefent  befides.  The 
good  woman,  however,  was  not  by  any  means  fa- 
tisfied  with  fuch  payment,  and  was  gcung  to  raife 
a  difturbahce;  but  fome  gentlemen,  who  luckily 
happened  to  be  with  Tya^na  at  the  time^  foon 
iatisfied  her  demand. 

When  Tya^na  arrived  at  Canton,  he  was  par- 
ticulady  noticed  by  the  gentlemen  at  the  EngUih 
fadory,  and  in  fliort,  by  every  perfon  at  that 
place. 

The  following  incident  does  honour  to  his1ia«> 
manity  $  and  his  obfervation  is  a  fevere  refiedion . 
on  civilized  countries.  A  Captain  Taiker,  of  th» 
Milfbrd,  from  Bombay,  gave  a  fumptuous  enter<p 
tainment  to  a  number  of  Engliih  gentlemen,  and 
of  courfe  Tyaana,  being  a  general  favourite,  wws 
amongft  the  guefts.  After  dinner,  a  number  of 
of  poor  Chinefe  in  fmall  fampanswere  about  the 
ihip,  aiking  alms,  as  is  cuftomary  there.  ■  Tjraa** 
na  immediately  enquired  what  thev  wanted,  and 
was  told  they  were  beggars  j  on  which,  he  obferv* 
ed,  "  that  it  was  wrong  to  let  any  perfon  want 
food }  that  they  had  no  people  of  that  defcription 
at  Atooi  y*  at  the  fame  time  he  was  vexy  importu* 
nate  to  have  fomething  eiven  them.  Captain 
Taiker,  willing  to  gratify  him  in  this  particular, 
ordered  all  the  broken  vidnals  to  be  brought  up« 
loadeck,  and  Tyaana  diftributed  them  amongft 
v-'  .        '       ■  ;  ■      th^ 
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the  poor  Chinefe*  in  the  moft  impartial  manner. 

Captain  Portlock  aiked  him  if  he  was  fiill  will- 
Ing  to  go  to  Pretane ;  but  he  faid  that  he  expell- 
ed to  have  been  there  in  twelve  moons,  but  that 
now  he  fhould  be  glad  to  return  to  Atooi.  It 
feems  Captain  Meares  had  engaged  in  a  Portu- 
guefe  expedition  to  the  coaft  of  America,  and  pro- 
mifed  to  leave  Tyaana  at  his  native  iiland,  in  his 
paflage  thither. 

The  gentlemen  at  Canton,  deiirous  to  give  him 
lafiing  proofs  of  their  friendihip,  furnimed  him 
inrith  whatever  cou\d  be  ufefiil  or  acceptable }  fuch 
fls  bulls,  cows,  iheep,  goats,  rabbits^  turkies,  &c. 
with  oranges,  mangoes,  and  various  kinds  of 
plants  $  fo  that  ihould  he  arrive  fafe  with  his 
cargo,  it  may  be  of  the  utmoft  importance  to  his 
country. 

Tyaana  was  fix  feet  two  inches  in  height,  and 
exceedingly  well  made,  rather  inclined  to  corpu- 
lency ;  had  a  pleafing  and  animated  countenance, 
with  expreffive  features  and  fine  piercing  eyes : 
)n  fiiort,  his  whole  figure  had  fomething  in  it 
exceedingly  prepoflfefling,  and  ihewed  him  to  be 
a  perfon  of  confequence. 

After  the  choice  furs  had  been  in  the'  market 
till  the  26th  of  January,  they  were  then  fold  and 
delivered  to  the  £afl  India  Company's  fupercar- 
goes  for  fifty  thoufand  dollars.  Stilli  however, 
there  remained  fundr}'  parcels  of  inferior  furs  to 
difpofe  of;  and  as  thefe  kept  the  captains  at 
Canton,  they  at  laft  were  bought  by  an  old  Chi- 
nefe  merchant,  who  obferved,  that  he  had  no 
other  motive  for  making  this  purchafe,  than  a 
xt/ifh  to  hafien  their  departure,  it  being  a  pity,  he 
faid,  that  two  fuch  fmall  veflels  (hould  be  detain* 
f  d  9t  a  heavy  expence  for  (Ueh  a  ttifle. 
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%  this  time  a  cargo  of  teas  was  got  on  board 
each  yeifel,  and  all  their  buiinefs  being  finally 
i'ettled,  they  weighed  anctior^  and  on  the  9ch  of 
February,  arrived  in  Macao  Roads. 

On  the  9th  of  February,  1 788,  they  weighed, 
and  flood  down  Macao  Roads,  from  whence  they 
proceeded  on  their  courfe  to  Old  England. 

On  the  28th  of  February,  the  Queen  Charlotte 
lofl  her  furgeon.  He  was  taken  ill  long  beforo 
they  left  Wampoa,  but  for  fome  time  they  had 
hopes  of  his  recovery,  being  young  and  of  a  found 
conftitution ;  }et  his  diforder  baffled  the  power 
of  medicine,  and  he  refigned  himfelf  to  the  Di« 
vine  will  with  the  greatefl  compofure. 

From  this  time  to  the  28th  of  March,  they  ex- 
perienced a  great  deal  of  iicknefs  in  palling 
through  the  Straights  of  Banca  and  Sunday,  the 
land  on  both  coafls  being  low,  flat,  and  marihy  f 
and  they  had  in  general  light  winds,  with  hot 
fultry  weather. 

The  King  George  lofl  two  of  their  people  with, 
the  flux. 

They  now  agreed  to  part  company,  and  each 
make  the  befl  of  their  way  to  St.  Helena,  where 
the  King  George  arrived  on  the  13th  of  June,  and 
the  Queen  Charlotte  on  the  18th. 

Here  they  got  on  board  fome  frefh  provifions, 
and  fuch  other  necefTaiies . as  could  be  procured, 
and  made  the  beft  of  their  way  to  England,  where 
the  King  George  arrived  the  22d  day  of  Auguft, 
and  the  Queen  Charlotte  on  the  17th  of  Septem- 
ber,  all  hands  in  health  and  fpirits. 

This  being  a  commercial  voyage,  it  will  natu** 
rally  be  enquired,  if  its  fuccefs  anfwered  the  ex<« 
pe^tions  of  our  adventurers.

It  appears  indeed  that  coniiderable  profits  were 
made ;  but  much  lefs  than  might  have  accrued, 
had  the  captains  been  at  liberty  to  difpofc  of  their 
cargoes,  and  the  market  not  been  overfiocked  by 
earlier  competitors. 

The  prime  fea- otter  ikins  on  board  the  King 
Georze  and  Queen  Charlotte  amounted  to  two 
thouiand  five  hundred,  exclulive  of  inferior 
peltry.  One  of  thefe  fea-otter  ikins,  fome  time 
after  the  Ihips  arrived  at  Canton,  was  worth 
eighty  dollars ;  but  as  the  fole  management  of 
the  lading  was  veiled  in  the  Ead  India  Compa- 
ny's fupercargoes,  the  valuable  furs  jull  mention- 
ed, being  dilpofed  of  in  one  lot,  did  not  average 
twenty  dollars  each. 

After  ally  the  King  George's  Sound  Company 
were  gainers  to  the  amount  of  fomethoufandsof 
pounds,  and  they  had  the  farther  fatisfa£tion  of 
patroniiing  a  voyage,  which  is  not  unimportant 
either  in  a  philofophical  or  commercial  view.
